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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


The Council herein submits to the Ratepayers the Annual Report on Public Matters, together with 
the Financial Statement for the year ending December 31, 1914, and Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure 
for 1915. 


No change in the Council for 1913/4 took place before the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, but 
Messrs. E. E. Clark and A. R. Owen did not seek re-election. 


Nine Ratepayers only were nominated for the Council for 1914/5 and were, in accordance with 
Article XVIII of the Land Regulations, declared elected. At the first meeting of Council on March 23, 
upon the proposal of Mr. Ezra, seconded by Mr. Hide, Mr. Pearce was re-elected Chairman and upon the 
proposal of Mr. Pearce, seconded by Mr. Gulland, Mr. Figge was re-elected to the Vice Chair.

WATCH MATTERS. 


REPORT OF OFFICER COMMANDING VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


Strength—The strength of the Corps on December 31, 1914, was Active Units : 51 officers, 821 
non-commissioned officers and men, Reserve Units: 10 officers, 310 non-commissioned officers and men, 
total 61 officers, 1131 non-commissioned officers and men. On December 31, 1913, it was Active Units : 
48 officers, 706 non-commissioned officers and men, Reserve Units : 11 officers, 272 non-commissioned 
officers and men, total 59 officers, 976 non-commissioned officers and men, These figures show an increase 
of Active Units: 118 non-commissioned officers and men, Reserve Units: 87 non-commissioned officers 
and men, Total increase 154. To the above figure must be added the strength of the Special Reserve 
and Motor Car Company, viz. 2 officers, 129 non-commissioned officers and men, and 18 motor cars. 
"The total increase in the number of non-commissioned officers and men on the strength, viz. 154, may be 
looked upon as highly satisfactory, as during the past year 115 men extra left the Corps above the normal 
average for the last four years. However, it should be remembered that a great many more men are still 
required before one can consider the number of active members quite satisfactory.

Staf.—Mr. E. V. Hobbs was appointed Veterinary Captain to the Corps on March 19. Captain 
Hobbs was granted leave for 12 months from December 1. 

Sergeant Drummer E, Mellows resigned on proceeding to England on September 8. 

Medical Staf—Lieuts. W. B. Billinghurst and C. N. Davis were promoted to Captain on January 
21. Mr. F. M. Nield was appointed Lieutenant on October 28. Lieut. J. Elliott-Murray was promoted 
Captain on December 30. Captain S. A. Ransom was granted 6 months’ leave from July 1. 

Light Horse—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a total 
strength of 48, the Squadron had 39 First Class and 4 Second Class Efficients, i.e. a percentage of 90.69 
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First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 88.16, and Part III 30.09. The Classi- 
fication was, Marksmen 8, First. Class Shots 5, Second Class Shots 15, Third Class Shots 8, and 3 not 
exercised. It should be noted that no comparison of these figures should be made with other Units as the 
Light Horse fire with carbines. 

2nd Lieut. E. H. McMichael was promoted Lieut. on February 24, 2nd Lieut. H. 8. Lindsay was 
promoted Lieut. on December 30, 2nd Lieut. H. Bell, on his return from a course with the 11th Hussars, 
resigned his temporary commission on November 7. 

During the past year a Rexer Gun Detachment has been trained and added to the establishment of 
the Light Horse. The new arms for the Light Horse (Carbines M.L.E.) arrived on December 1, and have 
heen issued to the squadron. New saddlery for the whole squadron has also been issued during the past year. 

The total of all ranks of the Squadron on December 31, 1914, was 46. 

Artillery—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a total 
strength of 39, the Battery had 36 First Class Efficients, 2 Second Class Efficients and 1 Recruit, a percentage 
of 94.78 First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 132.52 and Part III 19.97. 
The Classification was Marksmen 23, First Class Shots 7, Second Class Shots 6, and 1 Recruit. 

Lieut. F. R. Barry resigned his Commission on September 23, on proceeding to England. 
Sergeant J. 8. Hay was appointed 2nd Lieut. on December 10. 

S8.V.C. Ponies.—The arrangement for stabling the ponies at Seymour Road has proved satisfactory. 
5 ponies were purchased during the year and 4 ponies’ destroyed as unfit for Artillery work. The following 
gentlemen have kindly presented ponies for use in the Battery during the past year: Messrs. Arnhold, 
Mackinnon, Gregson, Grayrigge, Sheridan. There are now 28 ponies on charge. 

The total of all ranks of the Battery on December 31, 1914, was 37. 

Maxim Battery—tIn the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, ont of a total 
strength of 31 the Battery had 26 First Class and 2 Second Class Efficients and 3 Recruits, a percentage of 
92.85 First Class Efficients. ‘The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 106.61 and Part III 18.29. The 
Classification was Marksmen 8, First Class Shots 5, Second Class Shots 10, Third Class Shots 3 and 3 
Recruits. 

2nd Lieut. H. E. Middleton resigned his Commission on November 5. Sergeant A. C. Lightfoot 
was appointed 2nd Lieut. on December 10. 

Experiments have been made for mounting the guns on tram cars, which have been found successful, 
and the necessary arrangements for carrying this out have been made. This Unit has considerably increased 
its strength during the year and it is hoped that it will soon be able to man all the guns, 

The total of all ranks of the Battery on December 31 was 47. 

Engineer Company —In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 80, out of a 
total strength of 44, the Company had 83 First Class Efficients, 5 Second Class Efficients, 4 Recruits and 
2 Non-Efficients, a percentage of 82.50 First Class Efficients. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 
110.82 and Part III 18.41 The Classification was Marksmen 10, First Class Shots 11, Second Class Shote 
13, Third Class Shots 1, Recruits 4 and 1 not exercised. 

Sergeant J. ‘I. W. Brooke was appointed 2nd Lieut. on February 18, 1914. Lieut. 8. 8, Sellick 
was appointed Corps Musketry Instructor on July 23, 1914. 

The Company during the past year has done a great deal of practical work. The Soochow Creek 
has been bridged by a pontoon bridge near Gordon Road ; field redoubts have been dug ; a derrick capable 
of lifting a ton weight and moving it in any direction has been erected ; practical demolition experiments 
have been carried out. 

The total of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 56. 

“A” Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a total 
strength of 91, the Company had 80 First Class Efficients, 8 Second Class Efficients, and 8 Non- 
Efficients, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 87.91. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IL 
106.03 and Part III 11.07, the Classification being Marksmen 22, First Class Shots 20, Second Class 
Shots 87, Third Class Shots 6, partly exercised 2. 

2nd Lieut. J. E. Needham was promoted Lieut. on February 24, 2nd Lieut. G. M. Billings was 
promoted Lieut. on December 30,

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 113. 

“B” Company—tn the Aunual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
total strength of 49, the Company had 36 First Class Efficients, 7 Second Class Efficients, 6 Recruits, a 
percentage of First Class Efficients 83.72. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 118.02 and Part IIT 
18.78, the Classification being Marksmen 16, First Class Shots 5, Second Class Shots 15, Third Class Shots 2, 
Recruits 6 and partly exercised 3, not exercised 1. 

Lieut. W. S. Burns resigned his Commission on February 12 and was placed on the retired 
list with the rank of Captain. Lieut. J. D. Gordon was promoted Captain on May 20, Vice-Captain 
H. R. H. Thomas deceased. Colour-Sergeant J. J. G. Hay was appointed 2nd Lieut. on May 20. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 61. 

Ae Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
total strength of 88, the Company had 10 First Class Efficients, 20 Second Class Efficients, 8 Recruits and 
5 Non-Efficients, a percentage of First Class Efficients, of 28.57. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part IT 
78.83 apd Part III 15.86, the Classification being Marksmen 2, First Class Shots 8, Second Class Shots 16, 
and Third Class Shots 7, Recruits 8, partly exercised 1. Not exercised 5. 

2nd Lieut. M. H. Hey resigned his Commission on February 26. 

On May 25, the Customs Company under Lieut. H. 8. Sweeting furnished part of a Guard of 
Honour at the ceremony of unveiling the statue of the late Sir Robert Hart. 

The strength of this company has decreased considerably, partly owing to the large number of men 
transferred to other stations. Lieut. H. 8. Sweeting resigned on December 16. ~ 

Commissions have been granted as under :— . 

Mr. R. H. R. Wade, Captain, December 16. Mr. D. ©. Dick, Lieut., December 23. Both 
these gentlemen have previously commanded the Customs Company and it is hoped that their return to the 
Company will help it to increase to its former strength and efficiency. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 28. 

German Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
total strength of 70, the Company had 49 First Class Efficients, 15 Second Class Efficients, 6 Recruits, a 
percentage of First Class Efficients of 76.56. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 101.79, and 
Part III 19.36, the Classification being Marksmen 12, First Class Shots 11, Second Class Shots 29, Third 
Class Shots 4, Recruits 6, partly exercised 3 and 1 not exercised. 

Captain H. Schellhoss resigned his Commission on July 26. 

2nd Lieut. W. Kupper was promoted Lieut. on February 24. 2nd Lieut. E. Rohreke was 
promoted Lieut. on December 30. 

Owing to the European War the strength of the Active Company in August was reduced to some 20 
men by the departure from Shanghai of many of the Company. The Company has been temporarily 
re-organised in conjunction with the German Reserve Company under the command of Captain C. Stepharius 
and Lieut. K. Blickle. 

The strength of the combined organisation on December 31 was 102. 

American Company.—tIn the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
total strength of 51, the Company had 42 First Class Efficients, 9 Second Class Efficients, a percentage of 
First Class Efficients, of 82.35. ‘The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 141.72, and Part III 20.14, 
the Classification being Marksmen 33, First Class Shots 7, Second Class Shots 7, Third Class Shots 1. 

This Company has again obtained the highest Figure of Merit for the Musketry year 1913 and 
1914, The Company won the Inter-Company Challenge Shield both in May and November, making it the 
fifth time they have won it. 

2nd Lieut. W. H. Tenney resigned his Commission on January 2. Quartermaster Sergeant 
E. K. Howe and Sergeant A. H. Swan were appointed 2nd Lieuts. on February 4. It having been 
found that the web belt worn by this Company is unsuitable for carrying the clip cartridges, the company 
have been authorised to wear the brown leather bandolier and belt. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 56. 

Portuguese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
strength of 74, the Company had 43 First Class Efficients, 8 Second Class Efficients, 22 Recruits and 
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1 Non-Efficient, a percentage of First Class Efficients of 82.69. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 
87.44 and Part III 14.28, the Classification being Marksmen 7, First Class Shots 6, Second Class Shots 22, 
Third Class Shots 10, Recruits 22, partly exercised 5. 

Captain J. Nolasco resigned his Commission on February 21. He was placed on the Retired 
List of officers. Lieut. A. M. Diniz was promoted Captain on March 25. 2nd Lieut. D. M. Gutterres 
was promoted Lieut. on January 18. Mr. E. dos Santos Carneiro was appointed 2nd Lieut. on July 22. 

This Company has been permitted to change its pattern of cap to a pattern somewhat similar to that 
worn by “ A” Company. : 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 79. 

Japanese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
strength of 63, the Company had 17 First Class Efficients, and 39 Second Class Efficients, 7 Non-Efficients, 
a percentage of First Class Efficients of 26.98. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part Il 95.32 and 
Part III 22.83, the Classification being Marksmen 8, First Class Shots 7, Second Class Shois 29, Third 
Class Shots 2, partly exercised 9, not exercised 5. 

Lieut. Shiuzo Yoshida was promoted Captain on January 7. 2nd Lieut. Toshitsugu Imada was 
promoted Lieut. on February 24, and resigned on August 10, Sergeant N. Oki was appointed 2nd Lieut. on 
August 12. 

The strength of this company shows a considerable decrease. It is hoped that during the coming 
year the strength will be increased. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 31 was 51. 

Chinese Company.—In the Annual Efficiency Return for the year ended April 30, out of a 
strength of 85, the Company had 79 First Class Efficients, 6 Second Classs Efficients, a percentage of First 
Class Efficients of 92.94. The Musketry Figure of Merit was Part II 93.97 and Part III 13.31, the 
Classification being Marksmen 22, First Class Shots 1, Second Class Shots 53, Third Class Shots 2, partly 
exercised 2 and not exercised 2. 

2nd Lieut. A. M. Lester was promoted Lieut. on January 18 and resigned his Commission on 
April 16. 

The total strength of all ranks of the Company on December 13, was 95. 

An Austro-Hungarian Company was formed on October 15. Mr. F. E. Sonntag was elected 
to command the Company and granted a commission as Captain on October 15. 

The total strength of all ranks on December 31 was 33. 

A Scottish Company was formed on December 10, officially called the Shanghai Scottish. 
Mr. C. H. Rutherford was appointed Captain and Mr. @. L. Campbell 2nd Lieut. 

The total strength of all ranks on December 31 was 68. 

An Italian Company was formed on December 16. Mr. M. D. Varalda was appointed Captain 
and Mr. M. Commencini as 2nd Lieut. 

The total strength of all ranks on December 31 was 39. 

Buglers.—The Buglers were unclassified in musketry. They have increased in strength, but their 
efficiency: has not increased in proportion. The services of an experienced Sergeant Bugler are badly 
required, It is to be hoped that some member of the community capable of performing the duties of a 
Sergeant Bugler will offer his services. 

The total strength of the Buglers on December 31 was 19. 

Reserve Company.—The re-organisation of the Reserve Company and Reserves of the Corps has 
been under consideration. The proposed re-organisation has been generally approved of by the Council 
but owing to the absence on leave of Captain @. Wingrove the change remains in abeyance for the 
present. 

2nd Lieuts. H. W. Daldy and K. D. Stewart were promoted Lieuts. on February 24. Lieut. K. D. Stewart 
resigned his Commission on December 9. Lieut. J. C. Bosustow was transferred to the Chinese Company on 
April 23. Quartermaster Sergeant C. M. Bain was appointed 2nd Lieut. on May 13. 

The total strength of this Unit on December 31 was 123. 

Light Horse Reserve-—The total strength of this unit on December 31 was 21. 

German Reserve.—See German Company. 
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Unit Reserves.—The majority I regret to say still remain inefficient ; out of a total strength of 42 
there were 88 non-efficients of which the whole of the Portuguese Company (15 in number) were non- 
efficient. ; 

Special Reserve Company.—In order to increase the numbers available for the~defence of the 
Settlement a Special Reserve Company was formed in August, and placed under the command of 
Captain L. J. Cubitt, and 2nd Lieuts. G. U. Robins and J. Hayes. 

The terms of enrolment were for a period of 6 months or longer if required. 

A week after its inauguration it numbered 173. Men who had done no military service were 
put through a modified course of drill and musketry by the Regular Permanent Staff of the Corps. 
Since which, the Company has been drilled and been put through a musketry course by Captain 
L. J. Cubitt. This organisation is a very useful addition to the Corps and has been found to be a good 
recruiting ground for the Active units, about 30 having transferred to active units. 

Tent. G. U. Robins resigned his Commission on December 24. 

The total strength of all ranks on Decefhber 31, 1914, was 131. 

Motor Car Company.—A Motor Car Company has been formed consisting of men who belong to no 
unit of the Corps and can drive a car. This unit may be termed an emergency unit. It numbers 18 cars 
and is capable of transporting about 72 men. 

The Training. —There is nothing particular to report in reference to the training of the units. The 
usual keenness of all ranks continues to prevail. The Gymnastic class under Colour-Sergeant Crocker has 
increased in numbers. The gymnasium J:as been refitted up in many respects and has been made suitable 
for physical training games. The miniature range in the gymnasium has been equipped with the Solano 
target system. By the use of these targets a large amount of outdoor instruction can be accomplished 
indoors, 

General Efficiency Shield—The shield this year has been won by the 8. V. C. Artillery.

The Austro-Hungarian Company was first in Special Test 3, but owing to the new units not being 
tested in all tests they have not been classified. 

The German Company (re-organised Company) has also not heen classified. The Engineer Company 
and “A” Company tie for last place having obtained no points towards the Shield. 

Annual Efficiency Returns —The Annual Efficiency for the Active Units of the Corps for the year 
ended April 30, 1914, shewed 506 First Class and 125 Second Class Efficients, 45 Recruits and 
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18 Non-Efficients, a percentage of the first named of 72.91. The percentage for the year ending April 1913 
was 79.47, this percentage shows a slight decrease but on the other hand there is a considerable decrease in 
the total number of non-efficients. 

Annual Inspection.—The Annual Inspection was made by Major-General F. H. Kelly, o3., 
Commanding the British Forces in South China. The Inspecting Officer arrived on April 19, and inspected 
the Corps during the week, the formal Inspection Parade taking place on the Polo Ground on April 25. 
During the week Major-General Kelly witnessed the Light Horse team competing for the Barnes’ 
Cup Competition. He inspected all units individually at drill and saw some of the units at musketry on 
the rifle range. 

Every Unit was called out for the mobilization test without any warning. This test was carried out 
about 9 p.m., and 66°], of the Corps paraded. The Headquarters, magazines and books of the Corps were 
also inspected. The formal Inspection Parade vas similar to the previous year with the exception that the 
Artillery did not “ gallop” past. 

Altendance at Corps Parades.—The following figures shew the average percentages of the Active Units 
attending Corps Parades during the year, inclusive of the Inspection Parade on April 25. The average for 
all Units is 59, as against 62 for 1918. Decimals are omitted, but where two or more Units shew the same 
percentage their order is determined by the decimals in each case. Where the decimal is over .5 the next 
higher whole number is shown, and where it is under that figure it is ignored. The figures in brackets 
shew the averages for 1913.

In 1918 the highest percentage was 80 and the lowest 56, the highest this year is 82 and the 
lowest 35. From the above figures it will be seen that several units have dropped in the average. This may 
be accounted for partly by there being 12 Corps Parades held during the year as against 8 in the previous 
year and one Corps Parade held on a Sunday. 

Camps.—The following were in Camp at the Riding School under the command of Major 
H. W. Pilcher from April 9 to 13 inclusive.

As usual the units worked individually and collectively, excepting the Engineer Company which 
threw a pontoon bridge across the Soochow Creek and did other technical work. One night was devoted to 
night work when the Chinese and Portuguese Companies attacked the camp. 

The advanced state of the crops again impeded the work. November would probably be a more 
suitable time to hold a camp, and the camping place should be changed, so as to prevent units continually 
working over the same ground. 

A Church Parade was held on Easter Sunday, the Corps Chaplain taking the service. The number 
attending camp is small and should be increased. A fair number of men unable to reside in camp joined 
during the day and took part in the work. 

Impromptu sports were held on the last day, the Light Horse from the Rifle Range taking part in 
them. The Light Horse camp was held at the Rifle Range during the same period, Captain P. Crighton 
being in command. ‘The attendance was very good. 37 attended camp out of their strength of 48. Their 
time was fully occupied at drills, annual carbine meeting and also a gymkhana, the weather being on the 
whole favourable except on the last day, which entailed the gymkhana being held in pouring rain,

The Portuguese Company under Captain A. M. Diniz were in camp at the Rifle Range from 
April 17 to 20. No time was devoted to musketry and a lot of useful drill and field work was put 
in. The attendance was good, 76 being in camp out of a strength of 80. Major-General Kelly paid a 
visit to this camp. ‘*B” Company, under Captain J. D. Gordon, held their annual camp at the Rifle 
Range from November 7 to 12. 

A large proportion of the time was devoted to musketry. Instruction was given in digging and 
trench work, the Engineer Company under Lieut. Pearson assisting in this work. Guard duties and Company 
drill were also practised. The attendance was fair, 40 of all ranks out of a total of 54. 

Besides these Annual Camps the Light Horse and Artillery have each been in camp for a week end at 
the S.V.C. Artillery stables, These camps were held under active service conditions, no mafoos or boys 
being in camp, each man looking after his own pony and self. The cooking also being done by the men. 
The week-end camps were a success and deserve every enconragement. The expenses connected with these 
two camps were paid for by the units concerned.’ 

Musketry Training —A new recruit course and trained soldiers’ course will be fired during the year 
1915-1916. ‘The recruit under the new conditions will fire 50 rounds against 25 asat present. The trained 
soldier will fire 60 rounds individual and 20 rounds in field practices. The actual course is much the same 
except that grouping has been introduced into both courses and the standard of classification has been 
raised. ‘The Revolver Course was fired by 47 officers and non-commissioned officers armed with the revolver. 
The total who should have fired was 64. The previous year only 18 fired out of 61 who should have fired 
the course. 

The Council have been asked for a free grant of 48 rounds per man for the purpose of practice. It 
is hoped that this grant will stimulate the necessary interest to improve shooting with the revolver. 

Rifle Range.—Owing to an accident having occurred behind the Stop Butt, resulting in the death of 
a Chinese workman, a series of experiments are being carried out and from these it is hoped that arrange- 
ments will be made to prevent ricochets passing over or round the Butt. The wooden screen already erected 
has prevented many ricochets passing over thé Butt. 

The Annual Rifle Meeting—The Annual Rifle Meeting was postponed owing to shortage of 
ammunition, Arrangements however have been made to fire a Competition in January for the Municipal 
Challenge Cup. 

Laying of Commemoration Stone for New Drill Hall.—On April 4, the Corps observed festivities of a 
somewhat mixed character as on this day the anniversary of the raising of the Corps and the inauguration of a new 
Headquarter Building and Drill Hall were celebrated. The actual formation of the Corps dates from April 
8, 1853, so that the Diamond Jubilee had actually passed, the Battle of Muddy Flat was fought on April 
4, 1854, but that was in the nature of a coincidence and lastly there was the laying of the Commemora- 
tion Stone of the New Drill Hall. The 4th, falling on a Saturday, it was decided to combine all observances 
in one great Commemoration which should be worthy of the Corps and its past traditions. The vicissitudes 
through which the Drill Hall scheme had passed since 1908 have been many and it was gratifying to all 
that something tangible was to be the outcome of the Parade of that day. 

The Corps paraded at 8.30 p.m. on the site of the proposed new Municipal Offices in Quarter 
Column, with the Band and Colour Party at the head, facing west, with the Engineer Company and Maxim 
Company on the left flank and the Light Horse and Artillery on the right. At 4.15 p.m., on the command 
“ Officers take post in Review Order,” the ceremony actually commenced. The Chaplain with the surpliced 
choir of Holy Trinity Cathedral then took up their position immediately to the east of the stone. The . 
religious portion of the service then commenced by the chanting of the XLVL Psalm, “ Deus Noster 
refugium.” Then followed the responses and the Lord’s Prayer and the Special Collect for the laying of a 
stone, ‘Then Major Trueman advanced and on behalf of the members of the Corps asked Mrs. Bray to 
perform the official act of laying the stone which is to commemorate the raising of the Corps and the 
inauguration of the New Drill Hall and Headquarters Offices. He also thanked Mrs. Bray very heartily 
for so readily and graciously consenting to set her seal upon a permanent insurance policy for the safety of 
the Settlement, by helping to build the structure in which her husband, the esteemed Commandant, would 
it was hoped continue the work of training the Corps as a fighting force. Major Trueman then escorted 
Mrs. Bray to the site of the stone and, handing her a silver trowel, said :—“ Mrs. Bray, on behalf of 
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the Officers of the Corps, I ask your acceptance of this implement which is necessary for the performance of 
the duty you have so kindly undertaken, and hope it will be retained by you as a souvenir of our gratitude 
and appreciation.” A party from the Engineer Company, under the command of Captain Godfrey, then 
came forward and the masonry, gracefully hidden by evergreens and the Municipal Flag, was uncovered, 
cement was duly applied and the stone lowered into position. Mrs. Bray then made good use of her trowel 
and Captain Godfrey said, “I declare the stone to be well and truly laid.” Mrs. Bray said, “ Having laid 
this stone, I hope it may fulfil the deserving purpose for which it has been laid.” Following upon the 
laying of the stone the hymn “0 God our help in ages past” was sung and the Chaplain pronounced the 
Benediction, Mr. B. ©. Pearce, Civil Commandant of the Corps, then addressed the parade, paying a 
glowing tribute to the memory of those who had gone before and who had helped to sustain the continuity 
of the Corps for so many years. He then referred to the various phases for the scheme of a new Drill Hall 
and referred particularly to a speech made by Captain Cubitt at the Ratepayers’ Meeting of March 1909, 
which “carried the meeting by storm.” He next referred to the battle of Muddy Flat, the sixtieth 
anniversary of which fell on that day, and concluded by referring to the question of recruiting. On the 
command of the Commandant the Corps then gave the General Salute, after which head dresses were 
. removed and three cheers given for the Chairman and members of the Shanghai Municipal Council. Rockets 
were fired off and as they exploded in the air they declared the legend “8.V.C. 1854-1914,” shown upon 
flags, being kept in the air by a parachute attachment. 

The inscription on the Stone was as follows :—

Tn the recess of the stone was placed a list of the Officers and Members of the Corps, a copy of the 
“ North China Daily News” of the day, a series of photographs taken the preceding week, and several coins 
of various countries. 

The Corps then marched to the Bund and were dismissed. f 

The strength on parade was 44 officers, 2 warrant officers and 583 non-commissioned officers and men, 

Not less interesting than the Ceremonial Parade of the afternoon was the Torchlight Parade and 
display of fireworks at night. The various units of the Corps paraded at 8.30 p.m. on the Bund Fore- 
shore under the command of Major Trueman and marched to the Race Course by way of Nanking Road. 
The procession was headed by a patrol of Mounted Police and a troop of the Light Horse, then followed an 
old fashioned fire ladder used in the early days of the Settlement with men in the old uniform of the Mih- 
ho-loong Company, this being followed by a new and up-to-date fire motor, affording a strange contrast 
between the equipment of the present day and that of sixty years ago. The Band, followed by the Buglers, 
were the next in the procession and then followed the various units of the Corps, each man carrying two 
torches. Half of ‘A’? Company and the Chinese Company with fixed bayonets acting as escort. Arrived 
at the Race Course the men bearing torches marched until they came opposite the grand stand, where they 
opened ont and counter marching formed the letters “$,V.C.” The whole of the torches were then used 
for the making of a bonfire. ‘The parade was then dismissed and the firework display, under the supervision 
of members of the Engineer Company, commenced. ‘The feature of the display being the rockets. 

The officers and members of the Corps were “at home” to friends on the premises of the Race Club 
where no efforts had been spared to make the conclusion of the celebrations as enjoyable as possible to 
everyone. 

On behalf of the Corps I take this opportunity of thanking the Stewards and members of the Race 
Club and the Committees and members of the Cricket and Recreation Clubs for the use of their stands and 
pavilions.

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With regard to the celebrations, it gave me great pleasure to issue a Corps Order expressing my 
thanks to the officers and members of the Corps who paraded ; their steadiness in the ranks and soldierly 
bearing maintainéd the best traditions of the Corps and in reporting on the celebrations I cannot refrain 
from again mentioning this fact.

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ANNUAL INSPECTION OF THE CORPS. 


The Report of Major-General F. H. Kelly, o.8., Commanding the Troops in South China, upon his 
Inspection of the Corps, was forwarded to the Council in May :— 


REPORT ON THE INSPECTION OF THE SHANGHAI VOLUNTEER CORPS 
HELD FROM APRIL 20 TO 26, 1914. 

I very carefully inspected every Unit of this unique Corps during my week in Shanghai, and was very much struck 
by the keenness displayed by all ranks. As I said on parade, the advantage which has been taken of the opportunities 
afforded in the past to put theory into practice largely accounts for the efficient state in which I found them, There isa 
reality in their arrangements and orgauisation which makes them a contrast to the majority of Volunteer Corps one meets, 

The various Nationalities work harmoniously together, which speaks well for the tact and judgment of all concerned 
—expecially of the late Commandant, Colonel Barnes, of the present Commandant, Colonel Bray, and of their Staffs. 

The Musketry results are very satisfactory and an improvement on last year. I hope next year to see the number 
of 3rd Class shots further decreased. It is for consideration whether the Musketry Course should not be brought more into 
line with that of the Regulars and Territorials by the introduction of some grouping and application practices and a little 
more collective work. 

I think that arrangements should be made for the inspection of rifles, etc., by an Ordinance expert from Hongkong. 

The addition of the wall on the stop but has made the range quite reasonably safe; except for the man whose shot 
hits the ground half-way down the range and whose bullet would ricochet over a mountain ! 

It is most unfortunate that the Artillery have again not been able to practice, They area keen lot and well equipped, 
but without practice can be of little use. I hope the very strongest steps will be taken to get the Chinese Military 
‘Authorities to allow practice at Woosung, Failing that to put them on a lighter and to fire their guns from that rather 
insecure platform would be better than nothing. I examined the possible range near “ The Point” and consider it unsafe, 
I would suggest for consideration that the Battery work could be much improved and brought up to date if a Regular 
Artillery Officer was attached as Instructor for two or three weeks in the year, 

‘That over 66 per cent turned out at night with no notice in thirty to forty-five minutes was very creditable, 

I was very pleased with the Inspection parade on the 25th. All ranks were well and smartly turned out, and the 
men handled their arms and marched past very creditably. 

It would seem worth while for the Municipality to consider the addition to the Corps of a Motor Car Company. 
‘This to be run on a commercial basis, é.c., running expenses of car paid for and any damage to car while employed in the 
Council's service to be made good. The Company to consist of those gentlemen who would be willing to lend cars in time 
of trouble, They need not be required to undergo any military training. 

The re-organisation of the Reserve might possibly be considered. It might be divided into two classes,—those who 
have received a military training and can still afford time to undergo a further short training such as now laid down by 
the Council,—and those who ere merely willing to serve in time of trouble. The latter might include the 12-bore Reserve. 

I would also suggest the desirability of an increase of the number of Machine Guns in the Corps, Extra Machine 
Gun Batteries need not be formed, but Machine Guns in the hands of the Companies would be most useful in the class of 
fighting they are likely to be wanted for. 

If the Council does me the honour to ask me to inspect their Volunteers again I hope to find their numbers increased. 
There are far too many men in Shanghai who appear content to let others defend them,

MOTOR SERVICE. 


With reference to the paragraph in the Inspection Report on this subject the Council has 
approved the recommendations of the Commandant as to the formation of a Motor Car Company as a unit 
of the Corps. This Company is composed of gentlemen willing to place their cars ab the disposal of the 
Officer Commanding the Municipal Defence Forces in time of emergency. The following is an outline of 
the conditions under which members of this company have undertaken to serve :— 

(i.) Their names will be registered, with a brief description of their cars. 

(ii) On their services being required they will serve under the same conditions regarding discipline 
as other members of the Volunteer Corps. 

ii.) When the Company is called out for duty the Council will pay a suitable fee for daily 
running expenses, and will make good all loss, damage, etc., which may occur while the cars are used in 
the public service. 

(iv.) They will not wear uniform, but will use a distinguishing badge when called out for duty. 

(v.) They may be required to attend occasional mobilisation tests,

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COMMISSARIAT ON MOBILISATION. 


The following interchange of letters records an arrangement recommended by the Commandant 
for the provisioning of the Corps on mobilisation. 
Shanghai, February 7, 1914. 

Drar Srr,—In reply to your letter of December 24, 1913, on the question of provisioning the entire 8, V. C, when 
on active duty, we propose to treat this subject de novo cancelling all previous correspondence, 

We have gone thoroughly into the matter and regret to say we are unable to make any contract owing to the number 
of unforeseen incidents that may occur to prevent us carrying out our contract properly, We are, however, prepared at 
any time to undertake the feeding of the entire Corps and sufficient food for one meal would be ready within two hours of 
notice being given us. There might be some difficulty about delivering this first meal to distant points, but this is 
inevitable. As far as possible meals would be served in our two hotels, the Palace and Grand. 

We are calculating our estimate on 700 men to be fed for 8 to 12 hours, and after that about 250 men to be fed 
continuously. We have drawn up on a separate sheet a list of food which we propose to supply, with the prices attached— 
bearing in mind that it is to be substantial and simplé and easily portable. 

We should supply all servants, cooks, cutlery, enamel plates and mugs and transportation within the Settlement and 
to the Rifle Range and Chapei : but meals supplied beyond this would be subject to an extra charge of 25 per cent. owing 
to cost of transport. Breakage to be borne by us, We have in stock portable cooking stoves, which we should erect 
where necessary. In cases of necessity armed escorts for supplies might be necessary, which would have to be provided 
by the 8.V.C. é 

We cannot undertake to carry on at these prices for more than 5 days owing to the fact that supplies of fresh meat 
and market produce may run short in the market and prices rise considerably. Then we should have to give you 24 hours 
notice so that prices may be amicably arranged and fresh or tinned goods substituted. 


The number of meals supplied would have to be signed for by the Q.M. Sergeants or failing them by any officer 
or senior soldier present.

RIFLE RANGE. 


During the annual musketry course of the Sikh Police at the Range on September 2 a Chinese, 
employed in building work 730 yards beyond the firing point, was killed by a shot which probably passed 
through the ricochet shield or was fired into the air accidentally, According to expert opinion the addition of the 
wallon the stop butt has made the Range quite reasonably safe, from the evidence available the Council 
formed the view that the fatality was due, not toa ricochet, but to a stray shot resulting from rapid firing hy 
unqualified men, An explanation in this sense was made in answer to the representations of the Chinese 
Authorities, with a promise that further experiments would be conducted in order to avoid the possibility of 
such accidents in the future. A solatium of $150 was donated to the family of the deceased mason, and 
rapid practice under similar conditions was prohibited. 

Observation screens were subsequently erected, with a view to noting, during a period of one month, 
the number and direction of all ricochetting shots; and thereafter, at the recommendation of the Com- 
mandant, it was decided to continue experiments for a further period, arresting ricochets by means of steel 
plates of different patterns, with which a series of tests and observations are still being made, The cost of 
these experiments will amount to Ts. 1,340, and it is anticipated that some small further expenditure will 
suffice to bring them to a satisfactory conclusion.

The Annual Inspection of the Brigade, by the Council, was held on May 16, on the Public Recreation 
Ground when the Attendance Cups and Long Service Medals were kindly presented by Mrs. EH. ©. Pearce. 
Exhibition drills of a practical nature were afterwards given by each Company, at the conclusion of which 
the Chairman, Mr. E. ©. Pearce, addressed the Brigade and complimented them on their efficiency. 

The Annual Competition for the Insurance Companies’ Shield was held at the Public Recreation 
Ground on October 31 and was won by the Mih-ho-loong Company, in the very good total tims of 1273 
seconds. The Deluge Company, the holders of the Shield, being second. 

Fires.—The number of calls to fires, or supposed fires, during the year was 161 (an increase of 31 
on the previous year), of these calls 180 proved to be fires on assessed property within the Settlement ; 
22 fires Outside Limits, and 9 False Alarms. 

These calls were received as follows :—From Watch Towers 84, Police 83, Exchange Telephones 39, 
Street Fire Alarms 1, Messengers 4. 

The total loss on property and contents, within the Settlement, is estimated at Tls. 818,175 (a 
decrease of Tis. 406,290 on that of the year 1913) ; of this loss Ts. 201,000 was on Foreign Buildings, 
whilst Tls. 117,175 was on Chinese Buildings. 

As far as can be ascertained the fire loss for 1914 is the lowest on record for a number of years, and 
there is certainly a marked difference to that of the year 1912, when it was weil over Tls. 1,000,000. 

The number of lives lost at fires attended by the Brigade was four, as follows :— 

Hall &: Holtz Furniture Factory and Bakery, February 17.—Two men were asphyxiated and burnt 
to death before the arrival of the Brigade, their charred remains heing found afterwards amongst the débris. 
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No. 18 Chapoo Road, April 5.—A girl was burnt to death before arrival of the Brigade, and one 
man died after as a result of burns caused through an explosion of a four-gallon tin of methylated 
spirits. 

Tam pleased to say the number of lives lost was very low, being seven less than during the previous 
year. 

The only large fire in a Foreign building during the year, in the Settlement, was at Hall & Holtz’s 
Furniture Factory Repository and Bakery, at the corner of Soochow and Yuenmingyuen Roads, on 
February 17, the damage being nearly ls. 200,000. 

This fire taxed the resources of the Brigade to its utmost, and it was only owing to strenuous efforts 
that a conflagration was averted, as immediately adjoining these premises, at the back, was the Lyceum 
Theatre, and on the west side, Messrs. Siemssen & Co.’s large godown, which was only separated by an 
alleyway of 17 feet in width. The Union Church was also endangered, but all three buildings were saved. 
The largest fire in Chinese buildings was at Wuchow Road, on November 6, when a smail cotton mill and 
ten houses were destroyed, and is accounted for by the lack of fire hydrants in this district. Other fires 
generally were of a small nature. 

Assistance was given at a number of fires outside the limits of the Settlement, at which the Brigade 
rendered good service. The largest were as follows :— 

(1) In Chapei off North Chekiang Road, January 12.—Assistance was given to the Chinese 
Brigade at this fire, which was just outside limits. Four large hongs being gutted. 

(2) Mackenzie & Co., Pootung, February 7—The Brigade attended with Float and worked in 
conjunction with the Customs and Messrs. Butterfield & Swire’s Floats at a large fire which resulted in the 
total destruction of a new large reinforced concrete and brick godown, which was full of vaw cotton. This 
was a so-called “fireproof” building which simply crumbled to pieces and collapsed as soon as the fire 
reached its height. Several Members of the Brigade had narrow escapes when the walls gave out and the 
massive concrete reinforced roof fell. The three surrounding godowns, also full of cotton, were saved, 

(3) Offices of L’ Echo de Chine, French Concession, March 21,—Assistance was given to the French 
Concession Brigade at a large fire involving these offices, the main portions of which were saved. 

(4) May 9.—The Brigade, with Fire Float, attended a serious fire in the main hold of 8. 8. 
“ 8vorono ” which was lying alongside the New Engineering Co.’s Wharf at Yangtizsepoo. About 8,500 bags 
of ground nuts and a quantity of timber were damaged by fire and water as it was necessary to flood the 
hold before the fire could be extinguished. 

(5) August 11—The Brigade was called to a fire on board a lorcha, lying alongside the Standard 
Oil Wharves, Pootung, which contained approximately 500 cases of benzine, but on the arrival of the 
Brigade, with the Fire Float, it was found that the vessel had been towed off down the River on to the bank 
out of danger to the shipping. 

(6) August 21.—The Brigade again attended with Float at Mackenzie & Co.’s premises, Pootung, 
when Godown “ E,” an old two storey building, containing rape, cotton seed, cotton waste, hides, etc., was 
totally destroyed. As with the previous fire, owing to a late call and the inflammable nature of the 
contents, “it was impossible to save the godown, although the fire was prevented from spreading to the 
adjacent cotton warehouses. 

(7) Chapei—Alabaster Road Extension, December 12.—At this fire, when 20 buildings were 
affected, the Brigade rendered assistance to the Chinese Brigade, who were in difficulties owing to lack of 
water, and prevented a repetition of the big conflagration in this area on October 16, 1913. 

Effective work was done at a number of smaller fires outside the limits, the Brigade also carefully 
watching a number of outbreaks just beyond the boundaries, to safeguard Settlement property which was 
in the vicinity. ‘ 

Central Station.—This Station is very congested and is neither satisfactory nor suitable as Head- 
quarters for the Brigade. I am afraid little can be done to render the present building suitable. The 
Station was designed for horse and pony gear with quarters for Volunteer Firemen above. It lacks the 
advantages and facilities of a modern Central Station, and consequently the working of the Brigade 
is retarded. I trust that a proper Central Headquarters Station will be built in the near future to replace 
the present one. 
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During December, Fire Circuit Lights were fitted in the Engine House and all the bedrooms, 
verandas, stables, etc., these being worked automatically with the call bells, so that during a turnout the 
whole Station is effectually lighted. > 

Sinza Station—The erection of a permanent Hose Drying and Lookout Tower, commenced 
during September, is under construction. On completion this tower will not only facilitate the proper 
drying of hose but will also allow the “look-out” men to keep a better watch on the surrounding 
districts. An Oil and Petrol Store is required for this Station and is to be constructed this year. A 
Watchroom is necessary, as also is the fitting of quick open door furniture to the engine house doors. 

Hongkew Station.—The site selected for the new Station is at the junction of Range and Woosung 
Roads, and the plans are practically completed. I hope an early start will be made with the building and 
that it will be completed this year. 

Soochow Road Station—TVhis Station is now being used as a Temporary Workshop and Store owing 
to the Brigade’s old workshop at Yalu Road being required for inclusion in the Isolation Hospital site. 

I trust that as soon as a proper Workshop and Store have been provided for the Brigade, it will he 
possible to alter this Station, so that the Coolie Corps, ete., will be properly accommodated and in other ways 
make it worthy of the name of a Fire Station, I think it will be necessary, possibly this year, to transfer 
the Motor Turntable Escape and Motor Fire King from the Central Station to this Station, so as to relieve 
the congestion at the former Station. 

Workshops.—Since the Yalu Road Workshop was vacated during April 1913, the Brigade has 
experienced great difficulty in effecting the necessary repairs, alterations and additions of the plant, 
although small temporary workshops have been improvised at the Soochow Road Station and the heavy work 
has been sent to the Public Works Department Workshop. The necessary work for the maintenance of Vire 
Brigade appliances being of a special character and of, generally, an urgent nature, it is of the utmost 
importance that a specially equipped small workshop under the direct control of the Brigade Staff he provided 
and attached to one of the larger Fire Stations. I therefore trust that a small workshop and store will be 
erected, attached to the New Hoagkew Station, and that such will be completed this year so that it may be 
possible to maintain the appliancés and gear of the Brigade and to regulate stores at the standard of 
efficiency required and obtained elsewhere ; at the same time effecting considerable economy. 

Proposed Station for Eastern District—Owing to the number of large mills and industrial develop- 
ment in this district, and the distance of the nearest Fire Station, I think it will be necessary in the near 
future to provide a small Sub-station on the Yangtszepoo Road, so as to better protect this important 
locality. ; 

Fire Float—A small coke heater has been fitted so that hot water may be circulated in the boiler 
and effectually reduce the time for obtaining a sufficient head of steam for the Float to geb away. Mooring 
slipping gear was fitted and one buoy laid down for mooring. A new funnel being also fitted and the deck 
railings strengthened. 

The Float did good service at a number of fires during the year and rendered powerful assistance to 
the Brigade’s Land Appliances at the Hall and Holtz fire. It was also used for salvage work at two of the 
Pootung Fires ; on one occasion being at work for nearly one month continuously. 

New Plant.—The 400 gallon Petrol Motor Turbine Pump which was placed in commission with the 
Mih-ho-loong Company during January did splendid work throughout the year and owing to the lack of 
motor pumps in the Brigade it has, at nearly every fire, been at work some considerable time before the 
arrival of the horsed engines and borne the brunt of the pumping. 

The 85 foot Motor Turntable Escape, which was placed in commission with the No. 4 Company, 
during February, was used at the large fires in Foreign Buildings and proved a very efficient machine. At 
the Hall and Holtz fire this Escape and the Motor Turbine Pump certainly saved Siemssen’s Warehouse 
which contained merchandise to the value of nearly Tls. 1,000,000. 

Two 400-gallon Motor Turbine Pumps and one Electrically Propelled Hose Tender were ordered 
from England early in the year, but, as yet, have not been delivered owing to the War. I trust 
that we shall obtain these three machines very shortly, as they are to replace worn-out horsed appliances. 

The New Motor Chassis (No. 9), under construction in the Brigade’s Temporary Workshop, was not 
completed by the end of the year owing to the difficulty of obtaining the necessary materials for the com- 
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ponent parts and the lack of a proper workshop. It has been decided to fit a 400-gallon pump to this 
machine to augment the pumping plant of the Brigade. 

Plant.—The boiler of the Deluge engine is to be replaced by a new one. 

The old Deluge Motor Tender required constant alterations and repairs and is practically unfit as a 
“ first turn out” machine. 

The horsed and pony gear is unsatisfactory and continually giving trouble and I hope that the 
time is not far distant when the Brigade will be an “all motor” one, especially as the manipulation of 
horsed gear in the streets is becoming more difficult, day by day, owing to the increasing congestion of 
traffic, 

Hongkew Company, Ladder Waggon.—Old scaling ladders and carriers removed, floor fitted on frame 
to carry one 25-foot extension ladder and six standard scaling ladders and other appliances. 

Mih-ho-loong Company, Motor (No. 6).—Light hand hose reel constructed and fitted on rear end of 
machine. New side footboard fitted. 

Victoria Company, Motor (No. 2).—Light land hose reel fitted to rear end of machine. Rear 
footboard extended to suit same. 

Deluge Company, Motor (No. 1).—Broken crank shaft and crank case. A new crank case and 
shaft was constructed and fitted. 

Deluge Company, Motor (No. 5).—Off side front wheel guard, front wheel tyre, headlight and side 
box damaged by collision with Tramway trolley wire post on Nanking Road. Repairs effected by Repair Staff. 

Deluge Company, Motor (No. 5).—Off side front wheel guard, side box head light and side box, 
steering gear quadrant pin and connecting rod and main frame of chassis and rungs of escape ladders 
damaged through collision with hand cart on the Bund. Repairs effected by Repair Staff. Main frame 
straightened and stiffened by fitting an inner frame with tubular cross stays. 

Victoria Company, Motor (No. 2).—Overhaul of engine and gear box. 

Mih-ho-loong Company, Steam Motor “ Fire King.’—Engine and boiler overhauled. Old grip 
section tyres on wheels removed and replaced by solid band system tyres. 

Deluge Company, Steam Engine.—Engine and boiler completely overhauled. 

Alarm Service.—Direct Telephone lines between the Fire Stations, Fire Float, Watch Towers and 
the Central Fire Station, etc., were installed. A small sub-exchange being provided at the latter Station. 

The Street Alarm Receiving Apparatus was transferred to the Central Fire Station from the Central 
Telephone Exchange and the wires leading to the alarm boxes were thoroughly overhauled by the Telephone 
Company and the system is now working much better than before, but is not satisfactory for reasons as 
mentioned in my Report for 1913. I have under consideration proposals for an up-to-date and reliable 
system of Street Fire Alarms as the present system of obtaining reports of a fire, ie, mainly from the 
Watch Towers, is not satisfactory. This is the only town of any importance that, as far as I know, 
depends upon such an obsolete method. It is somewhat strange that, although there must, be quite 
4,000 Exchange Telephones in the Settlement, the Brigade does not receive more calls to fires by such 
expeditious means, and I trust the telephone will be more universally used than heretofore in notifying 
the Central Fire Station of the outbreak of a fire. 

Water Supply.—Owing to the growth of the Settlement and the increasing number of high buildings, 
the Water Supply at fires requires attention and this important question is under consideration by the 
Council and the Waterworks Company. 

A number of treble outlet pattern hydrants were erected by the Waterworks Company. These 
hydrants are of a new type with two 2” outlets on top and a 44” suction connexion at the base, which is a 
great improvement on the old pattern, which has only one 24" outlet. 

Pumping connexions were fitted to some of the fire mains in high buildings so that the Brigade 
may pump direct into these mains. 

Salvage and Watching Work.—Salvage and watching work carried out by the Chinese Staff was as 
follows :— . 

Salvage work at Fire in Mackenzie & Co’s Godown, Pootung, from February 8 to March 9. 

Attendance at Exhibition Chang Su Ho Gardens from July 7 to August 23, 

Garden City Féte, Town Hall, 
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Salvage work in connexion with Fire in Mackenzie & Co.’s Godown “ E,” Pootung, from August 
21 to 26. 

Salvage work at Fire in Wuchow Road, November 7. 

The necessity of a Salvage Corps, attached to the Brigade, made itself further evident during the 
year especially at the Hall and Holtz Fire where a good deal of water damage in Siemssen’s Warehouse 
could have been prevented by proper salvage operations. I hope that a Salvage Corps will shortly be 
formed, on the lines as mentioned in my Report for 1913. 

Inspection of Buildings. —A large number of licensed buildings were inspected ; this important 
work will be carried out more efficiently when the Foreign Staff of the Brigade is increased. New Regula- 
tions for such premises are urgently required so that all places of entertainment can be made, and kept, 
reasonably safe. A number of other buildings were inspected as regards fire protection and means of escape 
in case of fire, very few being found satisfactory. 

General.—As regards the Volunteer Members of the Brigade, there-have been even more changes in 
the personnel than during the previous year, and it is becoming increasingly difficult to obtain and retain 
Members for any length of time. This is naturally disappointing in view of the rapid growth of the Settle- 
ment and the number of new appliances that Have been, or are being, obtained and placed in commission. 

The Brigade still continues to receive very late calls to fires and I can only reiterate the remarks in 
my Report for 1913 on this subject and trust on an outbreak of fire being discovered, or suspected, no time 
will be lost in notifying the Brigade by the quickest means available. 

Owing to the growing demands on the Brigade it will be necessary, in the near future, to increase the 
permanent staff, both Foreign and Chinese. I append the List of Equipment at Stations on December 31 
and a list of Additions to Minor Appliances and Gear during 1914.

During the year 36 recruits were enlisted from Home and one locally; 4 men resigned, 5 were 
invalided, 9 were dismissed for misconduct, 1 was transferred to another department, and 1 was struck off 
the strength for failing to return from long leave.

Although the above table shows a total increase in offences during the year over the figures for the 
three previous years, it is to be noted with satisfaction that the reports for drunkenness and neglect of duty 
are on the decrease. 
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The average daily number of men sick during the year was 10.96. 

Sikh,—The discipline of the Branch during the year has been good. This is particularly gratifying 
in view of the sequence of events occurring during the year which tended to upset the equilibrium of local 
Sikhs. These events are, first, the arrival of the “Kamogata Mara” with emigrants for Vancouver ; 
secondly, the attempt to spread sedition by what is known as the “ Gadar” party ; and, thirdly, the European 
War. The “Kamogata Maru” arrived in Shanghai in April and embarked some 100 Sikhs from various 
places in China, including 60 from Shanghai. Of these a large percentage were bad characters bub not a 
few were connected in some way with members of the Foree. he story of the chartering of this steamer 
by some person who was supposed to be fabulously wealthy, of its detention in Japan for some weeks 
through lack of funds to pay for the necessary coal and of its sojourn in Canada, needs no repetition here. 
The journey was carefully. watched by every Sikh in China and feeling ran high when the emigrants on 
board failed to obtain permission to land and were subsequently repatriated. The scheme was obviously 
doomed to failure from the heginning and so contrary was it to the general behaviour of the Sikhs that 
mature consideration cannot but lead those who are in a position to judge to the one conclusion that the 
“ Kamogata Maru” party were merely the tools of a wide political movement aimed at disaffecting the 
loyalty of the Sikhs and perhaps other sects both in India and abroad. Nevertheless it has had one good 
local effect—it has shown the saner members of the Force the absurdity of throwing up good employment in 
Shanghai for what is merely problematical elsewhere. A few Sikhs who purchased their discharge from 
this Force to join the “Kamogata Maru” returned here in October penniless, and were unable to obtain 
work. ‘This political movement showed itself during the year ina local attempt to spread sedition. This 
was chiefly the work of men who called themselves the “@adar” party. The word “ Gadar” means 
“Strike” and is the title of a seditious paper published in America. Thousands of copies of this paper 
have been circulated in China and forwarded to India. 'The local “ Gadar” party became so obnoxious that 
the Gurdwara Committee took action, The Indians engaged in spreading sedition locally, and in the 
outports, were known to the Police, and the names of seven of the leaders of the local party were submitted 
to the British Authorities. This action resulted in two serious assaults by members of the party on the 
secretary of the Gurdwara, Two of the ringleaders were arrested and received salutary punishment, and 
it is hoped that their sphere of activity, at any rate in China, is finished. It is a somewhat remarkable 
coincidence, giving food for serious thought, that, at the time this seditious movement was being fostered 
mysteriously among the Sikhs, a similar movement with identical tacties should make itself felt in French 
Indo-China. ‘The participation of the Indian Army in the European War has not been without its effect on 
the Sikh Branch. Owing to the temporary cessation of shipping between here and Calcutta, much alarm was 
felt by Indians who thought they were cut off from their homes, and rumours of local trouble suggested the 
instability of the banks. On this account many policemen withdrew their accounts from the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank and from the Municipal Savings Bank, but these fears were only temporary and 
were goon allayed. Much of the uneasiness caused by the War is due to the difficulty of obtaining news 
as to whab is happening. In this dilemma the Sikh is not alone. He is proud of his brothers who are 
in Europe, but at the same time he feels that he would like to be at home looking after his family and 
land when trouble exists. 

On September 6, S.P.C. 88 Kaiser Singh, when on duty with S.P.C. 60 Hira Singh, deliberately 
shot the latter in the back. Fortunately 8.P.C. 60 recovered, and S.P.C, 88 was sentenced to 5 years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour, It is impossible to account for this crime. No sufficient motive was 
forthcoming at the trial, and the two men were practically strangers to each other. The lack of interest, as 
shown by the absence of Sikhs at the trial, was a remarkable feature of a peculiar case. 

The efforts made in 1918 to curtail drunkenness have borne good results. There has been distinct 
improvement in this direction during the last two years. Matters in the Sikh Gurdwara have been less 
satisfactory. The laudable attempt of the Gurdwara Committee to put a stop to the seditious movement 
resulted in the assault on the Secretary of this institution, already referred to. The life of the Granthi was 
threatened. The arrangement whereby the Gurdwara is controlled by a joint Committee of Police and 
Watchmen has been given a fair trial and has been found to be unsatisfactory. Provision will be asked for 
the erection of a Police Gurdwara managed on the lines of a Regimental Gurdwara, and confined to the 
use of the Force only. That members of the Force should be drawn into conflict with watchmen 
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who are not under control, and have no idea of discipline or self-respect, is most derogatory to the discipline 
of the Force. The Gurdwara, in addition to being a place of worship, is also a lodging-house. Every Sikh 
arriving in Shanghai is entitled to make use of this institution, and it frequently happens that the Gurdwara 
contains numbers of undesirables from America and elsewhere with whom the Police are brought into contact. 
During the time that the “ Kamogata Maru” was in Shanghai, the Gurdwara was overrun by emigrants 
from this ship. The composition and temper of these emigrants is now well-known, and it is hardly 
necessary to point out the danger to discipline which results from the frequenting of the Gurdwara by men of 
this‘description. In the event of a Police Gurdwara being built this danger will be avoided, by strictly 
limiting and controlling the number of visitors. : 

Up to September recruiting was excellent. The standard of recruit has been good, and the Force is 
practically up to strength. The European War, however, has put end to local recruiting, and it is unlikely 
that any suitable recruits will be found for some time to come. 

As foreshadowed in last year’s Report certain changes in the supervision of Police Watchmen were 
introduced at the beginning of the year, and the result has proved satisfactory. Complaints by employers 
have not been numerous and the watchmen themselves realise that good behaviour when under Police 
supervision will ensure more or less permanent employment. On the other hand the class of watchmen not 
under Police supervision continues to become steadily worse. Many have entirely lost caste, care nothing for 
the tenets of their religion, and their conduct is becoming more and more lawless. The Granthi is 
frequently subjected to insult in the street from these men, who are a disgrace to their religion. They have 
free access to the Gurdwara and it is between these and the Police and self respecting watchmen that efforts 
should be made to sever all connections. ‘ 

The number of unemployed Indians has largely decreased. Considerable numbers haye returned to 
India to take the places of relations who have left their farms to rejoin the Indian Army.

Chinese.—The authorised strength of the Uniform Branch for 1914 was 82 Sergeants and 1,009 
Constables. The number of Constables was reduced on August 1 by 21, owing to the abolition of the 
system whereby prisoners used to be employed under the charge of Constables on fatigue work about the 
Stations ; and 21 coolies were engaged to do the work. In order to make good deficiences in the strength 
of the Foreign Branch extra Chinese Constables were engaged : the number so engaged varied. during the 
year from 18 to 50. The strength on December 31 was 82 Sergeants and 1,034 Constables. No difficulty 
was experienced in keeping the Branch up to full strength, the number of men presenting themselves for 
enlistment being greatly in excess of the demand. The discipline of the Branch, as regards cases of insub- 
ordination and serious offences, has been good. The work has been satisfactory. Many good cases of single- 
handed arrests of robbers and burglars, in some instauces at great personal risk, have been rewarded. During 
the year four Constables were shot whilst in the execution of their duty ; of these two died, and the others 
recovered and were able to resume their duties. In view of the increase in cases of robbery with violence, and 
in order to provide the Chinese Constables with a weapon of a more offensive and defensive value than the 
baton, a number of specially trained Chinese Constables have been armed with sword bayonets as an experimental 
measure. These men patrol certain areas in squads of three, but they are not required to perform this duty 
according to any special schedule, the idea being to make the work as irregular as possible. As the experi- 
ment has only been in operation for a short time it is impossible at present to form any opinion as to the 
effect it will have on cases of robbery with violence. 

The number of men absconding has slightly increased during the year; in many cases the offenders 
were men who had been granted leave to visit their homes in distant provinces and failed to return. The 
health of the Branch has been good ; the daily average of men on the sick list throughout the year has been 
15.09, equal to 1.29 per cent of the strength. 

The demand for Chinese watchmen under Police supervision is still on the increase, the number now 
employed being 129 as compared with 70 at the commencement of the year. There are invariably a number 
of men ayailable at short notice for this work on application at the office of the Assistant Superintendent for 
Chinese at the Central Police Station.

The stud consists of 6 horses and 34 ponies. 

During the year the Mounted Branch provided & escorts and 25 parties for special duty or service. 
Troopers and ponies have worked well, benefiting considerably from riding instruction and troop drill during 
the drill season, Six saddles of the British Cavalry Universal Pattern were purchased in England and are 
giving satisfaction. Owing to the kindness of various residents who presented two horses and nine ponies 
during the year, it has not been necessary to purchase any ponies, For various reasons 8 ponies and 1 
horse were cast during the year, and 1 pony was returned to the donor at the latter's request. The health 
and condition of the stud, even during the hot weather, when it was found necessary to extend the patrols, 
has been well maintained. 21 cases of sickness were treated in the Police stables by the Trooper Inspector, 
5 being sent to the Veterinary Surgeons for treatment. Forage was plentiful and prices remained fair up to 
the commencement of ‘the War, since when they have increased every month. Until December the prices 
were $3.20 per picul for bran and $3.60 for barley, the highest prices since 1898. The cost of the stud, 
including forage, bedding, shoeing, clipping, mafoos’ wages and Veterinary Surgeons’ charges, has averaged 
$14.75 per animal per mensem, an increase of $1.38 on the figure for 1913.

TRAINING DEPOT. 


Foreigqners.—The staff consists of 1 Sub-Inspector, 1 Sergeant and 1 Constable. 

On March 12, 15 of the first draft of recruits arrived. On March 16, a further 3 arrived 
bringing the total up to 18, After undergoing the usual course of instruction, they were transferred to 
Stations on June 3. There were some cases of misconduct and 8 of this draft were dismissed the Force, 
On June 21, a further draft of 18 arrived and commenced the usual course of instruction. 'They were 
examined and passed out to Stations on September 21. The conduct of this draft was good. 

Sikhs.—The Staff consists of 3 constables who act as drill instructors, under the supervision of the 
Foreign Drill Staff, and 1 constable who acts as instructor in Police duties, etc. On January 1, 1914, there 
were 4 recruits under training. During the year 86 Police and 28 Gaol warder recruits went through a 
course of training. Of this number 1 warder recruit was discharged as unlikely to become efficient, 
29 Police and Warders underwent a short course of instruction on return from long leave. The conduct 
and health of the recruits was good. 

Chinese.—The staff consists of 4 Chinese Drill Instructors, superintended by the Foreign Drill Staff, 
and 1 Chinese teacher. On January 1, 1914, there were 36 recruits in training and during the year 178 
recruits joined. Of this number, 7 were discharged as unlikely to become efficient, 1 was dismissed, and 

BA 
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1 transferred to the Gaol as a warder. During the year 7 warders underwent instruction. Of this number 
1 was discharged as unlikely to become efficient, 1 resigned and 1 was transferred to the Police Force as a 
constable. 

The conduct and health of the recruits was good.

Undoubtedly the outstanding feature of the year has been the extraordinary number of crimes of 
violence, chiefly armed robberies, not infrequently attended with murder. Before reviewing these figures 
and’ statistics which can be seen at a glance in a later stage of this report, it may be desirable to explain the 
prevalence of these crimes. In the report for last year it was pointed out how the unrest in China and the 
possession of firearms by disbanded soldiers and others tended to produce an increase in crimes of violence ; 
it is especially to be remembered that the smuggling of arms, chiefly automatic pistols, still continues on a 
somewhat larger scale than is commonly believed. A beginning having thus been made by unscrupulous 
ruffians, they rapidly discovered that there was one great factor in the situation which was invaluable to 
them, namely, the apathy of the Chinese public. On numbers of occasions during the past year, the most 
daring raids have been made by gangs of armed men on shops and houses in crowded and busy places in the 
Settlement, but the Police have been left totally unaware of these crimes until after they were perpetrated and 
the robbers had escaped. The inmates of the raided houses are held up by pistols and the bystanders, of whom 
there are not infrequently quite a number, gaze apathetically on the scene, and do nothing, or else make a 
hurried departure from the danger zone. It is not expected that an unarmed onlooker will display very 
much valour in the face of a loaded pistol, but it might reasonably be assumed that he will behave with an 
amount of discretion sufficient to benefit other people besides himself. Experience, however, shows that he 
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does nothing whatever. The robbers, naturally do not operate under the eye of a policemen, and nobody 
seems to think of fetching one or of raising an alarm until the affair is finished. Nobody entertains the 
idea of following one or more of the gang, even at a distance, to see where they go, or to give them in 
charge when passing a policeman. By way of example a recent case may be quoted where a shop was raided 
in a busy thoroughfare. The shopkeeper kept quiet until he had been robbed and then went round the 
corner and asked a Chinese constable the telephone number of the police station, never even mentioning. the 
fact that his place had been raided. 

As will be seen from this report, numbers of robbery cases have been cleared up and the offenders 
arrested and dealt with. Probably in the majority of instances the robbers do not live in Shanghai, but 
merely pay a professional visit here and then decamp with the proceeds and dispose of them elsewhere. The wealth 
of the Settlement is an effectual bait for criminals. During the year there were 17 cases of murder involving 
the death of. 21 victims. Investigations have been successful in nine of these cases. Amongst the more 
noteworthy of the murders may be mentioned that of Mr. How Zen Foong of the Commercial Press on 
January 10, that of Mrs, Neumann on January 23, that of Chinese P. ©, 1193 and two bystanders who 
were shot during a hue and cry after armed robbers on August 5, and the murder of two Chinese women in 
Kuling Road on December 29. Armed robberies total 98 and unarmed robberies 22. For these crimes 159 
persons have been convicted and dealt with, 27 of them having been executed by the Chinese Authorities, 
The total number of offences against property in 1914 was 4,090, which is an increase of 665 over 
1918 and an increase of 887 over 1912. Successful results attended 33°/, of the investigations last year 
as against 45°, in 1918 and 52°), in 1912. 

Altogether there were 182 fires reported during 1914, involving the deaths of 5 persons and injury 
to 8 more. 

As regards the Finger Print System during 1914, 2,672 prisoners were identified out of 7,574 
received for identification. In addition to these, 1,404 identifications were made out of 2,867 records 
received from the French Police. The total number of records on file is 46,318 and since the inauguration 
of the system in Shanghai in March 1910, 19,665 identifications have been made. 

With reference to the murder of Mrs. Neumann above mentioned, a full report of the steps taken 
which led to the arrest and final conviction of a number of men concerned in the crime was published in the 
December monthly report. One other striking offence was an armed robbery committed by two foreigners- 
in a shop in Hongkew on October 18, In connexion with this an American citizen was arrested and 
charged, and on November 2 he was found guilty by the U. 8. Court for China and sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment.

The Foreign Staff have performed their duties satisfactorily during the year and their health has 
been good. Three of their number left on October 16 with the Shanghai Contingent to take part in the 
European War, otherwise the numbers have been maintained and work has proceeded satisfactorily. The 
mess rooms and kitchens of the Senior and Junior Warders were remodelled during the year and are now 
all that is satisfactory from a health point of view. 

The Indian Staff has given less satisfaction. There have always been difficulties in connexion 
with the recruiting of this branch in that it is considered essential to maintain a mixed number of Sikhs 
and Mahommedans. In addition to this the best class of recruit has a dislike, in spite of extra pay, to 
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undertake the work of a gaol warder. It is necessary to maintain a careful foreign supervision over their 
work. They have been free from serious sickness, but minor ailments continue as heretofore. 

The Indian cookhouses in the new barracks have been installed with gas and the cleanliness thus 
obtained has been marked. At the commencement a certain amount of wastage was discovered but with 
experience this has been remedied. ‘The superiority of this class of cooking over the old, smoky, woodburning 
stoves compensates for any small extra expenditure. 

The health of the convicts has been remarkably good. One case of scarlet fever occurred in the 
second week in September, but the prompt measures taken have prevented any further cases occurring to 
the end of the year. Malingering amongst those disinclined to work has been promptly dealt with hy the 
medical officer placing suspects on two meals per day. A prevalent trick was discovered : certain foreign 
substances, such as limewash off the cell walls, were introduced into cuts causing them to become a septic 
sore. The adoption of the curtailed diet cleared the wards of septic cases in a very short time. 

In regard to convict labour, all the workshops were kept fully employed until the end of July. On 
the outbreak of the War in Europe the sale of Gaol products to the public was immediately affected, very 
few orders being received during the remainder of the year except from Municipal departments. The work 
of raising with mud the new Public School playground was undertaken by convict labour and was completed 
on June 24. Acconsiderable loss to outside convict labour was experienced when it was found necessary to 
cease work on September 6 at the Concreteware Yard, This was due to the yard being congested with big 
sewer pipes destined for the culverting of the Yangkingpang Creek, which made the proper guarding and 
supervising of the convicts impossible with the number of warders available. Roadmaking was also 
suspended owing to the lack of foreign supervision, but parties of 200 convicts have been daily employed 
in breaking stones at the new yard in Ewo Road. 

To counterbalance the loss to convict labour by the partial closing down of the workshops, convicts 
when unemployed are given, under medical supervision, two meals per day instead of three. This scheme was 
introduced on September 20 and was extended on November 18 to include all convicts who were unemployed 
on Sundays and holidays. It is considered that without manual labour two meals are ample for the convicts, 
and thus without any real hardship to them a considerable saving in foodstuffs has been effected. Since the 
introduction of this scheme the eagerness shown for employment has been marked where the reverse was 
previously the case, 

As provided for in the Budget, a brick and concrete store for fuel has been erected close to the new: 
cookhouse block, taking the place of a temporary wooden structure which had done duty as a store since 
1907. A new guard tower, the ground floor of which forms latrines, is in process of being built at the 
South East corner of the compound to replace the old one which had cracked badly owing to the subsidence 
caused by the weight of the new concrete buildings forming the Indians’ Barracks, A portion of the 
Gaol wall in this neighbourhood was also discovered to be similarly affected and is now being renewed. 
Slight alterations have been made in the Reformatory Block and extra ward accommodation has been 
provided. 

Reformatory.—It has become more and more apparent during the past year that the removal of the 
Reformatory from the Gaol Block to the building at the corner of the Alcock and Tongshan Roads has been 
a success. In this roomy building the boys have lost the dull, depressed look worn in their former cramped 
quarters at the Gaol where it was impossible to give them either proper work, schooling or exercise. Under 
the new arrangements the boys are fully occupied in the morning in cooking, cleaning, tailoring and 
carpentry, whilst the afternoons are devoted to physical drill, school and recreation. The keenness shown 
by the boys in their drill is particularly noticeable and has had a good effect on their general discipline. The 
grass plot in front of the building is useful for drill purposes in fine weather, whilst the big room on the 
ground floor makes an ideal drill hall «when the weather is inclement. The boys are found to be quick at 
picking up drill and words of command, and are allowed in turn to handle squads, 

The Chinese Y.M.C.A. continues to render great assistance by sending five or six of their members to 
teach reading and writing on two days during the week and by holding services on Sunday mornings. The 
Association also renders valuable aid to the boys on their release and in many cases have been instramefital 
in discovering a boy’s relatives and inducing the latter to give the lad a fresh start. Where all trace of the 
relatives is lost the Association in many cases finds employment. Health has been well maintained. In 
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order properly to supervise the boys ten Chinese Warders were specially engaged at the end of 1913 
to take the place of Chinese Constables seconded from the Force. This scheme has not proved altogether a 
success owing to the pay being insufficient to attract and retain the right type of man, and the matter will 
therefore receive attentioy during the year.

During the year there have been many functions requiring special traffic arrangements. The most 
important of these were the celebrations held for the laying of the foundation stone of the Volunteer Drill 
Hall on April 4, the anniversary of the Battle of Muddy Flat. At 8.30 p.m. on the same day there was 
a torehlight procession from the Bund to the Racecourse, and a fireworks display was given. 

The number of accidents occurring in the streets still increases. The following return gives the 
details for 1914 and a comparative summary for the last four years. The number killed has slightly 
decreased in comparison with the previous two years.

Included in the above figures for 1914, five Chinese were killed and 145 injured by improperly riding 
upon or alighting from tram cars whilst in motion. 

A steady increase is noticeable in the number of street accidents reported where Police Constables 
employed in the regulation of traffic and pedestrians have been injured through negligent driving. In the 
Annual Report for 1918, page 43a, reference is made to the growing desirability of increasing the number 
of refuges or traffic islands. An extract from the Select Committee’s Report on London Traffic in relation 
to this matter was quoted. As a result of this Committee’s report the number of these refuges in the City 
of London has been considerably increased. In one particular spot, namely Cheapside, where there is 
probably more vehicular traffic than in any other street of the same size in the world, an increase in the 
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number of islands has been made and has been found to be of great assistance to the Police in the regulation 
of traffic and probably of more importance for the convenience of foot passengers. In Shanghai the 
majority of motor car drivers, especially Europeans, are careful and considerate, but there are some who 
have apparently no regard for life and limb and as such are a menace to the public safety. From such 
danger the public and the Police stand in need of adequate protection and in my opinion traffic islands 
would tend to meet this need. A refuge may be lodked upon as a permanent automatic traffic point 
performing the duty of a policeman. This matter will require close attention during the forthcoming 
year. : 
Tramways.—An additional route * Railway Station”? was commenced in March to relieve the over- 
crowding in west-bound cars on the Broadway. ‘The new route is along Seward Road and the cars on this 
road now run east and west. 13 new motors and 15 new trailers have been added to the service, making a 
total of 80 motors and 55 trailers. 

The railless cars, of which at the present time there are 7, commenced running on November 15, on 
Fokien Road between Sungkiang Road and the Soochow Creek. This necessitated the detailing of 8 Chinese 
and 2 Sikhs extra for traffic duty at the cross roads on this route. The running of these cars was suspended 
on November 27, owing to the cars being too heavy and the road was badly damaged in various 
places. Five accidents were recorded in connexion with these cars during the time they were running.

Motor Cars.—On December 81 there were 630 Chinese chanffeurs registered in the police 
records, an increase of 163 during the year. ‘This total does not include 270 registered in the French 
Settlement. 

The permits of 24 chauffeurs have been suspended for various misdemeanours and 202 convictions were 
obtained at the Mixed Court for breaches of Traffic Regulations during the year. Particulars regarding 
chauffeurs whose permits have been suspended are now forwarded to the Hongkong Police and the Police of 
the French Settlement. There is still much dissatisfaction regarding the general behaviour of Chinese 
chauffeurs as previously pointed out, and the variation in wages of these men is the cause of a good deal of 
discontent. : 

During the year 21 Chinese have been refused permits for driving motor cars, owing to their having 
failed to pass the necessary tests. 

There are now 6 foreign owned and 6 Chinese owned garages in the Settlement. During the year 
10 garages were opened and 4 were closed after the busy season was over, leaving a total of 12 garages 
which is an increase of 8 over last year. 

As stated in last year’s report it was found necessary ab the beginning of the year, owing to the 
obstructive attitude displayed by certain Chinese garages towards the Police and the unbusinesslike manner 
in which these concerns were managed, to impose upon each establishment a security of Tls, 200, as provided 
for under the license conditions. This measure has had good effect.

40a Annual Report of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 1914. 


At the commencement of the summer numerous complaints were received from the Western district 
on the subject of heavy motor car traffic and the unnecessary sounding of horns after midnight. Many 
residents declared that they were unable to sleep at any hour during the night. Tn order to combat this 
nuisance special measures were adopted. After midnight all west bound public cars were diverted by 
foreign Police via Lloyd and Thibet Roads. Cars travelling from Bubbling Well eastwards were diverted via 
Great Western and Sinza Roads. Immediately thése special measures were adopted not a single complaint 
was received. At the end of the hot weather, these special measures were discontinued. During the 
summer the number of public motor cars reached 87 compared with 48 for the same period of 1913. 

Ricshas.—The last of the iron tyred ricshas disappeared from the streets in February. The number 
of rieshas throughout the year has been approximately 9,000. In April enamel plates were pub on the near 
splash board of the rieshas to correspond with the number of the license which is attached to the back of the 
ricsha and appears to have been a marked improvement of the cloth numbers that were formerly worn on the 
coolies’ jackets. ‘The supply of ricshas is still considerably in excess of the demand, and a limit to the 
number is strongly recommended. The remarks on this subject contained in the report for 1918 still hold 
good, and if the touting and obstruction in» the streets is to be remedied some such measures must soon be 
adopted. : 

Public Carriages.—Further improvement is noticeable in these vehicles. The numbers have dropped 
considerably owing to bad business caused mainly by the increase of motor cars both public and private. 

Livery Stables.—The measures adopted to render these stables more sanitary and better conducted 
have had good results, Periodical inspections are carried out by the Police as a result of which many of the 
stables in the Hongkew District have been remodelled. ‘The stables are reported as being clean and in good 
condition, and prosecutions have been few, due entirely to the better supervision. 


MIXED GOURT. 


The administration of the Mixed Court has continued in the hands of the Council which provides the 
sign Staff and is responsible for the payment of the running expenses of the Court and for the keeping of 
nies deposited in Court in connexion with all civil cases. The only item of expenditure which is nob 
ne by the Council is that of the salaries of the Magistrates which are paid by the Consular Body by whom 
the Magistrates are appointed. The control exercised by the Foreign Staff has consisted of arranging dates 
for the hearing of Foreign and Chinese Civil Cases and of Criminal Cases which could not be disposed 
of at the ordinary morning sessions of the Police Court, of receiving petitions of all kinds and ensuring that 
they are dealt with forthwith, of checking the issue of summonses and warrants which have not been 
authorised by the Court as at present constituted and of executing the orders of the various Courts, civil and 
criminal. In addition to the foregoing, the Foreign Staff is responsible for the keeping of a record in 
English of all criminal cases before the Court, for the custody of women prisoners and for the detention 
of civil defendants who are committed by the Court to the House of Detention.

The work of the Court is best reviewed by taking each branch of that work separately.— 

Criminal Cases.—The total number of persons coming before the Court during the year was 47,998, 
3,549 more than the corresponding figures for 1913. Of the offences against the person and against 
property showing an increase, the most noticeable are murder for which 65 persons were charged as 
compared with 26, fraud 121 against 66, robbery 167 against 132, in 1913. The number of persons 
charged in connexion with traffic regulations, which included breaches of license conditions or of the 
licensing byelaw respecting motor cars, carriages, ricshas and wheel-barrows, shows an increase of 5,431 
over the figures for 1913, an increase of 25°/,. On the other hand there are decreases in the figures in a 
number of offences amongst which may be noted abduction and kidnapping, assault, burglary and larceny, 
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receiving stolen property and anlawful possession. There are decreases of 759 and 278 respectively in the 
figures for breaches of licensing conditions or of licensing byelaws in respect of Food and Opium Shops.

During the year eight Foreigners were brought before the Court as no Consular Court would assume 
jurisdiction. Seven were convicted and the eighth was discharged as the Court found that it could not 
take jurisdiction, the alleged offence having occurred outside the Settlement Boundary. 

Neos Authorities—Relations with local and other Chinese authorities continued to be friendly and 
eral rule no difficulty was experienced in obtaining the extradition of persons wanted by the police 

who had escaped from the jurisdiction and vice versa. At the same time it is thought desirable that proper 

Pules shopld be formulated setting out the procedure to be followed in such cases. 

lath Sentence.—In several cases of murder before the Court accused persons have been sentenced 

during the past year. Persons found guilty of armed robbery have been handed over to the Military 

Governor for punishment and have also in most cases been executed.

German.—Dr. G. Pernitasch and Mr. G. Scheffler. Mr. Scheffler was transferred to another port in 
May when his place was taken by Dr. G@. Hemeling. The latter left for Tsingtau on the outbreak of the 
European War and was killed in the course of the fighting there. Mr. K. Schirmer sat occasionally until 
September 1, since which date he has officiated regularly as Senior Assessor. 

Chinese Civil Cases.—This branch of the Court’s work shows an increase on the returns for 1913 in 
all directions. In spite of the fact that during the last four months of the year there were only two Assessors 
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available to cope with the work, there were hearings of 1,800 cases during the year as compared with 1,285 
in 1918 and no less than 904 were concluded as against 536 in 1913. 
Similarly the number of petitions filed shows an increase, thus :—

The Summer Vacation lasted from July 16 to August 31, during which period there was one sitting 
of the Court weekly to deal with small cases where the amount involved did not exceed $100. 

There is no doubt whatever that the Chinese business men, especially those of slender means and 
influence, fully appreciate the advantage of foreign control and supervision both in the preliminary proceedings 
and in the hearing of the cases. 

The Assessors appointed by the Consular Body to officiate in Chinese Civil Cases during the year 
were Messrs. P. Harding, Klimanek, N. T. Johnson and P. Grant-Jones. Mr. Johnson resigned his 
appointment in May, his place being taken by Mr. M. F. Perkins. Mr. Klimanek resigned on August 14 
and was subsequently killed in the fighting round Tsingtau on October 31. 

: Foreign Civil Cases.—The following table is self-explanatory. Therefrom it will be observed that 
in Foreign Civil Cases, i.¢., cases in which the plaintiffs are Foreigners, a large percentage never reach the 
hearing stage. They are either settled out of Court or the summons is withdrawn as soon as it is issued.

Security Ofice—This is one of the most important branches of the Court's work. The only difference, 
however, between the present and the former regime is that proper and genuine enquiries are now made into 
the securities offered. For every bond accepted two are usually refused. The exact liability of a guarantor 
is still undefined. Reference was made to this point in the Mixed Court Report for May 1914. Ifa 
definite ruling were given which would be agreed upon by all the Assessors, the work of the Security Office 
could be lessened considerably. During the year ten persons were prosecuted for forgery and false presen- 
tation in connexion with security bonds. Of these, five were fined amounts varying from $15 to $200, three 
were sentenced to terms of imprisonment up to three months and the remaining two were discharged. 

f\ House of Detention—During the last months of the year there was a considerable increase in the 
‘number of persons under detention. On December 31 there were 120 as compared with 78 on January 1, 
jan increase of 54°/,. The existing accommodation is now taxed to its full capacity. There are four persons 
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in some cells which should not be occupied by more than three in the ordinary way. Some of the debtors 
have been detained for over a year and there is one, held in connexion with two Japanese Civil Cases, who 
has been detained for over three years. The difficulty in dealing with recalcitrant debtors is that in some 
cases they will remain under detention for years without disclosing their assets. 


Women’s Prison.—Unlike the House of Detention, the Women’s Prison returns show a decrease 
of 20 prisoners between January 1 and December 31. On the latter date there were 71 prisoners in 
custody, 

During the year the Prison has been rounded off and made self-contained by the erection of a laundry 
block on the East and a wall and gateway on the South side. The space thus enclosed has been converted 
into an exercise yard where the prisoners are made to walk for an hour every day, weather permitting. 
This has been recommended by the Medical Officer for some time. Formerly the prisoners were confined 
in their cells year in and year out without ever leaving the block. The effect on the intellect of these 
women cannot but have been demoralising. Part of the ground floor of the Eastern wing of the prison has 
been converted into a receiving block where prisoners on arrival are bathed with hot water, examined by the 
Medical Officer and provided with clean prison uniform. This has been recommended by the Medical 
Officer and has proved beneficial to the sanitary condition of the prison. The laundry block is ‘not yet 
In use, 


Magistrates—Mr. Sun Tiao Ting was granted three months’ leave on August 14. Mr. Yu Ying 
Wang was appointed by the Consular Body to act during Mr. Sun’s absence and on the latter’s resignation 
in November was confirmed in his appointment. 


Buildings.—Taking into consideration the increase in the Court's work and the expansion of the 
Settlement, it is obvious that the present buildings are insufficient for the requirements of Shanghai. It 
is to be hoped that, in ther near future, the existing buildings will be demolished and others erected 
commensurate with the importance of the Court in the local administration of justice. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The slow and steady fight against the armed criminal has continued unabated throughout the year 
with varied success, The difficulties besetting the efficient police administration of the Settlement, referred 
to in many published reports extending over several years, still remain, and so long as this is the case efforts 
towards prevention and detection of crime will continue to be severely handicapped. 

Surrounded, except on the South side, by what may be termed ‘hostile’ country, quite open to the 
inroads of criminals of all descriptions, to whom the wealth of the place is a steady attraction, the Foreign 
Settlement of Shanghai is poorly guarded naturally. It has been suggested that the only manner efficiently 
to cope with the problem, and to render innocuous the lack of co-operation and the inefficiency displayed 
by the external police, is to return to mediseval methods and to build an unscalable wall round the open 
boundaries with gates at intervals strongly guarded by police. Illustrations of this idea may be found 
in almost every village, with its high bamboo fence, every town with its wall, and finally in China 
as a whole, protected in the North by that wonderful work of man—the Great Wall. “But these 
are modern days when endeavour is made to apply modern methods where possible, towards unravell- 
ing the local police problems. In the effort therefore to supervise the movements of criminals on the 
outskirts other methods must be considered, and adopted where circumstances permit. The dividing line 
between the Settlement and Chinese territory appears simple when studied on the map; but only those 
who have tried to follow it through the intricacies of roads and alleyways, especially on the northern limits, 
know the complications of the journey. To police such a boundary efficiently is next to impossible, and the 
criminal element has not been slow to appreciate and to take full advantage of a difficulty, which is increasing 
as the population grows and extends its habitat beyond the outskirts. 

The only solution of the present difficulty is to extend the Settlement to natural or artificial boundaries, 
such that a proper guard can be maintained, and where the division between the two jurisdictions is not an 
imaginary line drawn across open country aud marked by boundary stones. ‘The railway lines on the north 
and west are indicated as the ideal boundaries; by taking the area thus included into the administration of 
the Settlement the Council will be given jurisdiction over a district which urgently requires cleansing from a 
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sanitary, engineering, and police point of view. The health and public works aspect of this matter do not 
concern this report, but it is no exaggeration to say that on the outskirts of the Settlement in the districts 
north of Sinza, West Hongkew, Hongkew, Harbin Road, and Wayside, the majority of the dangerous 
criminals have their haunts, and remain there unmolested by the Chinese Police, unless they actually commit 
offences within their jurisdiction. The following incident is a good example of the callousness displayed 
by these officials vis-a-vis the Municipal Police. An armed robbery was recently committed on the Dixwell 
Road Extension, which is a Municipal road outside limits running through Chinese territory. The victim 
was in a ricsha, and was held up by a number of men, who robbed him of a considerable amount of property 
and fired a shot from a revolver before making off into Chinese territory. This incident was watched 
by a Chinese policeman, from a distance of 35 yards who, on being questioned afterwards as to why he took 
no action, replied that as the affair occurred on a Municipal road over which he had no authority he could 
do nothing. This is typical of the attitude displayed towards the Municipal Police, who on. the other hand 
wherever possible give every assistance to the Chinese Police in the detection and arrest of any criminals 
who may have taken temporary refuge in the Settlement. 

By studying the criminal statistics and the Mixed Court records and perusing the remarks under the 
heading of ‘criminal investigation’ it will be seen that the anticipations expressed in past reports regarding 
the increase in crimes of violence have been fully realised. The effect of the Revolution of 1911 and the 
rebellion of 1918 will take some time to pass away, and the situation arising after the outbreak of war in 
Enrope has not tended to improve matters locally. To the hordes of soldiers and ruffians of all descriptions, 
disbanded with their weapons after the disturbances, who have since been roaming in all directions robbing 
as opportunity presents, must be added those thrown out of employment through slackness in trade. This 
point is not generally realised, and without taking an alarmist view it may safely be said that unless the 
employment market improves considerably in the near future a somewhat serious situation may have to be 
faced. It is difficult to suggest any remedy, but during the continuance of these conditions the Police find 
that serious crimes of violence do not decrease, while an abnormal increase is noted in the number of 
petty cases. 

At such times it is to be hoped that leniency in dealing with offenders will be-banished from the 
administration of justice, and that such sentences will he inflicted as will act as deterrents. The Mixed Court 
has full powers of imprisonment up to any period, and, with the much appreciated co-operation of the Military 
Governor of Shanghai, whose headquarters are at the Arsenal, the Court has been able to ensure the prompt 
carrying out of capital punishment on parties found guilty of armed robbery. These powers, however, 
have, in the opinion of the Police, not always been utilized, especially in the treatment of the habitual 
criminal with many sentences of “expulsion” in his record. To hand such hardened criminals over to the 
Chinese Authorities for deportation to distant parts of China is only returning to what has already been 
tried and found utterly useless. Perusal of the police monthly report for April 1914 exemplifies the inefficacy 
of this method. 

An examination of police records shows that the habitual criminal is becoming an increasingly 
important factor in local crime. The question of how properly to deal with him is one which will soon need 
serious consideration, and which may perhaps be ventilated at the present time. Criminals are of two kinds, 
the “occasional” and the “habitual.” The latter is the man who makes a profession of crime and has 
no other means of livelihood. 

The object of penal laws is threefold: (1) the punishment of the offender, (2) the reform of the 
offender, if possible, and (3) the protection of the community. Of these, from the community's point of view, 
the third is obviously by far the most important. As is well known in these days the relation between 
crime and insanity is very clearly established. Each is a phase of distorted mentality which, when given 
free rein, becomes a great public danger. In the case of insanity this fact has been recognised for many 
years, and persons adjudged by competent authorities to be mad are segregated in asylums, not for any 
definite period but until cured ; or, if incurable, for life. For many years criminological experts in various 
countries have advocated the treatment of habitual crime on the same lines as lunacy. They have shown 
by statistics the uselessness of continued short sentences in the case of professional criminals and have 
pointed out the futility of adopting curative measures with irreclaimable characters who decline to be cured. 
In Great Britain a beginning was made in 1908 when the Prevention of Crimes Act was passed. By this 
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statute offenders may, under adequate safeguards, be indicted as habitual criminals and may, if convicted, 
be sentenced to a term of “ preventive detention” of from 5 to 10 years in addition to any punishment 
for the particular offence charged. 

The Police records in Shanghai show that the Settlements are heing preyed upon by an ever increas- 
ing class of these habitual offenders who have no other profession than crime. The richness of the place 
attracts them ; perpetual short sentences served in the comparative comfort of the Municipal Gaol have no 
terrors for them ; expulsion and deportation have both proved to be of little avail against their return, and 
finally the introduction of the ‘ cat’ cannot be obtained through misplaced sentimentality in certain quarters. 
In other words, the community is unable to protect itself against these men. 

The solution to the question locally would seem to be the permanent elimination from society of the 
professional criminal; in plain terms, his imprisonment for life. Anything less is a weak via media 
inconsistent with any real intentions to bring about a lasting remedy. 

The number of criminals involved would be, perhaps, 70 the first year ; which figure would largely 
decrease in each successive year. It is estimated that at the end of 10 years the total number would not 
exceed 250 persons. The question of their disposal could be met either by expansion of existing Gaol 
accommodation or by the provision of a separate penal colony. The moral effect of a scheme of this kind 
would probably be great. The fate of habitual criminals would soon become known and would 
cause a large proportion of professionals to quit this neighbourhood and seek fresh fields of activity 
elsewhere. 

The usual vigilance has been exercised to prevent as far as possible the improper functioning of the 
Chinese authorities within limits. Unsuccessful efforts were made during 1913, aa set forth in the Annual 
Report, pages 664 and 674, to obtain official permission for detectives to work in the Settlement under 
certain conditions, and these were followed in June 1914 by a request for the establishment within the 
Settlement of a Bureau for the repatriation of rebels, with reference to which, the negotiations with the 
Consular Body and the Chinese press publications, are set forth in official correspondence embodied elsewhere 
in this Report. To this scheme there appeared at first to be no objection provided that certain conditions, 
safeguarding the sole authority of the Police to function, were adhered to: it was considered a useful 
measure to arrange for the return to their home of rebel leaders who had taken refuge in Shanghai. 
Premature action, however, on the part of those concerned in the venture, and close scrutiny, disclosed the 
fact that the proposed office was far from being the benevolent institution it appeared on the surface. Under 
the guise of a “‘pacificatory invitation” to the rebels to come forward, repent, and be pardoned and 
repatriated, there was discernible the intention to punish by banishment and to submit a certain class of 
Settlement residents to a process of compulsion, which would eventually drive them into the waiting arms of 
the Chinese authorities outside limits. ‘The Burean was soon discovered to have anticipated the receipt of 
official permission, and to have opened doors for business without authority. This was quickly corrected, 
and on the scheme being rejected the office was quietly moved outside limits to the West Gate of the Chinese 
City. Before passing from this subject mention should be made for record purposes of the case of the British 
steamer ‘Hsin Ning’ on board of which a Japanese subject was killed and a second wounded while the ship 
was lying at the jetty at Nantao on February 5, 1914. The incident, having occurred outside liniits, was not 
in itself of any great importance to the Settlement ; but in view of the fact that the two Japanese were residents 
of the Settlement and the steamer was British-owned, with offices within limits, the assistance of the Municipal 
Police was invoked. Moreover, it was alleged, after enquiry, that the instigator of the affair lived at No. 
835 Burkill Road. This was at once raided by the Police without result. A search, however, of the 
premises brought to light an official seal and several bundles of documents of a secret and confidential nature 
proving the existence of a Chinese Intelligence Bureau and Detective Agency with a strength in personnel 
at the beginning of the year of fifteen officers costing the Chinese Government, according to the office 
statement of accounts, the sum of $1,513.40 for the month of January alone. The documents have been 
carefully examined and translated, and form a record of extraordinary interest, taken in conjunction with 
the information already possessed. The man wanted has never been arrested, though a warrant was issued 
by the Mixed Court and subsequently withdrawn, after the case had been settled by the Chinese Government 
to the satisfaction of the Japanese Consular Authorities. The charge of improper functioning within the 
Settlement still holds good,

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POWERS OF PUNISHMENT FOR THE CAPTAIN- 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


The disciplinary powers over British subjects in the Force, which were sanctioned under the 
Regulations by H.M. Minister at Peking, entitled “ Shanghai Municipal Police Regulations” (Annual Report 
1910, page 57) ave vested in the present Captain-Superintendent in the terms of the appended authority,’ 
conferred by means of a warrant issued by H.M. Minister :— 


WueEreds by Article 3, sub-article (1) of an Order of His Britannic Majesty in Council of October 15th, 1909, 
entitled “The China (Amendment) Order in Council, 1909,” it is provided that the power of His Majesty's Minister in China 
to make King’s Regulations under Article 155 of “The China and Corea Order in Council, 1904,” or to join with the 
Ministers of any foreign Powers in amity with His Majesty in making or adopting Municipal Regulations under Article 156 
of that Order in Council, shall extend to making, or joining in making or adopting, Regulations for the cretion, mainten- 
ance, discipline and control of a police force for any foreign Concession or Settlement in China: 

AnD WHEREAS by Article 3, sub-article (3) of “ The China (Amendment) Order in Council, 1909,” aforesaid, it is further 
provided that His Majesty's Minister in China may also issue to the person for the time being in command of such police 
force a warrant empowering him while in command of the force to inflict summary punishment upon members of the force 
by imprisonment with hard labour fora period not exceeding fifteen days, and that such warrant may be at any time 
withdrawn : 

AND WHEREAS a police force has been created for the International Settlement at Shanghai (hereinafter referred to 
as the Shanghai Municipal Police) : 

Now therefore I. John Newell Jordan, G.C.1.8., K.C.B., K.0.M.G., His Britannic Majesty's Minister to China, in 
pursuance of the powers vested in me by the Orders-in-Council aforesaid, by this warrant under my hand and seal do hereby 
empower Kenneth John McEuen, Captain-Superintendent of the Shanghai Municipal Police, while in command of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police, to take cognizance of offences which may be contrary to the maintenance, discipline and control 
of such police force, and to inflict summary punishment upon members of the force by imprisonment with hard labour for 
a period not exceeding fifteen days: 

AND I do further direct the said Kenneth John McKuen every month to send a report of all cases tried summarily 
by him during the previous month to the Judge of His Britannic Majesty's Supreme Court for China: 

AnD IJ do further direct that the jurisdiction of the said Kenneth John McHuen under this warrant shall be exercised 
in confirmity with such rules and directions as may be issued to him by the Judge of the said Court, and shall be subject 
in all respects to the provisions of the China Orders-iu-Council and Rules of Court so far as they may apply.

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MIXED COURT. 


The Foreign administration and financial custody of the Court still gives general satisfaction. ‘T'wo 
incidents of note, an attempt to introduce an unauthorised Court of Appeal, and a protest by the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce occasioned by crimes of robbery with violence, provide pointed illustrations of the two 
needs of importance, whereto attention was drawn in the last Annual Report : the establishment of a method 
of treatment for cases on appeal, and the restoration of the Court's powers of corporal punishment for crime 
of the type in question.

SrR,—I bave the honour to inform the Consular Body that from Police Reports recently submitted the Council 
learns that on December 24, the Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs and the City Magistrate formed a Court in the premises 
known as the Bureau for Foreign Affairs in the Bubbling Well Road, heard an appeal against a judgement given on June 8 
in‘a land case in the Mixed Court, and declared an intention to notify a decision thereon in the near future, The proceed- 
ings took place with all the exterior formalities pertaining to 8 Court of Law; and were attended by a number of court 
ushers or other underlings from the Chinese City in the suite of the City Magistrate. From an article in the Chinese Press 
of the same date, of which I enclose a translation, the Council moreover learns, with some concern, that this is not an 
isolated irregularity, but is the first step of an organised attempt which is in progress to introduce a new Court of Appeal 
with alleged jurisdiction both in civil and in criminal cases. 

The facts are doubtless already within the knowledge of the Consular Body, but I nevertheless hasten to communi- 
cate to you the substance of the Police Reports and to record the Council's formal protest against the functioning of this 
self-constituted tribunal. 

Lam confident that the Consular Body will concur in the Council's opinion that it is imperative to prevent irregular 
action of this kind by every available means, and to ensure strict observance of the procedure as recognised both by the 
Foreign and Chinese Authorities, If this irregularity is continued the Council will accordingly issue instructions to the 
Police to effect the arrest of the Officials who enter the Foreign Settlement for the unauthorised purpose in question,

Extract from the Sinwanpao, December 24, 1914, 
JURISDICTION OF THE SHANGHAI TAO IN APPEALS, 


‘The judicial authority of the Yamen of the Shanghai Taoyin prior to its establishment as a branch of the High Court 
of Justice has recently been approved by the Central Government as of plenary jurisdiction in appeals by residents in 
the Settlement, 

_ The case in which Chen Hua Hua is plaintiff against Chin Hsiao Yun in connexion with a land encroachment and 
construction of premises has been fixed for hearing this afternoon, the Shanghai District Magistrate having been appointed 
to proceed to the Yamen for investigation; under arrangements as described in this newspaper on December 22, The 
procedure decided by the Board of Law in conjunction with the Board of Foreign Affairs is now appended :— 

1, In cases in which a Chinese is plaintiff against a Chinese whether civil or criminal, if the plaintiff or defendant 
is dissatisfied with the decision of the Mixed Court, he may record an appeal in that Court, ie, in the British or French 
Mixed Court and may appeal at the Court of the Taoyin within the time limit laid down by the Board of Law; and if upon 
investigation of the facts it is found that the grounds are sufficient, a date will be fixed for holding the Court of second 
instance, wherein the Chinese Officials shall make their decision independently. 

2, In cases in which a Foreign merchant is plaintiff against a Chinese if the plaintiff or defendant is dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Mixed Court an appeal may be made in accordance with these regulations, at the Taoyin's Yamen, 
and a date will be fixed, to be notified to the Consul concerned so that he may come to the Yamen as a spectator on the 
bench, 

3, In cases in which a Chinese merchant is plaintiff against a Foreign merchant the judge of the nationality in 
question resident in Shanghai forms the Court of second instance ; and at the time of investigation a Chinese Official shall 
also proceed thereto for joint action, so that both parties may obtain a just decision,

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Translation of letter from the Chinese Chamber of Commerce to the Council, November 30, 1914. 


This year the number of persons in the Settlement has very largely increased and the number of bad characters has 
increased likewise. Cases of theft and robbery and wounding are accordingly constantly heard of and the merchants 
residing in the Settlement are all alarmed. During recent days the Chuan Chang diamond shop in Yunnan Road, the 
Ta Hsin Chang foreign goods shop in Markham Road, the Lien Ta cash shop in Fokien Road and the Lun Yu cash shop in 
the Sungkiang Road have been robbed one after another according to statements in the newspapers, which are probably not 
fulse. The merchants of the several trades have all come to this Chamber and expostulated in the following vein :— 

“This year the violent conduct of desperadoes is such as never has been before: all for the reason that after the 
commission of the offence they are not sought out and arrested with severity, but saunter at large as if beyond the law, and 
consequently act with indiscriminate boldness to the injury of shops in the street. You should have long since begged the 
Municipal Council genuinely to give effect to measures for tranquilising the locality and protecting public peace : your 
public duty is involved : and we think the Municipal Council can also not pass on responsibility. The audacity of these 
bad characters is daily becoming more fierce; and even in busy places thefts and robberies incessantly occur. If the 
Chamber of Commerce still keeps silence, upon what can the merchants depend?” 

They have severally and pressingly requested the Chamber to communicate this. It is to be observed that of late 
the number of cases of crime by bad characters is indeed such as to occasion misgiving. The Chamber is well aware that 
the Council, bearing responsibility for public order, will consequently not permit that merchants in the Settlement shall 
beconstantly in a state of alarm. There are indeed very many bad characters about the place, and if the stream flows 
undammed it will become a river. 

The Chamber of Commerce is the representative of all the merchants and cannot but earnestly press and request that 
the offenders in the previous cases be quickly sought out, arrested and most severely punished : so that bad characters will 
retreat and the locality will be at peace ; whereby we shall very much appreciate the Council's public spirit.

GENTLEMEN,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of November 30 on the subject of 
certain armed robberies which have occurred in the Foreign Settlement of late. . 

In reply 1 am directed to inform you that the Police Force is applying earnest attention to the work of preventing 
crimes of this nature and detecting and capturing the offenders. The results of their recent efforts have, in the Council’s 
opinion, been quite satisfactory ; between January 1 and November 80 this year, 114 reports of robbery have been investi- 
gated in connexion with which 89 persons have been arrested and convicted ; of whom 33 have been handed over to the 
Chinese Authorities and 11 of these have already been executed. You may be confident that no pains will be spared to 
bring all the offenders to justice. 

The work of the Council's Detective Branch is indeed more successful than the Chinese community can realise ; it 
sometimes appears to be slow, for the results are generally the outcome of patient and laborious investigation ; they are 
retarded by the inherent difficulties of its position, environed on all sides by other administrations; and too often the 
satisfactory issue attracts but little public notice, because it follows after the lapse of a few months, when the circumstances 
of the crime are no longer fresh in the public mind. 

The Council has always predicted the prevalence of crimes of violence as the principal danger of ceasing, in the 
Foreign Settlement alone, the infliction of the ancient punishment of the bamboo, which has so long been looked upon by 
the criminal classes as inseparable from the ordinary routine of justice. This was pointed out in the Council's answer to the 
Consular Body of April 14, 1909, in connexion with a previous communication of the Chamber in the same vein as that 
under reply. This form of punishment is the generally recognised and indispensable means of preventing crimes of robbery 
with violence ; and your letters forcibly illustrate how unfortunate it is that the Mixed Court ever undertook its experi- 
mental cessation. In the Foreign Settlement such crimes have since béen visited merely with imprisonment, for which 
criminals have openly declared their indifference ; in the Chinese City corporal punishment even for minor offences, remains 
generally in vogue, In the Council’s opinion, the reason for the frequency of incidents such as those to which you refer, is 
to be found solely in this anomaly. 

Tam directed to draw your especial attention to this point, in order that the Chamber may give its influential 
support to the representations which the Council has repeatedly made with a view to the re-introduction of the use of the 
bamboo at the Mixed Court.

The CHINESE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
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PUBLIC GAMBLING. 


In May Mr. Carlos de Sostoa, the Consul for Spain, took exception to the indication in the last Annual 
Report that the proprietorship of a public roulette honse in North Honan Road remained Spanish. The 
correspondence therein referred to makes it clear that the premises in question did in fact remain under 
lease by a Spanish subject between the end of December 1912 and the end of February 1913, and that 
owing to the intervention of the Consul for Spain this lease was thereafter cancelled. 

The general warrant issued by the Senior Consul authorising the suppression of public gambling in _ 
the premises in question was withdrawn in the same month for reasons subsequently intimated. Roulette 
was thereupon renewed at once, and in spite of an effort to effect its suppression through the Chinese 
Authorities it continued until the Autumn. To the difficulty of localising the jurisdiction to which the 
proprietors are amenable, a familiar feature in past negotiations, there were added that on one occasion, 
the Police met with a refusal by the Acting Consul-General for Italy to hear the verbal evidence of a 
Detective as to his personal observations and enquiries, and that on another occasion a warrant issued was 
in force for six hours only, owing to circumstances which are not within the Conneil’s knowledge.

S1r,—In the “Shanghai Municipal Council Report for the year 1913 and Budget for the year 1914, Part I. Watch 
Matters," under the heading “ Public Gambling” some misstatements are made, which I have the honour to ask you to 
rectify in your next Annual Report. © 

First of all in the introductory notes it is stated that “ the proprietorship of the premises remained Spanish.” I have 
only to refer you to my letters of March $1 and August 4, 1913, in which I clearly stated that the premises in question 
were only leased to a Spanish subject and that in the month of March I sneceeded to have the said lease terminated, 

In your last letter dated October 21, addressed to me, the statement “3, I have experienced the very greatest 
difficulty in ascertaining the exact nationality of the gamblers Santos, Garcia, Saavedra and Castaiieda, who have all at one 
time or another been considered to be under Spanish jurisdiction” requires an explanation, With regard to the 
individuals Garcia and Saavedra, these two men have never been registered as Spanish subjects, aa I informed the 
Captain-Superintendent of Police in my letter No, 176 of July 8, 1912, as Consul for Spain, and in my letter, 3/7 of the 
same date as Acting Consul for Mexico. 

With regard to Santos I beg to confirm my letter No. 175 dated July 6, 1912, to the Captain-Superintendent, 
informing him that H. E. the Spanish Minister had approved of and confirmed the cancellation of Leon Santos from the 
Register of this Consulate. 

With regard to Castaiieda I beg to refer you to my letter No. 162 of September 7, 1911, addressed to the Captain- 
Superintendent of Police, stating that Mr. Castafieda had informed me that he had been registered at his own Cousulate- 
General, therefore he was not any longer under the protection of this Consulate.

§1r.—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of May 19, on the subject of the section of the 
Annual Municipal Report for 1913 devoted to the question of public gambling. In reply thereto I have the honour 
to express the Council's regret that any such inaccuracy as you describe should inadvertently have crept into this 
publication, The matter will, however, be rectified by the publication of your letter forthwith in the Municipal Gazette and 
hereafter in the next issue of the Report. 

Inasmuch as the tenour of your letter indicates that the public roulette wheels at No. 24 North Honan Road are 
outside Spanish jurisdiction, I have the honour to state that it is reported to the Council that the title deed for the 
property, originally registered as British Consular Lot No, 18, subsequently as American Consular Lot No. 200, and again 
subsequently transferred to the register of the Italian Consulates General, has for the third time been cancelled for 
registration at the Spanish Consulate in the name of A. Lafuente. 

No notice of any such transfers or appointments for measurement have been received by the Cadastral Office, and 
the Council’s information is thus not formally reliable; for any information, therefore, on the subject which you may 
be able to afford, or for any light which you can throw on the present ownership of the gaming house the Council will be 


very much obliged.

Sin,—In reply to your letter (243-x) of May 16,I have the honour to inform you that the Consular Body has 
reconsidered in its various bearings the question of issuing Court Orders and Warrants for execution by the Municipal 
Police outside the limits of the Settlement and its roads. 

Serious doubts are entertained as to whether the members of the Municipal Police when acting outside the 
Settlement without a Warrant from their own national Court but under a Warrant issued by a judicial authority of 
another nation, can claim that amount of immunity from the consequences of application of force which they are entitled 
to when acting within the territory prescribed under the Land Regulations or if provided with a Warrant from their 
national Court and the Consuls having jurisdiction are not prepared to issue Warrants which may lead to questions of 
very complicated nature before the Courts in Shanghai aud with possibly unfortunate consequences to those who act 
‘on them, as well as responsibility for their employers, the community of Shanghai, 

Most of the Consulates see no hindrance to their nationals being employed in the way mentioned and it might be a 
way out of the difficulty to engage a certain number of these nationalities in the police force or to swear them in before 
their respective Consuls as special constables, in which capacity alone Municipal Police Officers act beyond Settlement 
limits, Else the Chinese Authorities must be addressed on the subject. 

The Consular Body wishes at the same time to draw the attention to the fact that in almost all Western legislations 
it is not only the providers of public gambling facilities who commit an illegal and punishable act ; it is also illegal and a 
punishable offence to take part in the gambling. The Municipal Police can therefore assist materially in reducing the 
evil effects of the gambling houses by collecting with all due prudence and reserve the evidence necessary for bringing a 
charge against the frequenters of the gambling places in their respective Courts. The Consular Body believes that when 
it has become a matter of public knowledge that the visitors as well as the gambling places are watched by the police and 
that prosecutions against people who go there to gamble will take place in their respective Courts, when sufficient 
evidence is obtained, the number of visitors will be materially reduced thereby making it an unprofitable business to 
carry on the houses. 

If at the same time evidence is collected to warrant prosecution against the people who combine to carry on the 
gambling establishments their gradual disappearance may perhaps be expected.

With these the Council is in general agreement, but as regards No. 24 North Honan Road, I have the honour to 
point out that the establishment is not only beyond the limits of the Settlement, but it is also outside the districts which 
the Council desires to include within the Settlement, that is to say, it is outside what may be termed the “extension 
urea,” and will even if the Settlement is extended, remain under Chinese jurisdiction.

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For this reason it appears to the Council desirable that the suppression of these public roulette wheels should be 
carried out by the Chinese Authorities, and I have the honour to request that you will be so good as to address them 
on the subject and ask that such steps as are necessary be taken at once. 

The property on which these premises stand is now registered in the Spanish Consulate, and the Council has 
little doubt that the Consul for Spain will render the Chinese Authorities such official assistance as may be necessary, 
and I may add that, as heretofore, the Council is willing to lend the “services of the Municipal Police for any duties in 
connexion with the matter, provided formal application is made for their services through yourself.

§1r,—I am in receipt of a report from the Acting Captain-Superintendent of Police stating that “ gambling on an 
extensive scale is being carried on at No, 24 North Honan Road,” and that a motor car licensed under No, 292 in the 
name of Mr. Morando, an Italian subject, is used to carry people from various places in the Settlement to the above 
mentioned premises, 

With reference to the latter statement, as a preliminary step in the matter, I hereby authorize the Municipal 
Council to withdraw at once the licence of the motor car No, 292, 

For what concerns the first point, viz. that gambling is being conducted at 24 North Honan Rond, I had yesterday 
to request the Acting Captain-Superintendent to place before me all the evidence he has been able to collect about the 
actual relution of Morando to that gambling house: and I explained to him that if substantial proofs are furnished of 
his being a gambling house keepér, he might be punished according to the provisions of the Italian Criminal Code ; and 
that if the evidence supplied was not sufficient to that effect, I would anyhow see my way, in my administrative 
capacity, to order Morando to sever immediately every connection with the premises known as No, 24 North Honan 
Road Extension. 

I have therefore the honour to ask you to instruct the Acting Captain-Superintendent to let me have a full report on 
the above circumstance, on receipt of which I shall consider the course of action to be taken by me,

If in the meantime anything can be done to deal effectively with that nuisance, without involving heavy 
responsibility on my part or on the part of this Consulate-General, [ will be always ready to co-operate to such effect with 
my colleagues interested in the question or with the Municipal or Chinese Authorities,

The endeavour to introduce Chinese Government detectives into the Settlement under a system of 
passes, which engaged the Council’s attention at the end of 1913, was renewed six months later, under the 
disguise of a propos2d office for the repatriation of Chinese concerned in the Rebellion, The suggestion 
appeared at first to be innocuous, and obtained a favourable reception from the Consular Body and the 
Council, subject to certain stipulated safeguards ; but the subsequent establishment of the office without 
reference to these stipulations, the appointment of thirty investigation officers, and fuller knowledge on the 
Council’s part -as to the process whereby the support of the Foreign Authorities was obtained, showed 
the enterprise in its true light, and suppressive steps were taken accordingly.

S1n,—I have the honour to state that during the revolutionary trouble of last year in the Provinces of Kiangsu and 
Kiangse, the once Military Officers of both high and low rank and those who were involved indirectly in the trouble acting 
against the Government, are now taking their refuge in the Settlement of Shanghai where they have no means of making 
their livelihood, one not only has sympathy for them but also there is fear that they may step into the wrong course again. 

It is aware to every one that the main object of plotters who are against the Government, is to induce and instigate 
the people. Those who have no means of living are more likely to follow and fall into their tricks, 

In consequence of this, the Tutuh and Civil Administrator of the Kiangsu Province have conjointly wired to the 
President of the Republic of China, to obtain permission to establish an Office Bi Mt 8 4 §H #E jij the function of which is 
to disband those who were once Military Officers and others who were indirectly involved and who are now repentent and 
who were not the real offenders in the trouble of last year, They will be allowed to report themselves to that office ; if they 
are found correct in their conduct and behaviour, they will be sent back to their respective native places. The length of 
time of the said office to be opened is limited to three months. 

The President has approved-and sanctioned the matter as stated above, and has appointed Lieutenant-General 
Tu Hwa-chuen (#t #£ )i]), Chu Shian-chih @& 3€ Hi) and Chang Chia-shih # 7 lf to undertake the work. 

The place selected for the establishment of said place is at No. 24 Burkill Road and will resume work shortly. 

The primary function of this office is as said before to disband those who were indirectly involved in the trouble of 
last year and so give them a fresh start of gaining a livelihood. This will greatly relieve the present serious situation of the 
Shanghai Settlement; in view of this, I have the honour to approach you to be kind enough to place the matter before the 
Consular Body of Shanghai, and will thank you exceedingly for an early reply. With compliments,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of June 10 and to state that the proposal outlined 
in Admiral Tseng’s letter therein enclosed is one to which the Council offers no objection. To the five conditions of 
establishment which the Consular Body has suggested the Council proposes the addition of a sixth to the effect that the 
office shall be controlled with the active assistance of the Police. By this is meant that a Foreign Detective Inspector and 
a selected Chinese clerk shall be on duty therein during office hours. The object of the precaution is twofold; it will 
enable the Police to become better informed as to the Chinese who have lately made the Foreign Settlement their asylum, 
and it will at the same time prevent the office from being used for any other purpose than that for which it is established. 
The Council attaches considerable importance to this condition, and, inasmuch as it has already received Admiral Tseng's 
assent in principle, I have little doubt that its incorporation as suggested can be arranged without difficulty.

S1r,—In continuation of my letter of June 11, and in sequence with our conversation of Tuesday last, I have the 
honour to hand you, herein enclosed, for the information of the Consular Body, copies of a notice, sundry comment, and a 
code of rules and regulations, with regard to the projected office for the Repatriation of Rebels, which have been translated 
from the “ Sinwanpao.” 

It is evident that these documents were published before receipt by the Chinese Authorities of the Consular Body's 
reply to the Military Governor's letter of May 27, for they contain no reference to the conditions which it was proposed to 
attach to the permission that the office be established in the Foreign Settlement, 

Further than this the Council has a Police Report to the effect that the office was opened on June 15 in the forenoon 
and closed the following day at the request of the Captain-Superintendent, the official in charge agreeing to wait until 
proper authority was received. 

The course which the Chinese Authorities have adopted thus appears to the Council to be, at least, premature, and 
there is evidence in their announcements that the character of the office is intended to be more coercive than was at first 
apprehended. Indeed the Council, upon reflexion, sees in Admiral Tseng’s scheme a marked similarity with that for the 
introduction of Chinese detective officers into the Settlement, which was presented to the Council in December last and 
declined. The correspondence on the subject is set out on pages 66/7A of the Annual Municipal Report for last year, I 
need only cite the suggested provision of 30 official investigators to make my meaning clear to your colleagues and yourself. 

In conclusion I have the honour to state that, in the Council's opinion, it would be an injudicious step to allow the 
office to be established at present, and one calculated rather to disturb the Chinese commercial community than to con- 


tribute to the restoration of confidence.

Novick By THE INVESTIGATION OFFICE FOR THE LAND Forces BANISHMENT (OR DISCHARGE) 
AND PACIFICATION. 


Tu Huai-chuan and Chu Hsien-chih, Lieutenant-Generals of the Land Forces, Advisor in military matters to the 
Tutu of Kiangsu, and Chang Chia-shih, Lieutenant-General of the Land Forces, hereby notify ; in the disturbances of last 
year in Kiangsi and Nanking humanity suffered misfortune ; the Government, taking account of the interests both of the 
Country and of the people, had no course but to take up arms, though with tears. In about ten days or a month the 
disturbance was entirely abated. But the several chiefs of the commotion, took flight first, all taking away money, and 
fleeing to beyond the sea; and still regardless of the Country's difficulties, like fiends and impishly, unceasingly provoked 
and drove people to their death, without regard or pity for anyone. For since in breaking the peace, they were pursuing 
their private ends, they could not of course give mutual support: as the saying is, “When the skin is not retained, what 
_ base has the fur?” Consequently those who are most to be pitied, are that class of military and civilian officers who were 
compelled to follow; who for a single mistaken conclusion, at that time, fell into the whirlpool, and with what strength 
was left them from the contest of war and the clash of arms, were afflicted with the misfortune of emigration afar. Who 
of these had not father and mother, and wife and child? and thus, as it were, in so great an expanse of country, there was 
no place for their persons; striking against the meshes of the net, it was all over with them, and when they had arrived at 
the point of extremity, they remained as outcasts in Shanghai: and in the Settlement constant cases (of crime) occurred. 
In the confusion distinction was difficult, so that we were deeply shamed before neighbouring countries, and felt deeply 
pitiful towards you. 
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Now instructions have been received from the Kiangsu Tutu Feng, and the Civil Governor Han, that, first because 
trade both Foreign and Chinese is earnestly beseeching for peace, and secondly as an act of exceptional grace and mercy, 
they have cited the circumstances, and have requested the Government to have pity on the foolish multitude. By special 
grace it has approved the issue of funds : deputing the Lieutenant-Generals to come to Shanghai, to discuss with the Shanghai 
Military Governor, and to discharge, pacify and investigate ; opening a road for renovation, so that each may come forward 
and report his name for consideration ; a stamped certificate being issued, with funds for despatching you back to your 
native place ; so that each may continue his livelihood in peace, and avoid being deceived again, thereby incurring 
punishment. 

This special notice is accordingly issued. Any military and civilian officers, ete., residing in Shanghai, concerned in 
last year's commotion, compelled to follow, and now suffering under suspicion, should, after the issue of this proclamation, 
at once bring their former commissions or all proofs, quickly to No. 24 Burkill Road in the new Settlement opposite the 
Paulun Hospital : and give their names, (there will be concise rules to be read at the time of reporting the name), 
awaiting investigation and the issue of proofs and funds for their discharge. The Lieutenant-Generals have, moreover, 
received personal directions from the Tutu Feng, that if you can sincerely accept pacification, you will of course be strongly 
protected, and if after discharge you are subjected to spite and accused upon matters which occurred before the time of 
your pacification, or if the local officials depute runners to arrest you on the ground that you took part in the Revolution, 
you need only proceed, holding the proof which has been given you and clearing yourselves accordingly ; without being in 
the least involved. But those who were guilty of matters affecting crime are not within this category. You would beat 
not hold back, as spectators, in suspicion and fear, thus over-passing the time-limit, and voluntarily subjecting yourselves 
to the suspicion that you are the followers of traitors : hence bringing repentance on yourselves. This is the earnest hope 
of the Lieutenant-Generals. This is hereby specially notified.

OPENING OF THE INVESTIGATION Or¥ice FoR THE LAND Forces BANISHMENT (OR DISCHARGE) 
AND PACIFICATION, 


The Tutu of Kiangsu, Feng Kuo-chang, and the Civil Administrator, Han Kuo-chun, have deliberated on the 
question of the banishment and pacification of military officials who are outcasts in Shanghai; and they have received the 
Government's approval to Commission Tu Huai-chuan, Chu Hsien-chih and Chang Chia-shih to come to Shanghai and to 
discuss a procedure together with Mr. Tseng Ju-cheng. It has already been arranged; and behind the Race Course in 
Shanghai at No, 24 Burkill Road a house has been leased for the establishment of the organisation, fixing the name as the 
Investigation Office for the Land Forces Banishment and Pacification ; and more than ten investigating officers have now 
been selected :. with a co-operative discussion and agreement with the Consular Body in the first place, On the first of 
this month (the sixth month) it was opened, and Feng and Han having issued a formal commission to Mr. Tu as director, 
and to Messrs, Chu and Chang as assistants, a proclamation was issued yesterday for general information (which has 
already been produced in the advertisement columns of this newspaper and need not be published again), The arrange- 
ments of the organisation are severally set forth hereunder :— 

Institution, Arrangements.—The office was established the day before yesterday, June 12, but the appropriations 
and arrangements have already been discussed for more than two months; and the most important question—the office 
being established in the Settlement—is the various matters of investigation, which must be discussed with the Consular 
Body in order to avoid obstruction. A few days ago, this was discussed, and satisfactorily agreed, and definite despatch 
has been received, whereupon a notification was published and the office was established.

Chief Director: TU HUAI-CHUAN, 
Assistant Directors: CHU HSIEN-CHIH, 
CHANG CHIA-SHIH,

RULES OF PROCEDURE, 


1. Investigation Officers shall receive the instructions of the Director in carrying out investigations, and various 


matters relating to banishment. 
2. Miscellaneous Officer.—He shall be deputed by the Director from among the Investigation Officers to control all 


miscellaneous matters. 
8. Agency Oficer—He shall receive his instructions from the Director, being responsible for funds, expenditure 
and receipts, and for the purchase and issue of articles, and for accounts, etc, 
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4. The Seeretarial Officials shall receive the instructions of the Director in performing the correspondence work, 
and preserving the records. 

5. Clerks shall be severally responsible for the business of all engrossing and writing, 

6. Runners shall be under the instructions of the Miscellaneous Officer, who will give them directions and 
control them. 

7. The daily hours of duty shall be from 9 a.m. until 11.80, and from 12.30 p.m. until 4. 

8. No officers may be absent from duty on their own initiative during the hours of business, (those who go out on 
public business are not in this category). 

9. Ifan investigating Officer, having other business, cannot come to the office for more than one day, he shall 
request leave from the Director. Any other person at the time of requesting leave shall further state whom he has obtained 
to replace him, 

10. The various officers must each fulfil their own responsibilities without confusion. The Shupan’s office is a secret 
office for the preservation of public records, and with the exception of the Director, the Official Clerks and Writers, no 
other person may enter without authority. 

11. The Office must be quiet, and all improper conduct is strictly forbidden. 

12, Great care must be taken as to fire. 

If there is any incomplete point in the above rules they shall be added to or diminished from time to time, 


INVESTIGATION RULES, 


1. Investigation work in this office is of very great importance, and the responsibility of each investigating officer 
is extremely grave. Special care and effort must be taken to perform the duties, and there must be no carelessness or over- 
rigour resulting in mistakes, 

2, Investigation work must be the subject of instructions in the first place from the Director, and must not be the 
subject of personal requests or evasive excuses, 

8. With reference to any persons who are subjects of pacification, when the Director of the office gives instructions 
to an official to investigate, the official in question shall be entirely responsible for all their affairs ; and he must investigate 
thoroughly and in detail in accordance with the items of the Record of Character of the concerned; and must nct help him 
out of personal feelings, or give careless instructions, ; 

4. The officers may not introduce the names of persons to report to the office for pacification ; nor speak on their 
behalf. (This rule is applicable to all officials of this office). 

5, Matters of banishment and escort are also to be managed by the Investigation Officers, but they must be deputed 
in the first place by the Director, and may not make requests therefor or make evasive excuses, 

6, All other officers must fulfil their duties carefully and diligently. 

7. If there is any incomplete point in these rules they shall be added to or diminished from time to time,

EssENTIALS WITH REGARD TO THE INVESTIGATION OFFICE FoR THE LAND ForcErs BANISHMENT 
AND PACIFICATION, 


Procedure for banishment and pacification, The investigation office has already formally begun business, Military 
and civilian officers who are outcasts in Shanghai may independently come to the office and report their names as a basis for 
investigation, In the ten articles of procedure as to banishment and pacification newly fixed by the Directors of the office 
Messrs. Tu, Chu, and Chang, with the Military Governor Tseng Ju-cheng, it is laid down that any person who is subjected 
to banishment and pacification, must submit two photographs, one for retention in the office and one for transmission with 
the official in charge at the time of banishment, to be handed to the competent local authority ; and his certificate will be 
issued by the Tutu Feng and the Civil Administrator Han in their joint capacities, In every batch an officer is deputed as 
banishment escort, and the limit shall be fifteen men, At the time of reporting (at the office), the former revolutionary 
commission, and proof, shall be handed in, After being subjected to banishment and pacification on this occasion, the 
concerned may not again take part in revolutionary conduct, but each should lead a peaceful livelihood. If in the future 
any further improper conduct is discovered, the certificate will at once be cancelled, and the concerned will be brought up 
for examination and treatment.

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CoNncISE RULES FOR THE INVESTIGATION OFFICE. 


1, Any persons who took part in the disturbance of last year and who are outcasts in outside provinces, or any 
military or civilian officer, of whom this is the native place, whether actual officials under the former regime or subordinate 
officials, are all within the class of banishment and pacification, and can report their names direct, and await banishment ; 
but officials newly deputed in the autumn disturbance for independence, may also be permitted to obtain guarantees and 
may report their names, if they are willing to make sincere repentance, funds being issued for their banishment and escort 
to their native place. 

If officials of this class have acquired property in the Settlement or have already taken up another sort of livelihood, 
or if for any other reason they cannot be subjected to banishment and pacification and return to their native place, they 
should report the circumstances, and their place of residence, in detail to the Investigation Office, 

2, Officers who are to be pacified, on coming to the office to report their names, should bring with them their 
commissions, and any proofs for consideration, and thereafter a detailed Record of Career will be issued to them by name, 
they will be ordered to fill it in accordingly. Thereafter when the Investigation Officer has investigated that the state- 
ments are true, instructions as to the time limit will be given in due course, an officer will be deputed as an escort on 
banishment, and, at the time, there must be two photographs, one for retention at Shanghai, and one for sending to the 
native place of the concerned, 

8, When the persons and officials subjected to pacification and returning to their native place shall amount 
collectively to over fifteen, an official shall forthwith be deputed for escort for banishment and return to their native place; 
and at the same time the office will report to the Tutu and the Civil Governor, so that directions may be given to the local 
Authorities in the places of origin of those who have received pacification, that they may exercise protection over them. 
If the persons and officials receiving pacification are genuinely of good and entirely correct behaviour, the local officials 
shall be ordered to report, requesting that they be recorded for employment. If they remain in an outside province then 
a request shall be made that the Authorities issue directions to the local Authorities, to treat them in the same way, as a 
mark of special favour, 

4. If among the officials to be pacified the original domicile is in one province, and it has been changed to another 
province, and the family being likewise in another province, the concerned are unwilling to return to the original domicile, 
an official may be despatched as an escort upon their banishment ; a report being made by the office at the same time; and 
@ request will be made to the Tutu and to the Civil Governor in order that, taking note of the above provisions of these 
regulations, they may give instructions to the local Authorities, both of the original domicile, and of the changed domicile, 
so that they may note and report, 

5, After report and pacification, certificates will be issued by name, and the concerned will await their escort on 
banishment and return to their native domicile, travelling expenses being issued, with due regard to the distance of the 
journey, and the price of the tickets by boat and train being deducted, 

(There are five further rules, which, when they have been amended, will be issued to-morrow.)

CoNCISE RULES FOR THE INVESTIGATION OFFICE FOR BANISHMENT AND PACIFICATION—(continuation), 


6.—For any person receiving pacification there will be no examination as to suspicions of his previous connexion 
with disturbances. 

7.—After pacification, those of good and entirely correct behaviour shall be selected for employment, as an encourage- 
ment for others, or shall in the first place be commissioned to act as Investigation Officers of this Office, in order to assist 
in matters of investigation. 

8.—After pacification, return to domicile holding a proof, if any person makes a further accusation against the 
concerned out of spite, as to matters previous to his pacification he may cite the certificate which he holds. But persons 
concerned in criminal acts are not within this category. 

9.—After pacification and return to the place of domicile each should maintain respectable conduct; and if any 
person ventures either in their own province or in outside provinces or by coming to the Shanghai Settlement, to conspire 
irregularities, he shall on discovery be arrested, examined and treated as additionally guilty. 

10,—Those who have pistols, should give them up, for purchase at a price to be considered by the Investigation 
Office, for the avoidance of danger.

This criticism and interpretation of the scheme by the oldest-established Chinese newspaper in the Foreign Settle- 
ment, gives proof that it inspires reliable Chinese opinion with deep distrust ; and tends to corroborate the Council's fears 
that the employment of Chinese detective officers in the Settlement is the chief underlying object in view. 
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T may add that a notice has been posted near the door of No. 24 Burkill Road to the effect that the office has been 
removed to No. 71 Ning Kong Li, outside the west gate of the Chinese City, and that the Police have confirmed the 
statement,

PACIFICATORY INVITATION : SEARCH AND SEIZURE. 


Tnvitations with a view to pacification and search and seizure cannot proceed at one and the same time ; for invita- 
tion implies a wish that the person shall come, whereas search and seizure implies the person’s departure. To conduct both 
these proceedings together, seems to involve a clash of contradictions, Pacification will be conducted independently, while 
at the same time the search and seizure will also be conducted independently, Thus the persons affected, who will come 
forward in acceptance of the pacificatory invitation, must also at the same time retire out of fear for the search and seizure, 
In this manner no confidence can be gained from the persons concerned, but rather indeed, their resentment. 

Alas! How can this be! While the Investigation Office for banishment and pacification is now sincerely taking 
action for pacification, we do not know whether Shanghai detectives will be more Jenient in order to enable these persons to 
come forward, or whether they still secretly prepare a snare, behind which they lie waiting, This is a point for very careful 
attention,

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PAWNSHOPS,. 


There are still occasional evidences of endeavours to organise and exercise control over various branches 
of Chinese trade in the Settlement, with the object of monetary profit. As a consequence of the Consular 
Body’s decision, notified to the Chinese Authorities at the end of the year 1907, that proclamations on minor 
matters would invariably be opposed, the method familiar in past years, of issuing these announcements at 
the supposed request of an important section of the trade in question has gradually been discarded ; the 
interested officials or merchants now more frequently resort to the publication of codes of rules in the Chinese 
Press, described as authorised by high Authorities, and designed to induce compliance with the various 
measures proposed. Announcements in the Chinese Press on the subject of Pawnbrokers, promulgated 
with an object of this kind in view, were brought to the notice of the Consular Body, whose reply gave 
immediate proof that the statements made were baseless,

Srn,—I have the honour to enclose herewith for your information copy of an article which appeared in the * Shen 
pao” of October 7, in which mention is made of a proposed system of licence for Pawnshops in the Foreign Settlement. 

The Council has no information as to the truth of the statement contained therein that this matter has been the 
subject of discussion between the Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs and yourself, and is in ignorance as to the particulars, 
The article in question purports only to give the main features of a scheme for licensing Pawnshops in the Settlement, but 
a code of rules has been published in the “ Shihpao” on August 26, with the title “ Pawnbroking ‘Trade Law,” of which I 
have the honour also to enclose a translation, which appears to refer to the same or a similar project, These announce- 
ments taken together, furnish some evidence that a definite attempt is being made to introduce a permanent system of 
Chinese Government control over Pawnshops in the Foreign Settlement with a view. to establishing a new source 
of revenue. 

I have the honour to express the hope that you will explain to the Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs that if any 
such scheme is intended, it cannot be permitted, The desire of the Chinese Authorities to exercise control over Pawnshops 
in the Settlement is not récent, it has been observable on more than one occasion in the past; and in the course of a 
communication to your predecessor in the year 1901, published on page 72 of the Annual Report for that year, the Council 
had occasion to point out that “the only regulations compulsory upon pawnshop proprietors in the Settlement are those 
conditionally upon which they hold Municipal licence.” ‘The circumstances appear to show the advisability of once more 
bringing this fact to the notice of the Chinese Authorities,

e Translation from the “ Shihpao” August 26. 
Pawn Traps Law. 


1. The Pawn trade as so styled in this Law, denotes those who take articles in pawn, as a trade, 

2, The capital of the Pawnbroking concern must not be less than $10,000, 

8, A person wishing to engage in the Pawn trade must make a statement of the following points, and petition the 
District Magistrate to report, so that a report may be made by the Taoyin to the Provincial Governor, for approval and for 
receipt of a licence. 

(a) Place of business. 

(¥) Capital of the business, 

(ec) Name of the person engaging in the business, his age, native place, place-of residence, and previous occupation, 

The above-mentioned licence will be transmitted by the Board of Finance, and issued by the Provincial Finance 
Office, after approval of (a), by the Provincial Governor, who should notify and report to the Board of Agriculture and 
Commerce and the Board of Finance, 

4, The licence cannot be sold, surrendered, or transferred. 

5, A successor to a business of Pawnbroking must at the time of succession petition the District Magistrate for 
report to the Taoyin who will notify the Governor, and the latter will direct the Provincial Finance Office to make a 
change in the licence, 

6. When a Pawnbroker ceases business, he must petition the District Magistrate to report to the Taoyin, who will 
make a report to the Governor and the latter will notify the Board of Agriculture and the Board of Finance. In this event 
the Pawnbroker must return the licence to the Provincial Finance Office for cancellation, 
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7. The interest shall be according to the rate of interest at the time, but it may not exceed 3 per cent. per month 
and any local custom whereby at a definite time there is a special practice as to diminution or exemption from interest 
it shall be followed, 

8. The time-limit of foreclosure for articles in pawn shall be limited at least to one full year, 

This time limit, if by any local custom be less than one year, shall be extended up to one year ; and if more than one 
year then it shall remain in accordance with the custom or practice and may not be shortened. As to articles in pawn 
before the time-limit is completed, if the pledger has paid interest, then the extension shall be calculated from the number 
of months for which he has paid interest, 

9. The Pawnbroker shall publish the following particulars at an easily visible point at his place of business :— 

(a) The current rate of interest on pledges. 

(2) The time limit for foreclosure upon articles pawned. 

(ec) The times for the conduct of business, 

10, The Pawnbroker shall bear the responsibility for the article pawned and if there is damage he shall repay the 
total value of the article pawned, after deduction of interest. But in the event of the Act of God, civil disturbances, fire 
from neighbouring premises, military movements, or other force majeure and the like irresistible circumstances, the official 
concerned shall survey, examine and ascertain, and if there is no malicious intent or grave fault, he shall, taking the 
circumstances into consideration, exempt the Pawnbroker from the responsibility of compensation, 

11, In points wherefor there is no definite provision in this law, action shall be taken in accordance with custom. 

12, This law is put into force from the date of publication, 


Lutract from the “* Shenpao” October 7, 
Proposep CoNTROL OF PAWNSHOPS IN THE SETTLEMENT. 

In the Shanghai Settlement there are numerous pawnshops which take pledges on short time-limits at heavy interest 
and fleece the poor. The Authorities have frequently devised measures to restrain them, but so far without definite out- 
come. A mode of procedure has now been arranged between the President of the Board of Foreign Affairs, Sun Pao-chi 
and the Foreign Ministers. Directions for its enforcement have been given to Mr, Yang Tscheng, and he is discussing it 
with the Senior Consul. Its main features are :— 

1, Investigution of the number of Pawnshops in the Settlement, 

2, Pawnshops already established or about to be established must present a bond of alternative securities to be 
approved by the Police Station concerned ; which shall report to the Consuls who will communicate with the Chinese 
authorities, 

3, After taking out a license the licensee shall pay duty.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The past year has not been characterised by exceptional mortality from preventable disease. An 
outstanding feature was the large number of cases of Amaebie Dysentery ; but there was a reduced fatality, 
attributable to the general use of the emetin treatment as a destroyer of the pathogenic parasite. On the 
whole a healthy year. Great jirogress has been made in vaccination especially among the Chinese community. 
11,273 free vaccinations were done by the Health Office during the year. Figures tend to show that the 
Chinese are now as well protected against Smallpox as the Foreign community. 

The field of Public Health constantly broadens and prevention takes the place of cure. Medical 
subjects are recognised as social problems. ‘The practical prevention of disease is now reduced to simple 
terms and scientific precision, so that effort can’be concentrated in channels which lead to the prevention 
of most disease as shown by actual figures. ‘Typical examples of scientific precision in health work are 
vaccination against Smallpox, mosquito reduction as a preventive of Malaria, and rat extermination as.a 
safeguard against Bubonic Plague. As an example of lack of precision may be instanced the importance 
placed by the public on ‘bad drains’ and ‘ bad smells’ as a cause of disease : these are still unfortunately 
believed to be the cause of Diphtheria and some other diseases which are now known to arise directly from a 
pre-existing case or indirectly through the medium of carriers. The need for individual care in avoiding 
contact with infection is becoming more and more important. As a simple example it may be said that if 
persons would isolate themselves by remaining in bed during the first three days of a ‘cold’ they would not 
only benefit themselves but would largely prevent the spread of infection. And it may be remarked that 
while a ‘ cold’ is never fatal, complications which follow may be severe and lifelong. 

Sanitary science is a war against the animal and vegetable forms of life which produce disease in man. 
It is the old struggle for the survival of the fittest by the erection of bulwarks against those agencies which 
will exterminate man if he does not control them. All will agree that good health is the most valuable of 
all assets. Many people become ill chiefly through lack of knowledge concerning the laws of health and 
through want of care. It is one of the most important duties of the Health Office to see that the public are 
educated in matters of health and to get people to put into practice ‘prevention is better than cure.’ 
Education is in fact the keynote of the modern campaign for Public Health. The Health Office is created 
to look after the health of the community and to protect it from unnecessary exposure to sickness, It will 
be as efficient and watchful as the community insists that it shall be or allow it to be. It cannot be 
more 0. 

The outlook as regards Plague is gloomy unless radical improvement can be made in the Building 
Rules to ensure that all new buildings are made so far as possible rat-proof. Since the rat-proofing of 
houses was recommended after the discovery of Plague among rats in Shanghai in 1908, the experience of 
many other places has shown the same antagonism from property owners to these measures especially where 
the infection was limited to rats. When human cases arise, as they almost invariably do if rat infection 
continues, the importance of plague prevention measures becomes insistent and less likely to be met with 
derision. It is satisfactory to note that the attitude of property owners and their agents has become more 
reasonable, so that there is now a probability that better rat-proofing Building Rules will be made before 
Plague gets too strong a foothold. In a place like Manila, which has the advantage of a strong and enlight- 
ened government desirous of adopting the best of the measures that have been tried in other places, it is 
noteworthy that all new buildings are required to have no hollow spaces whatever accessible to rats. Nothing 
less is required in Shanghai if Plague is to be scotched. General rat-catching as a measure against Plague is 
relatively futile and would be a waste of money if it did not among other things serve to keep the connexion 
between Plague and rats before the public. Even with most careful organisation it costs one penny to trap 
each rat in Shanghai. It is often remarked that ‘there must be something in the climate or soil of Shanghai 
which prevents the spread of Plague.’ Plague is, however, a slow growing menace. Before 1896 Bombay 
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had no Plague for 200 years and there was the same inclination to think that Bombay was invulnerable. 
There is a quantitative relation between Plague in rats and in man and if rats are permitted to exist in their 
millions in buildings in Shanghai because not built according to the requirements of sanitation there will be 
a disaster all the more terrible because preventable if taken in time. 

Tuberculosis continues to kill more people than all the wars that were ever fought. This microbe is 
the greatest enemy of mankind. ‘The pale faced army wants more room to breathe. No decision can be 
arrived at in Shanghai until the enemy is outflanked by removing the extreme overcrowding which prevails 
over the greater part of the Settlement. The modern message is one of hope, in that the disease is some- 
times curable ; and one of fear, in that it is transmissible. Lung Tuberculosis or Consumption is a 
contagious disease and the most important single measure of prevention is isolation. Every case isolated 
means an average of at least three less new infections, and in the overcrowded houses of Shanghai this 
number is very much greater, for according to Farr’s law contagious disease increases as the density of the 
population,” It is earnestly hoped that the provision of a hospital or sanatorium or preventorium for Lung 
Tuberculosis will not be delayed long. Tuberculosis is by far the greatest health menace that has to be 
met in the future. But it is doubtful whether Shanghai is yet ready to take advantage of a complete scheme 
against Tuberculosis. Such a scheme depends for its success on the sanitary education of the people. With 
this object in view a booklet giving in the simplest English and Chinese an account of the cause and 
prevention of Tuberculosis has been prepared and is now available for distribution.

PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR FOREIGNERS. 


The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those diseases which, by means of public 
sanitation and by individual careful living, are preventable, such as Typhoid Fever, Cholera, Dysentery, Diarrhwa and 
other bowel disorders, Smallpox, Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Tuberculosis, Plague and Malaria, 


Public Measures. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer. Persons about 
to rent houses are advised to ask the Health Officer for a sanitary inspection and a certificate of good 
sanitation before closing with the landlord, 

Conditions dangerous to health should be reported to the Health Officer, 

Isolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Road. 

Disinfection of premises after infectious disease will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer. 

Vaccination is provided free of charge at the Branch Health Offices, 


Individual Measures. 


Eat and Drink nothing that has not been recently cooked, boiled or otherwise sterilised, 
Do not consume :— 
* Fruit, vegetables, salads, melons, etc,, which have not been cooked or sterilised, 
Food on which flies haye settled, 
* Milk or cream which has not been boiled or sterilised, 
* Water which has not been boiled or filtered through a germ-proof filter. 
Aerated waters and other drinks unless of best quality, 
Alcoholic drinks during the hot weather. 
Ice-cream unless made of boiled materials, 
Uncooked oysters, . 


* Fruit, tomatoes, melons, etc., can be sterilised so that they can be safely eaten raw, and without spoiling the flavour, hy dipping for 
& few seconds into briskly boiling water, Strawberries are better sterilised by dipping into boiling sugar syrup, Milk and 
cream can be sterilised by placing the bottles in a pan of cold water and gradually raising to boiling point. The candle of the 
Germ-proof filter should be lightly scrubbed in running water and then boiled once a week regularly. 
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Kitchen supervision should be thorough because the preventable diseases specially prevalent in Shanghai are mostly 
caused by infected food. Every house should have a serving-room adjoining the dining-room and separate 
from the kitchen. The serving-room should contain the germ-proof filter, ice-chest, table utensils, washing 
sink, boiled milk, drinks, bread, butter, fruit and other cooked or prepared foods. Cooking or boiling 
destroys infection, 

Vegetables and fruit grown near the ground, being watered as a rule with nightsoil are specially liable to be soiled 
with the germs of Typhoid Fever, Cholera, Dysentery and other bowel diseases and should, before cooking, be 
ttrictly kept out of the serving-room and from contact with cooked or prepared food, 

Flies carry disease so they should be excluded from tie serving-room, kitchen and servants’ latrine by providing 
spring slam doors and unopenable windows screened by perforated zinc, and from the food on the table 
by fly covers, 

Vaccination should be done on arrival in Shanghai and afterwards every three years. 

Keep rats out of your house, Starve the rats by providing no food for them in and around your house. Make your 
house rat-proof. 

Mosquitoes carry malaria, Where mosquitoes cannot be exterminated by abolishing stagnant water or by the use of 
kerosene oil, or by reporting their presence to the Health Officer, the mosquito net should be carefully used. 
A weekly inspection should be made and no standing water permitted. 

Refuse should not be allowed to accumulate, and a properly covered, easily-lifted galvanised iron receptacle should 
be provided. Nightsoil buckets should be kept securely closed, including those in the servants’ latrines. 
Proper receptacles for these purposes may be obtained at the Health Office, Yards and drains should be kept 
in a good state of repair and freely flushed with water, 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR CHINESE. 
[Zranslation.] 


The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those diseases which, by means of individual 
careful living and by public sanitation, are preventable, such as Smallpox, Cholera, Diarrhea, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, 
Measles, Tuberculosis, Plague and Malaria. 

Public Measures. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health Officer, 
1 Honan Road. 
Conditions dangerous to health should be reported to the Health Officer. 
Isolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Road. 
Disinfection of premises after infectious disease will be carried out free of charge on application to the Health 
Officer. 
Individual Measures. 


Food should be thoroughly cooked, No cooked food should be kept overnight from June 1 to October 31. Take all 
food and drink hot or recently cooked, Avoid ice or cold drinks and stick to tea, Avoid all fresh fruit and 
vegetables, especially cut fruit, and any food which has been touched by flies, Flies carry Cholera, ete, 

Vegetables and fruit grown near the ground, being liable to infection with Cholera and other diseases of the bowels, 
should be separated from the rest of the food before cooking. Cooking destroys the infective material, 

Water should not be drunk unless it has been boiled, Aerated waters and such cold drinks are often dangerous to 
health. Tea is the best drink fo» both hot and cold weather. 

Mosquitoes and flies carry disease, hence fly-covers should be used over cooked food, As mosquito bites carry 
Malaria the mosquito net should be used, especially up-country. Paraffin oil will prevent the development of 
mosquitoes in stagnant water ; but no stagnant water should be permitted. 

Keep house refuse in a properly covered receptacle and see that it is covered, especially at night. Keep the kitchen 
and its surroundings very clean, Let no refuse lie about, Nightsoil buckets should be kept closed, 

Keep rats out of your house, Starve the rats by providing no food for them in and around your house, 

Make your house rat-proof, No rats: No Plague! A house that is rat-proof is plague-proof ! 

Yards and Drains should be kept in a good state of repair and freely flushed with water, 

Spitting, except down a drain or into a fire, is a very dirty habit, and when the person who spits has consumption 
it is very dangerous to other persons by spreading the disease. 

Vaccination is done free of charge from October to December and at other times when smallpox is epidemic at the 
Branch Health Offices where day and time is posted.

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IL.—VITAL STATISTICS. 
Population. 


The Foreign Population of the Settlement North of the Yangkingpang, including the outside roads 
and Pootung, at the last census taken on October 15, 1910, was 13,536, and consisted of 6,293 men, 4,172 
women and 8,071 children, The foreign shipping population, which numbered 1,755, was not included. 
The foreign population for the middle of 1914 was calculated at 14,300. The census of the foreign popu- 
lation taken at each quinquennial period since 1870 shows the following expansion : 1,666, 1,673, 2,197 
8,673, 3,821, 4,684, 6,774, 11,497, 13,536. It is anticipated that the Japanese population will show much 
higher figures at the forthcoming census. 

The Chinese Population on October 15, 1910, was 488,005, and consisted of 227,175 men, 129,924 
women and 130,906 children. The Chinese population for the middle of 1914 was calculated at 520,000. 
The census of the Chinese population taken at each quinquemnial period since 1870 shows roughly the follow- 
ing expansion : 75,000, 96,000, 108,000, 126,000, 168,000, 241,000, 345,000, 452,000, 488,000. 


Deaths. 


Deaths among the Resident Foreign Population—During the year 1914 the total corrected number of 
deaths registered among foreigners, including non-Chinese Asiatics, was 387 ; of this nnmber 315 occurred 
among the resident population. 

Six months spent continuously in Shanghai is taken to constitute residence as in former reports. As 
the non-resident population is a variable and indeterminate factor, the deaths in this category are eliminated 
in the calculation of the death-rate. The death-rate per thousand per annum, therefore, calculated from 815 
deaths occurring among the resident foreign population of 14,300, is 22, as against 21.5 in 1913. The 
deaths of 110 children (persons under 15) have been registered, as against 103 last year ; of the deaths 
among adults, 128 were men and 77 women; of children, 56 were boys and 54 girls. The mean age at 
death among the adult resident population was 41. 

Smallpox, the most obviously preventable of all diseases, levied a toll among the unyaccinated. 

Scarlet Fever showed a diminished prevalence. 

Tuberculosis heads the list of fatal diseases both among Foreigners and Chinese. The prevention 
of this disease offers a fine field for future work. 

Lobar Pneumonia, which eleven years ago assumed almost epidemic proportions, caused eight deaths. 

Beri-beri is now a frequent cause of death among Foreigners on account of the increased Japanese 
population, 

There were more cases but fewer deaths from Amabic Dysentery. Acute diarrhoea of choleraic type 
was not prevalent. 

There was a large number of deaths among both Foreigners and Chinese during July from heat 
stroke, The average mean temperature during-July was reported as 3.69° F. above the average. 

Deaths among the Chinese Population.—8,453 deaths among the Chinese have been reported, compared 
with 8,156, 8,329, 9,663, and 8,062 in the four preceding years. 

The death-rate per thousand per annum is 16.25. There were 162 deaths from Smallpox, as against 
207 last year. Scarlet Fever shows increased prevalence. Of the deaths, 4,619 were male and 3,834 female. 
The deaths of 3,832 children (persons under 15) have been registered ; of these, 1,783 were boys and 1,549 
girls,

Notification. 

In the absence of legal obligation to notify, an arrangement has been made with the qualified medical 
practitioners of Shanghai requiring notification of Infectious Disease for the facilitation of preventive 
measures, in consideration of the use of the resources of the Public Health Laboratory for the purposes of 
pathological diagnosis and the payment of a fee of one tael foreach case. The notifiable diseases are—Small- 
pox, Cholera, Dysentery, Typhoid Fever, Typhus Fever, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, Tuberculosis, Plague, 
Anthrax, Glanders, Leprosy and Hydrophobia. ‘Ts. 390 was paid for notification fees, as against Tls. 385, 
Tis. 110, Tls. 867, and Tls. 239 in the four preceding years. 

The system of notification, so far as it goes, has worked well, and the best thanks of the community 
are due to my colleagues in general practice for their co-operation. Chinese cases are beginning to he 
usefully notified by Chinese practitioners educated according to the foreign standard. 

During the year 149 Bills of Health for ships and cargoes were issued, as against 126 in the previous 
year. 

Weekly returns of infectious disease have heen exchanged so as to get in touch with the sanitary 
condition of places in the Far East in communication with Shanghai. 

Isolation. 

Isolation for cases of infectious disease among Foreigners and Chinese is provided in the Isolation 

Hospital, Range Road, an account of the work of which institution will be found under Hospitals. 
Disinfection. : 

14,858 rooms were disinfected, as against 2,162, 7,122 and 10,369 in the three preceding years ; 
149,407 articles have been disinfected by steam, compared with 103,550 and 118,324 in the two preceding 
years. 28,313 articles were disinfected by formalin, compared with 24,288 last year. The Disinfection 
Station adjoins the Isolation Hospital. Prior to disinfection each disinfector puts on a sterile overall. 
The general method of disinfecting in a house after a case of infectious disease is first to remove to the 
Station everything that can be disinfected by steam; then to spray and wash walls, floors, fittings and 
furniture with disinfecting solution (cyllin). Fragile and delicate articles, such as bonnets, books and 
photographs, are disinfected by formalin. In many cases, such as after Typhoid Fever or Diphtheria, - 
disinfection of walls, etc. is not considered always necessary, the washing with disinfectant being then limited 
to articles that have been actually in contact with infected material. After disinfection, painting or colour 
washing of walls and ceiling is advised to be done by the occupier before the room is again occupied. 
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The above table does not accurately represent the incidence of infectious disease owing to imperfect notification, 
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DEATHS FROM INFECTIOUS DISEASE AMONG

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Smallpox. 


The incidence of Smallpox was considerable. Among the Chinese there were 162 deaths from 
Smallpox, as compared with 207, 124, 156, 304, 19, 143 and 863 during the preceding seven years. 

Smallpox is the typical preventable disease, and its presence or absence is an index of the elementary 
hygienic education of a community. In Shanghai the Chinese now appreciate the benefits of vaccination 
as opposed to inoculation, which they practised with little benefit for hundreds of years and which is now 
illegal in almost all civilised countries. Smallpox should be looked upon as a medisval scourge surviving 
only in places imperfectly civilised. 

Vaccination is done free for all Chinese and indigent foreigners applying at the Branch Health 
Offices. Vaccine is also supplied free to the Chinese hospitals in Shanghai. 11,273 vaccinations have been 
done by the Health Office during the year, as compared with 465,380, 520, 1,418, 4,649, 3,244, 4,608, 
4,933, 6,108 and 13,029 in previous years. 

There is no doubt that vaccination repeated until it no longer takes always prevents Smallpox. The 
criterion of efficient vaccination is inability to be vaccinated. In Shanghai there exists so much Smallpox 
infection that vaccination should be repeated every three years. Where previous good vaccination is not 
shown by white net-like scars, aggregating at least one square inch in area, particular care should be taken 
to get efficiently vaccinated. 
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Immunity after vaccination appears about the eighth day. All persons exposed to smallpox 
infection should be at once vaccinated unless they have had smallpox or been recently successfully 
vaccinated. 

In China babies should be vaccinated within six months of birth. There is no contraindication to 
vaccinating immediately after birth. If infants do not take they should be vaccinated with freshly obtained 
vaccine every month until they do. Subsequently vaccination should be repeated every three years.

Cholera. 


Acute diarrhoea of choleraic type was not prevalent. Further attempts were made to limit the 
facilities of the street hawkers in selling dangerous food stuffs, Practically all the foods sold hot are safe : 
also such articles as pea-nuts in shells ; whilst cold food exposed to flies is notoriously unsafe. The number 
of street hawkers has been reduced by licensing at a monthly fee and later on it may be possible to control 
the nature of the produce sold with the object of reducing the sale of dangerous foods. 

Attention was directed to the need of personal care in preventing the group of bowel diseases 
characteristic of life in Shanghai, which includes Cholera, Typhoid Fever and Dysentery and allied 
conditions. The same methods of prevention apply to all, namely, to eat and drink nothing that has not 
been recently boiled or cooked or otherwise sterilised. Living in an alien country, the only sure way of 
securing purity of food is by sterilisation. Sterilisation means freeing from micro-organisms, especially the 
bacteria of disease. Sterilisation may be accomplished best of all by heating to boiling point, as by 
cooking and boiling. The Berkefeld and Brownlow filters sterilise water, provided the filter candle he boiled 
once a week at least. Canned goods, including butter, are necessarily sterilised during the process of 
canning, otherwise they would not keep. Bottled beverages of good reputation are practically devoid of 
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dangerous bacteria. Ice is not sterile.and should not be put into drinks. Fresh fruit, tomatoes, melons, 
etc., may be ‘effectively sterilised without spoiling the flavor by immersion for a few seconds in boiling 
water, any infection that may be present being invariably on the surface, provided the fruit be sound. 
Further particulars will be found in the Public Health Notice obtainable from the Health Officer. 

If the simple rule be observed of eating and drinking nothing that has not been recently cooked or 
boiled, or otherwise sterilised, it is practically impossible to contract any of those bowel troubles to which the 
Shanghai resident is especially prone. 


Typhoid Fever. 


The incidence of Typhoid Fever remains an important sanitary factor. Every case of Typhoid 
Fever, Cholera and Dysentery means a short cireuit between the bowel discharges of one person and the 
mouth of another. In nearly all cases where the origin was investigated obvious breaches of the ordinary 
roles of health, as laid down in the Public Health Notice, were observed. 

The infection of Typhoid Fever may be conveyed by vegetables and oysters which have been con- 
taminated with infected ordare, by water, by milk contaminated with infected water, through the air by 
means of infected dust, and directly from persons suffering from the disease or who act as “ typhoid carriers” 
subsequent to recovery. ‘Typhoid Fever is a preventable disease, its prevention being largely a matter of 
individual care in the observance of the rules set forth in the Public Health Notice which has been issued to 
all applicants at the Health Office. 

The cause of Typhoid Fever is practically always taken into the body with infected food, and the foods 
most commonly infected are vegetables, by reason of the manner in which they are grown. Especial stress 
should be laid on the fact that vegetables are frequently the source of infection with Typhoid Fever, Cholera, 
Dysentery and other forms of Diarrhoea, and particular care should be given to their thorough cooking and 
separation before cooking from the rest of the food. The larder or room for storing uncooked food should 
be separated from the pantry or serving room where table utensils, ice-chest, bread, milk, germ-proof filter, 
and cooked food are kept. There should be a washing-up sink in the serving-room so that table 
ntensils need not be taken into the kitchen to be washed. A place in the yard outside the kitchen 
for the washing and preparation of vegetables prior to cooking is an additional precaution that may be 
recommended. 

The physician has a double duty in a case of I'yphoid Fever, Dysentery or Cholera : one is to assist: the 
patient, the other is to protect the community. 

The evidence in favour of typhoid vaccination increases. Preventive typhoid inoculation involves 
no risk. Young people especially are advised to have it done on coming first to Shanghai when the danger 


of infection is greatest. Useful immunity probably lasts three years. Not only is it now certain that the , 


liability to disease is lessened but if contracted the mortality also. It is advisable to repeat every two or 
three years if especially exposed to infection. 


Dysentery. 


The incidence of Amoehic Dysentery was very marked during the summer and autumn months. As 
the cause of this disease is now better understood, and preventive measures can he applied, cases of Dysentery 
were made notifiable. A very useful notification resulted which lead to enquiry into the origin of the cases. 
Tn practically every case obvious breaches of the Public Health Notice were found which might have led to 
the conveyance of infection. 

Ameebic Dysentery results from infection with the Entamoeba hystolytica. There is a marked 
difference between the amoebic and the bacillary types of the disease. The former is a chronic infection 
which starts insidiously, is characterised by relapses and recurrences, is sometimes followed by liver abcess 
and occurs sporadically or in epidemic foci, mainly in the tropics. Shanghai may be considered an endemic 
focus. Epidemic outbreaks of the amcebic form of Dysentery are not known, Emetin is now considered a 
specific cure but success has not been uniform. 

Bacillary Dysentery, on the other hand, is an acute febrile disease, usually self limited, with marked 
symptoms of toxmmia, sudden onset, no sequela, and occurs in widespread and severe epidemics. The 
bacillary disease occurs in temperate regions as well as in the tropics and is almost always the cause of 
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dysenteric outbreaks in ships, camps, gaols, ete. This form is common in Japan and cases oceur from time 
to time in Shanghai. 
In both forms the infection enters by the mouth and is passed by the bowel. 


> Hookworm Disease. 


This disease is prevalent around Shanghai in the rice districts, but among foreigners it is rare and 
is uncommon among Chinese residents due mainly to the channel of infection being usually through the 
skin—that is to say, it is only common among those who wade or bathe in infected water. It is caused 
by the Anchylostoma duodenale. In its passage through the skin the larva produces an inflammatory 
reaction known as ground-itch, — Within the body it produces anemia by its blood-sucking habits, 
Tnfection is voided by the bowel. 


There was no return of the epidemic of two years ago. 


Diphtheria. 


Diphtheria of mild type was more than usually prevalent. 69 foreign cases were admitted into the 
Isolation Hospital with only two deaths. Diphtheria antitoxin is supplied free to indigent patients in 
Shanghai on the recommendation of the physician. In any case of suspected Diphtheria, antitoxin should 
be given at once, without waiting for the result of the bacterial diagnosis. Formerly bad drains and 
sewer-gas were given as one of the causes of Diphtheria; this is a fetish which dies hard, and tends 
to obscure the real cause, namely, direct transfer of infection from a previous case or carrier, and to 
mislead the public in whose hands prevention really lies. 


Scarlet Fever. 


The annual admission of Foreign cases into the Isolation Hospital since 1902 has been 84, 7, 11, 11, 
20, 70, 25, 9, 82, 22, 64, 56, and 42. Of these 403. cases, 69 proved fatal, a case fatality of 17.1°/, as 
~ compared with a case fatality in England of under 5. ‘The case fatality has not markedly changed since the 
introduction of Scarlet Fever into Shanghai. 

Although Scarlet Fever has hitherto failed to establish itself firmly in any part of Asia, excepting Asia 
Minor, and is practically unknown in the tropies, it appears to have come to Shanghai to stay. Scarlet Fever 
was practically unknown in Shanghai prior to 1900, when it was probably introduced by foreign immigrants. 
As would be expected with a recently-introduced disease, against which evolution has afforded no natural 
immunity, Scarlet Fever has been of a virulent type among the Chinese. It is probable that the passage 
of the disease through the susceptible Chinese has led to an intensification of the virus, so that it is more fatal 
to foreigners also. 

Early notification, isolation and disinfection are especially necessary in dealing with such a fatal and 
infectious disease as Scarlet Fever is in Shanghai. The commonest mode of infection is from a previous case 
either by contact, by proximity, or by means of infected articles. The infection is given off by the breath 
in coughing and speaking, by the secretions of the mouth, nose, ear and throat, and possibly by the 
peeling skin. It has long been accepted and taught that the peeling of the skin is the most infectious 
stage of scarlet fever and it is now difficult to unteach the public this erroneous view. Scarlet fever cases 
can, as a rule, be safely released from isolation after the sixth week provided that there are no complications 
of the mucous membrane of the throat, ear and nose. 

The incidence during the year was sporadic and indicates need for early isolation and disinfection 
to prevent an epidemic recurring among the vast mass of susceptible material which exists in the 
Settlement. 


Tuberculosis. 


The prevalence of Tuberculosis remains at the same high level. The enormous death-rate is signi- 
ficant of local conditions of overcrowding, against which there is at present no legislation. The prevalence 
of Tuberculosis bears little relation to climate but is common wherever man closely aggregates. The spit 
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of consumptives being infectious should only be received into receptacles which ean be burnt or boiled, 
or the contents destroyed by strong antiseptics, fire or boiling water. It is probable that most cases of 
Tuberculosis of the Lungs are contracted by breathing the infected droplets ejected by infected persons during 
coughing, sneezing and speaking. The following notice in Chinese was distributed during the year.

PREVENTION OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


1,—Tuberculosis of the lungs is the most fatal disease in Shanghai. 
2.—It is a communicable disease and is preventable. 
3.—It is contracted by taking into the body, chiefly by the breath, the germ of the disease, "this germ is contained 
in the spit of consumptives and is conveyed by coughing, speaking or sneezing. 
4,—These germs are derived from persons suffering from Tuberculosis of the lungs and are found in great numbers 
in the spit, 
5.—Promiscuous spitting is a dirty habit and a consumptive should not spit anywhere except into a spittoon 
containing water or disinfectant, into a fire or down a drain. 
6,—A consumptive should not cough into the face of another person, 
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The prevention of Tuberculosis is the greatest health problem of the day in all countries, Tuber- 
culosis causes more deaths than all the other infective diseases pnt together. The prevention of the disease 
will be rapid and effective when the fact is recognised by all that nobody gets consumption otherwise than 
from another consumptive ; mainly by inhaling tubercle bacilli sent ont from the lungs of a consumptive 
living or working near. The spitting nuisance is relatively unimportant from the point of view of spreading 
consumption. The consumptive is the direct danger and it is the fresh germs which are given out that sow 
the contagion. Once the spit is dried the germs are mostly dead. It is obvious, therefore, that the main 
thing is to obtain fairly complete separation of infective consumptives. But this cannot he done until the 
value of the measure is understood by the people. Education is essential to the success of this as of most 
other sanitary measures. The main object at present is the education of public opinion on the subject. 
Lectures, pamphlets and hand-bills are being given to the Chinese explaining the danger of consumption and 
the way it spreads from one person to another. A booklet giving in the simplest English and Chinese 
an account of the cause and prevention of Tuberculosis has been prepared and is now available for distribution. 
As regards the inauguration of an active campaign, it is considered too early to begin yet, although detailed 
plans for the future have been made so as to be put into operation when the public are ready 
for it. 


Plague. 


Plague-infected rats were found in December 1908. A complete plague survey of the Settlement 
has been maintained since. During 1914 12,782 rats were found dead and brought to the Laboratory for 
examination, and of these 186 were plague infected, compared with 187, 249, 138, 95 and 122 during the 
five preceding years. During the year 168,010 rats were trapped and burnt. These, with the rats 
found dead and examined for plague, brought the total number of rats visibly accounted for to 180,792. In 
addition to the trapping, close on six million phosphorous baits were laid, about a ton of poison being used, 
which proved a powerful method in dealing rapidly with infected foci. Poisoning on so large a scale carried 
with it certain risks, but, since using poisoned cubes coloured bright blue instead of the usual methods of 
spreading the poison on bread, no cases of adventitious poisoning have been reported. 2,874 houses, in 
plagne foci, were temporarily rat-proofed and pulicidally disinfected ; bedding, ete., being passed through the 
steam disinfector. This temporary rat-proofing included the plastering up of rat holes, bricking up and 
wire-netting places permitting ingress of rats into houses : thefurniture of the house being removed to permit 
of thorough examination for rat holes and runs, 2,185 houses were permanently rat-proofed at an average 
cost of $19.90 each house by laying solid ground floors, removing ceilings, lath and plaster partitions and 
other hollow spaces so as to deprive rats of accommodation. All food shops are now required to be rat-proof 
as one of the conditions of licence. 

On April 17 a case of Plague occurred at 1182 Great Western Road on the Settlement boundary in 
a new house with hollow ceilings. No plague-infected rats were found but across the boundary the property 
was in a bad state and overrun with rats. 

A case of Plague occurred at 26 Weihaiwei Road in June which appeared to have been contracted 
in Hangchow. ; 

A case of Plague was discovered at K908 Boone Road on September 23 and another at 648 on the 
following day. The 3rd Northern Sub-district had been under special inspection for some time, rat infection 
having been limited to that sub-district during the previous two months. For the two weeks prior to the 
discovery of the cases rat infection had been marked in the area where they arose. Most of the property 
was in a bad condition and called for demolition ; it was moreover rat ridden and overcrowded to the utmost 
limit. Plague-infected rats were found in the hollow ceilings and below the ground floor of the houses 
where plague cases occurred. During October fifteen more cases occurred in this area. In November three 
more human cases occurred in this area. In December there was a diminution in the number of infected 
rats, but an extengion of infection to the 2nd Northern Sub-district ; while two human cases occurred in 
each of these sub-districts. In December also a Japanese case of Plague occurred in the vicinity of the 
North Szechuen Road Extension abont 300 yards outside the Settlement. 5 

The sequence of human cases of Plague in succeeding years since 1910 has heen 6, 0, 18, 10 
and 26, 
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Amendment of the Building Rules both Foreign and Chinese is urgently required to meet the danger 
from Plague which continues to threaten the Settlement. Practically all the older Foreign buildings are 
rat infested while recently erected houses soon became overrun by rats, including many of the large new 
blocks of offices with residential flats erected under the best available local conditions. The Telephone 
Building may be considered an ideal building from the point of view of Plague prevention ; on the other 
hand Foreign buildings with the usual ceilings and lath and plaster partitions may be considered dangerous. 
As regards Chinese houses the presence of hollow ceilings and the use of the usual Chinese tiles, which afford 
ample seclusion for rats, constitute a grave danger. The local rat, which is mainly a roof rat, finds 
unlimited accommodation in such houses although the ground floor be made solid. There is no doubt that 
if Chinese houses were built with a rat-proof roof and with solid floors throughout it would be a great 
safeguard against Plague. The overcrowding and piling up of household goods also increases the danger by 
providing additional places for rats and bringing rats in closer touch with the inhabitants and it is in houses 
where these conditions are most marked that Plague cases have arisen. In addition to rat-proofing, 
shifting at regular intervals of furniture, etc., und general cleaning up is required to prevent the spread 
of Plague. 

A plague preventive measure of considerable permanent value has been the erection of rat-proof house 
refuse receptacles on Chinese property. It will be apparent that rats are thus deprived of a vast store of 
nourishment and, as the rat population is to a large extent regulated by the amount of the available food 
supply, this is held to be a radical plague-preventive measure. 

Although the initial cost of permanent rat-proofing is comparatively large, yet, if adequate building 
rules are promulgated and new houses built in accordance with the requirements of modern sanitation, not 
only will it be possible to gradually reduce to extinction the present large plague prevention staff, but this 
measure of permanently rat-proofing houses forms the greatest insurance against Plague in the future and is, 
in fact, the only permanent safeguard. A house permanently rat-proofed is not only a healthier one to live 
in but is a guarantee against Bubonic Plague to the inmates. 

Of the rats examined in the Laboratory, about 70°), were Mus rattus and the remainder Mus decu- 
manus—rattus being the black or ship rat, which usually lives in houses, and decumanus, the brown or 
sewer rat. Mus rattus largely preponderated among those plague-infected. Of the fleas, Pulex cheopis and 
Ceratophyllus fasciatus have been identified, the former being the flea usually associated with the spread of 

"plague from rat to man, 

In formulating anti-plague measures the rat has been the chief objective as it is held that the rat is 
the essential cause of epidemics, the flea being the carrier of infection from rat to rat and from rat to man, 
infection from human cases, which is practically limited to the few pneumonic cases which usually arise, 
being comparatively rare. The dictum ‘No Rats: No Plague’ has been taken as a working basis, and a 
house that is rat-proof has been considered for all practical purposes plague-proof. 

The following is a summary of measures put into operation :— 


PUBLIC MEASURES. 


1, Plague survey by enquiry into the cause of human deaths and by collection of rats found dead throughout the 
Settlement for examination in the Laboratory in order to locate plague infection, 
2. Careful daily collection and disposal of house refuse from every house and storage of house refuse in rat-proof 
receptacles so as to deprive rats of means of sustenance. 
3, Rat-proofing of houses, 
(@) Temporary, by service of notice on occupiers asking for co-operation in cleansing, pulicidal disinfection, 
demurization and rat-proofing by minor repairs, ete, 
() Permanent, by service of notice on owners requiring solid ground floors, removal of ceilings and hollow 
partitions and stair linings so as to deprive rats of accommodation. 
4, Rat destruction by trapping and poison in infected areas, beginning at the periphery and working towards the 
centre, 
5, Preventive inoculation with plague vaccine beginning with the sanitary staff,

Rid your house from rats by trapping and poisoning. 

Make your house as rat-proof as possible. 

Provide no food for rats. Keep all food in places inaccessible to rats, Grain and such like food for ponies. 
fowls, etc., should be kept in covered galvanized iron receptacles, See that your servants keep their 
rice bags where rats cannot get. Keep house-refuse in properly covered galvanized iron receptacles 
and see that they are covered, especially at night. Keep the kitchen and its surroundings very clean ; 
let no refuse lie about. 

See that the gratings into the space below the ground floor keep out rats, and that the brickwork of the 
basement is impervious to rats. If rats gain access through windows or other openings on the ground 
floor keep them out by screening with wire-netting or perforated zinc. 

See that all openings into covered drains are kept in good repair to prevent egress of sewer rats, Carefully 
inspect all corners of the house from top to bottom once weekly, moving furniture where necessary. Do 
the same in the stable, fowl house and other out-houses, Arrange for the plastering up of rat-holes or 
any place that may afford ingress to rats and mice. 

All rats trapped or poisoned should be burnt; other rats found dead in or about the house should not be 
touched with the hands, but should be picked up with tongs, put into Jeyes’ fluid and water (1 in 20) and 
sent to the Health Officer for examination for Plague. 


Get vaccinated against Plague if exposed to infection. 
If you have any difficulty in carrying out the above measures communicate with the Health Officer in writing.

Danger from Yellow Fever. 


The opening of the Panama Canal brings nearer the possibility of Yellow fever coming to China, 
especially if vessels come direct from infected ports in the Gulf of Mexico and other places. If introduced 
to China, it is likely to spread on account of the prevalence of the Stegomyia scutellaris mosquito which is 
closely allied to the Stegomyia fasciata, the known carrier of Yellow fever. There is now greater need than 
ever for anti-mosquito measures in Shanghai. 

Malaria. 


A comparatively small number of cases of Malarial Fever, mostly of the benign tertian type, are 
contracted in and around Shanghai. 

Periodic examination has been made of mosquitoes collected from each of the sanitary districts into 
which the Settlement is divided, and the following have been found: Anopheles sinensis, Wied. (Malaria 
bearing), Stegomyia scutellaris, Walker (probably Yellow fever bearing), Culex fatigans, Wied. (the host of 

. Filaria) and Armigeres ventralis, Walker. 

Every effort should be made by householders to do away with all receptacles of stagnant water, where 
mosquitoes breed, such as ponds, water plants, drains out of repair, abandoned tubs, pots, tins and what not. 
The mosquito net should be assiduously used wherever there are mosquitoes, and especially in up-country 
houseboat trips. It is donbly necessary to surround a person suffering from Malaria with mosquito netting 
to prevent mosquitoes being infected and acting as carriers of infection. 

An account of the special mosquito extermination work will be found later under that heading. 


Beri-beri. 


‘The incidence of Beri-beri among the Municipal prisoners has diminished. The cause of this disease 
remains under close observation, though up to the present wrapt in obscurity. ‘The evidence preponderates 
in favour of the disease being an infective one having no direct relation to food but infective through body 
vermin. At the Gaol there were 13 cases as against 27, 84, 134, 0, 0, 2, 2, 2, 1, 5, 78, 16, 7, 2 and 2 in 
succeeding years since 1899. 

Acute Lobar Pneumonia. 

This disease, which was rare prior to 1898, has in subsequent years caused 8, 0, 8, 2, 2, 6, 4. 1, 10, 
4, 3, 4, 4, 4, 7 and 8 deaths respectively among resident Foreigners. This is a communicable disease, which 
should be classified with infectious fevers and occurs in well marked epidemics. 
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Rabies. 


4 persons were bitten by rabid dogs within the Settlement during the year and subsequently under- 
went the Pasteur treatment. The virus of Rabies in Shanghai dogs is of an exceptionally intense character, 
the period of incubation being shorter than the Rabies met with in dogs in Europe. An accouut of the work 
of the Pasteur Institute will be found under the heading of Laboratory.

Leprosy. 


Leprosy is a disease which so seldom concerns Foreigners in Shanghai that its study is somewhat 
“neglected. Cases are met with occasionally, though it seldom figures in the death statistics of either 
Foreigners or Chinese, There appears to be no urgent call for special preventive measures, 


Cattle Plague. 


Cattle Plague prevailed in some of the dairies during the year. Immunisation by Koch's gall method 
is usually available from the Municipal Laboratory but seldom asked for, The ordinary preventive measures 
of isolating sick animals and thorough disinfection were carried out so far as possible. 

Kélle and Turner's simultaneous method of immunisation by virulent cattle plague blood and 
immune serum can be recommended as producing a greater degree of immunity than the gall method, but 
its application is more difficult and there may be some slight loss of cattle as a direct result. ‘There can be 
no doubt that were dairymen to have their cattle thus immunised they would be saved great subsequent 
financial loss from epizootics of Cattle Plague. 

No cattle were rejected from Cattle Plague at the Slaughter-house during the year, as against 6, 12, ° 
7, 56, 5, 8, 8 and 0 during the years immediately preceding.

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1V.—PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY, 


Inasmuch as the study of the life history of pathogenic organisms must precede all adequate 
measures for preventing the diseases which they cause, no pains have been spared to develop the resources 
of the Municipal Laboratory. It is the centre of work of the Health Department. Its purposes have been 
the investigation of diseases met with in Shanghai, the diagnosis of infective disease, the preparation of 
preventive and curative remedies against these diseases, and the analysis of products bearing on the Public 
Health. The matters which have been under investigation have been the causes of variation in virulence 
of Smallpox vaccine, Cholera antitoxic serum, the natural filtration of water through alluvium, the 
suitability of fruits and vegetables as media for the growth of certain pathogenic organisms, preventive 
inoculation against Cattle Plague, the causation of Beri-beri, the incubation period of the Rabies in China, 
the prevalence of Malta Fever and the natural disposal of organic matter in house refuse. 


Pathological Diagnosis. 


The diagnostic service is being more and more utilised, not only by local medical practitioners, bub 
by those in other parts of China, 19,865 specimens were examined, as against 350, 601, 806, 918, 779, 
8,240, 18,265, 20,559, 21,469, 23,322 and 21,480 during the preceding years.

Analyses. 


AMitk.—505 samples of milk have been examined during the year and of these 44 were returned as 


adulterated. In $1 samples the nature of the adulteration was addition of water, the extent of adulteration 
being indicated in the following table :—

6 of those which contained added water also contained starch, whilst starch was also present in one sample 
which was otherwise normal. Cream had heen abstracted from thirteen samples ; this form of sophistica- 
tion appears to be increasing and, while it is possible that it may sometimes be inadvertent and due to 
careless‘mixing after standing, it. is probable that it is mostly deliberate, the cream abstracted being sold as 
cream and the residual skimmed milk mixed with normal milk. The greatest adulterations were found in 
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samples where house servants were concerned. The following table shows a marked improvement in the 
quality of milk as a result of frequent testing and inspection :—

Antli-Opium Remedies.—Several native medicines have been examined for the presence of morphine 
or opium and in one case opium was found. 

Toxicological Work.—Four analytical investigations have been made. Two of these included spectro- 
scopic examinations of blood where gas poisoning was suspected. In another morphine was found in the 
contents of a stomach. ; 

Foods, Liquors, ete—Food analyses have comprised native wines and sauces, ghee, bread, tea, etc, 
A large number of samples of ice-cream and iced drinks-were tested for bacterial contamination, the majority 
being found unfit for food and condemned. 

Miscellaneous Analyses.—These included analyses of medicines, stomach contents, urine, coins, 
albumen, tallow, tar, yolk, opium, etc. A series of tests which were of confirmatory value to reference book” 
statements were made in connexion with the chemical reactions of tallow from animals partly fed on 
cotton cake. Authentic specimens of fat were obtained from the carcases of animals and it was found that 
the fat from these animals which had been fed on cotton cake gave in slight degree a colour reaction which 
is characteristic of cotton seed oil. The characters of the fat were normal in all other respects. Unless 
allowance is made for the possible innocent presence of this chromogenetic substance tallow may be wrongly 
condemned as being adulterated with cotton seed oil. : 

Manufacture of Rat-poison—8,000 Ibs. of phosphorus poison has been prepared for use in rat destrue- 
tion. This preparation contains 1 in 80 of yellow phosphorus and is coloured a distinct blue to minimise 
risk. It is issued in the form of small cubes, 


Vaccines. 


The supply of glycerinated calf vaccine has been widely distributed in the Far East. 21,328 tubes 
were sent out from the Laboratory during the year—the equivalent of 106,640 persons protected against 
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Smallpox. The number of tubes of vaccine issued from the Laboratory in successive years since 1898 has 
been 5,000, 6,000, 22,500, 13,000, 12,000, 34,000, 28,500, 21,432, 15,958, 19,995, 16,879, 17,460, 
10,044, 10,993, 20,005 and 21,328 respectively. The vaccine is sent out in tubes sutlicing for five vaccina- 
tions, each tube bearing a label marked “ SHancuar Municipan Laporatory,” the date of issue from the 
Laboratory, and the number of the calf yielding the vaccine, so that any fault can be traced to the source. 
The vaccine is guaranteed to produce successful results for one month after the date marked on the tube if 
kept under suitable conditions. Vaccine is also sent out in bulk in rubber corked tubes containing one or 
more grams, in which form it is convenient for making a large number of consecutive vaccinations. 

An account of the number of vaccinations made by the Health Office will be found under the heading 
of Smallpox. 

As light and heat destroy the vaccine virus it is advisable to use it as fresh as possible and to keep it 
in the dark and, during high temperatures, in an ice-chest. The vaccine is glycerinated and kept in the 
Laboratory before issue with the object of eliminating extraneous organisms. It is obtained from calves 
proved healthy by post-mortem examination and is tested as regards purity and activity before issue. 

Those who have occasion to use Smallpox vaccine during the warm weather should remember its 
great sensitiveness to even a moderately elevated temperature. It may be noted that vaccine at a tempera- 
ture of 57° C. becomes inert in 5 minutes. Even at 37° ©., a temperature often reached in summer 
in China, vaccine is rendered inert in 24 hours. On the other hand at 5° ©. below zero vaccine will 
remain unaltered for a year. Unless, therefore, there is some special reason, vaccination during the warm 
weather, say, between May 1 and September 30, is inadvisable in China owing to rapid loss of virulence 
at the prevailing atmospheric temperature. For this reason Smallpox vaccine between these dates can 
not be guaranteed effective. The best time for vaccination undoubtedly is in the early winter months, that 
is to say, before Smallpox becomes prevalent. The Chinese following their old custom of inoculation still 
hanker after spring vaccination. 

Plague, Typhoid and other bacterial vaccines have been sent out from the Laboratory. ‘The demand 
for bacterial vaccines prepared according to the methods of Sir Almroth Wright is increasing. 87 auto- 
genous bacterial vaccines were prepared during the year. 


Anti-Rabic Treatment of Pasteur. 


Since the opening of the Shanghai Pasteur Institute in 1899, 431 persons have received the treat- 
ment. During the past year’38 persons were treated, in 15 of which the animals responsible were proved 
rabid by inoculation. 4 of the cases were the result of dog bites within the Settlement, So far as is known 
the treatment was successful in every case. 

77 dogs were admitted to the Observation Kennels, 5 of which proved rabid. 23 animals suspected 
of Rabies were examined in the Laboratory and of these 17 were proved rabid by inoculation. 

The incubation period of Rabies in rabbits inoculated with the brain of dogs sent to the Laboratory 
for examination averaged 13 days. In the case of rabbits inoculated with the brain of a horse and a cow 
the incubation period was 11 and 13 days respectively. 
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V:-—HOSPITALS. 


The Municipal Hospital system has been concentrated in the vicinity of the Isolation Hospital and 
Nursing Home so as to facilitate supervision by the Assistant Health Officer in charge and to co-ordinate 
this part of the work of the Health Department. 

Tn order to provide for adequate training of native nurses for the Chinese Hospitals under the 
Department, the learning of Chinese has been encouraged and there are now three nurses studying the 
language with this object. 

Isolation Hospital. 


Isolation for cases of infectious disease is provided at the Isolation Hospital, Range Road. ‘here is 
a separate hospital for Chinese cases. Admission to either hospital is voluntary and the institutions are for 
the benefit not only of the patients admitted but of the community. Every endeavour is made to make 
the hospital as comfortable as possible and the surroundings pleasant, while the fees are arranged so that in 
no ease may the question of payment of fees prevent any one from coming into the hospital. The fees for 
admission to the foreign hospital are Tls. 6 a day for private rooms, and ‘ls. 2 a day for wards wherein free 
heds are available for poor people. Wherever possible the patients or their friends arrange for medical 
attendance. Admission to the Chinese Hospital is free, but a small charge is made for private rooms. 
Tn the Chinese Hospital patients may be attended by their own native doctors if they so desire. Considerable 
improvement is expected to result from the organisation of the nursing of Chinese by Chinese under the 
supervision of the Matron. It is gratifying to be able to report the increasing popularity of this hospital. 
The need for extension is becoming urgent. 

Ambulances are provided for the conveyance of patients suffering from infectious disease to the 
Isolation Hospital. Other vehicles used for conveyance of cases of infectious disease to the hospital are 
detained at the hospital until disinfected. 

Tsolated accommodation is required for cases of Tuberculosis among Foreigners, for which there is 
at present no adequate provision in the Settlement. Were this provided benefit would accrue both as regards 
the prevention and treatment of this disease. At present if a case of consumption occurs in a family 
who cannot afford to send the patient away to a proper European or American sanatorium, he often has 
to remain at home, becomes a source of infection to those with whom he comes in contact, and lives under 
conditions which render small the chance of cure, On the other hand were there adequate accommodation 
for isolation and treatment it would then be possible to remove the patient to hospital, where the hygienic 
conditions would tend towards cure and a dangerous source of infection would be removed from the patient's 
own home. ‘There is also need for dispensaries for the treatment and education in the means of prevention 
of Chinese cases of Tuberculosis, for a hospital for advanced cases and for a sanatorium for the treatment 
and isolation of curable cases,

Victoria Nursing Home. 


The policy has been continued to make the Nursing Home as comfortable and efficient as possible in 
every particular, There has been a large increase in the number of cases admitted, but a decrease in the 
number of nurses sent to nurse cases outside the Home. The Maternity Home has become a very popular 
institution. Fifteen new nurses joined the staff during the year, further accommodation has been provided 
for the nurses in separate honses in the Nursing Home grounds, The row of Chinese houses along Woosung 
Road has been demolished, the Jand being incorporated and forming a useful addition to the grounds of 
the Home. Mr. W. F. Tyler presented an apparatus for improving the atmosphere of the operating room 
during very hot damp weather which has been favourably commented upon by the surgeons.

Mental Wards. 


The Mental wards appear to adequately fulfil their present function. 42 cases were received during 
the year, Admission is procured by the signature on Form A or Form B obtainable from the Matron. 
Form A requires the signature of the person immediately responsible for patient, who undertakés res- 
ponsibility for payment of fees, provision of medical attendance, for procuring any order that may be 
required by the law of the country to whom the patient belongs, and for removal of patient after six months 
if still remaining in the wards. Form B is used when no one immediately responsible is forthcoming, the 
responsibility then naturally devolving upon the Consul of the nationality of the patient. There still remain 
cases where a Consul will not assume responsibility and some sort of humane provision should be made for 
these cases to prevent them from becoming a nuisance or a danger both to the public and themselves, and 
at the same time to keep the Mental wards from being filled with chronic lunatics, for which class of case 
they were never intended. 

Police Hospitals. 

Indian Police-—The health of the Indian Police has been well maintained. The average number of 

days off duty sick was 4.8 days per man as against 6.2, 6.9, 6.5, 8 and 7 days in the five preceding years. 
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Tuberculosis of the lungs was again the chief canse of invaliding out of the service. All recruits passed 
during the year, 91 in number, were vaccinated against Smallpox. Much improvement in the ventilation of 
Tndian quarters during the year was obtained by the substitution of perforated zinc panels for glass in the 
upper parts of the windows. 

Chinese Police——Nine men were invalided on account of Tuberculosis. The average number of days 
off duty sick has been kept as low as 4. All recruits were vaccinated, namely 179 men. 

Chinese Prisoners.—Weekly inspections of the prisoners in cells at the various Police Stations have 
been made and cases of skin and venereal diseases, which are very common, sent for treatment to the Police 
and Isolation Hospitals ; resulting in considerable improvement in the condition of prisoners admitted sub- 
sequently to the Gaol. 

Gaol.—The improvement in the health of the prisoners has been maintained. Tuberculosis was 
again the main cause of death, most of the cases having signs of the disease on admission. Segregation of 
the tuberculous and of suspects is carried out thoroughly, 

Thirteen new cases of Beri-beri occurred. Since 1899 the number of cases of Beri-beri among 

. prisoners in the Gaol in succeeding years was as follows, namely, 27, 34, 134, 0, 0, 2, 2, 2, 1, 5, 78, 16, 7, 0, 
2 and 18. From 1899 to 1901 the ordinary sanitary measures of isolation and disinfection were carefully 
carried out without success, no special measures against infestation with body vermin being taken. The new 
Gaol presumably vermin free, was then occupied and at first no cases of Beri-beri occurred, in marked 
contrast to the severe infection in the old Gaol. From 1904 till 1909 the cases of Beri-beri gradually 
increased, reaching a maximum in 1909 when the Gaol was found infested throughout with bugs. During 
the last three years measures were taken to exterminate bugs which, though not entirely successful, are held 
responsible for the reduction in the number of cases of Beri-beri. The diet during the whole of this period 
was substantially the same. : 

Most of the cases of Dysentery were diagnosed microscopically to be of the amoebic type and acute 
cases responded remarkably to hypodermic injections of emetine hydrochloride. 


Sanatorium. 


The Municipal Sanatorium was opened on May 10 and closed on October 81. Since its opening in 
1907 the number of visitors each year has been 9, 71, 62, 76, 81, 108, 87 and 126 during the past year. 
Of the visitors 60 were men, 84 women and 32 children, As regards Departments the Police sent 72, Health 
Office 12, Electricity Department 10, Band 9, Secretariat 6, Schools 9, and Public Works Department 8. 


Ambulance Service. 


Horse ambulances are provided for the transport of patients to and from the Municipal Hospitals at 
a cost of Tls. 2. Hand ambulances are available free of charge. For emergencies hand ambulances are 
available at all the Police Stations.

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VI.—SANITARY INSPECTION. 


By means of a system, inaugurated seven years ago, of examinations in sanitary knowledge as 
applicable locally, divided into three stages each carrying extra pay, health inspectors, recruited locally, are 
being trained to a higher state of efficiency. In addition, monetary encouragement is given to obtain, while 
on long leave, the certificates of the Royal Sunitary Institute and other examining bodies in touch with 
sanitary work. Asa rule, our men find little difficulty in obtaining these home diplomas. A knowledge of 
the Chinese language by the foreign sanitary staff is compulsory, being essential for the conduct of health 
work among the Chinese population and for the proper control of the large Chinese staff. 


Branch Health Offices. 


The Branch Health Offices in each of the sixteen sub-districts into which the Settlement is divided 
for sanitary purposes continue to be good local centres for sanitary work. Each Office controls the sanitation 
of the Sub-district in which it is situate, an area containing some 30,000 inhabitants, or 3,000 houses. 
Complete sets of books for record have been provided. Vaccinations are done weekly during the proper 
season ; public-health notices are distributed ; enquiries are answered ; deaths and cases of infectious disease 
may be reported and lectures on sanitary matters are given weekly, The Sub-district has been made the 
sanitary unit with its own complete staff and the Sub-district Office is a Health Office in miniature full of 


possibilities for the future. 
Public Health Notices. 


The circulation of public health notices in Chinese has been found to be a good way of propagating 
sanitary knowledge. The following notices have been widely distributed, namely : the general Public Health 
Notice, the Tuberculosis, Vaccination, Cholera, Plague Prevention and Mosquito notices. Each district has 
its fugleman whose duty it is to collect crowds round him by means of a bell in the alleys and tea-houses to 
whom he recites the notice appropriate to the occasion. A translation of such parts of the Annual Report 
as concern the Chinese population has been made and distributed. A translation of the Public Health 
Notices into Japanese has also been made for the benefit of the Japanese community. A booklet in English 
and Chinese giving a simple acconnt of the causation and prevention of Tuberculosis of the Lungs has been 
published during the year and is available for distribution. 


Lectures. 


A Chinese of the better educated class is provided for each District to lecture on health matters once 
weekly at each Branch Health office. The subjects taken are those appropriate to the season, such as the 
notices dealing with vaccination and Smallpox, plague prevention by rat-proofing houses and rat destruction, 
Tuberculosis, Cholera, mosquito reduction and general preventive measures. These lectures are calculated 
to remove ignorant prejudices and promote better feeling between the Chinese and the Health Office with a 
view to disease prevention. At many of the native schools the same lecturer gives short lessons to the pupils 
by arrangement with the schoolmaster, and is generally well received. 


Chinese Dwellings. 


The question of Plague has an important bearing on the construction of Chinese dwellings. This 
was recognised at the time the Chinese Building Rules were first drawn out. It is held that a house which 
provides places where rats may obtain seclusion is insanitary on account of the special danger the Settlement 
runs from Plague. The amendment of the Chinese Building Rules made three years ago, which called for 
solid ground floors and prohibited hollow lath and plaster walls and partitions—the maximum that a 
committee of property owners and agents would agree to—have done some good. But the building rules as they 
standare not a sufficient safeguard against Plague, as was pointed out at the time and has since been shown by cases 
of plague occurring in new houses erected under these amended rules, In these particular houses, dead rats, 
undoubtedly the cause of the plague cases, were found in the hollow ceilings below the first floor and also 
among the roof tiles. An ordinary Chinese curved tiled roof provides unlimited accommodation for rats, 
Each row of overlapping tiles forms a run; while the tiles are so loose and soft that rats can without 
difficulty penetrate and live in comfort and seclusion within, at the same time having ready access to the 
interior of the house. After a practical experience of rat-proofing over 14,000 Chinese houses it can be 
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demonstrated that the ceilings below the first floor are unnecessary and, being dangerous through the possi- 
bility of harbouring plague-infected rats, should be prohibited. A very large number of these ceilings 
have been removed without complaint of any kind. A considerable number of the upper ceilings have also 
been removed in districts badly infested with plague and the houses have been made quite comfortable ; but 
in the case of the removal of upper ceilings some complaints have been received from the tenants, chiefly 
complaints of rain coming through the roof which, although primarily due to defective roofs, were made 
more noticeable by the absence of the ceiling, and complaints occasioned by the complete turning oub of the 
tenants during these operations on the upper storey. The removal of the upper ceiling also adds very 
considerably to the expense of rat-proofing operations, Latterly, the removal of upper ceilings has not been 
carried out, as the danger from Plague through rats in the upper ceilings is less than in the ceilings below 
the first floor in close proximity to the beds of the dwellers. For this reason, and the comparatively greater 
expense of the work of removing upper ceilings, it was considered a better plan to rat-proof a correspondingly 
greater number of houses by putting in solid ground floors and removing the ceiling below the first 
floor only. As a sanitary measure for the prevention of Plague it is therefore again strongly recommended 
that ceilings below the first floor of Chinese houses should be prohibited. It should be remembered that 
ceilings in Chinese honses are a foreign innovation, and by no means a desirable one from a sanitary point of 
view. Further particulars will be found under the heading of Plague. 


Foreign Dwellings. 


The attention of architects is called to the clauses in the Public Health Notice headed “ Kitchen,” 
wherein it is suggested that every house should, if possible, have a serving-room adjoining the dining room 
and separate from the kitchen. The serving-room should be fitted with a washing-up sink, germ-proof filter, 
shelves for all the table utensils, groceries, etc., and room for the ice-chest. It is held that the separation of 
the serving-room from the kitchen is an important means of preventing those food infections which are so 
prevalent in Shanghai and which are brought into a house chiefly by infected vegetables. Cooking destroys 
the infective material, so that food that leaves the kitchen should reach the table without contamination. ‘This 
can be ensured by having table utensils kept in, and the service of food done from, a serving-room kept quite 
separate from the kitchen. The serving-room should be rather a part of the dining-room than of the kitchen. 
As an additional safeguard a place for the washing and preparation of vegetables prior to cooking may be 
provided in the yard outside the kitchen. A great number of foreign houses lack a proper serving-room and 
use the space under the staircase for that important purpose. This space is usually too small, dark and 
ill-ventilated and is often without a washing-up sink. The wooden zinc-lined sinks are frequently abomin- 
able, and glazed earthenware sinks with proper waste pipes of lead should replace them. 

Many foreign houses are infested with rats and, should Plague become prevalent, may become a 
source of great danger. In these houses the gratings under the ground floor are generally found loose or 
broken so that the interior of the house is easily accessible to rats, which then make use of all the hollow 
spaces which ceilings and lath and plaster partitions provide. It is advisable to have the ground floor as far 
as possible solid. The floor of the kitchen, larder, and outhouses should be solid and of cement if possible, 
Lath and plaster partitions should be avoided, but if used may be made fairly rat-proof by being constructed 

“solid for about a foot from the floor, as rats generally obtain access by gnawing through near the floor level. 
The reinforced concrete method of construction is well suited to local conditions in view of the need for rat- 
proof buildings. 

Those about to rent houses are advised to ask the Health Officer for a sanitary inspection and a 
certificate of good sanitation before closing with the landlord. 


House Refuse. 

The disposal of house refuse is beset with difficulties, but they have so far been satisfactorily met. 
Careful checking has accounted for nearly every ton sent away from the shoots. “Country boatmen” have 
been encouraged to come to the shoots and remove house refuse for agricultural purposes, and of the total - 
quantity brought to the shoots nearly half has been disposed of in this way, two-fifths were sent to the 
Depot and one-fourth used for raising low land. 

The cost of disposal was $2,494, as against $8,305, $6,430, $7,105, $4,910, $3,700 and $1,602 in 
the preceding six years. The cost of collection of house refuse in Shanghai is 18,2 Mexican cents a 
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ton and of disposal of the same 1.7 cents a ton ; together 19.9 cents a ton, or 44d. a ton, as against 9s/1d. 
for London house refuse. 

Observations extending over twelve years on the natural dispdsal of organic matter in house refuse, with 
frequent inspection of the garbage heaps, tend to show that within two years all the decomposable organic 
refuse disappears by oxidation, which is tantamount to slow combustion—the heat generated spontaneously in 
a garbage heap being very considerable—and leaves an innocuous mass, without smell, which forms a 
suitable material for filling in low-lying ground and shallow stagnant pools. It is not necessary to go so far 
as to recommend its use for raising building sites to be used within two years, but it would be excellent 
material for raising garden sites and for filling the holes left near houses by the excavation of mud if not 
below the ground water level. In the large garbage heaps at the Dept, the nuisance from smell and flies 
disappears after three months ; and in properly conducted filling-in operations it is possible by covering recent 
house refuse with a layer of clean earth to remove nuisance from these causes and at the same time promote 
oxidation and destruction of the objectionable organic matter. Tn this way may be removed to some extent 
the further objectionable accumulation along the banks of the creek and the dumping of garbage into the 
waterways, which is difficult to entirely prevent. When it is remembered that every stagnant pool means 
mosquitoes, which are the potential cause of Malaria, it is held that any temporary nuisance that may occur 
during the course of filling-in is outweighed by the sanitary advantages which subsequently accrue. This 
-method, therefore, is advisable both from the point of view of economy and sanitation. Unfortunately 
distance prevents the use of this method for the refuse from the crowded districts of the centre of the 
Settlement, unless some cheaper form of transport becomes available, e.g. electric traction, House refuse 
should not be used for filling in below the ground water level as purification is much delayed under water, 
but deep places should be filled with mud from the surrounding banks leaving a larger shallow area which 
can be safely and effectively obliterated by house refuse.

House Refuse Receptacles. 

Primarily as a plague preventive measure, in order to limit the food supply of rats, 4,340 house refuse 
receptacles, rat-and-fly-proof, have been erected during the last four years. After years of experiment, the 
form of receptacle now erected appears to fulfil its object best. The Chinese like them and mostly use them 
instead of throwing their garbage outside their doors ; so that in all save the worst neighbourhoods a marked 
improvement in the cleanliness of alleys is found. It is apparent that rats will thus be deprived of a vast 
store of nourishment and, as the rat population is to a large extent regulated by the amount of the available 
food supply, this is held to be a radical plague preventive measure. ‘The approved form of receptacle is made 
of brick and cement or of cement concrete, is 8 feet long by 2 feet deep, with a sloping top having a small 
iron slam door which cannot be opened beyond the vertical and so automatically shuts itself after house refuse 
has been emptied in ; and having an iron door at the side with a special fastening of which the house refuse 
removal coolie only has the key and through which the refuse is daily removed. ‘These receptacles have been 
erected by the sanitary staff, the property owners providing the necessary materials, which cost $6 


for each receptacle. 
Drainage and Paving. 


It has been considered a duty in the ordinary course of sanitary inspection, not only to point out 
sanitary defects but also, when requested, to provide the means whereby these defects can be best remedied 
and to supervise the work to completion. In this way the native contractors have been taught the proper 
way of laying drains, forming cement channels, paving yards and other sanitary work. : 

The defect usally met with, in the course of inspection, is that of blocked surface drains, due to 
absence of proper surface inlets. The use of gully traps with hinged grids with lineal openings is desirable, 
instead of the small circular openings at present so frequently used. Although the standard of drainage is 
improved, much is still required before the materials used are laid so as to obtain maximum self-cleansing 
and ability to stand the test of hard wear and tear. Much of the cement drainage material used by private 


contractors is of poor quality. 
Oreeks. 


Regarding these important natural tide-flushed drains, the object has been the abolition of stagnant 
water and the maintenance of tidal channels open, clean and clear. When a creek gets into such a condition 
that a daily tidal flushing is not obtainable, its conversion into a covered sewer is, if it is in a residential 
district, generally desirable ; but the filling in or culverting of creeks that are accessible to all tides is seldom 
advisable from a sanitary point of view. 

Mosquito Reduction. 

A special staff was organised which worked from the beginning of April until the middle of October. 
The results are considered satisfactory but the work was handicapped by the exceptionally wet June and 
September. ‘The work of the Chinese staff required very careful foreign supervision, as the results of good 
work were not directly apparent and the detection of bad work required assiduous care on the part of the 
Foreign inspector. 

Co-operation was obtained from a few Foreigners but most Chinese showed complete indifference, 
amounting occasionally to active opposition. No prosecutions were undertaken to enforce these mosquito 
extermination measures but this would appear desirable in flagrant cases after repeated warning. 

A good class of coolie was obtained, paid at the rate of $10 monthly, and heavy fines inflicted 
on finding mosquito larva: in places recently worked through. The coolies worked in couples in an area’ 
exactly delimited. Hach area was further sub-divided into seven for each day in the week and a time-table 
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kept so that it could be known exactly where each mosquito couple was working at any time. The Assistant 
Inspector accompanied and gave detailed instructions to each pair of coolies early in the season and made 
written notes of those unusual places where stagnant water was likely to be found, such as native gardens, 
empty houses, defective paving, gullies in unfrequented places, etc., i.e. those places which were likely to be 
beyond a coolie’s intelligence to think of or beyond his courage to enter ; these places subsequently received 
the special attention of the Assistant Inspector. Practical roadside demonstrations were given of the way 
mosquitoes develop and how to prevent them developing by getting rid of all collections of stagnant water. 
With greater attention to detail and increased Foreign supervision considerable further improvement 


is anticipated, 
Mosquito Notice.

Mosquitoes carry Malaria and other diseases. 

Mosquitoes cannot multiply except in stagnant water, Where stagnant water cannot be abolished the use of kerosene 
sprinkled on the surface so as to form a film will kill mosquito “ wrigglers,” as it prevents them breathing when they come 
to the surface. 

Old tins and bottles, broken crockery, flower-pots and unconsidered articles of this hind capable of holding rain 
water should be carefully collected from the garden and backyard and placed in the house refuse receptacle for removal, 

Tubs, kongs, water plants, flower pots, saucers or other vessels of water which cannot be dispensed with should be 
emptied or sprinkled with herosene once a week, 

Gardeners’ hongs, dug-outs, wells, and water barrels should be done away with, water for the garden, ete., being derived 
directly from the tap or, if that be impossible, the kongs, etc., should be oiled once a week or kept securely covered so that 
mosquitoes cannot get to the water to lay their eggs. 

Have the water from kennels, chicken coops, etc., regularly emptied out. 

Keep drains and rain water roof channels clean and clear and in good repair. Gully traps that are not frequently 
flushed should be oiled weekly. ; 

Shallow vain water pools and slushy places can generally be obliterated by a scratch drain or levelled with house 
ashes, ponds and ditches by filling-in with house refuse covered with a little earth or ashes. 

Ornamental ponds may be kept free from mosquitoes by small fish but, if mosquito “ wrigglers” be found, the water 
should be oiled weekly preparatory to silling-in. 

A weekly inspection of house and surroundings should be made. It may be remembered that a small unheeded pot 
of water will suffice to breed sufficient mosquitoes to irritate a whole neighbourhood, 


Flies. 

The fly picks up diseases and hands them around. He contaminates food with his feet and is a 
germ carrier of the most pestilent kind. Against what has been truly described as “ the deadly house fly,” - 
the careful collection and disposal of house refuse is a measure of primary importance. Among other public 
measures has been the requirement as one of the conditions of licence, in premises licensed for the purpose of 
safeguarding the food supply, of adequate means being taken to prevent the access of flies to foodstuffs by 
the use of perforated zinc in windows and spring slam doors. This screening against flies is also an important 
individual measure and should be applied to the serving room, kitchen and servants’ latrine ; while cleanliness 
should he maintained in and about the house, so as to deprive the insect of food and of breeding-places. 
The provision of 4,340 fly-proof cement and iron refuse receptacles throughout the Settlement had for one 


of its objects the diminution of flies. 
Laundries. 


All the laundries within the Settlement are licensed and regularly inspected. The system of sanitary 
control has been one of frequent inspection, so as to make the licencees reluctant to transgress the terms of 
their licences, rather than one having for its object a large number of prosecutions. 

Lodging Houses. 

The native lodging houses and hotels have been regularly inspected and those of the lower class 

periodically disinfected, and permanently rat-proofed. 
Lime-Washing. 

During the year all the premises licensed for Public Health purposes have been lime-washed and 

cleansing operations of the nature of disinfection have been carried out in insanitary property in many parts 


of the Settlement. 
Waterclosets. 


Applications are still received from time to time for permission to install waterclosets. Foreign 
Building Rule 76 is now, however, quite clear and definitely prohibitive under all circumstances. The main 
object is the safeguarding of the water supply. 
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Insanitary Areas. 

‘The northern and western limits of the Northern District abut on a most insanitary neighbourhood 
wherein dwell an increasing population composed chiefly of beggars and other undesirables living under such 
unhealthy conditions as to be a serious menace to the health of the Settlement. In other directions also on 
the outskirts of the Settlement the danger as regards Plague is great. 


Ordure Removal. 

The removal of ordure- continues to be efficiently done and is a source of considerable profit to the 
community. ‘The amount paid monthly by the contractor in the sequence of agreements was in 1899 $3,200, 
1902 $4,100, 1905 $5,300, 1908 $6,000, 1910 $7,500 and for 1913 $10,050. A 

There is a ready demand throughout the greater part of the year for use in growing such crops as 
indigo, and were it not for its employment also in growing market produce for the table, which it is prac- 
tically impossible to prevent, the method of disposal is more sanitary than any other and, as regards the 
economy of nature, practically perfect. 

The closing of the Yangkingpang disorganised the work of ordure collection from adjacent districts, 
leading to a strike of the coolies and serious inconvenience to the public; but it is expected that careful 
organisation will overcome the difficulties of transport to the Soochow Creek. 


Storage of Dangerous Materials. 

Licensing and inspection has been carried out of premises for the storage of dangerous materials 
namely, those which, on account of fire or explosion, may endanger life or property such as gunpowder and 
similar nitrate mixtures, dynamite, blasting gelatine, carbonite, nitro-cotton smokeless powder, picric acid 
and similar nitro-compounds, chlorate mixtures, fulminates, fireworks, ammunition, benzene and other 
very volatile and inflammable coal tar products, petrol, gasolene and other very volatile and inflammable 
petroleum products, acetylene, calcium carbide, yellow phosphorus, or any material containing any of these 
as an ingredient in dangerous quantity.

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Swimming Bath. 


The Public Swimming Bath was open from May 1 to October 31. ‘lhe number of persons admitted 
was 14,321 as against 12,202, 14,104, 13,592, 9,831, 9,124 and 11,327 in the six preceding years. 1,190 
women and girls and 8,971 boys used the bath. The scholars of the Public School and Thomas Hanbury 
School were allowed to use the bath free on certain afternoons under the supervision of a master. The 
condition of the water was regularly and carefully tested and, by the use of one part in a million of copper 
sulphate at each filling, a high degree of purity was maintained and the “sore ears,” so frequent an 
occurrence in local swimming baths, were seldom heard of. Lessons in swimming were given throughout 
the season by the Assistant Inspector on duty, 85 persons being thus taught this useful and healthy 
accomplishment, mostly boy scouts, 
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Vil—FOOD. 


As the preventable diseases specially prevalent in Shanghai are mostly caused by infected food, food 
inspection has been considered of paramount importance. _ The foreign food supply is under complete 
sanitary supervision and the same is gradually being done for the Chinese, premises being licensed as soon as 
the necessary conditions have been met. 

Water Supply. 


The periodic analyses of water supply by the Shanghai Waterworks Oo, show that filtration is care- 
fully done. The question of the prohibition of waterclosets is one that chiefly concerns the purity of the 
water supply, and is therefore of fundamental importance to the community. 49 insanitary wells were 
abolished and a supply of Waterworks’ water furnished. 


Milk Supply. 


There has been a progressive improvement in the quality of milk supplied as is shown by the analy- 
tical figures to be found under the heading of Laboratory. ‘The standard of cleanliness in dairies has been 
maintained. The windows of the milk rooms are now required to be unopenable and provided with perforated 
zine instead of glass and the door with a spring slam to prevent ingress of flies. Cattle Plague is dealt with 
under that heading. Efforts are being made to prevent the smuggling of milk from unlicensed dairies in 
Pootung. As regards the result of punishment inflicted at the Mixed Court for adulteration, it has been 
found, after observations extending over several years, that fining is the least effective, the offence being 
invariably repeated, while it tends to increase the price of milk to compensate for losses sustained. On the 
other hand imprisonment and the cangue have a marked deterrent effect. 


Aerated Waters, Ice-Cream, etc. 


Close supervision has been exercised over aerated water factories and places where ice-cream and iced 
drinks are made, A large number of samples were submitted to examination in the Municipal Laboratory 
and especially in the case of ice-cream a large proportion were found unfit for consumption, 


Fresh Food Shops. 


The licensed butchers, poultry, game and vegetable shops have been kept in good sanitary condition, 
The regulation of fruit shops has presented great difficulty. Endeavour has been made to get the dealers 
to keep their skinned fruits in fly-proof cases but with indifferent success. It is considered best to rely on 
the public, both Foreign and Chinese, to sterilise fruit as it is impossible to ensure that fruit is not exposed 
to infection by flies at some stage of its journey from the tree to the consumer. 

14,772 Ibs. of unsound fruit, vegetables, etc., were seized and destroyed after confirmation by a 
magistrate and the Health Officer. The native ice-cream and cool-drink dealers have received the attention 
of the Inspectors, ‘The sale of cut melon has been discouraged. In every case where the sale of had food 
was detected the vendors were given the option of prosecution at the Mixed Court or confiscation, 

Residents are requested not to patronise hawkers of fruit and other foodstuffs who come to their 
houses. 

Meat Supply. 

The examination of cattle and carcases at the Municipal Slaughter House affords adequate protection 
of the meat supply. ‘There was a decrease in the kill during the year owing to less shipping demand during 
the latter part of the year. 

Good meat is stamped with a circular stamp for beef and a triangular stamp for mutton, pork and 
yeal, with the words “KILLED MUNICIPAL SLAUGHTER HOUSE” and the date of slaughter. 
Meat inferior in quality, but free from disease, passed for sale on stalls only, is marked “ 2nd QUALITY.” 
No meat for foreign consumption is allowed to be sold from any shop or brought into the Settlement unless 


it bears a Municipal stamp.

Such grease-shops as are within the Settlement are under constant inspection so that no nuisance or 
danger to Public Health is caused by them. 1,335 oxen, 1,596 buffaloes, 266 sheep and 158 ponies were 
dealt with at these places. 


Markets. 


Small markets are required in the North Fokien Road, at the junction of Purdon Road and Honan 
Road in Wuchow Road and in the neighbourhood of Macao Road. 

The extension of the Hongkew Market, which increases the accommodation by 40°/,, began in January 
1913, was finally completed in September 1914. As the old part of the market was so overcrowded that 
dealers had to overflow into adjacent roads a considerable part of the new extension had to be used for 
relieving congestion, This Market is so popular that little difficulty will be met in filling the extension. 

As no increase in market fees had been made since their inauguration some twenty years ago when 
conditions were very different, the monthly fees for basket spaces (4’ x 2'’=8 sq. ft.) were raised from 
$0.50 to $1.00 and those of stall spaces (4' x 6’=24 sq. ft.) from $2.50 to $3.00. This, with the 
imposition of a fee of $1.00 monthly on hawkers of foodstuffs outside the Markets, resulted in an increase 
of revenue from Markets of approximately 30°/, over that of last year.

Bubbling Well Cemetery and Crematorium.—During the year a plot of the adjoining Municipal 
nursery land was included for cemetery purposes which provided 990 additional first class grave spaces. 
These will afford accommodation for six years, allowing for 700 unused reservations. ‘The present second 
class plots will barely last three years ; while the remaining nursery land will give accommodation for four 
years more allowing for increased population. ‘The large circular plot at the west end, used at present as 
an ornamental shrubbery, will provide 250 additional spaces if required. It would appear, therefore, that 
this cemetery will not suffice for the needs of the community for more than eight years unless the corner 
lots adjacent to the Bubbling Well are acquired. his is very desirable in order to round off the property, 
while it would greatly improve the appearance of the Cemetery and the Bubbling Well carriage turn. 
On the other hand it may be advisable to go further out and buy cheaper land for future burial requirements. 
The number of applications from Chinese for burial has greatly increased of late; and, in view of the 
rapid filling up of the Cemetery, it has been considered inadvisable to meet these. There are indications 
that a Municipal Cemetery for Chinese residents may soon be required. 

Pahsienjao Cometery—The appearance of this fine old cemetery, which is nearly full, has been 
improved by general repairs and the planting of new trees and shrubs. 

Shantung Road Cemetery.—This cemetery, which contains the mortal remains of many of the earliest 
residents of the Settlement, has been appropriately cared for and presents a neat appearance. 

Pootung Cemetery.—The upkeep of this cemetery is a matter of some difficulty in the absence of a 
permanent wall round it. 

Soldiers’ Cemetery.—The picturesque old city wall, which formed the southern boundary, was demolished 
in March by arrangement between the Consular and Chinese authorities and, an ugly, though substantial 
wall, erected in its place. This wall rests on a concrete footing and is four feet wide at the base tapering 
to sixteen inches at the top. ‘The regimental memorial slabs of the British Soldiers who died during the 
foreign military defence of Shanghai against the Taipings from 1862 to 1865 were removed from the old 
wall, renewed and inserted in the face of the new wall opposite the gateway.

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TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITAL. 


Tn accordance with the intention expressed in the last Report the Special Resolution providing for 
the addition of Tls. 30,000 to the authorised loan for the establishment of a Tuberculosis Hospital was 


proposed at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers as follows :— 

Resolution VIZ.—That the Council be hereby authorised to establish and control a Tuberculosis Hospital, and that 
Tis, 30,000 be added to the amount of the Loan authorized under Resolution V for the purpose of erecting the necessary 
building. 

After remarks addressed to the Meeting by a member of the medical profession, advocating the 
erection of the additional wing already planned for the Isolation Hospital, and its use temporarily for tuber- 
culosis patients, in preference to the construction, as proposed, of a small building at the west end of the 
Isolation Hospital site, the Resolution was rejected in foto. The following extract from the Health Officer’s 
Report for the month of March comments upon this untoward outcome of the previous collective effort to 
focus public attention upon the project, and summarises the grounds for the adoption of the method proposed. 

Although the Tuberculosis Hospital scheme was turned down at the Ratepayers’ Meeting it would appear inadvisable 
to defer such hospital provision long, the Governors of the General Hospital having decided not to admit consumptives 
into their new building. It often happens that a fluent speaker makes the worse appear the better reason by the use of 
argument apparently effective but in reality unsound if analysed: yet it is seldom that a decision so arrived at is not 
subsequently corrected. As a working basis for » re-consideration of the subject it may be recorded that three schemes 
were considered before recommending that which was placed before the Ratepayers’ Meeting. 

1, A Sanatorium for Tuberculosis in the country, say, near the Point. 

2. A Hospital for Tuberculosis on Municipal land adjacent to the Isolation Hospital but separated from it in 
every other way. 

3, To extend the Isolation Hospital on land already acquired for that purpose and use this extension, or a part 
of it, for Tuberculosis, 

The first scheme, a Sanatorium in the country, seems on firat thought the best. The importance of fresh air in the 
treatment of Tuberculosis is well known, As admission will be voluntary the hospital must, however, attract patients, « 
Well-to-do consumptives will continue to seek benefit in sanatoria at home. Our hospital should be placed where most 
convenient for the patients and their doctors. Although visitors are not desirable from a health point of view, unless visitors 
were permitted patients would not come in. The main object of the hospital is not so much to cure the sick as to protect 
others from infection, and, for this purpose, unless a good many of those whose homes are unsuitable for home treatment 
were to come into the hospital, it would fail in its main object. The further the proposed hospital is from the Municipal 
Hospital system the greater the difficulties of supervision. Moreover, a sanatorium in the country could not serve as a 
centre for organising general preventive work against Tuberculosis and this is the main argument against it from the 
point of view of Public Health. 

The second scheme provides in a large garden in the centre of the Municipal Hospital system (Nursing Home, Isola- 
tion Hospitals and Police Hospitals) accommodation generally suitable for the cases which now go to the General Hospital 
of which, more often, stay in their own homes where they are a danger to the rest of the family. The Tuberculosis Hospital 
would, under this scheme, be erected on land set apart for Public Health purposes and provide a centre for the organisation 
of preventive work against Tuberculosis, such as Dispensary work and district nursing visitation, which is becoming an 
important section of present day practical sanitary work. Doctors seeing their other patients in the neighbouring hospitals 
would find this place convenient for seeing their tuberculous cases. Moreover, the hospital would be close to the people 
whom it would serve. Apart from smoke the air in one part of Shanghai differs very little from that in another or in the 
country in the immediate vicinity, Given pleasant surrroundings, such as this site, with its large garden, furnishes, it is 
doubtful whether a consumptive would have a better chance of recovering anywhere else in the vicinity of Shanghai, This 
is the scheme which is considered to best meet the conditions as they present themselves, 

The third scheme attempts two things (1) to provide accommodation for cases of infectious fevers and (2) for 
consumptives, There is no precedent for housing cases of acute infectious fevers in the same building with cases of the 
chronic disease Tuberculosis. It is quite possible, however, to do so with safety by careful nursing, isolation and medical 
supervision ; but public opinion would be against such a plan and the result would be that patients would be afraid to come 
in and thus the main object of the hospital, to attract consumptives who were a danger in their own homes, would be 
defeated. Were the west wing of the Isolation Hospital built and used for Tuberculosis alone, it would be possible to 
sufficiently separate its administration from the rest of the hospital as to make it safe for the patients, yet thiswould be difficult 
and the hospital as a place for consumptives would be unpopular, Moreover, if cases of minor infectious fevers such as 
Measles, Mumps and Chicken-pox continue to be received into the Isolation Hospital, it will be imperative to build -the 
new wing quite soon for this purpose. When the Isolation Hospital was opened ten years ago it was designed for the 
reception of cases of Small-pox, Cholera, Scarlet fever, Diphtheria and Plague—the major infectious diseases, land being 
acquired as a matter of course for such future extensions as past experience showed to be inevitable under conditions of an 
ever-expanding Settlement. The land on which it is proposed to build the Tuberculosis Hospital under scheme 2 will not, 
however, interfere in any way with any future extension of the Isolation Hospital and the latter will be recommended as 
soon as it becomes necessary.

MEDICAL REPORT. 


During the year there have been treated at the Paulun Hospital 6,398 patients of whom 630 were 
admitted to the Hospital. The corresponding numbers for the two preceding years were :—

Skin diseases 1,419 


697 surgical operations were performed of which 479 were major ones. 

Like for some years past the work for women has been steadily increasing and this made it necessary 
to enlarge the accommodation. In March 1914 a two storied building was opened for which the money had 
been given kindly by friends of the Hospital at home. The building has 9 sick rooms with 22 beds: one

ENGINEER AND SURVEYOR’S REPORT. 


The following comprise the more important public works completed or commenced during the year:— 


Central Offices. 

Nieh Chih-kuei Public School for Chinese. 

Thomas Hanbury School for Boys. 

Wayside Wharf, Harbour and Pontoon, 

Defence Oreek culverting. 

Kiangse Road, reconstructing sewer. 

Dixwell Road and East Yalu Road, constructing new sewers. 

Soochow Creek, Yangtszepoo Creek and Sawginkiang,—conerete bundings. 
Nanking Road, reconstructing pontoon with conerete jetties, 
Tungchow Road Workshops, extension, 

Bubbling Well Road, tar macadamising. 

Edinburgh Road, ballasting and metalling. 


During the sammer months, the contractor for the transport of stone from Pingchiao Quarry failed 
to fulfil his obligations and a considerable amount of inconvenience was thereby caused to the Department, 
Another contract was entered into as soon as circumstances permitted and this has been satisfactorily 
fulfilled. About the same time the contractor for the supply of various road materials failed to fulfil his 
coutract, but upon steps being taken to obtain supplies from other sources an improvement became evident. 
The extra cost was charged to the contractor. The annual contract for laying private drain connexions was 
cancelled owing to the contractor resorting to bribery in connexion with the carrying out of his work which 
has consequently been done departmentally for the greater part of the year, With these exceptions most 
of the contracts entered into have been carried out satisfactorily. 

As far as ordinary coolie labour is concerned, compared with recent years, the supply has not been 
very mach below requirements. Shortage has been noticeable among the artisan class owing to a dispute 
between contractors and men, stonecutters, painters and carpenters going on strike for higher wages, ‘The. 
men employed by the Department were only indirectly concerned although they were on strike for a short 
period, a compromise being arrived at after a brief discussion. 

In the introduction to the Budget for 1914 it was noted that the Council “ with considerable regret 
decided to forego any extension of the permanent paving work in the Central District.” Therefore, apart 
from the ordinary maintenance, improvements carried out during the year have been almost entirely by means 
of tar macadamising and tar painting. With the former, efforts have been confined to the improvement 
of Bubbling Well Road from the Loongfei Bridge to Carter Road where the ordinary macadam has been 
replaced by tar macadam, the cross gradients where desirable having been improved at the same time. 

In tar painting, outlying roads have as far as possible been treated, and the effect of this recurring 
yearly treatment of the surfaces is having a very decided influence in decreasing the expense in remetalling 
which would otherwise he necessary. 

Exceptionally high flood levels have occurred on several occasions during the year, particularly when 
heavy rains preceded spring tides, and the streets and land in the lower lying parts of the Settlement were 
flooded. On such occasions water levels have been carefully taken and show conclusively that flooding could 
not be attributed to any inadequacy in the size of the sewers, the level of the water in the streets being 
appreciably lower than that in the Whangpoo River. Whilst not advancing the theory that the sewers 
are at all too large for the amount of water which they are called upon to carry away under ordinary 
conditions, | may point out that larger sewers would tend to increase flooding of the streets through 
offering a freer flow to the rising tidal water and thereby enabling it to find its own natural level through 
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drains and gulleys to the low lying roads and land in a much shorter time. In the Central District the 
lowest points occur in Hankow and Honan Roads, and the existing buildings make it impossible to raise the 
roads to any appreciable extent. . ioc 

The culverting of the Defence Creek, which was approved conjointly with that of the Yangkingpang 
at the Ratepayers’ Meeting in June, was commenced towards the end of October, The tubes 4’ 6” in 
diameter have been laid from the Peking Road Bridge as far as the Loongfei Bridge. A reinforced concrete 
foundation supported on Foochow poles has been used on this work in order to avoid any settlement that 
might otherwise take place and so disturb that alignment so desirable in such a culvert. For the mud 
filling to the creek it is proposed to use mud dredged from the Soochow Creek, taking it more especially 
from the localities where silting has occurred. In this way it is anticipated that sufficient good mud will be 
obtained to complete the filling required and at the same time help to improve the much to be desired 
conservancy of the Soochow Creek. It is anticipated that a period of at least six months must elapse from 
the time the mud filling has been completed until the construction of the roadway can be commenced. The 
heavy rains of summer will doubtless complete the consolidation, : y 

It was agreed that the culverting of the Yangkingpang should be commenced by the French Council 
at the beginning of November, and that as soon as the French Council had completed their culvert to the 
point east of the Shantung Road Bridge where the Rue du Weikwe abuts on to the creek, work should be 
commenced on the north side, West of Shantung Road it is the intention of the French Council to carry 
the line of their culvert along the Rue du Weikwe and direct from there to their large brick culvert which 
runs along the Boulevard de Montigny. ‘The mud filling of the whole creek will follow the laying of the 
4’ 6” tubes on the north side, and the construction of the roadway will be carried out as soon as the 
consolidation of such filling permits. 

Tenders for the construction of the Central Offices were received in October and that of Yue Chang 
Tai having been accepted, the contract was signed on October 21. Eleven estimates were received, all 
from local contractors, each of whom submitted an alternative price for the use of granite in the main facades. 
No final decision has yet been arrived at in this matter of material, but in the meantime good progress has 
been made with the foundations which are all of reinforced concrete. 

The past year constitutes a record in the local building trade, permits having been issued for the 
erection of 8,824 structures, of which 7,869 are Chinese houses, the greatest number of structures previously 
erected in any one year being 5,411 in 1906. Over 60 per cent. of the houses erected have been built on 
undeveloped land, principally in the Western District. Owing to the unprecedented boom in the building 
trade a very large number of “ mushroom” contractors have made their appearance, many of whom have 
previously been clerks or small “ jobbing” contractors, and consequently without practical experience, 
usually relying upon guesswork or the doubtful ability of a foreman to work out their estimates, which in 
many cases are cut so low that it is impossible to properly carry out the work without serious loss, unless 
very inferior materials and cheap labour are employed. The energies of the Building Inspection Staff 
have beet: directed to counteract this as far as possible—an attention which is frequently misunderstood. 
The Inspectors in addition to undertaking the duties of clerks-of-works, are on occasions called upon by the 
building owners to bring pressure to bear on the contractor to enforce the proper execution of work ; and in 
more than one instance a request has been made to the Department for a report upon the quality of the 
work done before further payment on account is made to the contractor. 

It is worthy of note that the hostile attitude of the local Chinese towards the amended Building 
Rules, which were framed with the object of decreasing the number of nesting-places for rats in Chinese 
houses, has almost disappeared ; and in a great number of cases it has not been difficult to persuade building 
~ owners to also omit the ceilings—always a favourite run for rats—to the ground floor rooms,—although the 

* ratproofing ” byelaws do not call for this to be enforced. 

Phere is still a growing tendency to embody featares of a foreign-style house in those of Chinese 
construction, chiefly in the dividing up of the hongs and better class houses into small rooms with open fire 
places, and the introduction of very ornate wooden panelling and cornice moulds ; the old fashioned dignified 
interior of a first class Chinese honse is now very rarely met with in those of modern design. If this transi- 
tional state develops much further, radical changes will have to be made in the Building Rules, to ensure 
the stability of the ordinary Chinese dwelling house. 


MARKERS’ GALLERY AT THE RIFLE RANGE. 
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Formerly it was the universal enstom to employ not less than 5 upright Foochow poles, carried to 
the roof, filled in between with 3” bricks, to divide each louse of an approximate width of 12 feet. At first 
two poles were omitted but at present very often only two upright posts, one at either end of the division 
wall, are used ; with the result that the division or partition wall is considerably weakened, and also, what is 
more to the point to the speculative builder, the cost per honse is greatly reduced. A large proportion of the 
“jerry” building which is met with is on leased land, the lessee, naturally perhaps (knowing that the houses 
which he is building will revert to the lessor at the expiry of his lease) puts up the cheapest class of property 
permissible under the Building Rules, caring little for the comfort or safety of the tenants, so long as he is 
able to get as large a return as possible on his outlay. 

The present extraordinary activity in the building trade has shown more clearly than ever the great 
necessity for new Building Rules of a far more stringent character than has hitherto been considered 
necessary. Jt is evident from the examination of many of the old buildings, both Foreign and Chinese, that 
the standard of workmanship has been very much lowered of late years ; and as the Settlement increases it is 
only reasonable to assume that unless cheeked it will sink still lower, particularly if the seemingly popular 
system of leasing land for a number of years to speculative Chinese builders continues. ‘The need for byelaws 
governing the erection of Chinese theatres, cinema halls, hotels, Chinese lodging houses, and similar 

“ ~buildings used by the public is very urgent, the more so because the number of “ Chinese architects” 
without experience, in design or construction, is rapidly increasing, and although the Council has the power 
to refuse to license any such building unless provided with adequate means of exit for the escape of the 
inmates in case of fire, the applicant for a permit to erect a building frequently feels, upon being requested 
to materially amend his plans, that he is being harshly dealt with. A very great deal of unnecessary labour 
and yexation to both the architect, the building owner and the Public Works Department might easily be 
avoided, if, in cases where the building owner is doubtful as to the conditions under which a licence’ will be 
granted, sketch plans of the proposed building were first submitted to the Council for suggestions with 
regard to exits, and other important details, instead of as would seem to be the custom, first preparing 
finished drawings, obtaining estimates, and, in many cases, actually settling the contract before applying for 
a permit. 

The increasing use of reinforced concrete in the construction of many large buildings forms a new 
era in the local building trade, and in the interest of property owners and the public generally, Byelaws 
regulating the construction of this particular class of building need to be introduced and rigidly enforced. 
The absolute necessity for expert supervision is apt to be overlooked, and that, together with the inexperience 
and carelessness of the average Chinese labourer, constitutes a grave danger, as although the design as approved 
may be correct, when once the rods employed in the construction are covered, it is almost impossible to detect 
bad work, until unexpected cracks or more serious defects make their appearance. 

Jn the rear of the Rifle Butts a number of buildings of various types have been erected and 
complaints have been received of ricochetting bullets. On September 2 a Chinese was reported to have 
been killed and from the meagre particulars available it would appear that a descending bulleb was the 
cause, With a view to being in a position to meet complaints with an assurance that the Council is taking 
every reasonable precaution to prevent accidents, a series of observations extending over several months 
have been undertaken, and much valuable information obtained. Various experiments have been tried and 
on the results will depend what further steps, if any, are taken in the matter. 

What has been known as the “ Markham Road Foreshore Case” was heard in the Court of Consuls 
in June. In contesting this case the Council had two main objects in view ; 

1. To test the validity of a title deed issued on ‘* Shengko papers” in such a case, 
2. To preserve to the public the right to use what is known as the Markham Road foreshore. 

The judgment was to the effect that the deed for U.S.C. Lot 875 should not have been issued for 
anything more than one-seyenth of the frontage, or for one-quarter of the area which it purported to cover. 
In other words a right was claimed over a frontage of 1,050 feet, of which the Council was awarded 905 
feet. An area of Mow 3.005 was claimed and the Council was awarded Mow 2.238. The importance of 
preserving to the public the right to land cargo at this point cannot be over estimated. 

Various improvements in public lighting have been effected during the year, more particularly in the 
Western District, The lighting of a number of the outlying roads has been effected by metallic filament 
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lamps which wherever possible have been suspended over the centre of the roadway in order to prevent their 
light being obscured by the roadside trees. 

An improvement has been effected in the lighting of Bubbling Well Road by substituting metallic 
filaments for flame arcs. In the section between Carter Road and Hart Road the new lamps are centrally 
suspended so far as the tramway trolley wires will permit. Central suspension has also been adopted by way 
of experiment for all the gas lamps in Gordon Road. High pressure gas lamps have been erected in sections 
of Foochow and Honan Roads, this also being in the nature of an experiment, and on which it is somewhat 
premature yet to express a decided opinion. 


The number of bridges under the control of the Department is now sixty and may be classified as 
follows :-— 


Steel 17 
Concrete 10 
Timber 33 


There are also 194 culverts mostly of concrete and varying in span from 8 feet to 12 feet. 

Soochow Creek.—The reconstruction of the Stone Bridge remains in abeyance pending the question 
of Settlement Extension. Plans for the construction of the new bridge were submitted by the Chinese 
Authorities and work on the excavation for the north abutment was commenced about the middle of August. 
Very little was actually done, however, and work was soon discontinued. 

A temporary aqueduct has been constructed immediately east of the old bridge to carry the water 
main which the timbers of the old bridge had become too decayed to support. 

Small repairs have been carried out to the temporary footbridge which continues to serve pedestrian 
traffic in this vicinity. 

The condition of the Markham Road Bridge which has been a source of some anxiety to the Depart- 
ment for some time past became so serious in February that the bridge was closed to all but pedestrian 
traffic and tenders for its reconstruction were immediately called for. Such reconstruction was not carried 
out, and its condition went rapidly from had to worse, until it was found imperative to close the bridge to 
all traffic on June 26. The task of demolition was rendered difficult on account of the dangerous state into 
which the structure had been allowed to lapse and although every precaution was taken the failure of some 
of the timbers resulted ina complete collapse, which unfortunately resulted in the death of a coolie. It 
is fortunate indeed that the loss of life was not much greater. No steps have been taken to replace this 
bridge, the matter awaiting the inclusion of the land north of the Soochow Creek within the Settlement 
Boundaries. 

Extensive repairs have been carried out to Chapoo Road, North Szechuen-Road, North Fokien Road, 
and North Thibet Road Bridges, and minor repairs to the remainder of the timber bridges over the Soochow 
Oreek. 

Yangkingpang and Defence Creek.—These bridges will be removed on the completion of the roadways 
resulting from the culverting of these two creeks, and therefore no repairs have heen carried ont. 

Hongkew Creek,—Structural repairs have been effected on the Yuhang Road and Yalu Road Bridges 
and minor repairs and painting on the remainder of the bridges. 

Tszepang.—The replacing of the timber bridge in Sinza Road by a reinforced conerete bridge was 
completed towards the beginning of the year. There is now no wooden bridge in the Settlement carrying a 
tram track. ‘ 

Minor Creeks.—Three new timber bridges have been built in Warren Road, the replacing of the 
existing small platform bridges by bridges of spans totalling 24 feet, being rendered necessary by the 
widening and general improvement of the waterways in the neighbourhood by the Chinese Authorities. 


CADASTRAL OFFICE AND SURVEY WORK. 


Survey of Districts.—The re-survey of the Settlement has been continued during the year. One 
hundred and eighteen permanent survey standards were laid down in the Central, Northern und Western 
Districts, and twenty-three miles of traterges completed. An area of approximately 2,480 mow in the 
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more developed portions of these Districts has been surveyed in detail and plotted to a scale of 50 feet to 
an inch. :

BUILDINGS. 
Central Offices. 
The demolition of the old buildings was effected early in the year, the price obtained for the old 
material being highly satisfactory. 
The excavations for the new building having heen completed under excellent weather conditions, all 
conduits for incoming water, gas, telephone and electricity mains were formed of concrete tubes and channels 
through which the mains will be ultimately threaded withouté disturbance to the building. t 
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Seven tenders for the steel construction of the Drill Hall roof were received in September and that 
of the Shanghai Dock and Engineering Company, Ltd., (‘Tls. 50,000) was accepted. This part of the work 
is now well in hand and some of the trusses will be ready for erection during the spring. 


Fire Brigade. 

Sinza Station —A hose-drying tower has been erected at the rear of the Station, near the stables. 
The main portion of the tower is of brick, being 10 feet square inside and 60 feet high. Above this is an 
observation lantern 20 feet high, constructed of reinforced concrete, which will replace the old look-out 
turret on the main building. Holes are left in the walls at intervals at the height for drilling with scaling 
ladders, i 


Police Force. 

Central Station—A bath house for prisoners has been erected adjoining the West Block of Cells and 
with entrance directly from them. The bath house is provided with a hot and cold shower bath, supplied 
from a special hot water boiler for this purpose. An additional cell for civil prisoners has been erected 
adjoining those existing, the work being carried out departmentally. 

Sinza Stalion—The detectives’ office at this Station being inadequate a new charge-room has been 
erected to the north of the old one, which has been converted into detectives’ and Inspectors’ offices. The 
work has been carried out departmentally. A boundary wall has been erected on the north, west and 
south sides of the Station compound, the main gateway being situated in Avenue Road. 

Bubbling Well Station —Additional stabling for 7 ponies lias been erected by utilizing and roofing 
in the space formerly occupied by washing space and fodder stores, ete., on the south of the old stables. A 
new fodder store and harness room have been erected as a detached building adjoining the Jessfield Road, 
while a covered washing space has been constructed on the west of the stable block. 

Yanglszepoo Station —A boundary wall of ved brick has been erected on the south, east and north 
sides of the site. 

Gaol—A sentry tower has been erected at the south-east corner of the inner compound. The 
building is of brick, with reinforced concrete floors and roof, comprising on the ground floor Chinese latrine 
and store, with a store room on the first floor and a sentry platform over. The latter is partially roofed in 
to afford protection in rainy weather. 5 

Mixed Court.—A laundry building has been erected in connexion with the Women’s block. This 
building is of one floor only and comprises a washing-room, 17’ 6'’ x 16’, drying and ironing room 
17’ 6” x 17’, clothes store'17’ x 10’, and boiler house. There is also a visiting room,” arranged so 
that visitors to the prisoners can converse, without being able to hand things to the prisonérs. The kitchen 
and storeroom have also been rebuilt, and the compound has been completed by a wall on the south side. 

The east wing of the ground floor of the main block—formerly cells—has been converted into a 
receiving block, with undressing and dressing rooms, bathroom with hot and cold showers, and doctor’s room 
and lavatory. 

Health Department. 

Hongkew Market Extension—Atter the first part of the extension had been carried out in 1913, it 
was decided to continue and carry out the second part of the extension, thus completing the whole extension 
of the old market. The construction is entirely in reinforced concrete, its cost per unit of area being not 
higher than that of wooden construction, and the number of columns is proportionally smaller in the newer 
type of construction. 

Quetta Road Market—A market 105’ x 90’ has been constructed at the corner of Quetta and 
Yangtszepoo Roads. The site necessitated a considerable amount of raising, which delayed the final cement 
paving. The market will be ready for occupation early in the year. 

Latrines—Two new latrines have been erected—one in Batavia Road, just west of Dalny 
Road, with 20 seats, and another in Wetmore Road, with 14 seats. The work in each case has been carried 
out departmentally. 

Public Works Department. 

Town Hall.—Two emergency exits have been constructed at the west end of the Town Hall, for use 

in case of fire or other emergency. These doors, which are of course fitted with emergency bolts, each open 
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on to an iron staircase, 5 feet wide, leading direct to Kweichow Road. These exits are opened at the 
conclusion of all Sunday concerts and other public meetings, in order to make the public familiar with their 
existence. A number of hand pumps, fire extinguishers and fire buckets have been installed, and the hose 
and hydrants have been fitted with instantaneous couplings. 

Tungchow Road Workshops.—Additional sheds have been erected on the east side of Tungchow 
Road, for the accommodation of carts, steam rollers and motor cars, while undergoing repairs. A small 
petrol and oil store constructed entirely of reinforced concrete has also been erected. 


Educational Department. r 

Thomas Hanbury School for Boys.—Based upon particuiars compiled by the Headmaster, sketch 
plans were prepared in’ February for a building embracing all the requirements as set forth in the schedules, 
the estimated cost being Tls. 120,000. 

In April the Council decided that not more than Ts. 70,000 should be expended on the buildings, 
sand further sketch plans were prepared to that end and approved in September. The omissions from the 
original schedule being such that they can be added at a later date in the form of a new wing extending 
northwards from the west end of the block. The final drawings were approved in October, ten estimates 
were received varying from Ts, 51,270 up to Tls. 79,500, and the lowest having been accepted, the contract 
was signed on December 2, and good progress has since been made. 

The building will be four stories in height, the two lower floors forming the School proper, the upper 
floors providing the dormitories and quarters as detailed below. The total accommodation is for 300 boys, 
of whom 60 will be boarders. The ground floor provides six classrooms 20’ x 22’ 6’, and one double 
classroom 40' 10'’ x 22’ 6" (with common room for mistresses) cloakrooms, juniors’ playroom, lavatory, boot- 
room and general store-room. ‘The first floor provides two classrooms, a laboratory and manual training room 
40' x 22’ 6", dining room 41' x 22' 6”, Headmaster’s room, masters’ common room, clerk’s office, two 
matrons’ rooms and kitchen, the latter seven rooms being so arranged as to be readily transformed into good 
classrooms when necessary. Two bathrooms, two storerooms and pantry complete this floor. The second 
floor provides three dormitories 40’ x 23’ and one larger 56’ x 23’, with master’s room, workroom, linen- 
room, ckthing store, amah’s room, bathrooms and lavatory. The third floor provides single rooms for four 
resident masters, each with a bathroom, the remainder of the floor forming complete quarters for the Head- 
-master, in the form of a six-roomed flat, five of which face south. In the roof are arranged three large 
storage attics for the boys, masters and headmaster respectively. : 

The buildings will be of brick with red brick dressings and rougheaste ; the ground floors will be of 
solid construction with boards fixed direct on cement concrete. The corridors, lavatories and cloakrooms will 
have floors of red quarry tiling and the roof will be of corrugated asbestos sheeting laid upon boarding. 

Verandas formed in reinforced concrete extend over the entire south front. The building is divided 
into four equal panels by fire walls which extend up to and through the roof.: The entire block will be 
heated on the low-pressure hotwater system with ventilating radiators in all main rooms, provision being made 
for heating such extensions as are likely to occur at no distant date. 

Nieh Chih-kuei Public School for Chinese-—Sketch plans were prepared in July aud approved in 
August for a school for 400 boys in the Eastern District. Working drawings were completed in August 
and approved in October, the contract being signed on November 18, The foundatious have since been 
completed and the masonry is rapidly approaching the first floor level. 

The building is three stories high, the ground floor providing five classrooms, 21' x 24’ 6", assembly 
hall 75' x 30’; lavatories and cloakrooms are placed at each end of the building close to the entrances. 

The first floor provides three classrooms, two storerooms, headmaster's office and masters’ common 
room with lavatories, the remainder of the area being taken up by the upper part of the assembly hall which” 
extends the full height of two stories and has a gallery at the west and overlooking the hall. The second 

“floor provides two classrooms 21’ x 24’ 6” with science room and lecture room each 32’ x 30’, with 
kitchen and service room at the west end of the dining-room. 

It is anticipated that as the district grows in popularity and teahouses are opened in the neighbour- 
hood, the dining room will become unnecessary and will be occupied as an additional classroom. 

The building will, in general appearance, closely resemble the Ellis Kadoorie Public School for Chinese, 
but all verandas are in this instance omitted. Reports on the subject were received from the headmasters of 
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the other Municipal Schools and opinions being divided on the desirability of verandas for day schools, a 
compromise has been arranged whereby many of the south windows are screened by continuous projecting 
hoods formed in expanded metal and reinforced concrete, thus excluding the direct rays of the sun and 
permitting the upper portion of the windows to remain open in wet weather, It is hoped that by this means 
the well known drawback to both blinds and verandas will be deleted. 

Heating on the low pressure hotwater system has been arranged fur, and it is intended to place one 
ventilating radiator in each classroom. The contract price for the structure was ls. 88,850. 

Thomas Hanbury School (Old).—During last winter electric light was installed. The gas piping being 
old and inadequate in size the lighting of the School had been very defective. ‘The new lighting has proved 
of great service. Hand pumps and fire extinguishers have been installed. 

Ellis Kadoovie Public School for Chinese.—A playshed 78’ x 36' has been erected on the south-east 
portion of the site. ‘I'he playshed is enclosed by brick walls on three sides, being open on the west side and 
is roofed with French tiles. [t will be of great service in rainy weather. 


ROADS. 


Works completed on Existing Roads and Road Extensions. 


Central District.—Kiangse Road.—The old existing brick sewer between Peking Road and the 
Soochow Creek has been replaced by an egg-shaped 3’ x 2' concrete sewer. 

Kiukiang Road.—The old existing stoneware sewer between Honan Road and The Bund has been 
replaced by an egg-shaped 1’ 6’ x 1’ concrete sewer. 

Foochow Road.—The old existing stoneware sewer between Kiangse Road and Honan Road has been 
replaced by an egg-shaped 1’ 6” x 1’ concrete sewer. 

Hankow Road.—The old existing stoneware sewer between Kwangse Road and Hoopel: Road has 
been replaced by an egg-shaped 1’ 6’’ x 1’ concrete sewer. 

Northern District.—North Szechuen Road Extension.—Kerb and channel is being laid for the 
whole length from Range Road to the Swimming Bath in order to generally improve what has become an 
important main thoroughfare, A 12” diameter concrete sewer has been laid from the entrance of the 
Rifle Range to the end of the existing sewer south of Dixwell Road. 

Dixwell Road.—A concrete sewer has been laid from the point where the road joins the Hongkew — 
Creek to North Szechuen Road Extension. This sewer varies in size from 3’ x 2’ ab its outlet into the 
Hongkew Creek to 12” at its summit where it joins the sewer laid this year in North Szechuen Road 
Extension. f 

Tongdongkaloong.—A 12" diameter sewer has been laid for a length of 230 feet east of North 
Chekiang Road and the roadway has been made up with a chippaved surface. 

Boone Road.—The existing macadam between North Honan Road and North Chekiang Road has 
been replaced by chippaving laid on a bed of 4 inches of concrete and grouted in with tar. It has been 
found that this type of road is more suitable and economical than macadam for roads in purely Chinese 
neighbourhoods. 

The surfaces of the following roads have been treated with bituminous material :— 

North Szechuen Road Extension from the Swimming Bath to the entrance of the Hongkew 
Recreation Ground, one coat of desiccated tar. 

Hannen Road along its froutage to the Victoria Nursing Home, one coat of desiccated tar, 

Chapoo Road from Boone Road to Range Road, one coat of desiccated tar. 

Range Road from Hannen Road to Chapoo Road and from Woosung Road to Fearon Road, one coat 
of desiccated tar. 

Eastern District.—Broadway.—The old broken brick foundation between the Hongkew Creek 
and Hwakee Road has been replaced by a spall foundation and an improved roadway is to be noted. 

Wuchow Road.—This has been made up as a macadam road between East Yuhang Road and East 
Yalu Road. 

East Yalu Road.—A 2’ 3” x 1’ 6’' concrete sewer has been laid from the Hongkew Creek to 
Chaoufoong Road to replace the old creek. 
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Dalny Road.—Between Tongshan Road and Kwenming Road has been raised and formed. 

Kwenming Road between Dalny Road and Kinchow Road has been raised and formed. 

Ward Road.—A 12 foot strip has been ballasted and metalled between Lay Road and Lahore Road. 

Chaoufoong Road.—An experimental length of Glutrin filled macadam using limestone was laid 
south of East Seward Road. A 12” sewer has been laid from Tongshan Road to East Yuhang Road. 

East Yuhang Road.—A 3’ diameter culvert has been laid for a distance of 150 feet west of Chaou- 
foong Road to replace the existing creek. 

Urga Road.—A 12 foot strip has been ballasted and metalled and kerb and channel laid between 
Sawgin Road and Hailar Road. 

Dixwell Road.—The mud filling having become consolidated where the concrete bunding was 
constructed in 1913, a commencement was made towards the end of the year with laying a chippaved road 
between Sawgin Road and the Sawgin Bridge. 

Western District.—Bubbling Well Road—The Yungzeenpang has been culverted for a 
distance of 330 feet east of Seymour Road, a contribution towards the cost of the work being made by the 
adjoining landowners. The crust of Bubbling Well Road has been reconstructed with bituminous material 
for its entire width from the Loongfei Bridge to Carter Road. South of the track between the Loongfei 
Bridge and Mohawk Road, asphaltum was used instead of the ordinary desiccated tar. In carrying out this 
work the opportunity was taken of improving the curve near the Race Club by superelevating the outer 
southern edge. 

Tatung Road has been ballasted and metalled for a width of 18 feet for the length remaining to be 
done between Sinza Road and West Soochow Road and for a width of 12 feet between Burkill Road and 
Avenue Road. 

Macao Road has been ballasted and metalled for a width of 12 feet between Gordon Road and 
Tonquin Road and a 12” diameter sewer laid. 

Ichang Road has been ballasted and metalled for a width of 12 feet from the end of the existing 
metalling east of Gordon Road to the junction with West Soochow Road. 

West Soochow Road has been ballasted and metalled for a width of 12 feet between Tatung Road 
and the Tszepang and between Ichang Road and Tonquin Road, in the latter portion the full width of the 
road having been done for a short length. 

Great Western Road.—Cross culverts of various sizes have been laid for the full width of the road 
between Tifeng Road and Edinburgh Road. ‘The ballasting and metalling of the 12 foot strip remaining to 
be done between Great Western Road and Tifeng Road was completed. 

Hart Road.—A 12 foot strip has been ballasted and metalled from the end of the existing strip north 
of Sinza Road to Connaught Road. 

Edinburgh Road.—A commencement was made towards the end of the year to ballasting and 
metalling a 12 foot strip for the whole length of this road. 

Avenue Road.—Several sections of the side ditch have been culverted, part of the cost in each case 
having been paid by the adjoining landowners. 

Shanhaikwan Road.—This has now been sewered, ballasted and metalled for a width of 12 feet for 
its whole length from Myburgh Road to Carter Road. 

Chengtu Road.—A 12” diameter sewer has been laid from Weihaihai Road to north of Mandalay 
Road. 

Avenue Edouard VII.—The ballasting and metalling of this road has been completed for its whole 
length from Defence Creek to Chungking Road, the portion immediately east of Chungking Road having 
been carried out during the year. What is practically a continuation of the same road has also been ballasted 
and metalled for as far westwards of Chungking Road as Rue Ratard adjoins the Great Western Road. The 
whole of the latter work was carried out by this Department, a proportionate share of the cost being borne 
by the French Council. 

j Jessfield Road.—Cross culverts have been laid, the road formed and existing ditches diverted for the 
continuation of this road from the Jessfield Ferry along the bank of the Soochow Creek to the Brenan Road. 

Warren Road.—The small wooden bridges have been replaced by structures of larger span and of 
width the same as the roadway.

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Hardoon Road.—The diversion of this road toa more westerly position to bring its junction with 
Bubbling Well Road opposite to Annam Road has been carried so far as it has been possible to acquire the 
necessary land. The cost of this work is being borne by the adjoining landowner, the work being carried out 
at his request. 

The surfaces of the following roads have been treated with bituminous material :— 

Sinza Road from Medhurst Road to Kiaochow Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Kiaochow Road from Yuyuen Road to Sinza Road, liquid fuel treatment.

Seymour Road from Bubbling Well Road to Great Western Road, liquid fuel treatment. 
Hart Road from Avenue Road to Sinza Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Great Western Road from Yates Road to Seymour Road, liquid fuel treatment. 

Bubbling Well Road from Carter Road to Siccawei Road, one coat of desiccated tar. 
Siccawei Road from Bubbling Well Road to Hungjao Road, one coat of desiccated tar. 
Jessfield Road from Bubbling Well Road to Brenan Piece, one coat of desiccated tar. 
Connaught Road from Jessfield Road to Gordon Road, one coat of desiccated tar. 

Robison Road from Jessfield Road to Gordon Road, one coat of desiccated tar.

Tramway Track. 


‘The maintenance of the macadamised area and the cleaning of the rail grooves has been carried out 
by the Department under the arrrangement made with the Tramway Company. . 

‘An arrangement was made towards the end of the year whereby the work of reinstatement of the 
road consequent on track repairs should be carried out by’ the Tramway Company and not, as hitherto, by 
this Department. 

Three additional loops were laid in East Seward Road between the Hongkew Creek and Muirhead 
Road, two in Muirhead Road and one in Sungkiang Road west of Chekiang Road. 
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With a view, if possible, of solving the generally unsatisfactory condition of the tramway track 
experimental lengths of different forms of foundations are being tried with a view to ascertaining which is 
most suitable for the conditions prevailing in Shanghai. 

The Tramway Company commenced running railless cars in Fokien Road between Soochow Road 
and Sungkiang Road on November 15, but it was evident very shortly after the system was started that the 
road foundation was insufficiently strong for the weight which it was called upon to bear. In fact it was 
found necessary to stop the cars from running on and after November 28. 


Cleansing and Watering. 


The boating contract for the removal of road refuse from the various shoots to dumping grounds 
provided by the contractor has been carried out satisfactorily. 

The ponies employed in this branch, including also those employed in carting road materials, etc., 
have been supplied under arrangement made with the Horse Bazaar. The number of accidents with these 
ponies has been few. 

All repairs to carts and harness have been carried out departmentally at the Tungchow Road 
Workshops.

CREEKS AND RIVER. 
Dredging. 


All the minor creeks have been cleaned out from time to time as silting up occurred during 
the year. 

The following amounts of mud were dredged and removed from the main waterways under the 
control of this Department.

Soochow Creek,—A reinforced concrete bunding has been constructed to replace the old timber 
bunding adjoining Cadastral Lot 571 in Soochow Road west of Chekiang Road, The concrete banding 
has thus been made continuous from North Chekiang Road Bridge to North Thibet Road Bridge. 

A timber bunding has been constructed in West Soochow Road cast of Mokanshan Road adjoining 
Cadastral Lots 4601, 4602 and 4626, for a length of 400 feet, a contribution towards the cost of the work 
being made by the adjoining landowner, 

A timber bunding has been constructed in West Soochow Road for a length of 165 feet west of 
Ichang Road and adjoining Cadastral Lots 4724 and 4726. 


Defence Creek.—The reinforced concrete bunding in Thibet Road from the Peking Road Bridge 
to Soochow Road has been completed. 


Hongkew Creek.—Fairly extensive repairs have been carried out to the timber bunding along the 
sides of this creek in the course of this year. It was found necessary to replace the bunding opposite the 
discharge pipe at the Electricity Works in Fearon Road, with a stronger type of bunding on account of the 
scour which was taking place. This was accordingly done at the expense of the Electricity Department. 


Sawginkiang.—A reinforced concrete bunding has been constructed in the Sawgin Road from 
East Kashing Road for as far south as the road adjoins the creek bank. 


WAYSIDE PUBLIC WHARF, 
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Yanylszepoo Creek.—A reinforced concrete bunding has been constructed in Lay Road for a distance 
of 170 feet north of Yangtszepoo Road Bridge to replace the old timber bunding. 


Landing Accommodation. 

Whangpoo River.—Resulting from the collision at the end of last year of a Chinese steamer with 
the Nanking Road pontoon and the consequent damage sustained by the approach bridge, dolphins, ete., it 
was decided to replace the pontoon by one of larger dimensions and to build reinforced concrete jetties 
with steel connecting bridges. The new pontoon is 140 feet long by 25 feet wide, of steel construction 
with a reinforeed concrete decking. The two connecting steel bridges are 45 feet span and the reinforced 
concrete jetties are 16 feet wide. 

The construction of the pontoon and bridges was carried out under contract whilst that of the 
reinforced concrete pontoon decking, the two jetties and the dolphins was carried out direct by the 
Department. The resulting structure is very satisfactory and has materially improved the landing 
accommodation in this vicinity. The use of reinforced concrete will have the effect of reducing the 
cost of maintenance which is always considerable in the case of a timber structure. 

The old pontoon has been attached to the existing pontoon at Kiukiang Road. 

Shelters have been fixed with moveable partitions on the Passenger Pontoons in order to provide 
protection from the weather for mail bags and passengers and their Inggage. 

Repairs have been carried out to the connecting bridge at the Foochow Road Pontoon, the ironwork 
of the latter having become corroded. 

The Wayside Public Wharf and Pontoon have been completed. The wharf comprises a harbour 
250 feet long by 90 feet wide, and the pontoon is 73 feet long by 25 feet wide with two connecting bridges 
each 15 feet wide. 

With the exception of the decking and fender walings, the whole of the timber used in the 
construction of the wharf is Oregon pine treated with Solignum. The pontoon and connecting bridge 
are of steel construction with timber decking ; these and the wharf were both constructed by contract. 

A general description of the wharf appeared in the monthly report for May :— 

The water frontage available for public use is 410 feet in addition to which 260 feet have been 
reserved for the use of the Public Works Department for landing materials into the Wayside Depét. The 
harbour has a uniform depth of 7 feet of water at low tide, but to maintain this it is expected that 
constant dredging will be necessary. The Nippon Yusen Kaisha and other shipping companies 
have dredged to a depth sufficient for ocean-going steamers along their frontages, whereas the owners of the 
property on the east have not yet done any dredging. In consequence of this the natural scour of the 
outgoing tide is broken just at the entrance to the harbour and very rapid silting inside is the result. The 
inconvenience will, however, probably disappear when the River frontage between the Wayside Wharf and 
the South Manchurian Railway Companies’ Wharf has been dredged. 

The west and north wharves are constructed of rows of piles braced together to form a self- 
supporting structure, an apron of sheet piles 14 feet long being driven below the low water line. Between the 
piles and above the low water line a stone faced slope has been built. The south and east wharves have 
been constructed in a similar manner except that no stone slopes have been constructed and in the south wharf 
the apron of sheet piles has been replaced by sheeting at the back of the wharf. The construction gives 

-a wharf 36 feet wide on the south, 22 feet wide on the west and north and 16 feet wide on 
the east, ; 

At the back of the south and west wharves, Ewo Road widens out into a traffic square 80 feet wide. 
The filling at present, however, is very soft and it will be several months before the permanent road surface 
can be constructed. 

Tn addition to accommodation for cargo there are two sets of landing steps in the west wharf for the 
use of sampan passengers and wide landing steps leading to the Public Works Depot. 

Soochow Creek.—Three reinforced concrete jetties have been constructed between North Shanse and 
North Fokien Roads and one west of Chekiang Road opposite Cadastral Lot 571 C. 

Timber jetties have been constructed in the new timber bunding east of Mokaushan Road and 
opposite Cadastral Lots 4601, 4602 and 4626, W. All the existing timber jetties have been repaired where 
necessary.

PLANT AND MACHINERY. 


The whole of the plant is now as far as possible repaired at the Tungchow Road Workshops. 
There is a lack of suitable plant which it is hoped will be made good during 1915. 1,620 orders were 
passed through the shops and it was necessary to hire plant and work a great deal of over-time to cope 
with the work, 

A new boiler was made for the No. 1 Steamroller. This roller has been in constant use for 24 years, 
No. 3 Steamroller was fitted with a new fire box. Departmental motor cars have been repaired, overhauled 
and painted as required, and all carts and harness have been maintained in good working condition. 


BOILER INSPECTION. 


During the year sixty-nine inspections of boilers have been made, the majority of which were found 
to be in fairly good condition. Surprise visits have been made to installations where in past years safety 
valves have been found to have been tampered with. Only-four cases were found where safety valves had 
been wedged down or over weighted. 


GCONGRETEWARE. 


The total output of concreteware during the year amounted to 49,879 pieces as against 37,430 
pieces in the previous year. . This increase is largely accounted for by the manufacture of a large number 
of facing bricks for the Central Offices, and manhole bricks.

At the beginning of the year the new pipe machine was installed. The old machine has been 
repaired so that it can be used for turning out the smaller sizes of pipes while the new machine is turning 
out the larger sizes. 

Thirty consignments of cement have been tested in accordance with the British Standard Specifica- 
tion, the total quantity of cement passed through the yard was 14,867 casks, against 11,820 casks in the 
previous year. Cement from the concreteware yard is being supplied to the contractor for use in the 


construction of the Central Offices.

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MUNICIPAL PROPERTIES. 


CENTRAL OFFICES. 


During the early months’ of the year arrangements were concluded for providing the accom- 
modation required during the rebuilding of the Central Offices, by the lease of temporary premises 
as under :— 

For the Council Room and Secretariat, on the first and second floors of No. 24 Kiangse Road, 
rented from Mr. M. Mittag for a period of two years from April 1, at a rental of T'ls. 325 per mensem. 

For the Volunteer Corps, No. 15 Canton Road, rented from Messrs. William Little & Co., for a 
period of two years, from March 1, with the option of a third year, at a rental of Tls. 500 per mensem. 
This building provides accommodation for the Headquarters Offices for the Commandant and Staff as well 
as for the guns, ammunition and armoury also quarters for the two Staff Sergeants. 

For the Public Works Department and Tax Office, No. 7a The Bund, behind the Telegraph 
Building, rented from the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Co. for two years from March 1, with 
the option of a third year, at a rental of Tls. 450 per mensem. 

For the Finance Department the lease has been continued of the second floor of the Telephone 
Building, rented from the Shanghai Mutual Telephone Co., Ld., at a rental of Tls. 433 per mensem. 


HONGKEW FIRE STATION. 


The lease of this station at the corner of the Hanbury and Miller Roads will expire on July 31, 
1917, and the building has become inadequate for the purpose for which it was erected. It has therefore 
been decided to construct a Fire Station for the Northern District on “the western portion of the Thorne 
Road Depot. The approved scheme includes the creation of an open space at the crossing of the 
Range and Woosung Roads, the Thorne Road being straightened and carried directly through into the 
Woosung Road. ‘This transaction has involved the purchase of the southern portion of Lot 1154 upon 
terms contained in the following document :—

DEAR S1n,—We have heard from Mr. Goodfellow regarding the acquisition by the Council of Cadastral Lot 986 
Northern District. 

In the first place we desire to refer you to Mr. White-Cooper's letter of September 16 last addressed to the Municipal 
Engineer, wherein he shews the gross rental of the property to be Ts, 4,351.20 per annum, and the disbursements Tls. 442 
per annum, thus producing a net rental of approximately Tis. 3,910 per annum. 

It is Mr. Goodfellow’s contention that his property in not fully developed inasmuch as the gross rentals are below 
what the houses can reasonably demand, and that his policy has always been to secure and hold desirable tenants at a low 
rental rather than run the risks attendant on a higher rental, This factor should we think be taken into account in 
determining the value of the property. 

As regards the annual disbursements Mr. Goodfellow maintains that his expenditure on this head has been liberal, it 
being his desire to keep the property in first-class repair and condition, and to minimise depreciation. 
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Mr. Goodfellow is presumably entitled to call for a fair market value for the property, so that the fair market value 
is the real question at issue, 

The value of land is generally speaking the price which a prudent purchaser would pay if sold in the open market, 
and sales in the neighbourhood would ordinarily afford a useful guide as to such price. 

We have no evidence before us of any sales in this neighbourhood although we have made enquiries in various 
quarters, we have therefore nothing to compare with to arrive at the market price. 

Failing evidence of any sales, we suggest that the only other fair way of arriving at a true valuation is by capital- 
ization of rentals. 

Assuming then the net rental of the property to be Tls. 3,910 per annum as stated above, a capitalization of this net 
rental at 6 per cent. yields a value of 11s. 65,166. We have fixed the rate per cent. of capitalization at 6 per cent., having 
regard to Mr, Goodfellow’s contention that the property is not fully developed inasmuch as the gross rentals are below what 
the houses can reasonably demand, and that therefore the rate per cent. of capitalization should be proportionately decreased. 
Quite apart from this consideration we are given to understand that the Land Commissioners have on occasions awarded 
compensation based on this same rate per cent. of capitalization. 

To this figure should be added the customary 10 per cent, allowance for compulsory surrender, and we suggest that 
Mr. Goodfellow is entitled to a further 10 per cent. for special adaptability, as we venture to think you will agree with us 
that this is acase where adaptability of the land for a particular purpose should be taken into account. 

The addition of these two several allowances of 10 per cent. to the value given above Ts. 65,166, yields a total value 
of Tis, 78,186. 

At this latter figure Mr. Goodfellow is prepared to negotiate for the sale of his property to the Council, he to be paid 
the equivalent in Municipal Debentures at par. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Goodfellow’s family occupies one of the houses in question, he wishes, if a settlement be arrived at 
on these lines, that his family be allowed to continue in occupation of their house until such time as is convenient for them 
to make arrangements for their removal. In considering Mr. Goodfellow’s offer we feel you should not overlook the price 
he put on the property in April 1912, viz., Tls. 143,000, Vide letter from Messrs. Drummond, White-Cooper & Phillips to

LATRINE SITES.— 

The following are details of the sites acquired during the year :— 

North Shanse Road.—An arrangement was concluded with Messrs. Daviesand Brooke, whereunder in 
return for a contribution of Tls. 750 towards the cost of an alternative site, all claim by the Council to the 
piece of land scheduled for this purpose ex Lot 567 was relinquished and an alternative site situated to the 
south of Lot 567 and measuring Mow 0.079 was purchased for a sum of Tls. 1,400. The site consists of a 
strip of Lot 569 and adjoining unregistered land. 

Batavia Road.—A small piece of Lot 2770, measuring Mow 0.105, was purchased for the sum of 
Tis. 577.50 from Messrs. Hanson, McNeill and Jones. 

Chaoufoong Road.—For the northern portion of Lot 1214, measuring Mow 0.072, the sum of 
Tis. 126 was paid to Mr. A. E. Algar. 

Wetmore Road.—A portion of B.C. Lot 2400, measuring Mow 0.065, has been leased from the 
Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., for a term of ten years at the nominal rental of Tls. 5 per annum. 

Pingchiao Road.—In accordance with an arrangement concluded with Mr. Y. K. Zea Sih-vang, 
Lot 140, purchased in 1901, and measuring Mow 0,145, was transferred to Messrs. Platt, Macleod and Wilson 
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in return for Mow 0.069 of land on’the west side of Lot 142, and payment of the sum of Ts. 532 for the 
excess area measuring Mow 0.076. The former site was inset into Lot 142 in such a way as to prevent the 
building of a projected hospital, and the cost of removal and rebuilding was paid by the applicant, together 
with all charges in connexion with the transfer of title. 


JESSFIELD PARK.—- 

The matter of a new park for the Western District, to be used primarily as a landscape park and 
botanic garden was in March the subject of correspondence with the Public Recreation Ground Committee 
and the Recreation Fund Trustees, as follows :— 

Shanghai, March 7, 1914, 

Duar S1p,—At a joint meeting of the Public Recreation Ground Committee and the Recreation Fund Trustees held 
last evening at 2 Jinkee Road at which were present Dr, Macleod and Messrs, H. R, Kinnear, C. W, Wrightson, E. B, Clark 
and the Honorary Secretary the following resolution was carried unanimously :— P 

“That this meeting of the Public Recreation Ground Committee and the Recreation Fund Trustees, having in view 
the fact that the Public Recreation Ground is now so fully taken up with playing spaces for various games as to be 
practically useless as a Park where the quieter forms of Recreation can be enjoyed, and further that the restrictions con- 
cerning the planting of trees, etc., necessarily imposed by the Race Club, make it impossible to provide natural shade, it 
has become very necessary to provide, with as little delay as possible, a Public Park in the Western District to be used 
primarily for a Landscape Park and Botanic Garden, no games to be permitted, unless the amount of land acquired later 
would allow of space for games without interfering with the primary object. 

The Committees have uscertained that about 120 mow of land, situated at Jessfield, formerly part of the Unkaza 
property, can be had for Tls. 123,000, The land is situated on the Jessfield Road with access to the Soochow Creek and is 
well timbered with fine specimen trees. A long strip of land gives access to Brenan Road, 

The joint Committees are strongly of opinion that the Council would do well to purchase this land as ® nucleus of a 
Landscape Park particularly in view of its natural advantages and of the fact that its shape and situation conduce to the 
acquisition of adjoining land at a reasonable price. 

It is further resolved that the Municipal Council be asked to place this matter before the Ratepayers at their 
forthcoming meeting with the object of obtaining their sanction for an appropriation in the Budget of 1914 for at least 
the amount of the purchase price, 

1 enclose herewith a plan shewing the land in question and I shall be very much obliged if you will take the 


necessary steps to place this matter before the Council. .

‘At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers on March 20, the following Resolution was proposed by Dr. N. 
Macleod, seconded by Mr. E. C. Pearce, and carried. 

Resolution XII—That the Council be empowered to exercise options which have been recently obtained for the 
purchase of a piece of land situated near Jessfield measuring approximately 123 mow (with the buildings and trees thereon) 
at the price of Tls.'123,000 and that the same when purchased be laid out as the.nucleus of a Public Landscape Park and 
Botanic Gardens and that Tls. 123,000 (Jess a sum of Tls. 20,000 to be contributed by the Recreation Fund Trustees) be 
added for this purpose to the amount of the Loan authorized under Resolution V. 

The offer of the vendors was accordingly accepted and, although little in the way of development 
has yet been attempted, the new park has already been opened to the public. The Chinese title deeds 
for a portion of the property are incomplete, but steps are being taken to register the estate without 
additional cost. 


ELECTRICITY SUB-STATIONS. 


Details of the sites acquired during the year are as follows :— 

Yangtszepoo Road.—In connexion with arrangements for the supply of electricity to the San Sing 
Cotton Mill in Yangtszepoo Road, the Company agreed to provide a site upon Lot 6013 for the general 
distribution of electricity in the locality. The site selected is at the corner of the Yangtszepoo and Delhi 
Roads, measures Mow 0.165, and is leased for a period of ten years at a nominal rental of Tis. 10 per 
annum. It consists partially of creek land which the Engineer reported to be exceptionally soft, requiring 
considerable outlay to make it immediately available for building upon. His recommendation, supported by 
that of the Electrical Engineer, was adopted to fill in the creek at a cost of Tls. 300, and to postpone con- 
struction for twelve months, by which time it is estimated that the filling material will be consolidated, 
meanwhile, with the Company's sanction, a small temporary wooden sub-station upon another part of the 
property has been erected to contain allmecessary transforming plant.

A further small area necessary for completing the north-west corner of the site has been obtained by 
the purchase of B.C. Lot 511, Pao, measuring Mow 0.199, for a sum of Tls. 1,293. 


NIEH CHIH KUEI PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE. 


Through the generosity of Mr. Chicheh Nieh the land for a third school for Chinese boys has been 
provided in the Eastern District. It consists of a block of land at the corner of the Baikal and Kinchow 
Roads. The total area acquired is Mow 11.817 of which the school will occupy Mow 8.988 and the road 
Mow 1.848, while a piece of Surplus Land measuring Mow 0.481 is held for re-sale hereafter. The 
correspondence on the subject is as follows : 

22 Wayside Road, December 16, 1913. 

DEAR Sik,—I have now acquired D.C, Lot 5 and B.C, Lot 8098 in the Baikal Road containing an area of about 
Mow 8.6 and I am trying to obtain another piece adjoining on the West so as to bring the area up to about 10 mow. This 
land I propose to offer to the Council for the erection by the Council thereon of a school for Chinese children if the Council 
will accept the offer and will agree to the following suggestions :— . 

1.—I desire that both “mind, body and spirit” should receive education—that not only should the pupils learn 
Chinese and Western learning, and practise games, to develop mind and body ; but they should also have moral teaching. 
The morality taught in the Christian religion is considered the highest form of morality, and I would like the pupils to 
have an opportunity of obtaining some teaching on this subject, and some knowledge of Biblical literature, and also of 
the principles and literature of Confucian philosophy, This teaching to be optional, so that those who desire to take 
advantage of it may do so, but there will be no compulsion. I am greatly impressed with the lack of all moral training in 
the education of the bulk of the youth of China, and J think that, as this training is at least as valuable as book learning, 
an effort, even though it be a small one, should be made to supply the deficiency. Further I would point out that this 
moral training cannot be supplied by the parents, who have never received any sort of training in the subjects which I 
should like to see taught, As, however, the school will be supported by the Ratepayers, and there will, therefore, I under- 
stand, be the objection to public money being spent on any form of religious teaching, I would ask that only so much of 
this teaching be provided as is provided at the Shanghai Public School for Foreign boys. I would further point out that 
the Cambridge local examinations require certain Biblical subjects and that those who enter for this examination should 
have the opportunity of acquiring these subjects in order to qualify for the examinations. 

2.—I would urge that manual and industrial training be made a part of the.curriculum at this school. Some kind 
of manual training is considered necessary in the schools of Europe and America, and I think that it is just as necessary 
in Shanghai, I fully appreciate the purely literary studies as a basis of general education but with the training of the brain 
should be coupled training of the hands. I hope too that attention will be paid to commercial training, especially in view 
of the business opportunities for young men in Shanghai. Shanghai with its foundries, docks, mills and engineering 
works is rapidly becoming an industrial centre of the first order and the boys now in our schools should be prepared for this, 
I think that a school of this character, which will cater for the sons of the East End population, should more particularly 
aim at preparing young men for the actual life which most of them will enter upon after completing their course at this 
school, 

3,—I would like a nominee of my own to serve on the school committee which manages this school, 

I shall be glad if you will bring this offer before the Council for their consideration at an early date.

With reference to the suggestions which you make regarding the curriculum and control of the school, I am to state 
that the Council is in unanimous agreement with your view that morality should be one of the first objects of education, 
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but considers that in a school of the kind proposed this object, apart from the general tone which a well-conducted school 
may infuse, must be attained by special voluntary lectures and addresses rather than by incorporating any form of 
dogmatic religious instruction in the school syllabus. The policy of the Council during the past ten years as 
regards the education of Chinese boys has been consistent in this respect, and the members would be reluctant to 
advise any alteration. 

Your suggestion that the curriculum shall include training which shall fit students for a commercial career, and 
shall include manual courses, is entirely supported, while in other respects your wishes as regards the establishment 
present no difficulty. -

for the assistance in the work of education of Chinese children in the Settlement which you are providing by this generous 
and practical gift.

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ROAD EXTENSIONS AND WIDENINGS. 


The plans of scheduled new roads and modifications of those existing were issued on April 16, vide 
Notification No. 2248, and among the more important changes in those for the previous year were the 
following :— 

NORTHERN DISTRICT. 


Range and Woosung Roads. A circular widening with a radius of 75 feet at the junction, the Thorne 
Road being carried straight through Lot 1154, the southern portion of which is scheduled for acquisition. 
Tsepoo Road and Mixed Court, The whole of Lot 130 to be acquired. 


EASTERN DISTRICT.

DEAR S1r,—Referring to your letter of March 5 to our Mr. Ambrose, requesting us to let you have our claim for 
the surrender of land scheduled for widening the Nanking Road ex Cadastral Lot No. 244 and measuring as per plan 
Mow 0.092, our claim for same is at its assessed value, viz., Tls. 34,000 per mow plus 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender, 
or say Ts, 3,441 in all.

GENTLEMEN,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of March 24, addressed to the Municipal 
Engineer, on the subject of the surrender of the scheduled portions of Lot 244, Nanking Road. 

In reply thereto I am to state that the Council is unable to agree with your view that the surrender constitutes a 
worsement, for it is obvious that the Foreign shops of imposing elevation which are designed for this property will stand 
better on a 60-foot road aligned with the adjoining property, Lot 243, than were they to project over the pavement, as would 
be the case were no improvement scheduled, 

The Council admits that the broken frontage line is to some extent a disadvantage, and therefore desires a deduction 
of one-sixth only in respect of what is regarded as an unquestionable betterment. 

I may add that this basis, i.¢,, the assessed value plus ten per cent, and minus one-sixth, would be similar to that 
adopted in respect of Lot 243, vide Municipal Gazette of June 19, 1913, page 148.

DEAR S1R,—We are in receipt of your letter of April 16 re surrender ex Cadastral Lot No, 244 Central for widening 
the Nanking Road, and note from it that the Council cannot agree with our contention that the surrender in question con- 
stitutes a worsement. We, however, wish to point out that whilst in our letter of March 24 we stated we considered the 
lot suffered a worsement by the surrender, we made no claim for such, our claim for compensation being based on the 
assessed value of the land plus 10 per cent, for compulsory surrender, 

It may be obvious to the Council that “ the Foreign shops of imposing elevation which are designed for this property 
will stand better on a 60-foot road aligned with the adjoining property, Lot 243, than were they to project over the 
pavement as would be the case were no improvement scheduled,” but it is manifestly absurd for anyone to attempt to 
contend that the surrender of a triangular piece of land 11 feet at its base and 120 feet in length, thereby converting what 
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was a straight line of frontage into an irregular one, can in any way be construed as a benefit to the lot, and it is upon 
that ground we say that the surrender constitutes a worsement, though we made no claim for it as we perhaps 
should have done, 

We were perfectly content to allow the line of frontage to remain where, and as it was, even if the new buildings are 
to be “ Foreign shops of imposing elevation” and which this surrender will not improve, so that the improvement you 
speak of, if any, must be for the benefit of the public. 

You ask us in your letter under reply to accept a deduction of one-sixth on our claim, and in support of that request 
you cite the surrender ex Cadastral Lot No. 24%, but that case is in no way applicable as you paid for it at the rate 
of Tis, 49,000 per mow, whereas the Assessment was Ts. 45,000 per mow, and it was on the assessed value only we 
based our claim, 

The case that appears to us to be more applicable is Care 19 heard by the Land Commissioners in 1904 in con- 
nexion with a surrender ex Cadastral Lot No, 159. 

That lot was let on a building lease at a sterling rental, and the Award of the Commissioners was based on the 
actual sterling rental of the land less 2} per cent. management expenses, plus 10 per cent., for compulsory surrender with 
no allowance for betterment, 

Lot 244 is also let on a building lease at a sterling rental, and the value of the surrender on that basis capitalized at 
6 per cent. minus 5 per cent. for management expenses with no allowance for compulsory surrender amounts to Tls, 4,200.72 
whereas our claim is Ts. 3,441 only. 

In the case of Cadastral Lot No, 159, the then Secretary gave as a reason why betterment should be allowed, that 
the Nanking Road frontage of that lot would be straightened by the surrender, but in the case of Lot 244 a straight front- 
age is being converted into an irregular one, so that inversely the latter lot suffers a worsement. 

In connexion with this surrender, we beg to draw your attention to what you are probably not aware of, viz., that 
this lot has in the past been subjected to a very considerable road widening, as we in July 1883 surrendered from it a strip 
12 feet to 14 feet in width, and measuring Mow 0.756, so that the present surrender would appear to be due to the diverse 
opinions as to how the widening of the Nanking Road should be treated. 

Tn conclusion, we regret we cannot agree to what we consider to be a most unreasonable request for a deduction of 
one-sixth in our claim on the ground of a betterment where no betterment but rather a worsement is created, and should 
the Council decide to bring this case before the Land Commission, we reserve to ourselves the right to withdraw the claim 


we have made, and substitute for it another based on the Award in Case 19.

GENTLEMEN,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of April 27, on the subject of the widening of 
the Nanking Road ex Lot 244, which matter has had very careful attention at the hands of the Council. 

Your letter in the first place states that it is manifestly absurd for anyone to attempt to contend that the surrender 
of a triangular piece of land 11 feet at its base and 120 feet in length, thereby converting what was a straight line of frontage 
into an irregular one, can in any way be construed as a benefit to the lot.” In reply I am to point out that ne such conten- 
tion was made by the Council ; indeed my letter of April 16 admitted that the broken frontage line is, to some extent, a 
disadvantage. The absurdity of the contention, however, is less manifest upon closer inspection of the ground plan of the 
buildings which you propose to erect upon the property, for the new building line for the five eastern stores will become 
more nearly parallel to the back line of the lot, while the angle of the north-east corner is made less acute by the change. 

The Council receives your statement that you “ were perfectly content to allow the line of frontage to remain where 
and as it was” with surprise almost amounting to incredulity, The standard pavement to be laid down in the Nanking 
Road would, in these circumstances, have diminished from 10 feet at the centre of the frontage of the property to nil at 
the eastern end, in fact the most easterly store would have opened directly upon the carriage-way: surely some 
disadvantage. ‘ 

As regards Lot 243 I am directed to point out that no suggestion has been received from yourselves that the rate of 
payment upon which compensation is based be increased, and that in the case of Lot 243 the assessment of the lot was 
raised simultaneously to the figure you mention. 

In regard to Case 19, decided by the Land Commission ten years ago, the Council recalls that at the date in 
question the equity of securing payment by the owner concerned of some part of the cost of a street improvement in front 
of his property was not so clearly recognised as it has been since. The premises of Messrs. Hope Bros. & Co, Ld., have, 
in the Council's opinion, derived very considerable advantage from having been set back to a line which admits of ample 
pavement space in front of their shop windows. 

1 find no justification for your assuming that I was not aware of the surrender from this property in 1883, and to 
this I must add that the deduction you make from your assumption, viz. that there have been diverse opinions as to how 
the widening of the Nanking Road be treated, is due perhaps to the fact that you have yourselves forgotten that in 1883 
the Council had no powers to bring about the compulsory surrender of land for road purposes, and was under the necessity 
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of making the best terms with landowners which it could; since the passing of Article VIA of the Land Regulations in 
1899 the Council has been able to compel landowners and agents to adopt a scheduled building line. 1 may add that the 
present line of this section of the Nanking Road was laid down in 1902. 

In conclusion I am to state that the Council fully realises the advantage which the public will secure by the present 
improvement, and is prepared to defray out of the public funds five-sixths of its cost. In the event of your failing to 
recognise the obligation of the owners to provide the remaining sixth the Council will submit the case for settlement to the 


Land Commissioners,

Your letter under reply has in no way shaken our opinion that the lot will not be bettered by the surrender, and we 
doubt very much if public opinion would have allowed the Council to do away with the pavement at the eastern end of the 
lot had the new buildings been erected on the old line. 

To suggest such a thing seems to us to savour very much of a threat that such action would be taken by the Council 
where it required a surrender and had been unable to come to terms with the owner, in districts outside the scope of Article 
Via of the Land Regulations. 

With regard to the concluding paragraph of your letter, we cannot admit of any obligation on the owners to provide 
one-sixth of our claim for this surrender.

expenses of the arbitration should be borne by the Council. 

He proposes Mr. Ambrose as his arbitrator and would agree to Mr, Peebles as the Council’s arbitrator, the arbitrators 
to have power to appoint an umpire if necessary. No doubt the Council can concede the first stipulation which is of great 
importance to our client and if desired Mr. Brandt can explain to the Municipal Engineer the exact position of the house 


affected by the present plan, but as the house wall is in course of erection the position can be viewed at once.

Mr, Tam Wa directs me to state that he adheres to this and now claims compensation at the then assessed value 
of the land, viz., Ts. 1,200 per mow, plus 10 per cent., for compulsory surrender. He refuses to admit betterment by 
reason of the fact that after the road had been opened the assessed value of the land was only raised from Tis. 1,200 to 
Tis, 1,300 per mow. 

I shall feel obliged if you will inform me when the matter will come before the Land Commission and Mr, Tam

Mr. Halse appears on behalf of the registered and beneficial owner together with Mr. Tam Wa in person, Ths 
Secretary represents the Council and the Municipal Engineer is in attendance. 

Mr, Halse states that in 1909 the registered owner of this Lot after interviews with the Municipal Engineer 
(Mr. Godfrey), in the hope of sale of the whole Lot to the Council for a public park, offered to surrender the strips 
scheduled for these roads on the basis of the assessed value less one half for betterment. Council replied by asking for 
free surrender of the area required, Mow 2.210, but ultimately offering Tls. 880 as compensation. Mr. Halse stotes that 
this offer was verbally refused and is now unconditionally withdrawn. Mr. Tam Wa also states that he was not aware 
that the road had been made until some time after its completion and further that the Council took possession of the land 
without his knowledge or consent. 

Mr. Halse, continuing, puts in an amended claim based upon the area before the roads were completed valued 
on the basis of the 1907 assessment Jess the reduced areas after the roads were completed, valued according to the 1911 
assessment, This works out as follows :— 7 


1907 assessment :—Mow 14,925 at Tls 1,200 per mow Tis. 17,910,00 
1911 assessment :—Mow 12,049 at Tls 1,300 per mow Tis, 15,663.70

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In addition to this he claims 7 per cent. interest on above amount, all lund taxes on scheduled area and 7 per cent. 
interest on same ; interest and taxes to be refunded from date Council took possession. Alternatively he claims :— 

Rent of Tls, 100 per month plus 7 per cent, interest during the period the scheduled area has been in the 
possession of the Council. 

The Secretary of the Council replies that in the opinion of the Council the increased frontage given to the Lot 
by the extension of Baikal Road justified their claim for free surrender of this portion though they were prepared to 
pay Tls. 880 as compensation for splitting up the Lot and for the small portion at the corner of Thorburn Road. 
Further, he points out that the only question in dispute between the parties is the matter of interest and land taxes. as 
in his letter of November 6 last Mr, Algar agreed on behalf of Mr. Tam Wa to accept Tis. 880 as compensation, The 
Council were loth to pay interest on this sum under the circumstances as it might be held to form an undesirable 
precedent for future cases, As regards land taxes these were no longer chargeable once the land had been surrendered, 
in any case the amount was very small. 

Both parties having withdrawn, the Commissioners decide as follows :— 

That in the opinion of the Commissioners the registered owner of Lot No 3431 is entitled to Tls, 880 as 
compensation for surrender of the strips scheduled plus 6 per cent, interest on same for a period of four years and five 
months. The amount of the award is therefore :—

GENTLEMEN,—In reply to your letter of November 20, on the subject of the surrender of land for the Mysore Road, 
1 am directed to state that in the first place you are perhaps under a misapprehension as to the status of the property in 
relation to the Council's powers to acquire land for roads as laid down in the Land Regulations. If a road is scheduled 
before the property is registered, the land becomes subject to free surrender ; if after, as in this case, the land is subject to 
compulsory surrender upon payment of the compensation, if any, which may properly be payable; which may be referred 
for settlement to the Land Commissioners, in the event of difference of opinion between the Council and the owner. 

But this procedure applies only to the road as shown on the official plans, failing effective protest at the time it 
was first scheduled, any question of a deviation later, is q matter for settlement by the Council, of which the Land Com- 
missioners, as such, can take no cognizance, 
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As previously stated, the Council considers that the alternative line of road which you have suggested is not as 
advantageous as that originally scheduled, but its willingness has been expressed to authorise a deviation to meet your 
wishes upon condition that you will raise no claim for compensation ; in consideration of the fact that the change would 
not be in the public interest but in your own. 

If you are unwilling to acquiesce in this proposal, I am directed to state that there remains no alternative but to 
adhere to the original scheduled line of the road and refer the matter of the compensation, if any, to be paid in respect of

GENTLEMEN,—In reply to your letter of May 16, addressed to the Municipal Engineer, on the subject of the strips 
of Lots 2340, 2356 and 2368, required for the widening of the Yangtszepoo, Wayside and Baikal Roads, I am directed to 
state that the compensation payable therefor at the assessed value plus 10 per cent. and less one-half for betterment would 
be Tis, 2,018. The property is an extensive one and road facilities are necessary for its development ; the betterment is 
therefore raised by the Council from the usual one-third to one-half, 

As regards Lot 2337, surplus land the property of the Council, I am directed to state that there is no present inten- 
tion to construct a road on it, and that the Council is prepared to sell it for the sum of Tls, 4,084, If, therefore, the 
proprietor of the property adjoining desires to make an exchange the difference payable would amount to Tis. 2,071; but 
in the alternative, and in order that the transaction may take place without actual payment, the Council suggests that the 
line of the Yangtszepco Road might be further improved by the surrender of a further strip of Lot 2356, calculated to the 
equivalent of the fore-mentioned difference at the assessed value, T'ls. 4,000 per mow. I enclose a plan indicating the effect 
of this alternative suggestion, and shall be glad to learn your wishes in the matter.

Translation of letter from Messrs, Charrey and Conversy, dated June 23, 1914, 


7 GENTLEMEN,— We have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of June 22, and are surprised to see 
that the Council appears to wish to increase the rate of rebate generally made in consideration. of betterment accruing to 
the property from the widening of adjacent streets. We consider, on the contrary, that no reduction should be made in 
this particular case. 

We send you herewith copy of the general plan of the property showing how it is intended to develop it. You will 
note that we intend to construct thereon two well separated and distinct groups, one along the frontage of Wayside Road, 
consisting of semi-European houses ; the other consisting partly of Chinese shops along the frontage of Yangtszepoo and 
Baikal Roads and partly of hongs upon the remainder of the property. 

Tn view of this arrangement it seems to us to follow: 

1.—That the proposed widening of the roads will bring about no advantage to this property, 

2,—That, on the contrary, the widening would seem properly to involve an increase in the amount usually allowed 
for expropriation, 

J. The widening is not advantageous.—As a matter of fact, the semi-Ruropean houses placed between “A” and 
“B” (see plan) face south, and the widening of the street gives them no advantage other than a somewhat more ready 
access, that is to say, precisely the same advantage as to the general public. 

The houses situated between “ B” and “C” will benefit from the widening in the same degree as the houses already 
existing situated opposite, 

The Chinese shops likewise will not benefit from the widening ; the open space in front is already too wide, although 
occupied partly by a square. A glance at the plan enables it clearly to be perceived that the new alignment has been 
drawn to avoid the existing European houses known as Wayside Terrace. 

As to the hongs in the interior of the lot it is sufficient for them to have ready access and the entrances planned 
being situated at points where the roads are already very wide, it follows that these residences obtain no more advantage 
from the proposed widening than any other group in the vicinity. 
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In this connexion we wish to take this opportunity to refute the opinion expressed in your letter, i.¢., that the pro- 
perty being very large, wide roads are necessary for its development. Evidently the property is very large and wide roads 
are necessary but not in the sense understood by the Council. We consider that good roads are above all necessary to 
divide the property into several blocks and to connect these different blocks with the Municipal roads. Further we wish 
to remind you that already upon several occasions the “* Land Commission” has declared that the widening of streets 
should not always be considered as a betterment to adjacent properties, when these properties are or ought to be 
developed with Chinese houses. 

2.—The intended widening would seem to involve an increase in the rates generally allowed for expropriation.—As a 
matter of fact between points “A” and “B” the new widening is almost entirely obtained by expropriating from one side 
only, that is to say, from the property of our client, avoiding, as we have already observed, the houses called “ Wayside 
Terrace.” It seems to us that in such case, where one of the roadside proprietors is thus obliged to surrender almost the 
whole of the widening he should receive not 10 per cent. for the expropriation but 20 per cent. However, we agree on 
behalf of our client that the rate be fixed at 16 per cent, 

Finally, in the valuation made by the Municipality, the value seems to have been calculated at Ts. 3,800 per mow 
while we estimate the value at Tls. 5,000 per mow. It is therefore unusual and strange to see that the Council values Lot 
2337 at Tis. 4,084, that is to say, a value very little less than that of the expropriated land; Lot 2337 would be poor in 
value whilst the other lots have a large and advantageous frontage on Yangtszepoo Road, 

Summarising the above we consider that settlement of this surrender should be made in the following manner :— 


Mow 0.972 at Tis; 5,000 Tis, 4,860 
15 per cent. additional for expropriation 729 
Tis. 5,589 


No reduction should be made for betterment. 

As to Cadastral Lot 2337, the property of the Council, we are prepared on behalf of our client to accept the Council's 
offer, the value being deducted from that of the land, the subject of the expropriation ‘considered above. 

We shall be happy to receive a prompt reply, and if the Council does not accept our proposed settlement we are 


willing to have the matter submitted to the Land Commission.

LAND COMMISSION. 
Case No. 94. 
AWARD. 


The Regiatered Owners are represented by Mr. Oppe, the Council by the Secretary and the Deputy Engineer. The 
beneficial owners, Messrs. Charrey and Conversy, are represented by M. Conversey. 

Mr. Oppe produces a plan of the property and is invited to explain the statement in the owners’ letter of June 23, 
1914, that the proposed widening of the roads will bring about no advantage to this property. He states that as the 
property is looked upon by the owners as Chinese property a 30-feet road is all that is required and the Council are there- 
fore asking for more than is necessary. From this statement the Secretary of the Council dissents, stating that the houses 
are known officially as Foreign and as such call for a 40-feet road frontage. 

Mr. Oppe then refers to the Council’s request for a betterment reduction of one-half against the usual one-third and 
states that it was no doubt made with the object of eventually taking less. The Secretary again dissents. 

Referring to value of the land required he suggests that Tls. 4,000 per mow is a fair value upon which compensation 
should be made as it closely approximates the purchase price of the whole property (25 mows). This value should there- 
fore form the basis of the Commissioners’ award, 

The Secretary here points out that it is impossible to accept sale values as the actual value of land for obvious 
reasons and that assessed values fixed by experts afford the only reasonable standard, Mr. Oppe replies that the value of 
land is the market value. 

The Secretary continues that this property has as yet contributed nothing to the construction of the new trunk 
thoroughfare, Wayside Road, which though of recent construction is benefiting and will continue to very largely benefit 
this and neighbouring properties. 
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Dealing with the question of betterment Mr. Oppe denies that the new trunk road will greatly improve the property 
which has at present all the road frontage necessary to Chinese shops. The owner has arranged for the development of the 
interior of his property by alleyways and consequently has no need of Wayside Road which road is only justified by the 
development it affords to neighbouring properties. Yangtszepoo Road already has a very wide frontage and the setting 
back of the road is merely a matter of improving the appearance of that thoroughfare for which they should not be 
penalised, On the Yangtszepoo Road frontage it was proposed to build shops and the present frontage was all that was 
required in that direction. Beyond that and facing Wayside Road only Chinese houses would be built and as was generally 
known, they required no particular consideration as to road frontage. 

Mr. Oppe further points out that according to the plan the Council should have scheduled a portion of the road 
facing their property, viz, Wayside Terrace, for surrender if the proper configuration of the road were to be followed, 
Apparently to do so would have cost the Council too much and they were in consequence called upon to suffer. Finally his 
principals denied that the proposed widening could be of any benefit to their property and insist that the beneficial effects 
of the road were entirely general to that district and particular to none. To sum up, Mr. Oppe asks :— 

1.—What is the proper valuation basis for compensation ; and 

2,—What is the proper degree of betterment to this property and how much, if any, should be allowed in respect 
thereof, 

The Secretary replies :— 

That there appears to be a misunderstanding as to the width of the road. All trunk roads were required to be 50 
feet wide and therefore they were fully justified in asking for the full area scheduled for surrender, 

Mr. Oppe enquires why the island shown on plan was not removed. 

The Secretary replies that this is a question of road widening which the removal of the island would not have 
affected. The Council always ask half for betterment in such cases, In reply to Mr. Oppe the Secretary admits that the 
rental of the shops facing the Yangtszepvo will not be affected, but insists that the property facing Wayside Road will be 
very much improved, to which Mr. Oppe remarks that the betterment is therefore differential. 

The Commissioners being satisfied with the foregoing statements, both parties withdraw and the Commissioners 
decide as follows :— 

That those areas out of Lot 2356 scheduled for surrender facing Yangtszepoo Road and covering Mow 0.326 receive 
no betterment by the proposed widening and the owners should therefore be compensated at the assessed value plus 
10 per cent. for compulsory surrender; the portions facing Wayside Road, Mow 0.647, however, do receive such 
betterment and call for compensation at the assessed value less one-third for betterment plus 10 per cent. for compulsory 
surrender, 

The amount payable is therefore :— 


Yangtszepoo Road Lot 2356. 
Mow 0.325 at Ts. 4,000 per mow plus

On July 14, M. Gaston Kahn, Consul-General for France, formally notified the Council of the 
conclusion of negotiations with the Chinese Authorities for an extension of the French Settlement which, 
inter alia, altered the status of the Changpang which henceforward became included within the area of the

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extended French Settlement. Arrangements were accordingly made with the French Council for continuing 
the work of filling in the creek and the following correspondence relates to the straightening and widening 
of the Great Western Road, to its status as the future inter-Settlement boundary, and to the administration 
of a small piece of land between the road and the creek. 


Translation of letter from the French Council, October 24, 1914, 


Srr,—As a result of the agreement with the Chinese Authorities giving the Great Western Road as the limit of the 
extension of the French Concession to the north, the Council has had under consideration the matter of constructing 
a road which would join on to the Great Western Road, and with it would form a common boundary to the two 
Concessions. 

The plan prepared accordingly by the Municipal Engineer allows for this public roadway a total width of 60 feet, 
which would be obtained by culverting the Changpang Creek and carrying out certain expropriations to the south, 

The Council expresses the wish that the Municipal Council will be so good as to approve this project in principle, 
which would then be carried out, as in the case of Boulevard Edouard VII, under an agreement upon the subject of all 
matters relating to the construction, maintenance, policing and lighting of the said road.

S1n,—In transmitting to the Council copy of the letter which has been addressed to them by the Municipal Council 
under date of June 23 last, Messrs. Denham and Rose, owners of B.C, Lot 6959 (Cadastral Lot 1767) have requested the 
Municipality to inform them of its intentions relative to the Changpang Creek, both from the standpoint of the proposed 
drainage arrangements and of the eventual continuation of Chengtu Road as far as Route Ratard, 

The agreement of April 8 last, fixing the new limits of the French Concession, includes therein the whole of the creek; 
the French Municipality should therefore be a party to the arrangement made between the Municipal Council and Messrs, 
Denham and Rose, 

With a view to arranging this matter in the manner already proposed, which is that desired by the petitioners, the 
Council directs me to submit the following proposals :— 

(a) The Municipal Council will instal the drain in the position agreed upon, that is to say, on the north of 
Cadastral Lot 1767, at the common cost to the two Municipalities. 

(b) In exchange for the piece 20 feet wide surrendered on the north of their property, Messrs. Denham and 
Rose will be authorised to take possession, after filling in, that portion of the creek adjoining their lot. 

(c) Since Cadastral Lot 1767 is situated on both sides of the Changpang Creek and the agreement of April 8 
fixes the limits of the Concession on the north at Great Western Road, the question to be decided is as to whether 
this lot should be entirely included within the Extension ; the taxes on the houses which it is proposed to construct 
at this place will be assessed and levied according to the decision arrived at. 

(d) As regards an eventual extension of Chengtu Road, the Council is in favour of its being carried out, thus 
involving that part of the Creek which the line of the road will include ; for the additional width to be obtained it 
will be either for the Municipal Council or for the French Council to arrange with the concerned following upon the 


decision to be arrived at on the above points.

§1n,—With reference to metalling the Macao and Ichang Roads we understand that Macao Road (from Gordon to 
Tonquin Road) would cost Tia, 2,808 and Tehang Road (from the present metalling to West Soochow Road) Tis, 1,177, 
Upon enquiry we further gather that if the metalling of Ichang Road is extended to Tonquin Road a further sum of 
Tis, 1,029 would be required. This would involve an aggregate expenditure of Tls. 4,514. In order to improve the general 
condition of the roads in this district and thus give the general public a better passage, we are prepared to contribute 
Tis, 2,000 if the Council agrees to the following conditions :— 
(ist) that the work be undertaken forthwith, 
(2nd) that these road when completed be provided with electric street lamps, 
(8rd) that the drainage be done by the Council and the sidewalk be made, 
(4th) that 200 feet of West Soochow Road outside our godown be metalled to the full breadth of the road as was 
done in our No. 3 Mill. 
We may here mention that when we had Ichang Road metalled previously from Gordon Road up to the gate of our 
No. 3 Mill we made a contribution of only Tis. 1,000, although ‘it was much longer than either Macao or Ichang Roads now 
under contemplation, we therefore regard our present offer of Tls, 2,000 as quite reasonable, Moreover, we have filled up.

MANDALAY ROAD.— 


The question of the compensation payable to Mr. R. H. Gore-Booth in respect of the scheduled 
area of Lot 1505 was referred for settlement by the Land Commissioners whose award is as follows :—

Mr. Gore-Booth attends in person and the Council is represented by the Secretary and the Deputy Engineer. 

Mr. Gore-Booth states that some 14 years ago he, acting as a broker on behalf of the late Captain Roope, offered 
his brother the sum of Tls. 14,500 for two pieces of property in the immediate neighbourhood of this lot, this being 
at the rate of Tls. 5,000 per mow, He further states that Mr, H. Lester had recently sold less accessible Jand in this 
neighbourhood at the rate of T's, 6,000 per mow. The Council's offer of 'Tls. 3,500 per mow. ie, the assessed value, was 
out of the question, particularly as he had himself refused Tls. 4,250 a mow for this lot in April last. He suggests 
Tis, 5,000 per mow us a reasonable valuation and states that in his opinion the land now held by him has been 
unnecessarily reduced in area by the amount required for surrender to the Council, He, however, admits that the land 
is no longer of the same area as it was when first scheduled for surrender owing to subsequent sale of part to an 
old servant. ‘ 

The Secretary replies on behalf of the Council that the lot has been greatly improved by the making of the Manda- 
lay Road which thoroughfare was formerly merely a Chinese path, The road was scheduled for surrender as far back 
as 1903 and any sale by the owner of part of the property was subject to the implied knowledge of such surrender 
becoming effective. In any case the district was now almost entirely Chinese and the general configuration of the 
lot was not detrimental to its development as Chinese property. 

Both parties having withdrawn the Land Commissioners decide as follows :— 

That the registered owner of Lot 1505 should receive, in respect of the compulsory surrender of Mow 0,272 
required for purposes of the Mandalay Road, compensation rated at the assessed value of Tls. 3,500 per mow, plus 10 
per cent. for compulsory surrender less one-sixth for betterment, or Tls. 872.67 in all ; the peculiar shape of the lot left to the 
owner after surrender, in the Commissioners’ opinion, justifying the owner's claim for a modification of the deduction 
for betterment offered by the Council.

The construction of the Avenue Edouard VII and the forthcoming culverting of the Yangkingpang} have given 
the Manila Road an importance which it formerly did not possess, and, as a consequence, the projection of Lot 1766 
into the straight line of which the road otherwise is comprised, is from a public standpoint, very regrettable.

DEAR Srr,—We believe that you have previously had some correspondence with Mr. W. M. Dowdall on the 
subject of B.C, Lot 5284, Manila Road. As the registered owners of the lot, we have been instructed to reply to 
your request that a certain portion of this lot should be surrendered to the Municipal Council for the purpose of the 
widening of the Manila Road. 

In accordance with a permit granted him by the Municipal Council on March 14, 1914, our client has erected 
several houses on this property, which houses are now barely completed. In the event of the strip of land which you 
require having to be surrendered, the whole of these houses will have to be demolished, Our client, as is natural 
is extremely reluctant to relinquish the land after the labour which he has expended upon his building scheme. He 
wishes us to point out to you that even if the Manila Road is straightened at this point on its north side, there are 
several bends in the road a little further to the west, so that a clear view down the road could never be obtained. 
Also on the south side of the road opposite this lot, the land is undeveloped, and by co-operation with the French 
authorities, the road could no doubt be eusily widened on that side, so obtaining a more gradual curve. Our client, 
however, is unwilling to appear obstructive towards the Council, and although the strip desired has not yet been 
scheduled, he would surrender it in return for adequate compensation for the loss of the income which he expects to derive 
from the property, If the road is put through on the proposed line, it will be possible to erect only seven Chinese 
shops in place of the buildings which now stand on the ground. The rents receivable from the present buildings 
are at the rate of $133 per moon; from the buildings which it would be possible to erect, only $63 per moon could be 
expected, Also two of the existing hongs in the rear would be curtailed, and the rents would have to be reduced to 
correspond, 

The compensation our client is entitled to is, therefore, the capitalized difference in net rents plus the cost of 
re-building and alterations necessary to produce the lesser rental and is made up as follows :-—

The Secretary 
represents the Council and the Municipal Engineer is present, 

Mr. Morriss states that the land comprising this Lot was bought before the Council had scheduled a portion of 
it for the Moulmein Road, and that it had been generally held that land so bonght should not be surrendered free 
for Municipal Roads which might be scheduled subsequently to the purchase. He fully admits betterment of the 
property following the construction of the road, but states that since it is possible to develop the Lot without the 
road, which in their opinion therefore becomes unnecessary, they are entitled to compensation. They further wish to amend 
their offer of January 13 by claiming the customary 10 per cent. for compulsory surrender, 

The Secretary of the Council replies that the proposed road is the last of the cross roads to be constructed to 
feed the Western District trunk thoroughfares. Though scheduled twelve years ago the fact that the Moulmein Road has 
not yet been made is some evidence that itis not of great public importance. Further, having regard to the depth of Lot 
2290 the area to be surrendered is not sufficiently large to seriously prejudice any building scheme proposed, while to properly 
develop such a lot, road access is an absolute essential. The owner's point re land taxes on the scheduled strip is referred 
to and it is pointed out that such land taxes would cease upon surrender —following registration—to the Council, 

Both parties having withdrawn the Commissioners decide as follows :— 

That in the opinion of the Commissioners the benefit accruing to the registered owner of Lot No, 2290 by the 
construction of the Moulmein Road will be such as to fully justify the Council’s claim for free surrender of the strip 
scheduled, but the said owner is entitled to a return of the land taxes on the said strip since the Moulmein Road was 
scheduled.

The Registered Owner is represented by Mr. G. A. Johnson and the Council by the Secretary and the Deputy 
Engineer. 

The Commissioners referring to the correspondence in this case request Mr. Johnson to furnish proof of the recently 
established purchase value of the land as Is. 5,300 per mow, as set forth in Messrs, Lester, Johnson & Morriss’ letter of 
July 10,1914. A discussion takes place between the Council’s representatives and Mr. Johnson as to the existence, or 
otherwise, of the buildings on the Lot in question at the time the purchase referred to took place and it is ultimately decid- 
ed that Messrs. Lester, Johnson & Morriss shall furnish the Commissioners with plan and full details of the purchase in 
order to enable them to check the value of Tis. 5,300 per mow upon which they have based their claim. 

The Registered Owners having furnished the figures and plan required a copy is handed to the Council for checking 
purposes. The Council offer no criticism of these figures but merely re-state the present assessed value of the land in 
dispute as Tls. 4,000 per mow, on the authority of Messrs. Algar & Peebles who carried out the 1911 assessment. 

In view of the fact that this land was scheduled for surrender as far back as March 7, 1906, and further, the fact that 
such schedule of surrender was, or should have been known to both parties to the recent sale, the Commissioners decide 


that the Council’s offer of compensation rated at the assessed value of Tis, 4,000 per mow plus 10 per cent. for compulsory 
surrender was reasonable and fair. 


As regards betterment, the Commissioners cannot consider the Sinza Road as a purely Chinese neighbourhood and 
therefore find for the Council, but for the reduced proportion of one-sixth, the peculiar situation of this property near the 
corner of Sinza and Carter Roads being, in their opinion, only improved by the road widening to that extent,

The object of the Society as stated in its rules is to encourage horticultural pursuits in Shanghai and the introduction 
to Shanghai of garden shrubs and plants which are not indigenous to the neighbourhood. We have long felt that the two 
annual exhibitions held by the Society, which at present are our main effort, do not do all that such a Society can do for 
Shanghai,

less of local difficulties attending the cultivation of European fruits, flowers and vegetables, we have long thought that we 
should like to undertake something in the nature of an experimental garden which would also serve an educational purpose. 
But, unfortunately, the means have been wanting. 

The Society now wish to address the Council on the occasion of the acquisition of a public park at Jessfield ; and to ask 
whether considering the public objects we have in view they would be prepared to set aside a portion of ground in the 
projected park which we would develop for experimental and instructional purposes, and to make us an annual grant 
in aid. :

DEPARTMENTAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
(To the Municipal Engineer ) 


The purchase of a portion of the Unkaza estate as the nucleus of a decorative park and botanie 
garden will be recognised as marking a most important step in the history of Parks in Shanghai. The 
year 1914 marks the development from the provision of playing grounds, decorative or otherwise, to the 
embellishment of an area with all the essential features which distinguish a park in the correct sense. 

Only minor alterations have been effected in this Park since the property was acquired. Some 
unnecessary buildings were removed, an old green-house was taken down in sections and the materials thus 
obtained were utilized in the erection of a small growing house which is found very useful in providing 
additional flowering plants for the conservatories in the Reserve Garden. The old kitchen garden was 
graded, turfed, surrounded with a shrub border, and laid out like an old fashioned croquet lawn. To 
throw into greater prominence an excellent Plane tree a few trees which masked it from various points 
were transplanted, whilst the estate generally was cleaned and brought into a more desirable condition. 
Until the future boundaries of this park are defined it is not proposed that the present section should be 
materially altered, thereby avoiding any interference with the final development. The somewhat 
densely planted woods require thinning but this will have to be done gradually and spread over a 
few years. 

Public Garden—Surplus soil obtained from the excavations necessary for the erection of a Ladies’ 
toilet room was utilized in the forthation of a terrace around the “bandstand, which had the effect of 
rendering the bandstand more prominent. 

The remainder of this surplus soil was employed in the formation of a small water garden near the 
Garden bridge. ‘This water garden materially improved the appearance of the gardens at this point and 
was much appreciated. : 

Public Recreation Ground—tThe triangular section at the rear of the swimming bath, formerly 
employed asa nursery garden, was converted into a flower garden, and at the request of the Recreation 
Fund Trustees one of the Shanghai Bowling Club’s greens was increased in size so as to render it possible 
to play in two directions. 

Carriage Turns.—On the removal of a dense shrubbery at Bubbling Well Carriage Turn the plot 
was slightly modified so as to practically form one central plot instead of three distinct ones, then levelled 
and turfed. Railings will be placed around it in due time. The plot at Hart Road was also slightly altered. 
In addition three new minor spaces were laid out. One at the junction of Bubbling Well and Yuyuen

Roads of fully a mow. This lot had growing on it a few good trees which were retained, the gro ind was 
graded and turfed and a few additional flowering trees planted, whilst a number of Wistaria plants were 
planted against a high bamboo boundary fence to partially mask the fence and serve as a background. At 
the junction of Yuynen Road with Brenan Road a small triangular section was turfed and enclosed 
with a wire fence forming a useful turn at the present chief entrance to Jessfield Park. Warren Piece by 


its natural conformation will when properly developed be the most artistic of our minor spaces. So far, - 3 5 


ib has been merely graded in a manner to further accentuate its undulations and partially turfed. It 
formsa useful sized space of about 7 mow at the junction of Warren and Brenan Roads, ideally situated 
as aresting place and from which various nice views can be obtained. 

Municipal Buildings.—With the exception of slight alterations at the Victoria Nursing Home the 
only new work in connexion with buildings was the laying out of the grounds around the Publie School for 
Boys. The playground is in three parts—a tennis section, a ball field surrounded by a running track and a 
section partially masked by shrubs which will form a suitable open air gymnasium. A large semi-circular 
lawn is laid down in front of the building with a wide flower border at the foot of the boundary wall. 

Future Requirements.—The most necessary Park addition at present called for is one or more 
children’s playgrounds in the Western District. To traverse the Bubbling Well and adjacent roads and 
see dozens and dozens of foreign children squatting on the pavements, surrounded by crowds of poorly 
dressed Chinese and exposed to the dust and danger from rapid moving vehicles, is sufficient to convince 
those interested in providing plenty of safe, healthy retreats for the Foreign community that a good deal 
more has to be done before that ideal is accomplished. 

The number of residences erected during the year in the Western District would seem to indicate 
that this district is developing more into the residential section of the Settlement, therefore now, whilst land 
is comparatively cheap, is the time to acquire Open Spaces at intervals over this district and thereby assure 
that there will be ample breathing spaces for the future residents. If this work is deferred until the greater 
portion of this area is built on, the acquisition of the requisite areas will become difficult and costly. 

Tn dealing with the desirability of providing ample breathing centres, it may be noted in passing 
the very marked influence purer air has on plant life which may or may not be more influenced by 
impurities in the atmosphere than human life. This influence has been clearly demonstrated since acquisi- 
tion of Jessfield Park, the plants grown there being very markedly stronger and better than plants of the 
same kind and age grown in the Reserve Garden. 

The large increase in the numbers who now play in Hongkew Recreation Ground makes the provi- 
sion of a pavilion with proper toilet room accommodation for both ladies and gentlemen almost an imperative 
necessity. A simple rustic structure providing toilet room accommodation in Wayside Park is also 
required. Additional park requirements at present in abeyance but for which provision should be made in 
future are :— 

Hongkew Recreation Ground.—Paving the paths. Erecting boundary walls and gates. Park- 
keeper's residence, and completing the installation of light. : 

Wayside Park.—Acquisition of an enclosed strip of land. Completing the laying out. Figures 
and vases for the lily pond. Drinking fountain. Paving paths. Erecting boundary walls. 

Scientific and Cultural—The increased supervision necessary to ensure the proper maintenance of 
new areas prevents the possibility of much attention being given to scientific or cultural methods. Further 
experiments were conducted with manures and the knowledge thus obtained appears fairly complete. _ 
Radium refuse was experimented with as a manure with moderate results. This experiment will be 
continued when the water given will be from a Radium Emanation Generator. 

Communication has been made with the chief experimental stations in Great Britain on the 
application of Electricity to plant production. Recent practical demonstrations of electrified areas prove that 
electricity has sufficient influence in accelerating plant growth to warrant its employment and it is hoped 
that it will be found possible during 1915 to carry out a few experiments here. Simultaneous with the large 
increase of plants grown in the Settlement is the equal increase of insect pests preying on them. A number 
of patent insecticides were experimented with of which, for insects that eat the leaves, Arsenate of Lead was 
found most effective whilst, for insects which suck the juice out of the leaves, probably the most effective 
was McDongall’s “ Katakilla,” but this has not had a sufficient test, : 


VIEW IN THE PUBLIC GARDEN, 
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A collection of local wild flowers was made which will in time be named and may prove of use to 
those interested. 

Attendance—The marked increase in visitors to the various parks was probably partially due to the 
exceptionally long hot and dry summer. Calculations made at various times during the summer showed 
that three out of every four of the foreign inhabitants visited one or other of the parks daily : a record in 
park attendance that would be difficult to beat. The attendance at the band concerts has not materially 
increased in the Public Garden during the past three years. But there is a decided increase in the attendance 
at concerts in Hongkew Recreation Ground. 7 

The numerous applications for advice on matters pertaining to gardens is the best indication of how 
markedly is the increased interest taken therein. At certain seasons three or four applications daily is an 
average. 

MAINTENANCE, 


Public Garden.—The principal features herein were the display of tulips and other spring flowering 
plants in the spring, and the display of tropical flowering plants in the summer months. The fact that the 
summer display was in advance of previous years was due to years of work introducing acclimatizing and 
selecting the plants which are found suitable for this purpose before they could be propagated in bulk and 
_ planted out. ‘The larger number of visitors who frequented this small area, from 3,000 to 4,000 daily in the 
. summer, not only gave it a congested appearance, but created a difficulty in the supply of an adequate number 
of seats. This difficulty was surmounted by moving the chairs from park to park according to the 
requirements. “From 300 to 600 chairs were daily moved from place to place as required. Whilst the 
regulations forbid Chinese amahs sitting on the chairs during a band concert, it is not found that this order 
is always obeyed, One of the chief objections is that mothers of young babies desire to keep the amahs 
and babies beside them which they could only do by sitting on a bench with the amahs. This objection 
was got over by supplying Chinese stools for the use of the amahs. Small as this area is for the crowds 
that congregate therein, yet as a breathing space it is and has been an inestimable boon to Shanghai. It 
is not too much to say of it, that during heat spells it has saved many lives. To realise its value one has 
only to frequent it on summer evenings whén there is a spell of great heat, to note the vivifying effect of a 
few hours.in the open air. ‘To those especially, whose houses are small and crowded together, a few hours 
in the garden on a summer’s evening tends to make life a little pleasanter. 

There were no special features worthy of note in connexion with the conservatories. The palms and 
other plants set out in the beds two years ago have made splendid growth, and give a finished effect. 

Hongkew Recreation Ground.—The popularity of this ground increases annually, both as a park and 
as a playing ground, Though the number of players is small compared with the number who visit it, still no 
doubt a number of men players come there to witness the sports but it is as a park for passive recreation 


that it is most appreciated. Tennis is the most popular game. ‘To witness play being enjoyed on about — 


forty courts at the one time, as occurred frequently during the summer, is an excellent indication of how 
much this ground is appreciated. At the present rate of increase the question of providing playing space 
for all will have to be considered in the immediate future. The principle on which the playing areas are 
allotted of “ First come first served” ensures that the utmost use can be made of the space available and 
prevents any one having any claim to a section. Permission was granted for the Far Eastern Athletic 
Games to be held here. The games, however, were postponed but it is anticipated that they will be held 
during May 1915. The growth of trees and shrubs is satisfactory and the lawns are getting into first class 
condition. ‘T'wo Tennis Courts were reserved solely for tennis tournaments, and they were very favourably 
commented on by the players.

Public Recreation Ground.--The grounds here were maiutained in good order and practically every 
inch was in use daily for games of one kind or another. , The popularity of lawn bowls was very marked 
and, as this is a game which enables a large number to play ona small area, its encouragement is specially 
desirable. } ‘ 
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Wayside Park.—Daffodils naturalized under the trees formed the most attractive feature in the 
spring, whilst the bulbs in the Dutch garden, by reason of its design, gave the appearance of being in an 
ideal setting. Various complaints as to the scarcity of seating accommodation indicates the increasing 
popularity of this park. 

Quinsan Square.—This is now to all intents and purposes a children’s play-ground and as such it is 
a great success. On a summer's evening when hundreds of children are playing there, it is an object lesson 
of the value of small spaces set apart as playgrounds. Popular as all our parks are, it can be freely asserted, 
that considering its area none is so extensively used as this one. Daily in the summer 800 children enter 
the gates and the majority of them spend hours in the square. It is scarcely imaginable where those 
hundreds of children could have found accommodation were it not for this square. Its popularity as a play- 
ground reduces its decorative effect, as the turf though frequently renewed is trodden out early in the year. 
To give more privacy, and at the same time to reduce the amount of dust which enters, a boundary 
hedge was planted. Additional light being found necessary an electric light standard was B ie in the 
centre. 

Nurseries.—These may be considered as the headquarters of the horticultural features of the parks, 
without which, no matter how perfectly designed the parks might be, yet without the appropriate furnishing 
of trees, shrubs and herbs they would be meaningless. ‘The major portion of the work carried out in these 
nurseries is not noticeable and will not attain fruition for many years. Herein thousands of seedling 
bedding plants are raised annually and thousands of new bedding plants are tested to ascertain the best 
season for sowing their seeds, their adaptability to the climate and their flowering period. Newly introduced 
plants for the first few years flower somewhat erratically and cannot be depended on until they have been 
grown locally to flower at a given period. On account of the short flowering seasons of many plants this 
feature is important as in planting beds with an assortment of plants it is of the first importance that their 
flowering period is known and permanent, otherwise one kind will be past before the other blooms, and the 
charming combination the planter had in view will be lost. Of new plants there is the selection of the forms 
which give most satisfaction, the selection of the colours desired and then the cultivation of the same so as 
to give a supply of seeds sufficient for the requirements, Though a quantity of seed is annually imported it 
is rarely utilized for planting in the flower gardens as it is for the most part introduced to improve local 
strains. ‘The thousands of plants bedded out annually are raised from seed harvested here. Still more 
important is the raising of shrubs and trees, which remain in the nurseries from five to fifteen years before 
they are in fit condition for planting in the parks. Thus it will be understood that the interesting and 
varied collection of beautiful shrubs and spreading trees, which will embellish the parks and delight the 
future generations, is not solely the result of good designing and planting in correct association, but the 
result of selection, introducing and cultivation in the nurseries years before the planter could utilize them. 
In other words the more work effected in the nurseries the richer will be the collection of plants in the parks 
in future. Whilst this work is carried out to the utmost extent possible, the fact remains that to get the 
best results out of the nurseries it would require the entire time of a foreigner devoted exclusively to nursery 
work.

Trees on Roads.—More densely populated areas, more industrial concerns and improved road surfaces 
all tend to produce as far as the growth of trees are concerned artificial conditions inimical to the growth of 
trees. These conditions tend to the reduction of variety of the trees which can exist in the more central 
parts. Oaks, Elms and other hard wooded trees are dying out rapidly in the central quarters and have to 
be replaced with soft wooded trees which are able toexist. The stem borer which a few years ago threatened 
to make it nearly impossible to grow soft wooded trees have now been overcome and whilst they cannot be 
entirely eradicated, with care they need never in future become the plague they were a few years ago. 

Now that the trees planted from eight to ten years ago are attaining fair proportions it is very 
noticeable how by their growth they indicate the height above the water level of certain roads. Where the 
land on which they are planted is high, the growth is much superior to where the land is low. Edinburgh 
Road probably shows this more markedly than any other part; as within a few yards there are sections 
raised much higher than others, 


Buildings.—The gardens attached to the following buildings were regularly planted, mown and other- 
wise maintained. Municipal Isolation Hospital, Victoria Nursing Home, Municipal Reformatory, Public 
School for Boys, Public School for Chinese, Ellis Kadoorie Public School for Chinese, Sinza, Louza, Bubbling 
Well, Wayside, Yangtszepoo, Hongkew, Gordon, Harbin and North Szechuen Roads Police Stations,

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RULES WITH RESPECT TO NEW BUILDINGS. 


For some years past the two codes of Rules with respect to New Foreign and Chinese Buildings have 
been found to be inadequate to deal with many of the problems arising from modern developments and new 
methods of building construction, and it was intended at an early date to proceed with arrangements for 
their revision. In March when the Shanghai Fire Insurance Association addressed the Council upon the 
subject of the existing Rules, it was accordingly forthwith decided to appoint a Commission to be charged 
with the duty of revising the rules as set forth in the subjoined correspondence and reports :-— 


Shanghai, March 12, 1914, 

DEAR S1R,—I have the honour to inform you that at the Annual General Meeting of Members of this Association the 
question of the almormal fire waste in Shanghai was considered and it was an instruction to the incoming Committee that the 
Council should be approached with regard to the existing Building Bye-laws, 

The Council have no doubt received from the Chief Officer of the Fire Brigade reports on the difficulties he and his 
men have to contend with at fires owing to the fact that the Building Bye-laws with respect to the erection of Foreign 
Buildings contain practically no regulations as to the erection of Fire walls and/or the sub-division of buildings and this it 
is considered is a serious danger which ought and could be to a great extent safeguarded by a revision of the Building 
Bye-laws. 

While considering the subject of fire waste, it seemed algo in the opinion of the Committee desirable that the ques- 
tion of the water supply of the Settlement should be brought to the special notice of the Council, as from reports which 
have come before the Committee it would appear that the supply of water available for dealing with fires is at times 
insufficient especially as regards high buildingsin the Settlement, and buildings generally in the outlying parts, owing 
partly to lack of pressure from the mains, and in a lesser degree to the want of more hydrants, 

In view of the increasing number of high buildings and the growth of the Settlement generally the Committee 
consider that an adequate water supply is of such paramount importance as to fully warrant an enquiry into the reported 
deficiencies which we have ventured to lay before you. 

In approaching the Council on these subjects and asking for their co-operation I am to express the opinion of my 
colleagues of the Committee that they consider the best results would be attained if opportunity were taken of the forth- 
coming Meeting of Ratepayers to mention these points with a view to the possible appointment of a commission of say 
representatives of Landowners, Architects and Ineurance Hxperts, together with the Municipal Engineer and the Fire Chief 
who would make a report to the Council, In this way the interest of all parties would be safeguarded, 

Asking the careful consideration of the Council to this important question.

Fire Brigade, Shanghai, March 27, 1914. 
Report on the letter from the Fire Insurance Association of March 12, 


I certainly consider that the Building Bye-laws with respect to the erection of foreign buildings require revision so 
that proper fire walls, the sub-division of buildings and other improvements, from a fire protection point of view, may 
be enforced ; furthermore, I 9m of the opinion that the Building Bye-laws for new Chinese buildings also require 
revision, 

The two largest foreign building fires within the past twelve months, namely the Ewo Cotton Mill, and Hall and 
Holtz, are very good illustrations of the difficulties the Brigade has to contend with. Both these buildings were doomed, 
on account of their large floor areas, there being no divisional fire walls, consequently the fire burnt without restraint and 
everything within the four main walls was destroyed. Both these buildings contained highly combustible or inflammable 
materials and, when constructed, should most certainly have been divided with good fire walls, ‘'o the best of my recol- 
lection the Hwo building had a floor area of considerably over 10,000 square feet and Hall & Holtz 9,000 square feet, whereas 
the reasonable maximum is 4,000 square feet, As a contrast to these two fires, I would mention a Godown fire off the 
corner of Kiangse and Canton Roads where only a quarter of the building was destroyed, owing to it having four divisional 
fire walls. Experience also shows that some of the so-called fire walls, both in Foreign and Chinese property buildings, 
have little or no effect in checking a fire; so much go that the Brigade has little confidence in such, 

The present Bye-laws for Foreign Buildings allow unrestricted floor areas, and in reference to Chinese buildings, the 
word fire wall is quite a misnomer, as not only are the wood supports of floors and roofs built into this so-called fire wall, but 
it is allowed to be hollow above the level of the Ist floor, and such walls are generally receptacles for a quantity of rubbish, 
and therefore add to a fire rather than act as a check to it. 
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Large horizontal floor areas in buildings should be sub-divided by means of fire resisting walls or partitions into 
units of moderate size for three principal reasons :— 

1st, To localise or confine the internal fire, so that it need not spread beyond the unit of area in which it originates, 
thus effectually limiting the fire damage and consequent financial loss, 

2ndly, To minimise the damage resulting from severe exposure or conflagration conditions by breaking up large 
undivided floor areas into efficiently surrounded units. | 

3rdly, To aid the Fire Brigade in extinction of fire, 

If thoroughly fire resisting, such division walls or partitions not only confine the fire damage to a small area, but they 
serve as well to augment the fire resisting qualities of the whole structure, owing to their great value in breaking up strong 
draughts and providing barriers behind which the Fire Brigade is able to work, 

T am aware that in retail and wholesale stores, warehouses and factory buildings, large undivided areas are apt to be 
considered indispensable—in store buildings to give an impression of vastness and business magnitude, and in warehouses 
and factory buildings, because the arrangement of machinery and the handling of goods are considered of more importance 
than dividing fire walls, but where one is dealing with fire such reasons should not be taken into consideration, otherwise 
conflagration hazards with severe fire losses are bound to be the result, 

There are a large number of other regulations required, especially as regards staircases, roofs, partitions, protection of 
windows and skylights, and party walls, ete, 

Special regulations are required for reinforced concrete buildings as, in my opinion, some of the so-called fireproof 
buildings now being erected in Shanghai are unsatisfactory from a fire protection point of view ; steelwork being improperly 
protected against heat. In many cases I have noticed that steelwork in reinforced buildings is almost bare and the column 
protection especially is meagre and useless in case of fire. 

Strange to say both in Foreign and Chinese buildings great difficulty is experienced in extinguishing roof fires, In 
Foreign buildings the majority of the roofs are of galvanised iron laid on planking with an intermediary of common tarred 

felt; this, in my opinion, is the main cause of the rapid spread of fires in Foreign buildings, as fire obtains a grip of a emall 
portion of the underside of the roof, and the felt and planking rapidly convey the fire to the rest of the roof and then to 
the floors below ; this class of roof fire is the most difficult to tackle, owing to the suffocating smoke given off by the felt 
and the sheets of galvanized iron having to be ripped off so that the fire may be checked and is, moreover, generally the 
cause of considerable water damage, Again in Chinexe buildings with ceilings, fire makes rapid headway below the roof 
and is difficult to deal with, owing to the ceiling having to be removed before the fire can be checked and extinguished, In 
my opinion, ceilings in Chinese buildings are an abomination from a fire point of view. 

In reference to the second point, i.e., water supply at fires, I must say such is unsatisfactory, mainly through the 
hydrants being insufficient in number, obsolete in type, and not regularly inspected, The mains are also in many cases 
too small, and there is also insufficient pressure to give an effective supply, especially for the high Foreign buildings. 
Nearly all the present hydrants are of the single outlet type with a maximum discharge of 800 gallons per minute, open 
bore, whereas they should have at least two outlets capable of passing 600 gallons per minute. The hydrants are also too 
far apart, necessitating long lines of hose with consequent Joss of pressure at the nozzle. There are a number of roads 
without hydrants and quite recently the Brigade was badly handicapped at a fire near the junction of Harbin and Mukden 
Roads, by there not being a hydrant in Mukden or Harbin Roads, the nearest being in Kashing Road 600 feet 
distant, and at another fire near the junction of Sawgin and Wuchow Roads, the nearest hydrant was at a distance of 
700-ft. 

On inspection of the plan of the Hastern District, it will be seen that along Yangtszepoo Road from the junction of 
Baikal Road to the Police Station (a very important manufacturing district), there are only 12 hydrants at an average 
distance of 625 feet apart. Then again in the Central, a bad fire district, there are blocks of very congested property, 800 
feet x 600 feet (Lots 425-436), 800 feet x 400 feet (Lots 226-242), 600 feet x 400 feet (Lots 142-147) with 9, 6 and 3 
hydrants respectively in roads around, and even amongst the foreign buildings the conditions are not much better as there 
is one blovk 400 feet x 675 feet (Lots 56-61) with 5 hydrants in roads around, one block 500 feet x 450 feet (Lots 58-55) 
with 7 hydrants in roads around, one block 450 feet x 450 feet (Lots 45-50) with 7 hydrants in roads around, one block 575 
feet x 876 feet (Lots 32-40) with 6 hydrants in roads around, one block 400 feet x 800 feet (Lots 20, 21-27) with 4 hydrants 
in roads around, one block 650 feet x 475 feet (Lots 100-107) with 5 hydrants in roads around. 

Tam of course only including public fire hydrants in roads, and have not taken private hydrants into consideration, 
as the latter are generally of little use to the Brigade for a large fire. 

I note from the Engineer's Report (page 228) that 4,435 buildings were erected last year, whilst the number of new 
hydrants was only 17; approximately one hydrant per 260 houses erected, 

The total number of fire hydrants on Municipal roads in Shanghai is 202, whilst Singapore has over 1,220, 

There is a little doubt that the number of hydrants could be doubled and then the Settlement would not be so well 
protected as some other towns in the Far East. 

I must agree that the Building Regulations, the water supply for fires and the general fire protection of the Settlement 
are far from satisfactory, and as the fire loss is very high and the insurance rates are on the increase, I certainly think an 
enquiry, such as mentioned by the Chairman of the Association, is fully warranted and that a Commission, as suggested, 
would be beneficial inasmuch as the fire protection of the Settlement would, 1 trust, thereby be made much more effective 


with a consequent gain to the community,

The request contained in the letter from the Fire Insurance Association of March 12 that the Building Rules be 
revised so as to prevent, as far as possible, the fire waste in Shanghai, is reasonable. At present there in no byelaw in 
the Building Rules to limit the area or cubical extent of a building, or provide for the proper construction of a party 
or fire wall. The Byelaws relating to fire escapes and stand pipes are out of date and inadequate. The limit of floor 
area as suggested by the Chief Officer of the Fire Brigade although, no doubt, ideal from a purely fire prevention point 
of view, is not practical and would meet with considerable opposition from both Architects and Merchants if the 
suggested limit of 4,000 square feet of unobstructed floor space were enforced ; it would mean that any one floor of a 
godown or business premises could not measure more than about 60 feet by 70 feet or 100 feet by 40 feet which is too 
small for modern requirements. The Byelaw in force relating to the limit of buildings in London fixes the extent of a ~ 
building situate within 2 miles of St, Paul's Cathedral at 250,000 cubic feet (say three stories each 12 feet high, with a 
floor area about 100 feet by 70 feet) and 540,000 cubic feet (say three stories each 12 feet high with a floor area 125 feet x 
100 feet), if beyond that distance. It is a better prevention of fire to limit the cubical extent of a building than to 
lay down a maximum unobstructed floor area, as by so doing the size of a building between party or division walls 
is definitely settled, whereas if the floor area only is fixed, say at 4,000 superficial feet, a building may be 85 feet high, 
under the Building Rules, which would give a cubical extent of 340,000 feet, which is too great for a building situate in 
a business centre of thickly populated district, 

There is absolutely no relation between the Chinese Building Rules and fire prevention, Chinese houses being 
constructed almost entirely of wood, The fire walls called for under the Chinese Building Rules divide a row of 
houses into sections of 96 feet, or 8 houses, and as the wooden beams and upright posts carrying the floor and roof are 
built entirely into the fire wall (which is of hollow construction from aheight of 12 inches above the first floor) it is of 
very little use in preventing the spread of fire, although it frequently acts as a temporary check. Fire walls should 
be carried up in solid brickwork from the ground level to 18 inches above the roof, all constructional posts and beams 
being outside the wall, 

While on the subject of the revision of the Building Rules, Foreign and Chinese, I would suggest that both need 
completely remodelling, as at present the powers granted to the Council under the Building Rules allow far too much 
latitude to the “jerry builder" and self-styled architect. A complete set of Rules is also urgently needed for the 
construction of theatres, common lodging houses and reinforced concrete structures, 


WATER PRESSURE, 


Clause IV of the Waterworks Agreement stipulates that “water shall be supplied at a pressure when it leaves 
the Company's water towers equal to a minimum hend of water of 85 feet.” 

This is equivalent to a pressure of 36,86 lbs, per square inch. 

A series of tests was made at different hydrants and with six exceptions the tests proved satisfactory. In these 
six cases subsequent tests were made which proved satisfactory, so that the low pressures obtained at the first reading 
were evidently due to local influences such as an unusual temporary consumption at the hydrant under test, 

The tests were made on the 14th, 16th and 80th April at times varying from 6.15 a.m. to 10.15 p.m. and the 
pressures registered varied from 40 lbs. per square inch to 61 Ibs. per square inch, the average being 45.5 Ibs. per 
square inch, 

The readings at the first tests of the six hydrants above mentioned averaged 33 lbs, per square inch, 

Another point to be borne in mind is that although the requisite pressure may be obtainable at the water towers, 
the loss of pressure due to friction in the pipes would have to be taken into consideration and would be a considerable 
and variable factor. 

Generally speaking, I consider that the pressure as found by the tests can be considered as complying with the 
terms of the agreement. The question as to whether the present supply in certain areas should be supplemented by a 
high pressure system is one of considerable magnitude and might reasonably receive the consideration of a Special

In March, Mr. A. W. Burkill replaced Mr. ©. R. Burkill upon his leaving Shanghai : the latter 
resumed his seat in July, but vacated it again in the following November, and Mr. A. W. Burkill was again 
invited to join the Committee. 

Tn April, Mr. Wuilleumier left for Europe and, upon the recommendation of the remaining members, 
the Council decided that the membership should be increased from three to five, one of whom should be a 
Member of Council. Messrs. A. 8. P. White-Cooper and ©. M. Bain were accordingly nominated and 
consented to serve. At the end of the year the constitution of the Committee is as follows :—

The Committee has met-twelve times during the year for discussion of the affairs of the Department. 


REPORT OF ELECTRIGAL ENGINEER. 


The past year shews a continued expansion of the Department’s activities. The demand for 
electricity in Shanghai continues to grow at a rapid pace and there seems to be every indication that each 
year will bring about a larger increase in this respect ; the War does not appear to have had any appreciable 
effect upon the rate of increase. 

The generating plant during the year was operated satisfactorily and maintained in good order. 
At Fearon Road Station the machinery was overhauled mostly during the first half of the year. The 
plant at Riverside, however, could not be overhauled because the demands on that Station were such as 
to prevent overhauling. As a matter of fact the turbines had only been running since April 1918 and 
therefore in the ordinary way should not require any repair, although it would have been good practice 
to have opened out the machines for examination in order to detect any signs of trouble, With regard 
to the boiler house plant, the boilers were running almost continuously since the Station was opened in 
April 1913, consequently, it was impossible to pay as much attention to their upkeep as might be desired. 
Very few opportunities occurred for shutting the boilers down for a sufficient time to repair the brickwork 
arches of the furnaces, the result was that for several months these boilers were working without arches. 
It must be pointed out, however, that this state of affairs could not be avoided, there being no 
opportunity for effecting these ordinary maintenance repairs until the new boilers installed during the 
year were ready to take their share in steam raising. It is satisfactory to note that although the conditions 
in the boiler house at Riverside were not ideal, yet nevertheless a further large reduction in the generating 
costs at Riverside was effected, notwithstanding that a much higher price was being paid for coal than 
during the preceding year. In 1913 the combined coal costs of the Fearon Road and Riverside Stations 
worked out at 1.06 tael cents per unit sold and accounted for, which has been reduced to .91 cent in 1914 
shewing a reduction of .15 cent. ‘The works costs per unit sold and accounted for (see table below) has 
been reduced from 2.65 in 1913 to 2.02 cents last year, a reduction of .63 cent. These figures may be 
regarded with satisfaction, particularly when “compared with the works costs of former years ; thus from 
8.77 in 1911 to 2.02 in 1914, there is a reduction of 1.75. Principally this reduction is due to the more 
economical plant at Riverside. Finality has, however, by no means been reached and much lower 
operating costs are confidently anticipated from year to year, although a point may be reached below 
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which it may be difficult to still further reduce. To illustrate the difference between the two Stations the 
coal per unit generated at Fearon Road Station taken over the 12 months averaged 4.57 lbs., whereas 
at Riverside it was only 2.29 Ibs. 

With reference to the tables set out below (A) and (B), (A) is drawn up on the same lines as in 
former: years in which the units sold and accounted for are all taken in together. This method was 
considered sufficiently accurate when the units accounted for in the process of generation at Fearon Road 
did not amount to very much, but now that Riverside produces several million units a year more than 
Fearon Road, and the auxiliary plant at Riverside absorbs about 4 million units per annum for operating 
the auxiliary plant, these units ought to be included as part of the units of generation. If instead of 
electrical auxiliaries steam auxiliaries were used, the number of units generated would appear considerably 
less, although, owing to the inferior efficiency of steam auxiliaries, the total amount of coal used would be 
higher and the nett cost of production greater. Thus the use of electricity for driving the auxiliaries, 
possessing as it does greater flexibility and convenience over steam, is at the same time more economical. 
From now (1914) the station units formerly included as being accounted for with the units sold are 
excluded in the units accounted for and only appear as units generated. This arrangement, therefore, as a 
reference to table (B) shews, makes the reductions in works costs as compared with the previous method 
of compiling these analyses look less favourable. It is considered, however, a good opportunity to make 
the change in the compilation of these works costs, and they may now be regarded as shewing more 
accurately the actual results. Future years will therefore be compared with the costs for 1914 as shewn 
in table (B).

The War has been unfortunately responsible for very great delays in the delivery of some sections of 
the new plant, all of which was scheduled to be installed and in operation towards the latter part of last year. 
The erection of the four new Babcock and Wilcox boilers and the pipework was completed before the end of 
the year and put into commission. One of the 5,000 K.W. turbo-generators, built by the Allgemeine 
Elektricitats Gessellschaft, was delivered in good time, erected and put into use on December 11. This 
machine would have been in commission earlier but for an unfortunate delay in the delivery of the main 
pipework for the boiler house. ‘The makers of the pipework, Messrs. Aiton and Co., of Derby, were late in 
delivery, but the greater delay arose through congestion of shipping after the outbreak of war, so that the 
pipework was considerably late in arriving at Shanghai. But for this, the new 5,000 K.W. set would have 
been in earlier operation and there is little doubt that had this machine been working for a longer period a 
still greater reduction in the works costs would have resulted. With regard to the second 5,000 K.W. set, 
the greater portion of this shipment, comprising the various parts of the machine, had to be brought up after 
considerable delay from Manila as the ship in which it was being carried took refuge in that port. The whole 
of the material had to be transhipped to other vessels and complete delivery was only effected recently. 
Theré are two more cases, one containing the field-magnet rotor of the set, which are still held up ab 
Alexandria. Endeayours have been made to obtain release of these two cases, but so far without success. 
It is hoped that delivery may he effected during the next few months, because without the particular parts 
of the machine referred to the new set cannot be assembled. 

Then again delay has taken place with both the new switchgear for the underground feeders, from 
the British Westinghouse Co., and also in connexion with the 5,000 K.W. generator switchgear which has 
been constructed by Messrs. Reyrolle of Hebburn-on-T'yne, This particular section of the plant has not 
even yet arrived ; nevertheless temporary re-arrangement of the existing switchgear and the use of temporary 
switches enabled the new machine to be used, and also two out of the three new feeders. This materially 
assisted in meeting the very heavy increase of load which occurred in the last month of the year. 


PLANT CAPACITY. 


The plant capacity of the two stations is 14,900 K.W., but for the non-delivery of the second 5,000 
K.W. machine the total would be 19,900 K.W. 


MAXIMUM LOAD. 


The maximum load delivered to the feeders for light, heat, power and traction was 11,190 K.W. 
Including the load at Riverside for operating auxiliaries, the maximum station load was 11,590 K.W. or, 
290 K:W. more than estimated. There was no appreciable increase in the maximum load for traction 
purposes, 

LOAD FACTOR. 

So much has been written in previous reports regarding the important bearing of the load factor on 
an electricity supply undertaking that it is not proposed to further dilate upon it in this Report. It is though 
with a certain amount of pride that a further improvement of the load factor may be announced. Last year 
the load factor was 30.8 per cent. whereas this year, taken on the old basis of including all the units 
accounted for, the figure reaches 37 per cent. Correcting this by eliminating the 4,000,000 units 
accounted for at Riverside for generating purposes, the load faccor is still higher than last year’s, having 
reached the figure of 83.6 per cent. 

It has been customary for many years to give a list of a number of the municipal supply under- 
takings in Great Britain for the purposes of comparing the output in units and also the load factors with 
this undertaking. Shanghai has been rapidly climbing up to the top as regards its output of electricity, and 
in 1913 actually headed the list with the highest load factor. Looking through the list of municipal under- 
takings in Great Britain for the year ending 1914 there were found only four other municipal undertakings 
having a larger output than Shanghai, viz., Manchester, Glasgow, Birmingham and Liverpool, Shanghai 
coming fifth ; but it is gratifying to note that the load factor here is considerably higher than any, being 
33.6°/, compared with 26.98°/,, 22.77°|». 25.38°/, and 23.66 °/, of the four other cities mentioned 
respectively.

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DISTRIBUTION. 
Considerable activity continued throughout the year in the Mains Department. A total length of 
187.33 miles of various kinds of cable was used as against 178.18 miles in 1913.

TRANSFORMER SUB-STATIONS. 


The four large Central District sub-stations, each designed to accommodate 2,000 K.W. of transforming 
plant, extra high tension and low pressure switchgear, were completed and put into service. The areas 
of the Central District served by these four sub-stations were converted from single-phase to three-phase 
distribution with results which may be regarded as very satisfactory. The Winchester Road sub-station 
building was added to by placing a third floor on to the existing structure. Various other sub-stations, on 
consumers’ property, for power purposes were also erected. A large one was built on Messrs. Liddell’s 
property in Foochow Road for giving a supply to the large motor used by this firm for driving their 
hydraulic press packing plant. By mutual arrangement the cost of this sub-station was borne equally 
between Messrs. Liddell and the Electricity Department, the privilege being given to this Department to 
use the sub-station for supplying the surrounding district distributing mains in addition to Messrs. Liddell’s 
own mo‘ors. 

A new type of galvanised iron sub-station has been designed, some of which were constructed at 
Riverside for use in places where the cost of a brick or concrete sub-station would not be justified. Several 
of these have already been employed at various mills and have so far proved serviceable, although cheap in 
first cost. ‘They are large enough to accommodate 1,000 K.W. of transforming plant; they possess the 
advantage of being portable, so if at any time the demand from the sub-station should increase beyond the 
1,000 K.W. for which it is designed, then its place can be taken by a permanent brick or concrete structure 
and the galvanised iron one transferred for use elsewhere. These sub-stations have been found extremely 
useful in outlying districts where the supply is given to flour mills or other industrial concerns served by 
overhead extra high tension mains.

The following is a detailed list of the transformer capacity added during the year and alsoa list of the 
sub-stations built and equipped. 

The nett increase in transformer capacity during the year was 3,579 K.W. Of this two 10 K.W. 
constant current transformers were installed for street lighting purposes in Chekiang Road Sub-station, and 
250 K.W. was installed at Fearon Road generating station to supply part of Fearon Road Station auxiliaries, 
and the district in the immediate vicinity, including the Shanghai Ice Works. New sub-stations were built 
and equipped at the following places :— 

North Honan Road Extension (Commercial Press), supplying Chapei District and an independent low 
tension supply for the Commercial Press. Kiosk erected at Lahore Road, sub-stations at Chekiang, 
Ningpo, Shanse, Kwangse, Stonebridge and Ferry Roads were completed, Yik Shing Flour Mill, Wha Foong 
Flour Mill, Markham Road, China Import and Export Co., Point Yard, Foh Shing Flour Mill, Mokanshan 
Road, Shanghai Tannery across the Soochow Creek at Ichang Road, Tai Foong Canned Goods Co., 
Ferry Road.

Experiments were made during the year with a number of the new half-watt or nitrogen incandescent 
lamps, and as far as these trials go, an extended use of this type of lamp may be expected. Only a com- 
paratively few were obtainable so that experiments on a large scale were not possible. There are some 
special high candle power lamps of this kind for street lighting purposes on order at the present time. This 
lamp possesses many features which may later on make it desirable to use it in place of the existing 
flame arc lamps in Shanghai. The light from these nitrogen lamps is very steady, and whiter than from the 
flame lamp ; moreover, no daily trimming or cleaning is necessary such as is required with flame ares. ‘The 
latter type are a constant source of trouble owing to the great difficulty in getting native lamp trimmers to 
carefully carbon, clean and generally attend to the lamps ; the cost of maintenance is, as far as experience goes 
here, unduly high. There is good reason, from the data already obtainable with regard to nitrogen lamps, to 
expect that more general satisfaction will be obtained and economies result from their adoption. 


METERS. 

The number of meters issued during the year was 2,833 net, which represents the increase after 
allowing for meters brought in and disconnexions. 686 current limiters were also issued, this figure also 
representing the net increase after allowing for disconnexions. - 

HOUSE SERVICE CONNEXIONS. 


There was a net increase of 8,968 service connexions to the mains during the 12 months, which 
brings the total number connected up to 14,955, 
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INCREASE IN EQUIVALENT 30-WATT LAMPS. 


The equivalent of 99,626 30—watt lamps were added during the year as far as the records shew, 
although doubtless a great number, of which the Department has no cognisance, have been added, so that 
it is reasonable to assume the actual increase is greater than this figure, but no notice for the purposes of 
record is taken of the unauthorised additions to existing installations. The total recorded increase in lamps 
connected now reaches the figure of 528,747. The increase in 1913 was 91,962 which indicates that 
although not quite so many service connexions were made last year the increase in the number of lamps 
connected is greater. It must be pointed out that whereas these equivalent 30 watt lamp connexions include 
the equivalent of heating and cooking they do not include either public lighting or motors, as is customary, 
in the figures given by some electricity undertakings. 


HEATING AND COOKING. 


The demand for electric heating continues satisfactorily. At the end of the year there were 871 
electric radiators connected which represent about 1700 K.W. 52 electric cookers were also in use, and 
Although the development of electric cooking is not proceeding as rapidly as electric heating there are 
convincing reasons for believing that eventually this form of cooking will supersede all others. 


MOTORS. 


An extremely encouraging feature is the very large increase in the number of motors connected in 
the last 12 months, there being a net increase of 6,917.35 horse power, bringing the total connected to 
12,181 h.p. It should be noted in connexion with this large increase that it includes the motors connected 
in large mills like the Naigai Wata Kaisha and other consumers taking a large bulk supply. It is not 
always easy to keep accurate records of the actual motors installed in these bulk supply consumers’ mills, 
therefore, what is done is to reckon the horse power capacity of the transformers installed on these consumers’ 
premises after deducting losses, ete., and basing the horse power connected for purposes of ‘ Total horse 
power installed” on this figure, 

Out of the total horse power of 6,917.35 the Naigai Wata Kaisha No. 3 and 4 Mills account for 580 
and the No. 5 Mill for 3,620, making a total of 4,200 H.P. ‘There remains therefore an increase of 
2,717.35 horse power made up by other power users both large and small. The prospects for 1915 as 
regards new power connexions are good, Over 3,000 additional horse power is expected.

In the report for 1913 the statement was made that at the end of 1914 there would be at least 
10,000 horse power connected to the Council’s mains, that estimate has been exceeded by 2,181 horse power. 
For the year 1915 there are already a number of orders booked for power work, which together with an 
average increase in small motors should bring the connected motors up to over 15,000 horse power. ‘Two 
more cotton mills—one an old and the other a° new one—are adopting the electric drive; these two mills 
should account for 1,100 horse power. 

There is no longer any doubt that Shanghai is now known throughout China and the East generally 
as a cheap power centre, a fact which, if indications are read aright, points to enormous industrial 
possibilities for the place. A site has already been prepared adjoining the Riverside Power Station upon 
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which a very large cotton mill may within the next year or so be built which is likely to require supply 
for some 3,000 horse power. It is not only in cotton spinning that electric power is being so extensively 
employed, but also in flour mills, rice mills, timber yards, ship yards, engineering works and numerous 
other local industries. 

UNITS SOLD. 

32,885,822 units were sold and accounted for and 4,206,222 used at Works, Excluding the units 
used at Works the increase over the previous year is 63.75°/,. Power units show the largest increase, but 
at the same time the lighting units have also gone up very considerably, thus proving that the demand for 
electric lighting has not only been well maintained but has actually grown by 3,717,701 units. The 
‘increased number of units sold for heating and cooking is also satisfactory, in fact it may be regarded as 
most encouraging.

FINANCIAL. 


To close the year with a nett profit of only Tls. 88,720 instead of Tls. 138,800 estimated is disap- 
pointing and may possibly cause some misgivings as to the probable accuracy of the estimated profit for the 
year 1915. One of the main reasons influencing the smaller profit is traceable to the power units sold not 
coming up to the estimated number by some 6,000,000. This is a very big amount not to realise ina year’s 
working, but about 4,000,000 units shortage can be directly traced to two large power consumers not 
taking their supply until, in one case seven and in the other three months, later than expected. Such incidents, 
unfortunate as they undoubtedly are, should not be viewed too seriously because, although the anticipated 
sale of power was affected last year, the amount will be made up in future years. Risks have to be taken 
in all businesses, and in one such as electricity supply on a large scale these risks cannot altogether be 
eliminated. The business is not speculative but it may nevertheless be affected by the ups and downs of 
local industries, and the capacity of the population to consume more or less electricity for other purposes from 
year to year. 

‘The result of the revision of traction rates to the Tramway Company, concluded after the 1914 
estimates had been made up, necessitated a further allowance of Tls. 6,600 to the Company on the rates of 
the year March 1918-14. 

To make room for new extra high tension switchgear at Fearon Road Generating Station—provided 
for under the scheme of extensions approved some years ago—certain old machines had to be removed. 
The price realised on this old plant was Tls. 15,700 less than its book value. It must not, however, be 
assumed that the plant was worn out ; in any case it had to be removed to make room for new apparatus, and 
was allowed for under the scheme agreed upon two years ago, to write off the Fearon Road generating plant 
in seven years. 

Had it not been for these three influences it may be shewn that the actual profit would have practi- 
cally come up to the estimate. The actual generating costs over the year were very much less than 
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estimated, due of course largely to the lesser number of power units sold. Although the lighting units 
exceeded the estimated quantity by 325,247, the actual price obtained per unit was less than anticipated 
owing to the more extended adoption of the contract fixed rate system of charging by the use of current 
limiters instead of by meter. It is calculated that the sale of 6,000,000 less power units is responsible for 
the shortage of T'ls. 20,000, this figure being arrived at after due allowance is made for the extra quantity of 
coal which would have been used to generate those extra units.

Tt must be further borne in mind that interest has, for the past two years, been charged against 
revenue on unproductive plant during the course of its shipment and erection, whereas it is common practice 
in most undertakings of a similar nature to charge interest to capital account until the plant is actually put 
into service. ‘These, and the other charges referred to, ought to be given due consideration when examining 
the financial status of the Department. 

The 1915 estimates of Working Expenditure and Revenue have been drawn up on conservative lines, 
and unless the war should exercise influences at present unforeseen, the result of the year’s business should 


closely resemble the estimates.

In correspondence with H.M. Consul-General, and in response to ensuing representations by the 
Shanghai Missionary Association, the Council intimated its intention to cease the issue of new licences for 
opium shops, and to close the existing shops by periodical drawings in accordance with the procedure applied 
to the divans in the year 1908,

§1R,—I am instructed by His Majesty's Minister to do what I can to encourage the reduction of opium selling 
licences in the Settlement which, His Majesty's Secretary of State regrets to learn from a question in the House of 
Commons, have greatly increased in number at a time when the consumption of opium in China generally is being 
extinguished.

My Dear Sir Everarp Fraser,—In reply to your letter of July 17,1 have only to say that the position of the 
Council as regards the retail sale of opium in the Settlement was fully described in the Chairman's letter to the Senior 
Consul of November 28, 1910, which is set out on page 270 of the Report for that year, 

We feel that as long as China and the Powers allow opium to be brought into the Settlement its retail sale must be 
supervised under licence. To reduce the number of licences issued would havo no effect upon the amount sold nor upon 
the amount consumed, the only result which I apprehend would be to confine the retail trade in the hands of fewer 
favoured dealers, 

The stocks of Foreign opium in Hongkong and Shanghai are timed to oxhaust themselves in rather less than two 
years, the calculation being based on the average consumption during recent months, If success attends the Chinese 
Government's suppression measures during this period the question will settle itself; but you have only to turn to the 
Kiangeau section of the Minister's despatch of May 26, 1913, to see how improbable it is that this will be the case, Let me 
quote one or two sentences to illustrate what I mean :— 

“The recrudescence of cultivation on a very considerable scale is indicated by nearly all the reports received from 
this province,” “Within a radius of 60 miles from Shanghai, two distriots were found to be full of poppy.” “In the 
unfrequented districts round Nanking many miles of poppy fields were to be seen, and in one prefecture the area under 
cultivation was estimated at 80 square miles,” 

With these reliable statements before us, and with the evidence of our own eyes that the poppy is being 
grown without check on the very borders of the Settlement, we are justly sceptical as to any immediate prospect of 
abolition, 

" Orities of the Council’s action should grasp the fact that the blame for the failure of the abolition movement rests 
with the utterly untrustworthy local Chinese officials, and with the Chinese Central Government for its failure to enforce 


its own conventions and decrees.

I cannot fail to note that the increased facilities of public access to retailed opium, granted by the increase of the 
number of licences issued by the Municipal Council, appear to be in direct contradiction to the expressed desires and 
intentions of the Council itself, The Council's letter to the Senior Consul of November 28, 1910, stated clearly the 
Council’s desire to co-operate in a policy of suppression, following a scheme of gradual limitation and annual reduction 
of licences ; and intimated that the Council was prepared to apply to opium shops the same procedure as was applied 
to divans, 

These protestations and intentions of “ gradual limitation” and “annual reduction ” have scarcely been justified by 
the Council's action ; the monthly average of opium-selling licences granted by the Council within the Settlement was; in 
1910, 317; in 1911, 329; in 1912, 374; and in 1913, 465. 

I do not think that the Chinese Government’s measures of suppression, or the question of their effectiveness, on 
which there may be room for difference of opinion, need affect the question of what action is most fitting to be taken by 
the Council within the Settlement limits. 

I would point out that two of the quotations given by Mr. Pearce from my despatch of May 26, 1913, are, as that 
despatch distinctly states, from a “report compiled by the representatives of a Shanghai opium firm.” 

Furthermore, in his comments on the present condition of opium poppy cultivation in Kiangsu, Mr. Pearce apparently 
loses sight of the speedy effect of Chinese suppression when brought to bear on a particular province, as illustrated in the 
cases of the recently closed provinces of Fukien and Chekiang. 

I shall be obliged if you will bring these further considerations to the notice of Mr. Pearce, and impress upon 
him, apart from any arguments as to the practical effect of a reduction of the number of licences on the amount of 
sales, the expediency of giving effect to the Council’s undertakings, and the wishes of His Majesty's Government in 


the matter.

My Dear Str Everarp Fraser,—With reference to your note of August 27, to the Minister's despatch of August 
17, and to the various conversations which we have had on the subject of the Opium Shop Licences, I must state at the 
outset that the Council is unable to admit any failure to carry out consistently the programme which was foretold in the 
Chairman’s letter to the Senior Consul of November 28, 1910. 

The Council was then, and is now, of opinion that the licences for the retail sale of the drug should be issued only 
so long as the wholesale importation was permitted by the Governments concerned. The Council has watched the 
successive phases of the opium question, which have culminated in the cessation of imports with permission for existing 
stocks in China to be consumed. These stocks at present amount to 9,300 chests, and it is anticipated that they will last 
for about 2} years. It will therefore be proposed at the next Annual Meeting of Ratepayers that the licences be treated 
in the same way as those for divans in 1908, viz., cessation of issue of new licences, closing of existing shops by periodical 
drawings by lot for each district, and eventually complete discontinuance of licences concurrently with the disappearance 
of the stocks, 

In considering this matter as one upon which the British Government is expressing strong opinions I cannot refrain 
from pointing out that the revenue from the Opium Farm obtained by the Government of Hongkong during 1913 was 
$1,183,200, compared with which the revenue from the Shanghai licences is fractional. 

The opium question is, as you are aware, being agitated locally in a pamphlet by the Rev. Arnold Foster, with whom, 
however, the Council is not prepared to enter into a discussion until next March when the Ratepayers’ Meeting will be 

held. The Council is unable to take any action without the approval of the Ratepayers, but I have little doubt that its 
proposals will receive public assent. To convene a Special Meeting at present would be impracticable, for the subject is 
not of eufficient importauce to justify the anticipation that the necessary quorum of one-third of the electors would

Statement on the Licensing of Opium Shops in Shanghai by a Committee of the Shanghai Missionary Association, 


The Committee appointed by the Shanghai Missionary Association to act in the matter of the Opium Shop Licences, 
greatly regrets the necessity of taking a position antagonistic to the Council, and only does so under a strict sense of 
duty. 

In publishing its views on what is doubtless a very complex question, it only attempts to deal with two or three of 
the most important features. There is no need at this date to discuss the measure of evil attached to the Opium habit, or to 
dwell on the action or lack of it that has led to the existing conditions. Both the Council and those who oppose their 
policy are open to blame for not taking the matter in hand long ago. 

The Missionary Association is specially interested in the moral aspects of the question, but at the same time its 
Committee has sought carefully to weigh the commercial arguments. 

It may be well briefly to recall the magnitude of the traffic that has to be dealt with. The existing Stock of Indian 
Opium in Shanghai, about 6,000 chests, at present wholesale prices is valued at roughly Tls. 40,000,000, to which sum has to 
be added the expenses, shop rents, license fees, wages, etc,, and the profit of the retail sellers so that probably twice the sum 
mentioned will have to be spent before the present stock is exhausted, even if no more is shipped here from other China 
ports. Is nothing to be done but regretfully to wait till those tens of millions of taels are spent in what is at the best a 
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selfish and harmful waste, and in many cases a degrading vice? If the Council's present policy is carried out the stock 
must be smoked in the Settlement, or the Settlement made a centre for smuggling into the interior. 

We join issue with the Council on the following points : 

1.—The Council has declared itself in favour of a policy of suppression, If the declaration of that policy made 
in 1908 referred only to Divans it must on November 28, 1910, when they wrote to the Senior Consul on the subject 
have referred to Shops since all the Divans were already closed. There is not a jot or tittle of suppression in their 
present policy for they propose to issue licenses for the retail sale in the Settlement until the last available ounce of 
the drug is disposed of. To our minds that is the practical result of ‘ periodical reductions (of licenses) concurrently 
with the disappearance of the Stocks.” 

2.—We do not deny that the “trade,” though discredited and doomed, may be a legal one but we cannot admit 
that the 1911 agreement even if it provided that the “Port of Shanghai" should be the last place closed to the 
importation of Opium makes it incumbent on the Council to provide for the local consumption of the whole stock or 

for the Settlement becoming a centre of smuggling. The truth most probably is that the agreement of 1911 

contemplated the “ Port of Shanghai” as being a wholesale distributing centre. We are told that Chinese officials in 

order to protect their people from the vice are illegally excluding Opium from some of the markets which are 
available under the Convention, but we cannot see that that is a valid reason for the Settlement being made the 
dumping ground of the whole stock. If the parties to the Convention are withholding from the Opium merchants 
their rights it is from them that redress should be sought, 

8.—The Council appears to think that it has a responsibility for the financial results that would accrue to those 
who have invested their money in Opium, if they cease issuing licenses for its retail sale, Our reply is that it is not 
the duty of the Council to provide means for the financial protection and relief of merchants who, because the trade 
promised large profits, invested their money in what they know to be, if legal, a risky trade. Others have had 
to bear losses when they made miscalculations in connexion with trade, which was not only legal, but was in 
merchandise that was beyond reproach, 

In conclusion we feel that it is our duty to take all rightful steps to help forward the present agitation againat the 
continuance of the licenses, unless the Council can see its way to greatly modify its present policy. 

The good name of the Settlement is being discredited in various ways, Articles in foreign papers published in other 
parts of China hold the Settlement up to ridicule and blame it for its participation in the trade, The great number of 
Opium signs to be seen on the streets, in some places 50 or more in a single block, must convey a very undesirable 
impression to many Chinése visiting the place. 

It can hardly be doubted that the smuggling trade and the unrestricted access to the drug, leads many bad 
characters to the Settlement, thus directly adding to the amount of crime in our midst. 

Besides this we are the means of bringing great injury to some of the army of our Chinese labourers. Opium 
smoking is not confined to the well-to-do. Enough Opium for a smoke can be obtained for 16 cents. One afternoon 
recently 90 persons of the coolie class were seen to purchase the drug in one hour and a half at a single shop, What is 
likely to be the condition of the families of this class when the bread winner spends 16 cents for a smoke even if he is 
content with one smoke a day ? 

We hope that the ratepayers will carefully weigh the question and if called upon to do so make it clear by their votes 
that they have the best interests of the Community at heart, and that they are on the side of the great Chinese nation, in 
the splendid fight she has made and is making against the ravages of Opium.

oteworthy progress in the negotiations on this subject has resulted from the change of opinion 
among responsible Chinese residents and officials to which reference was made on page 1078 in the last 
Report : and the conclusion between the Consul-General for France and the Special Envoy for Foreign 
Affairs of a convention as to the extension of the French Settlement, ratified and published in Ji uly, provided 
the Council with a suitable opportunity of formally engaging the Consular Body’s consideration of a draft 
agreement comprising the terms upon which an understanding with the Chinese Authorities might be 
expected. The draft was the subject of various amendments and modifications and, at the close of the 


oy has not reached a sufficiently advanced stage for publication, but the prospects of a satisfactory con- 
clusion are nearer than ever heretofore. 


The text of the convention relating to the extension of the French Settlement, the Council’s approval 
of the reconstruction of the Sinza Stone Bridge, and the abolition of the Chapei Works and Tax Bureau, 
formerly known as the Chapei Constabulary and Works Office, are matters worthy of record in this 
connexion, 

Translation of letter from the French Consul- General, July 14, 1914. 


Srr,—I have the honour to inform you that by virtue of an agreement signed at Shanghai by the Commissiouer 
for Foreign Affairs and by me, ratified at Peking by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and by the French Minister and due 
for publication and effect on July 14, the French and the Chinese Governments have arrived at an understanding with a 
view to regularising administrative conditions in the locality described as the outside roads of the French Settlement, 
bounded on the north by the Great Western Road, on the west by the Siccawei Road, on the south by the Siccawei Creek, 
and on the east, from St, Catherine's Bridge to the Rue Millot, by the centre of the Route de Tchao Tchéou; in order thus 
to prevent any dispute on the subject of the administration and the policing of the locality in question, which were, in fact, 
mavaged by the French Municipality, and are henceforward recognised as pertaining thereto, as of right. 

Transfers of property may be effected at the choice of the interested parties by the chancelleries of their respective 
Consulates or by the chancellery of the French Consulate General: in the first event, notice of the transfers will be 
supplied in accordance with the existing procedure, to the French Consul-General, and through this channel to the French 
Municipality, or directly to the French Municipality. 

The Chinese Government has delegated to the French Municipality the right henceforward of collecting the annual 
exclusive ground-rent due to the Chinese Government, 

The Great Western Road and the Siccawei Road are the property of the Municipal Council which has maintained 
them up to the present. They henceforward become the boundary between the Foreign Settlement and the French 
Settlement, 

In the agreement which has taken place between the French and the Chinese Governments, it hag been specified 
that it will pertain to the Council of the French Settlement to arrive at an understanding with the Municipal Council as to 
the arrangements to be made for the division, if the Municipal Council go desires, of the expenses of road maintenance for 
the aforementioned roads, which it has borne up to the present alone,

S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of July 14, and to convey to you the Council's 
cordial congratulations upon the termination of your negotiations with regard to the control of the districts on the west of 
the French Settlement which have virtually been a part oftthe French Municipality for some years. 

The Council takes note of the fact that the Great Western and Siccawei Roads are henceforward to form the 
boundary between the two Settlements ; there are, however, a number of estates on the south side of these roads which are 
at present served as regards water, light, sanitation, etc., from this Settlement; moreover, the Council collects Rates from 
these properties in return for policing and other municipal privileges. 

The position which has thus arisen appears to me to be capable of adjustment in due course, but, for the present, 
the Council would prefer to make no change in the mode of administration ; in particular it is regarded as undesirable that 
there be any dual authority on the two roads themselves, 
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The recent understanding which has been reached as regards the Yangkingpang and the Avenue Edouard VII, 
together with the good relations prevailing between the various Municipal Departments of both Settlements, warrant the 
belief that a satisfactory arrangement may be reached as regards the whole of the proloaged boundary.

Translation of the Convention approved by the Board of Foreign Affairs and the French Minister at Peking on the 
subjeot of the Butension of the French Settlement, published in the Bulletin Municipal of July 81, 1914 


In conformity with the instructions of the Board of Foreign Affairs and His Excellency the French Minister at Peking 
desirous both on the one side and on the other, of drawing Franco-Chinese good relations closer, by the regularisation of 
the policing in the districts situated on the West of the French Settlement at Shanghai, between the Great Western Road 
on the North, the English Siccawei Road on the West, the Siccawei Creek from the Siccawei Bridge to the St, Catherine 
Bridge on the South, and the centre of the Rue Millot, and the centre of the Route de Tchaotchéou to the St. Catherine 

* Bridge on the Rast: and in view of the fact that in the said district where numerous foreigners of all nationalities reside, 
the roads have been bought and constructed entirely by the French Municipality which has a private right of property 
therein, which provides the upkeep, lighting and police thereof, which has had tramway lines established thereon, and which 
has caused the work of laying lighting, water, gas and electricity therein to be executed: it has been agreed between Mr, 
Yang Tcheng, Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs and Kuan Cha Shih at Shanghai, and Mr, Gaston Kahn, Consul-General 
for France, Shanghai, as follows :— 

The zone above indicated by these limits shall henceforward be placed under the administration of the French 
Municipality on the conditions appended :— 

1. Policing will be conducted in common in the Rue Millot and the Rue de Tchaotchéou in conformity with the 
procedure followed in the Avenue des Deux Republiques, the road being divided by its centre line, the Chinese Police 
functioning on the one side, and the French Police on the other, 

2. The French Municipality will refund to the Chinese Authorities the half of the sums which have been expended 
on laying out the road called the I'chaotchéoulou, between the point where this road joins the Rue Millot, and the Saint 
Catherine Bridge. The Siccawei Road from the Rue Millot to Saint Catherine Bridge will be returned to Chinese adminis« 
tration which will maintain it in such a manner as normally to assure the passage of tramways, 

8. The French Siccawei Road, and in a general way the outside roads common to both in the French Settlement, 
shall be accessible to Chinese troops, to marriage processions, and to funerals, etc., on condition of previous notification of 
their passage being given to the head of the French Municipal Police who is charged with the supervision of traffic. 

4, Two Chinese notables shall be designated by common accord by the Commissioner of Foreign Affairs (Kuan Cha 
Shih) and the Consul-General for France for arranging questions touching Chinese residents in the French Settlement with 
the French Municipal Council. 

5, The French Municipality undertakes to collect for the Chinese Government, both upon foreigners and upon 
natives within the limits of the Settlement, including the said district of outside roads, the ground rent due to the said 
Chinese Government and to pay the amount to the said Government. 

If in the future the rate of ground rent collected upon native land-owners shall be raised outside the Settlement, the same 
increase shall be applied to native properties situated in the French Settlement, including the said district of outside roads, 

6, Cultivated land and dwellings belonging to Chinese farmers, or to Chinese’ of moderate circumstances, shall be 
exempt from ground rent and house tax collected by the French Municipality and from any tax of the same kind especially 
Poll Tax, 

7. Chinese properties of which the tenants avail of the services of the Water, Gas and Blectric Light Companies 
shall be subjeoted to the Municipal land and house taxes, Properties owned by virtue of foreign deeds (Taochi) are not 
considered as Chinese properties. éé 

8. In any case Chinese graves situated in the area of the French Settlement and including the said district of outside 
roads cannot be displaced without the express authority of the families to which they belong, and the families shall retain 
the right of visiting and maintaining the said graves. Nevertheless for reasons of health, after the signature of the 
present convention, no Chinese coffins may be placed on the ground, and no new cemeteries may be formed, without a 
previous understanding with the French Municipality, 

9, Questions relating to the adminstrative delimitation of properties on the boundary of the French Settlement and 
the Foreign Settlement along the international roads called the Great Western and Siccawei Roads shall be treated directly 
between the French Municipal Council and the Municipal Council of the Foreign Settlement. 

10, The Chinese judge appointed by the Chinese Government to sit in the Mixed Court of the French Settlement of 
Shanghai shall be competent for purely Chinese civil and criminal cases in the district of the outside roads, He will sit 
to this end in premises situated in this district. 

1l. The present Convention will come into force three months after ratification by the Board of Foreign Affairs and 
by His Excellency the French Minister at Peking.

Translation of letter from the Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs to the Senior Consul, September 21, 1914. 


This is to inform you that a report has been received from the Chapei Works, Police and Tax Office, as follows :— 

“Tt is to be observed that the Sinza Bridge, at the north of which there is the Tatung Road, in the Chinese Settle- 
ment, and which on the south adjoins the Sinza Road, in the Settlement, is a most important point of inter-communi- 
cation, The proposal that the construction of the bridge should pertain to the Chinese was long since mutually agreed 
upon, and the former Chapei Municipal Office despatched a plan of the work of re-constructing the bridge, which, the 
British Municipal Council signed and admitted: a report of the expense of construction was also submitted to the 
Provincial Governor, and the approval of the Board was received for the appropriation of the actual funds, This 
is on record. As the Waterworks Company of the Settlement suddenly opposed the work and as the receipt of the 
funds appropriated was awaited, the work could not be actually performed, But after the amended organisation of 
this Sub-Office, it was observed that as this bridge affects intercommunication, the work is of importance, and directions 
having been given to take action as quickly as possible, an arrangement as to the issue of funds was settled with the 
Kow Kee Construction Office, the contractors for the construction of the bridge: they were pressed to make the 
reinforced concrete piles at an early date, and to telegraph, hastening the construction and transport as soon as 
possible of the materials for the superstructure of the bridge as arranged by purchase from the American Steel Works ; 
and at the same time the Waterworks Company in the Settlement was urged quickly to take down the waterpipes, 
for convenience in conducting the work, This is all on record, 

It is now noted that the Waterworks Company has already on the first of this month removed and cleared away 
the pipes, and that in accordance with the report by the Kow Kee Construction Office as to the action which they have 
taken in compliance, the work was begun on the fifteenth of last month, the foundation of the nortern pier of the 
bridge being first dug out. The funds appropriated have been received from the Shanghai and Paoshan District 
Magistrates, each $10,000 and $20,000 expenditure for the bridge works which the Shanghai Custom House has 
received permission to appropriate, has also been transmitted to the Provincial Authorities, and the issue of $5,000 
in the first place has been received from the Provincial Treasury, with authority for further payment from time to time, 
Thus there is already a basis for performing the bridge work, But the southern pier of the Sinza Bridge adjoins the 
Settlement, and as it is suggested that the foundation of this pier of the bridge shall be successively dug out, it is 
necessary to request with regard to the houses which affect the work and which are to be surrendered and demolished, 
that your office shall forthwith address a letter to the Senior Consul asking him quickly to direct the Municipal 
Council to issue a notification in the first place to the effect that the several householders in question, shall proceed to the 
Works Department of this Branch Office in order to agree upon the action to be taken. This letter is therefore prepared 
reporting, and requesting, that upon its receipt you will be good enough to give it consideration, and to take 
action accordingly.” 

On receipt of this, it is to be observed that the Sinza Bridge and the Markham Road Bridge are tfvo separate 
matters. The Municipal Council has already given its signature for the bridge work at this point ; and therefore, the 
Senior Consul is requested to give directions to the Municipal Council, to notify the several householders to the south 
of the Sinza Bridge, to proceed to the Works Department of the Works and Police office to arrive at an agreement, 
This will greatly oblige, With an expression of distinguished consideration, z

Sin,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of September 24, forwarding a communication 
from the Special Envoy for Foreign Affairs on the subject of the Sinza Stone Bridge. 

In reply thereto I have the honour to state that this bridge will, upon \the completion of the negotiations for 
Settlement extension, lie entirely within the Settlement limits, For this reason the Council is of opinion that its 
reconstruction should most fittingly be undertaken by the Public Works Department, and its cost charged in the 
first place to the public funds of the Settlement, and that the more especially so because the responsibility for the 
stability of the structure will in any case fall upon the Municipal Engineer, 

It is presumed that this biidge will be among the public works which, under Clause 10 of the draft agreement 
enclosed in your letter to Mr, Yang Tcheng of August 11, the Council is to take over at a price to be agreed upon, 
If therefore, the Council defrays the actual cost of the bridge in the first place, further discussion or arbitration as to the 
amount to be paid will be obviated.

S1r,—With reference to my letter of October 20, on the subject of the Sinza Stone Bridge, I have the honour to 
inform you that in view of the now improved prospects of the completion of the draft agreement to which I therein 
referred and, as a result of the conversations which I have recently held with you in this connexion, the Council has 
arrived at the conclusion that its approval of the re-construction of this bridge may now be given on condition, as already 
understood, that the constructional work shall be executed to the satisfaction of the Municipal Engineer: that the con-. 
tingent works upon the south side of the creek, with the exception of the abutment, shall be executed by the Council upon 
the completion of the bridge works; and that facilities shall be granted to the Shanghai Waterworks Company to 
maintain and repair the main over the bridge. Upon its completion the bridge is to be maintained in a safe condition 
and in the event of its being certified by the Municipal Engineer to be at any time unsafe, the Council will, if necessary, 
close the south end to traffic. 

With this understanding, I have the honour to inform you that the Council will offer no further objection to the 


work proceeding forthwith.

Translation of letter from the Head Office of Works, Constabulary and Taxation, to the Council, November 25, 1914. 


This is to state that the Branch previously established by this Office for whom an official was appointed to deal 
with public works, sanitation and the relative matters of tax collection in Chapei, has, for the purpose of uniformity and 
with a view to retrenching expenses, been the subject of a report to the Military Governor of Shanghai, the Civil Governor 
of the Province, and the local Taoyin, and their rescript has been received in approval of its abolition and the substitu- 
tion of a sub-agency in lieu thereof. 

It is now proposed to put this abolition into effect from December 1; and thereafter all matters concerning outside 
questions affected by this sub-agency will be transacted by the Head Bureau at Nantao direct, whereby uniformity will 
result. In addition to the several reports and despatches of instructions which have been issued, this letter is now duly 
despatched for the Council's information ; and begging that note be taken accordingly. 
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COURT OF FOREIGN CONSULS. 


The Court for 1914 was constituted, in accordance with the provisions of Article XXVII of the Land 
Regulations, by the election of the consular representatives of the Netherlands, Denmark and Belgium. 

‘As a result of the departure from Shanghai of Mr. D. Siffert, Consul-General for Belgium, and of 
Mr. L. von Zeppelin Obermuller, Consul-General for the Netherlands, the Court was re-constituted in June 
by the election of the representatives of Great Britain, Russia and Denmark. 

Three petitions have been filed during the course of the year, the first of these known as the 
Markham Road Foreshore Case was by Mr. O. R. Holcomb, the Registered owner of U.S.C. Lot 875 and 
Mr. Chow King-cheng, the beneficial owner. The whole of the documents in this case and the proceedings 
of the Court are in course of compilation for issue in pamphlet form. 

The second petition was by the Hsin Von Hsiang Gold Shop and related to a claim, commonly 
advanced by Chinese Gold and Silversmiths and Pawnbrokers that, upon restoration of stolen property to 
the proper owner, they are entitled to a refund of the purchase price or advance, provided that their transac- 
tion was Lona fide. The Court found for the plaintiffs with costs on the ground that the conditions upon 
which the articles were to be surrendered were entirely dependent upon the Mixed Court of the Foreign 
Settlement within whose jurisdiction the gold shop is situated, and that therefore before they were 
surrendered, the Police should have obtained an order from the Court in this sense. The preliminary 
correspondence and the pleadings in this case with the judgment, are appended. 

The petition of Mrs. Saki Baba, a Japanese, relating to a claim for compensation for damage suffered 
as a result of an accident caused by a disinfection hand-cart was withdrawn upon payment by the Council of 


$5,000 and her legal expenses. ; 
Shanghai, April 17, 1914. 


Dear Str,—I have been instructed by a duly authorised representative of the Chinese Gold and Silversmiths Guild 
to write to you with reference to the confiscation of two pairs of Gold Bangles and one Gold Chain purchased by one of 
the members of the above-named Cuild, the Hsin Von Hsiang Hong of Nanking Road. 

The facts as related to me are as follows :— 

On March 10 the Gold Shop purchased the above property bona fide at the fair market price ($441.20) over the 
counter of their shop, and on March 11, 1914, at the request of Inspector Eek, who was accompanied by a detective of the 
French Municipal Council, handed over the property to your Inspector against his receipt, it being alleged by Inspector 
Eck that the property are parts of the proceeds of burglaries, the accused having been arrested in the French Settlement. 

Under the Regulations entitled “ Regulations concerning the Gold and Silvermiths Guild dated February 1904” it ix 
provided inter alia by Article 3:—* If a stolen article has been purchased bona fide and at the fair market price then upon 
conviction of the thief or proof of the theft the Gold Shop which has purchased the same shall restore it to its proper 
owner upon payment of the money actually paid for the same without interest.” 

‘The property, I am instructed, has been confiscated by the French Authorities and my clients’ Guild member has 
received no compensation whatsoever. 

In these circumstances, I have been instructed by my clients to request you to let me know whether the Shanghai 
Municipal Council are prepared to make the compensation provided for under the Article above quoted, or to take steps to 


have the property restored to the above-named hong by the parties responsible.

S1r,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of April 17, on the subject of a recent stolen property 
case conducted by the French Police. 

In reply I am directed to draw your attention to the terms of the Judgment of Mixed Court, published in the "North 
China Daily News” on October 28, 1912, wherefrom you will note that, in a similar case, commenting upon Article 3 of 
the Regulations to which you refer, the Court described its provisions as extraordinary doctrine, and stated that the Court 
was unaware of any system of law which lent countenance to such a claim. 

Under these circumstances the Council is neither willing to entertain the application which you have made, nor 


prepared to intervene in the manner which you suggest.

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IN RE THE HSIN VON HSIANG HONG. 
PETITION. 


1. The Plaintiffs are a Chinese Hong, members of the Chinese Gold and Silver Smiths’ Guild and carry on business 
as Gold and Silver Smiths at No, 237 Nanking Road, Shanghai, 

2. On or about May 18, 1903, the Chinese Gold and Silver Smiths’ Guild proposed to the Defendants that certain 
rules should be agreed to, defining the responsibility of the gold shops in Shanghai in regard to stolen property offered for 
sale to or purchased by them and to facilitate the detection of theft and the said rules as amended by the Defendants were 
on or about June 27, 1903, agreed to as Regulations binding upon the Gold and Silver Smiths’ Guild, its members, their 
employers and servants and upon the Defendants, their Police Force, agents and servants. Copies of the said Regulations 
so agreed to are hereto attached marked “ A.” 

8. The said Regulations were, with the approval and consent of the Defendants, submitted to the Consular Body at 
Shanghai and, as approved of by that Body, submitted to the local Chinese Authorities and approved by them. 

8, The approval of the Chinese Native Authorities was made known by a Proclamation issued by the Shanghai 
City Magistrate on March 5, 1905, wherein the said Regulations were set out and were declared to be binding upon Chinese 
Gold and Silversmiths and their employes, and penalty enforceable in the Mixed Court. 

4, Except as next hereinafter referred to the said Regulations have been observed and carried out by the Defen- 
dants and the other parties therein referred to. 

6. Through the neglect and refusal of the Defendants’ Police Force to observe the provisions of the said Regulations 
as to the compensation to be paid to an innocent purchaser of stolen ‘property in accordance with Article 8 of the said 
Regulations, an application was made in certain proceedings in the Mixed Court at Shanghai on behalf of the Tung Fang 
Yuen Gold Shop in the month of October 1912. On the hearing of such application the Court held that the said Regula- 
tions were not binding as law as to the matters therein provided for. 

7. On March 10, 1914, the Plaintiffs purchased over the counter at their place of business, No, 237 Nanking Road 
aforesaid, two pairs of Gold Bangles and one gold Chain of Chinese manufacture, paying therefore the sum of $441.20, 
being the fair market price of the said goods, 

8. On March 11, 1914, Inspector Eek of the Defendants’ Police Force informed the Plaintiffs that the said 
goods were alleged to be stolen property and the Plaintiffs, in accordance with the practice observed in carrying out the 
said Regulations, handed over to Inspector Eek the said goods upon obtaining from him a receipt in the words and 


figures following :— 
March 11, 1914, 


“ Received from the Sung Voong Siang Gold shop, No. 237 Nanking Road, two pair of Gold Bangles, One Gold 


Chain (8 ounces 65) sold to this shop for $441.20. 
(Signed) A. Eek, 


Central Station. 

9, By the course of conduct pursued by the Defendants, their agents and servants, towards the members of the 
said Guild, including the Plaintiffs for the past ten years an implied contract exists between the Defendants and the Plain- 
tiffs that, upon the innocent purchase by the Plaintiffs ona fide and that the fair market price of articles in fact stolen, 
then upon conviction of the thief, or proof of the theft the Plaintiffs shall restore them to their proper owner upon payment 
of the money actually paid for the same, but without interest, and it was in accordance with the said contract, and on 
reliance upon its due performance by the Defendants that the Plaintiffs so delivered the goods as aforesaid to Inspector 
Bek in exchange for his receipt as aforesaid, 

10, The French Mixed Court, into whose custody, Inspector Eek gave the goods and before whom the matter of 
the theft of the goods referred to came up for decision, convicted the thief and retained the goods. 

11. The Defendants upon application being made to them by the Plaintiffs for repayment of the sum paid by them 
for the said goods in accordance with Article 3 of the said contract, have refused and neglected to do so under cover of the 
said Judgment of the Mixed Court above referred to, 

‘The Plaintiffs therefore pray this Honourable Court for: 

1, That an order directing the Defendants to pay to them the sum of $441.20, 
(a) In accordance with Article 3 of the said Regulations, or, 
(b) In accordance with the terms of the said contract. 
2, Their Costs, 
3, Such further and other relief as to this Honourable Court may seem meet.

1,—The_Defendants deny that the Plaintiffs ever acquired a good title to the stolen property which is referred to 


in their Petition. 
2—The Defendants deny that in accordance with Article 3 of the Regulations attached to the Petition of the 


Plaintiffs, or with the terms of any implied contract they are liable to the Plaintiffs in the sum of $441.20 or any 
other sum, 
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$.—The Defendants at all material times referred to in the petition and to the knowledge of the Plaintiffs acted as 
the Agents of the French Municipal Council,

JUDGMENT. 


The Set of Articles styled “ Regulations concerning the Gold and Silversmiths’ Guild” referred to in this case 
were made known by a Proclamation by the Shanghai City Magistrate on March 15, 1905, The Proclamation declares 
them to be binding upon the Chinese Gold and Silversmiths’ and their employes in the Settlement and to be enforceable. 
in the Mixed Court. They were sanctioned by the then Taotai and by the Consular Body. The first draft had also 
been submitted by the solicitors of the guild for the consideration of the defendants’ Watch Committee ; and certain 
alterations were suggeated by them and agreed to by the Guild, 

When the rules, after certain alterations, had been agreed to by the Consular Body and the Taotai, the Senior Consul 
communicated their sanction to the defendants, who thereafter wrote to the solicitors of the guild asking for a certain 
number of copies of the rules for filing at the police stations and further reminded them that a list of the members and 
their employes was required to be filed with the Council, 

Nothing in this can be interpreted as an undertaking or agreement on behalf of the defendants to guarantee the 
fulfilment of the clauses therein, especially of Article 8. The rules were made binding on the Chinese under the 
authority of the Taotai, and their enforcement in the Settlement was sanctioned by the Consular Body. That the 
defendants were consulted had its obvious reason in the fact that one of the main objects of the regulations was to 
facilitate the detection of thefts and that the rules also in other directions, as in Article 1, assumed the collaboration of 
the plaintiffs, 

It is agreed by both parties to this suit that they considered the rules reasonable and useful and, although the 
cases have not been very numerous, a kind of practice has developed that the members of the guild hand over to the 
Municipal Police articles, which are believed to be stolen, sometimes against a receipt and sometimes without, and when 
the Mixed Court has sentenced the thief, the police informs the owner that he can have his stolen property back against 
payment in accordance with Article III of the regulations, In most cases the owner has paid the amount and the money 
has been handed by the police to the gold shop: concerned, while in the few cases, in which the owner has refused, the 
police has referred the matter to the Mixed Court of the International Settlement. In one of the cases thus referred to 
that Court came to the conclusion that compensation could not be demanded of the owner, but the police and the 
guild have continued to act as before. 

On this practice in connexion with the negotiations, which took place before the issue of the regulations, the 
counsel for the plaintiff has tried to establish that un implied contract exists between the defendants and the plaintiffs 
essentially to the effect that the police by receiving the suspected articles make themselves responsible for the payment 
to the shop and guarantee that the articles shall only be handed to the owner on payment of the amount paid for them 
by the shop, 

There is also no doubt that the members of the Guild of the plaintiffs expect and are accustomed to find that the 
police secure for them either the return of the things or the amount, for which they have bought the articles, An 
implied contract of that nature, must however be limited by two considerations, First such implied contract or 
guarantee would at any rate be subject to the condition that the Court did not direct otherwise, as obviously 
the police could not be assumed to have undertaken to indemnify the plaintiffs against the effect of decisions 
of the Court, Next, the handing over of the goods to the police is not done simply to oblige the police 
who could of course compel the shop people to appear as witnesses under Mixed Court summons, It 
is a consideration of some importance to the plaintiffs to be exempted from appearing in Court as witnesses, 
and that in itself constitutes a quid pro quo. It is, therefore, not necessary to assume such a guarantee as is 
claimed by plaintiffs’ Counsel in order to establish a consideration, for which the articles are parted with ; to which it 
may be added that the surrendering of the articles being a voluntary act on the part of the plaintiffs, if the parties as in 
this case have a written receipt made out, the plaintiffs as men of business would be likely to have a positive guarantee 
of that kind inserted in it, 

On the other hand it would be quite unreasonable to assume that the articles are handed over for the police to do 
what they choose with them, for the shop people would never voluntary accept any risk beyond what the competent Court 
could compel. It seems most reasonable to assume that the tacit understanding is that the police will use the articles for 
the proper purpose of establishing the charge against the thief, and that beyond that purpose the police will do nothing to 
impair the right of the purchasing shop to have the question of the return of the goods or, alternatively, of payment for 
their surrender to the original owner decided by the Mixed Court of this Settlement, to which alone the shop is amenable, 

It therefore remains to be seen whether the police in the present case acted within the limits indicated above. In 
this respect it is a most essential point that the police took the things or allowed them to be taken out of the Settlement 
and left them to be dealt with by the French Police, which had the result that the owner got them without the Settlement 
Court having an opportunity of dealing with the question of compensation to the admittedly innocent purchaser from the 
thief. The theft was committed in the French Settlement and was of course prosecuted in the French Mixed Court, But 
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the articles were in the possession of a resident in the International Settlement and the question, whether he was to give 
up possession and on what conditions he was to do so, was entirely a matter for the decision of the Court, which had 
jurisdiction over him, that is, for the International Mixed Court. 

If the owner wanted his stolen articles back, the regular way for him was to file the judgment of the French Court at 
the International Court in proof of the theft and to ask for an order against the owner of the gold shop from the Interna- 
tional Settlement Mixed Court, into whose custody the articles really passed when surrendered to the police, seeing that in 
case of refusal to surrender them, the police must have applied to that Court for an order to the shop to hand them over, 
The articles could be wanted in the French Court only as evidence and, even if the plaintiffs could be considered to have 
known that the case of theft was before the French Court, there would be no reason to assume that they gave permission 
to the police to deal with the suspected articles in any other way than as evidence, which purpose would not necessitate that 
the police should part with the possession, This being so, it seems quite clear that the police in their otherwise praiseworthy 
efforts to assist their colleagues in the neighbour Concession did without necessity and without consent of the plaintiffs 
or assent of the International Settlement Mixed Court exceed the authority, which they had in reference to the things, The 
defendants therefore must be responsible for the unfortunate consequences for the plaintiffs. 

It has been argued by the defendants’ counsel that the first condition for the plaintiffs’ claim to compensation must 
be that they have a good title to the articles according to Chinese law, which he denies that the plaintiffs have notwith- 
standing the Taotai’s sanction of the regulations and the proclamation by the City Magistrate, 

The Court does not think it necessary to enter into this question of Chinese law, because it is quite clear that 
possession was only given to the police on the understanding, that the police were acting as agents of the competent Court 
of the plaintiffs, a 

If the police wanted to hand over the articles to the French police unconditionally, they were bound to return the 
goods first to the plaintiffs and move the proper Court to sanction such action, They are, therefore, now precluded from 
raising the defence that the plaintiffs have no title according to Chinese law, which is not a matter within their province, 

‘The point in the defence that the defendants acted as agents for the French police has for obvious reasons not 
been maintained by the defending Counsel, 

The action of the Shanghai Municipal Police arose apparently from their failing to keep distinct the two matters 
involved, namely, the punishment of the thief, which pertained to the Court of the place of the theft, and the allocation 
of the stolen articles, which pertained to the Court having jurisdiction over the person in whose possession they were, The 
latter matter could in no case be left to the discretion of the police of either the French Concession or the International 
Settlement but must be regarded as a judicial act within the exclusive province of the competent Court, 


The judgment is therefore for the plaintiffs with costs,

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YANGKINGPANG AND DEFENCE CREEK. 


The controversy of more than fifty years’ standing as to whether the Yangkingpang should or should 
not be culverted was resolved in the course of the year by the vote of the Ratepayers at a Special Meeting 
convened on June 4. Shortly after the regular meeting of Ratepayers the matter was again brought forward 
by the French Council which, from the earliest days of the Settlement, was opposed to all dredging operations, 
and since the year 1863 has consistently advocated the formation of a public promenade or boulevard on the 
site. The correspondence with the French Council follows, together with-Reports by the Health Officer 
and the Municipal Engineer. 


Translation of letter from the French Council, April 20, 1914. 


Sir,—The continual silting of the Yangkingpang Creek, which now almost completely prevents communication 
between the Whangpoo and the Defence Creek, the installation of a new system of drainage along the Chinese City by 
means of which sewers in the central part of the French Settlement run off more easily, the opening at this point of a 
Boulevard which has already considerably modified the condition of traffic, and in short a series of circumstances which 
permits examination of the scheme from the financial standpoint in a new light, are the several considerations which have 
led the French Council to revert to deliberation of the question of the Yangkingpang, and decide to approach the Municipal 
Council once more upon the subject. 

Whereas formerly the laying of a drain in the bed of the Yangkingpang appeared to be the only solution held in view 
by both the Councils in order to bring about the suppression of the open creek, there are now two different schemes 
proposed, as follows :— 

The first is the construction of parallel sewers, one in each settlement with branch sewers to be laid forthwith in order 
to allow of maintenance, repairs, ete, 

The second is the laying of one common drain, but upon one side of the existing creek and not in the creek bed. 

In consideration of the ease of construction and convenience in maintenance of the two sewers, the Council 
gives preference to the first of these schemes in consonance with the views of the Municipal Engineer, set forth in 
the enclosed note. 

In either of these schemes the creek would be filled by earth furnished by the Whangpoo Conservancy : whose Chief 
Engineer has been good enough to transmit to the Council a Report, of which a copy is herein enclosed, sufficiently indicating 
the advantages of the arrangement now proposed, in comparison with that previously held in view. 

A condition which is essential in order to secure the benefit of this measure for the two Councils is that it should be 
undertaken within the time limit appointed in Mr. Von Heidenstam’s letter and the Council hopes that the Municipal 
Council, fully realising the new importance of the question, will be good enough to assent to consideration of the matter 
with a view to a settlement in compliance with the wishes of a large section of the public such as would satisfy the several 


interests which are bound up therewith, 
Tan, etc.

The system of two drains joined by transverse branches, permits each of the Councils to remain within its own 
limits and to ensure the maintenance of.the drain without intermediary, It permits of dispensing with the creek at any 
time, and greatly facilitates the operation of filling, 

It presents the disadvantage of costing somewhat more than the drain in common, 


Progxct No. 2. 
The system of a single drain presents the advantage of economy (about Ts. 20,000 for each Council). 
It renders the work of filling the creek more difficult because of the numerous traverses which will have to ts 
made across this creek, (sewer branches, private drains, road sewers en route, etc.) 
This drain would be on one side of the existing creek, utilising the support at present formed by the bunding walls, 


OBSERVATIONS. 

It is to be clearly understood that the “ covering” of the creek is not held in view, because of its very great cost, and 
of the small advantage which offers in comparison with the two projects submitted ; the maintenance of such a large gallery 
would be more burdensome, as also, its upkeep proper. The economy to be realised on filling expenditure would be 
insignificant, for the cost of filling according to the estimate given by the Whangpoo Conservancy will be very limited

Dear S1r,—In reply to your request and inquiry by letter of the 9th inst., I beg to say that a rough survey has 
shown that for the filling-in of the Yangkingpang Creek from the Bund to Defence Creek to a remaining height of plus 
16 feet above Conservancy Datum, which is roughly the level of the Bund, a quantity of approximately 78,000 cubic yards 
(barge-measure) will be needed. 

The Board is, however, only prepared, through its dredging anteaalr to pump dredged material toa maximum 
distance from the river of some 2,900 feet and can undertake such filling only when dredging for conservancy purposes at 
the same time is going on in the vicinity, 

In this case, therefore, the filling to full height could only be done from the Bund to the Fokien Road Bridge, and 
the remaining upper part only filled to such height as can be attained by letting the material flow from the outlet at Fokien 
Road towards Defence Creek with a probable slope of 1 in 300 or 1 in 500, 

The Board's charge for filling-in work is ten (10) tael cents per cubic yard (barge-measure), if the transport on the 
river is less than 2 miles, plus all extra costs for labour and material for dykes, outlets, etc, 

Ifa convenient time can be fixed and if the fine, soft mud-material dredged in the Harbour proper is considered 
satisfactory, the creek may be filled in up to Fokien Road Bridge by the Board for the following price :—

The time required for filling will be from one to one and a half months only, but as the Board probably will continue 
dredging under contract only up till November or December this year and then discontinue the dredging operations until 
one year later, when the Board will resume dredging with its own plant (to be purchased), it is necessary that this intended 
work comes within the limits of that programme.

Translation of letter from the French Council, April 28, 1914, 


Srr,—In continuation of my letter of April 20, submitting various schemes relating to the filling of the Yangking- 
pang Creek, I have the honour to draw your attention to the particular desirability of taking this question into 
consideration at a date as early as possible, 

The settlement of this matter involves diverse phases, namely :— 

Acceptance in principle by the Municipal Council, 

Discussion of the schemes by the two Councils, and eventually by a special meeting of Ratepayers, 

Execution of the scheme adopted, which should precede the work of filling in ; 
and the Council considers that the few months which remain before cessation by the. Whangpoo Conservancy of its 
dredging operations, form a relatively short respite, of which the two Councils should profit to the fullest extent, at a 
risk of compromising, perhaps irremediably, the advantages presented by the offers which have been submitted,

§1n,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letters of April 20 and 28, containing proposals with 
regard to the Yangkingpang. 

In reply thereto I am directed to state that the Council is not a free agent in this matter, owing to the fact that upon 
the last occasion upon which the subject engaged the attention of the Ratepayers, viz,, in March 1909, the proposal to 
culvert the creek was lost by 411 votes to 811, 

It is true that conditions have changed during the past five years, and that the project is not financially of the 
magnitude which it then was. It is possible therefore that at a Special Meeting of Ratepayers convened for the purpose, 
the French Council's proposals would be acceptable to this Community, 

“~~ For the present, the Council has called for estimates of the cost of the various contingent works which would be 
necessitated by the closing of the creek, and will afford you a more definite reply at an early date, In the meantime I am 
instructed, to include your letters in the next issue of the Municipal Gazette, so that the matter may have the public 
attention which its importance demands,

At present the ordure contractor sub-lets that part of the Central District south of Hankow Road and all the 
ordure goes to the Yangkingpang, Ordure from that part of the Western District contiguous to the Yangkingpang and the 
Defence Creek south of the Race Course also goes to the Yangkingpang. 

Were the Yangkingpang abolished ordure from these localities would have to be taken to the Soochow Creek, 

More boats could be stationed at the Shanse Road and the Fokien Road stations but to establish new loading 
stations would be a matter of great difficulty. It is, however, anticipated that the present loading stations could 
accommodate the extra boats. 
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The extra cost in labour for transport of ordure to the Soochow Creek would amount to between Tis. 10,000 and 
Tis, 12,000 annually,

I approach this matter from its present standpoint and without any reference to what has been said or written 
before, 

The creek is in a filthy condition ; for various reasons, doubtless including apprehensions of the French Council that 
any dredging might prejudice the safety of their bundings, the result is that the bed of the creek has silted up and is 
covered with a filthy slime, the accumulation of which is encouraged by the throwing over of straw from boats which lie in 
the creek, A consequence of this is that the outlets of most of the sewers from the Central District which fall in this 
direction are either partially or completely submerged—much to the detriment of the efficient drainage of the southern 
portion of the Central District. 

Tidal scour on such a bed is of little or no use and the sewers in consequence are deprived of the twice a day flush 
which they would otherwise receive. 

The substitution of a closed sewer (or sewers) for the present uncovered but obstructed waterway would, no doubt, 
to a certain extent, be prejudicial to the removal of the nightsoil and would not be favourably regarded by the boatmen who 
make a practice of harbouring their boats in the Yangkingpang. I consider that the Soochow Creek, if properly conserved 
instead of neglected as at present, would materially assist in meeting these needs, 

Turning to the two schemes submitted by the French Council, viz, :— 

No. I. For duplicate sewers of small dimensions, 

No. II. For a joint sewer of larger dimensions. 

I have no hesitation in recommending No. I, in fact, if the principle of abandonment of the Yangkingpang were ever 
adopted, this is what I had intended to recommend. 

I would recommend that—as far as this Settlement is concerned—instead of Jaying a culvert of uniform diameter 
of 3 feet, it should be of varying dimensions, as follows :— 

Defence Creek to Chekiang Road 1,200 feet 3’ 0” x 2’ 0". 

Chekiang Road to Honan Road, 1,880 feet 3’ 0” diameter. 

Honan Road to Whangpoo River, 1,960 feet 4’ 6” diameter. 

It will be seen from the estimates which follow that the cost would not materially differ from Monsieur Wantz’'s 
figures.

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Turning to the question of filling, I think the French Council has over-estimated the advantages of the Conservancy 
Board's offer, particularly as it is an open question whether mud dredged from the harbour proper would be satisfactory 
and it will be noted that a considerable increase in cost would result if sand from the lower river is used.

To fill in the whole creek in the ordinary way at Tael 1 per fong would cost Tis. 22,500 plus Tls, 1,600 for bunding, 
viz. :—Tls, 24,100 and the inconvenience of temporary pipe lines would be obviated. 

It is to be noted that the estimates submitted by the French Engineer make no reference to the laying out of what 
may be called the “ resulting boulevard.” 1 think this is important and my final estimates make provision for this, 

The value of the bridges which would need to be displaced would not be of great importance, in fact their sale would 
probably bring in little more than it would cost to remove them, 

The estimated cost of constructing a main thoroughfare 100’ wide to include both existing roads and ‘the area 
of the Yangkingpang would be about Tis, 70,000 which would provide for two 18’ footpaths and a metalled carriageway 
64’ wide, 

If the Council paid half this amount a further expenditure of Tls, 35,000 would be incurred in addition to which 
the Council's share of the increased cost of lighting would amount about to Tis. 900 per annum, 

The tortuous line taken by the Yangkingpang and consequently by the roads on either side of it leads me to suggest 
that if possible a straightening out of some of the bends should be aimed at, This, however, is a matter which 
does not materially affect the main question and, if the principle is conceded, might form the basis for negotiations 
hereafter, 

Defence Creek, 

In the event of the Yangkingpang being filled in the Defence Creek would be deprived of what tidal scour it 
received from the South. The condition of the Defence Creek at present is very unsatisfactory and if it were to 
remain with a dead end it could only be maintained in a satisfactory condition by frequent dredging which would prove 
costly, 

The closing of the existing creek would necessitate the construction of a main outfall sewer to take the branch 
drains now discharging into it, This main sewer would be connected at its summit with the proposed Yangkingpang sewer 
and the through tidal circulation thereby obtained would materially assist in the cleansing of the complete system of 
drainage, es 

For the present I would not advocate the filling in of the Creek North of the Peking Road Bridge, so that the 
recently bunded section between Peking Road and the Soochow Creek could continue to provide a useful creek frontage 
on to the road practically amounting to a wharf for the use of the small cargo boats handling building and other materials. 
This, moreover, would tend to prevent further congestion in the Soochow Creek #n this vicinity. For the present the wide 
thoroughfare resulting from the filling-in of the creek could conveniently terminate at the Peking Road where traffic would 
branch off into five different roads. 

A glance at the plan of Shanghai and environments will show the desirability of continuing the Boulevard de 
Montigny northwards along the line of the Defence Creek thence along the line of North Thibet Road, or thereabouts, so far 
as the Haining Road, where the main road might branch off to the Shanghai-Nanking Railway Station on the Kast and 
through Chapei along the line of the Haining Road Extension on the West. 

This would provide an adequate and much needed arterial thoroughfare for traffic from North to South and such a 
road could conveniently terminate at the Shanghai-Hangchow Railway Station at its southern extremity. It would, of 
course, be an ideal tramway route as it would link up all the main roads at present running East and West, 

Such a scheme may appear somewhat ambitious but may be regarded as within the bounds of practicability. We 
are now paying heavily for a certain lack of foresight on the part of our forefathers whose ideas have proved somewhat 
inadequate for developments such as have recently taken place in Shanghai.

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Under the present scheme allowance is only made for constructing the road 60’ to 85’ according to the widths 
actually available, but widenings could be scheduled to increase the width uniformly to 100 feet. Incidentally, it could be 
arranged to reduce the width of the Lloyd Road disposing of the surplus land to the frontagers, 

The French Council will need to be informed that in the drainage scheme for the Defence Creek no provision can be 
made for dealing with their large culvert (10' x 6’) which at present debouches from the Boulevard de Montigny into the 
Yangkingpang. 

In conclusion I would strongly recommend that if the Yangkingpang be filled in, the Defence Creek should be 
similarly treated at such time as the public finances will allow, 

The estimated cost of the work from the Yangkingpang to the Peking Road, including the making-up of the road to 
such width as would be available, is as follows :—

As stated in the report of the Municipal Engineer, the matter of filling the Defence Creek is 
intimately related to the Yangkingpang project, and it was evident that the two waterways should be dealt 
with at the same time. Consequently, before proceeding further with the major scheme, steps were taken to 
ascertain the view of the Shanghai Race Club :—

§1r,—You are doubtless aware that the project of draining and filling the Yangkingpang is under consideration, and 
with it that of similar treatment for the Defence Creek. 

The present state of the latter waterway is far from satisfactory, and if it were to be deprived of such tidal scour as 
it at present receives and were to remain with a dead end, nothing but frequent costly dredging operations could prevent its 
assuming a highly unpleasant condition, 

It is suggested to the Council that a main outfall sewer be laid to take the branch drains now discharging into the 
Defence Creek, and that the Creek be filled and converted into a broad cross road. 

Before proceeding further in the matter the Council will be glad to learn the views of the Stewards of the Race Club, 
and to this end I am directed to request that you will lay the matter before them and communicate their reply as soon as 
may be possible,

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The Engineers of the two Councils, in collaboration, subsequently arranged details of such of the 
work as pertains to the Yangkingpang, and in the meantime, negotiations with the Shanghai Race Club on 


the subject of the Defence Creek proceeded :—

DEAR S1R,-—I am directed by the Stewards to inform you that the Stewards met on the 16th instant to decide as 
to what they should recommend to the Voting Members of this Club regarding the filling-in of the Defence Creek, but before 
placing this matter before the Voting Members for final approval and sanction, they would like to have the Council's 
assurance that the Stewards’ proposals and suggestions meet with the Council's approval and also that the Stewards’ 
recommendations will be supported and duly carried into effect by the Council if passed by the Voting Members at the 
Meeting to be.called to finally decide this matter and to authorize the Stewards to proceed with same. 

The Stewards understand there is no dispute as regards the Club’s title to one-half the Defence Creek from the 
Cemetery Road on the South to Mr. G. Dallas’ property on the North, and that the Club's portion of such is practically 
a strip measuring 20 feet wide, that is, 20 feet Hast of the present line of bunding. The Stewards are prepared to place 
the following proposals before the Voting Members :— 

That a strip only 10 feet wide, that is, 10 feet Kast of the present line of bunding, be retained by the Club, 
the balance of the Club’s portion of the Defence Creek to be surrendered to the Council free of charge and to be incor- 
porated in the Thibet Road when widened, provided the Council will at its own expense :— 

(a)—Construct and maintain a ditch, not less than 8 feet wide and similar to the Bubbling Well Road Ditch, the 
West bank of the new ditch to be the present bunding line, such ditch to extend from the Cemetery Road on the 
South to Mr, G. Dallas’ property on the North. This will mean that the Club’s actual boundary line will extend on 
to the new road 2 feet further East than the Eastern bank of the proposed new ditch. 

()—Erect an approved iron fence or iron railings for the whole length of the Club's boundary line on the new 
road, from North to South : this is desired in order to obviate the possibility of annoyance by trespassers on the Club's 
property and at the same time, act as a guard to the ditch to prevent accidents such as occasionally occur on the Bubbling 
Well Road owing to the open ditch being left unguarded, Recent correspondence with the Captain-Superintendent of 
Police will show how desirable such a barrier is in order to keep trespassers off the Club's property, 

(c)—Erect rails and plant a daphne laurel hedge on the Course, 3 feet west of the Western bank of the proposed 
new ditch, such rails and hedge to run the whole length of the ditch from north to south and to be in conformity with 
those on the Bubbling Well Road. 

(d@—Provide and maintain an approved, adequate and effective drainage system to carry off surplus water from 
the Race Course and Public Recreation Ground. Special attention is directed to the maintenance of such and it is essential 
that the Council should accept responsibility as regards this important point. While on this subject, the Stewards would 
like to point out that it is their desire that the bottom of the proposed new ditch between the Thibet Road and the Course 
should be on a level with the base of the sewer or culvert in the Thibet Rond if possible, and that improved, up-to-date 
sluice gates, or other means of efficient control, be provided on the eastern bank of the new ditch, so that the inflow and 
outflow of waters to the ditch and creeks within the Race Course may be satisfactorily regulated by the Club, and that the 
chance of sewage being precipitated into such be reduced to a minimum, The same applies to the regulating of water 
to and from the Bubbling Well Road ditch which empties into the Defence Creek, and if the latter is culverted it is 
necessary that the ditch should be connected with the Municipal sewer or culvert and means established whereby the 
liquid matter from such can be controlled. 

()--Bear and pay in addition to the cost of the works referred to and their maintenance all expenses of the 
proposed surrender. In addition the Stewards think that the Council should bear or contribute to the Club’s expenses 
in obtaining technical advice on the proposed scheme, The Stewards have already incurred liability for an examination of 
and report on these matters and must, of course, employ an expert to advise them on further points that may arise. 

The Stewards will be glad if the Council will let them know as soon as possible whether these proposals, condi- 
tions and plans are acceptable or not; also, if their Mngineers foresee any difficulty in carrying out the Stewards’ 
suggestions as regards drainage. The Stewards have obtained expert opinion on the possibility of obtaining a system 
of drainage as described, and if the Municipal Engineers have any objections to such, it would be as well if the Stewards 
are notified as soon as possible, so that this important matter may be arranged without delay and an alternative scheme 
agreed to, before bringing the subject of filling-in the Defence Creek before the Voting Mentbers of this Club.

Srr,--I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of June 19, containing the Stewards’ proposals in 
regard to the culverting of the Defence Creek,

These are, generally speaking, satisfactory to the Council except in the following matters of detail : 

(i)—The Council makes no admission as regards title to the creek-bed, and would prefer that, as the projected 
arrangement is only for the convenience of the club and the public, that the works be carried out without prejudice 
to the rights of ownership of either party, and that no deeds of surrender be signed or other documents executed having 
for their object the exact definition of what is perhaps doubtful. This stipulation is made in good faith, and because 
it is obvious that neither the Stewards nor the Council, who are both in a sense trustees, would wish to give up any 
rights to which they may be entitled. 

(ii)—The Council considers that the proposed ditch and fence should stop at the north end of Probst's Corner 
instead of at the Cemetery Road, 

(iii)—As regards drainage and your Paragraph (@), the Council will continue to be responsible for the drainage 
of the Race Course and surrounding ditches. It would be undesirable, if not impracticable, to have the bottom of the 
ditch and the invert of the sewer at the same level. The ditch would only serve as protection and as a means of 
drainage for the Grass Course, the water from the interior of the Recreation Ground would continue to discharge through 
the two culverts and would pass under the paved ditch at the side of the road. Then aguin, a ditch 10 feet deep would 
need to be much more than 8 feet wide. The culverts conveying water from the interior of the Course would discharge 
at approximately invert level of the sewer and would be controlled by penstocks. 

(iv)-- The Council while prepared to bear the cost of these works, does not feel justified in assenting to contribute 
to the Club’s expenses in obtaining technical advice particularly as, with the exception of the matters referred to in 
Clauses (ii) and (iii) foregoing, the scheme as presented is to all intents and purposes identical with that already 
prepared by the Municipal Engineer, who recently, at the request of the Club, reported on the existing bunding and 
prepared designs for a new one, for which no fee was charged. 

With these modifications the Council is prepared to proceed with the work, upon its receiving the assent of the 
Voting Members of the Club, and I am to express the members’ hope that the scheme may meet with general approval,

Dear S1r,—In reply to your letter of July 3 on the subject of culyerting the Defence Creek, I am directed by 
the Stewards to inform you that at a Meeting of the Stewards and representatives of shareholders in the Race Course 
Club held yesterday, it was unanimously decided that unless the Council will agree to a boundary line such as stated 
in my letter of June 19, they feel that the sanction of the Voting Members to the proposed scheme will not be 
forthcoming, and they consider that before bringing this matter before the Voting Members it is essential that the Council 
should agree to their suggestions as regards this important point. 

The Stewards realize that as trustees neither they nor the Council should give up any rights to which they may be 
entitled, but, at the same time, I am to point out that with the approval of the Voting Members the Stewards will be 
prepared and empowered to forego any rights to the balance of the Club’s share of the creek bed, provided a strip 10 feet 
wide is reserved for the Club and improvements effected by the Council as detailed in my letter of June 19, 

The Stewards are of opinion that there is no possible doubt that in merely reserving a strip 10 feet wide, the 
Club is surrendering more than a fair share of its half of the Defence Creek and they fail to see how the Council 
would suffer by any such arrangement, while it is apparent that the Stewards’ sole motive in making this sacrifice is 
to obtain a clearly defined boundary and certain improvements, 

The Stewards feel confident that upon re-consideration the Council will realize how unsatisfactory any such 
arrangement as stated in your letter would be, The non-definition of a boundary line in itself would be the source 
of continual misunderstandings and quibbles, more so if no documents are executed to cause that which is doubtful 
to be exactly defined, while, if on the other hand, the Council will agree to a boundary line as suggested and which 
is perfectly fair to both parties, especially to the Council in view of the concessions made by the Club, the possibility 
of disputes and unpleasantness in the future will be obviated. 

In short, the Stewards feel they must insist that the boundary line of the Club's property shall be 10 feet east 
of the present line of bunding to the’ Grass Course and this line shall be clearly defined by boundary stones placed 
on the Thibet Road when widened, two feet east of the eastern bank of the proposed new ditch, and in return for this and 
certain works which the Council agrees to carry out and maintain at its own expense, the Club will sacrifice and surrender 
all further rights and title to any further portion of the Defence Creek or its bed. 

The Stewards hope that after due consideration the Council will assent to the adoption of the course suggested by 
the Stewards, for the reasons already stated. 

ii) The Stewards have no objection to the proposed ditch terminating at the north end of Probst’s Corner, but in 
view of the Club's suggested boundary line being 10 feet east of the present bunding line and extending from the Cemetery 
Road on the south to Mr. G. Dallas’ property on the north, they would like to know how the Council proposes to deal with 
the space between the bunding line and boundary line, The Stewards have no objection to this space being filled by the 
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Council at its own expense, provided the iron fencing and rails be continued on to the southern extremity of the Clubs’ 
property. 

(iii) As regards drainage the Stewards have no objections to offer to the Council's alternative scheme and accept 
their suggestions. 

(iv) The Stewards, after due consideration, are willing to waive any claim they may have on the Council for 
re-imbursement of experts’ fees and other expenses in connexion with this matter, 

In conclusion, I am to state that an early reply to this letter will be appreciated, aa, should it be necessary to call a 
meeting of Voting Members of this Club, due notice will have to be given and other details arranged.

8. When the said Defence Creek shall have been culverted by the Council the Council shall fill in and incor- 
porate in the new road all the land to the east of the line of the present bunding on the west side of the said 
Defence Creek from the Cemetery Road to a point marked © on the said plan and the Council shall erect an 
approved iron fence or iron rails throughout the length of the said line A.B.C.E.D, and either party shall be entitled 
to erect boundary stones throughout the said line. 

4, The Council shall construct and maintain a ditch not being less than 8 feet in width similar to the ditch 
at present on the Southern side of the Bubbling Well Road and between such road and the Race Course and the 
west bank of such new ditch shall be on the line of the said present bunding of the said Defence Creek and such 
ditch shall extend from the property of one George Dallas at the point marked “A” on the said plan to a point 
opposite the end of the Foochow Road and marked “B” on the said plan AND the Council shall also erect wooden 
rails along @ line at a distance of 3 feet to the west from the western bank of such new ditch and throughout the 
length of the said ditch and shall plant a daphne laurel hedge between the said rails and ditch throughout the length 
of the same, ‘ 

5, The Council shall provide and maintain an approved adequate and effective dreinage system to carry off 
all surplus water from the creeks on either side of the Mud Course and to drain the two ditches aforesaid AND the 
Council shall also provide and maintain on the two existing culverts supplying water to the creeks within the Race 
Course sluice gates or other efficient means of controlling and regulating the flow of water through such culverts.

Railless Electric Cars.—The Council’s sanction of the introduction of a railless system, under certain 
conditions, was notified to the Tramway Company in 1913, vide p, 108 of the Report for that year, and the 
following letter announces the inauguration of this service in the Fokien Road :—

ncreased frequency of service, and the only way to provide the necessary additional accommodation on such parts is to add 
trailer cars to a greater number of the Motor Cars.

Traction Rate—The Tramway Service completed five years’ running on March 4, 1913. In 
accordance therefore with Article 9 of the Supply of Power Agreement, the rates have been revised under 
notice from the Company. After protracted negotiations, and upon receipt of a special Report by 
Messrs. F'. N. Matthews, representing the Tramway Company, and G. H. Thomson, representing the Council, 
the following rates to be enforced for a further quinquennial period, have been agreed upon :— 

For one year a Fixed Charge of Ts, 52.69 per kilowatt per annum=T's, 3,952.05 per month, and a 
Running Charge of 0.789 tael cents per unit. The rates for the four subsequent years will be revised, under 
Fixed Charges with respect to interest, which will be payable on a capital further reduced by the amount of 
the annual depreciation, and under both Fixed and Running Charges with respect to the price of coal. 
Special arrangements will be made for any additional payment over the stipulated maximum of 900 
kilowatts.

CONDUCTOR’S REPORT. 


In the second half of the year important changes took place in the composition of the Band ; the 
personnel was diminished by a few musicians owing to the war, four of whom are prisoners in J apan, while 
one was killed in Tsingtao. Although it has heen possible to surmount the major resulting difficulties by 
means of a few temporary engagements, the Band will, nevertheless, for the duration of the war, be much 
handicapped in its efficiency. The total number of musicians is 83, ie, 12 Europeans, including those 
temporarily engaged, and 21 Manilamen: substitutes have been found in Shanghai and Manila for four 
Manila musicians whose services have been dispensed with. 

Public Performances.—The public performances have consisted of the Sunday Concerts in the Town 
Hall, which lasted until the end of May, public dances on Friday afternoons during the winter months, and 
two Subscription Concerts. The open air concerts commenced as usual after the Spring Races and continued 
until the end of September. During the summer the Band played daily in the Public Garden, the Hongkew 
Recreation Ground, or the Public Recreation Ground. The Volunteer Corps also required its services on 
several occasions, and a number of private engagements were fulfilled during the first few months of the 
year. 

Sunday Concerts.—These concerts at first followed their accustomed course and received as usual the 
eager support of the public, but after the summer when this sphere of activity once more received attention, 
it appeared possible that the war in Europe which broke out in the meantime, might embarrass the 
spontaneous enjoyment of the public, which has been a striking feature of the performances of past: years. 

In the programme of the first concert an opportunity was therefore taken to make reference to the 
unusual situation in its relation to the concerts, as follows :— 

The orchestra begins the Sunday Concerts this year with a certain feeling of anxiety : its strength is diminished by 
five of the best musicians, and it is not yet fully known whether under such conditions it will be at all possible to maintain 
the Concerts at their previous high level. But no pains will be spared to content and please the public in spite of all the 
obstacles of the time ; and to this end, the best of the Shanghai amateurs will be availed of as occasion arises, and they will 
co-operate in this winter's performances, In this way the orchestra will be ina position to produce programmes full of 
variety, but which nevertheless must of course be confined within the usual bounds of the Sunday Concert ; under no 
circumstances should there be any departure from the principle that only such pieces of music shall be performed as are 
worthy to be described as works of art. 

At the present difficult time, in particular, itis doubly to be wished that in this cosmopolitan Settlement no opportunity 
should be lost for freedom from thoughts of care, and the burning questions of the day, and that the public mind should be 
enabled, upon occasion to raise itself to the sphere of an all-beneficent art, which, more than any other, speaks a language 
of world-wide familiarity. Tschaikowsky and Verdi, Handel and Beethoven, Bizet and Grieg, Wagner and Gounod are 
understood, honoured and loved throughout the whole world, and the influence of their works of art, transcending whatever 
is national in sentiment, reaches the region of the essentially human ; for Music is an art which can bring what is deepest 
in the soul of man to direct expression, and acts as a bond of love within the senses of the audience, which embraces the 
whole of mankind, 

Beethoven says, “ Music is a higher revelation than any wisdom and philosophy.” In fact, music, like religion. is a 
reigning queen, a mistress in the kingdom of beauty and truth. For this reason the orchestra will remain faithful to the 
design, so far as its present strength enables it, to bring to the public knowledge the best of music which the world has 
created, It is in any case to be remembered that in Music there is worth imperishable, pleasure which cannot be eaten by 
moth and rust, possessions which are not fleeting, and are made to rejoice and elevate men’s minds, Artists who have 
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placed such gifts at the public disposal, must be kept in grateful memory, and all must admit the truth of the aphorism of 
one of the leading spirits of the nineteenth century that “for the benefactors of the world, there is a higher place than for 


the conquerors of the world.” 

The attendance at recent concerts, however, shows that the need for hearing good music remains as 
before. It must be added that no weakness in the work of the Band was observable to the audience in 
general, so soon as it was possible to engage some extra assistance. 

Repertory.—Although some new music has been procured from home, the present composition of the 
Band has not enabled the study of novelties to be regarded as an advantageous branch of the work ; but in 
the course of the season it is hoped to be in a position to make the public acquainted with some new music. 
There can, however, be no question of the production of more important works in the same number as before; 
but in this respect also there is a prospect of making good the loss hereafter. 

Subscription Concerts—On January 14 and March 25, the second and third Subscription Concerts 
took place. ‘The latter, a performance with choir and soloists, was especially largely attended and succeeded 
well. Unfortunately it is not possible at the present time to continue the Subscription Concerts, 

Dance Music.—A rich selection of new dances was obtained from London and America, but none of 
the balls have taken place in which these dances might have been produced for the public : there remained 
only the Friday dances at the Town Hall, in which it is hoped that the last successes were greeted with 
pleasure,

AMALGAMATION OF COMMITTEES. 


In the course of discussions on several occasions, the members arrived at the view that there is con- 
siderable scope for work in co-ordinating the supervision of the growing number of schools under Municipal _ 
management. It has become evident that matters such as fees and salaries, and general questions in 
connexion with the management of all the Municipal Foreign Schools, will be placed upon a better basis by 


the amalgamation of the Public School and Thomas Hanbury School Committees ; and the new Trust Deed és 


for the latter Institution has rendered this step practicable. ‘The control of the four schools for Foreign 
children, Boys and Girls, would thus be under the control of a single Committee. It may be anticipated j 
that the outcome of these deliberations will be the appointment by the Counci) for the forthcoming year of a 
Foreign Educational Committee to consist of three ladies and four gentlemen, one of whom would be a 
Member of Council. 

Expenpirure oN Epucation AND GRANTS IN AID. 


The annual inspection of the Schools in receipt of Grants-in-aid was held in the latter part of June 
and revealed no particular point for comment. At the end of the year, as indicated in the last Report, 
meetings were conyened for consideration of the provisions to be included in the Budget for 1915. One 
application for a new grant was not entertained : a second application for an increase of the grant issued 
to the St. Joseph’s Institute, otherwise known as the French Orphanage, to which reference was made in 
correspondence published on page 125n of the Report for last year, was favourably recommended ; and 
provision has accordingly been made for an increase from Ts. 1,000 to Ts, 8,000 for reasons set forth in 
the correspondence appended hereunder.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR BOYS, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


The boys began work in the new building on April 20, 1914, but the two departments—the boys’ 
and the girls’—had been working separately, as far as was possible, from the beginning of the year. 
Attendance-—The number of boys attending the old school inelnded those in the Lower School and 
Kindergarten, whereas those attending the New Boys’ School are, according to the old nomenclature, Upper 
School only. At the end of 1913 there were on the books, 103 boys. At the end of 1914 there were 114. 
During the year, 46 boys left the School, for various reasons, as shewn below :—

The number of new boys admitted is shewn in Table ©, and these figures with the numbers for 1912 
and 1913 are given in Table D. It should be noted that in 1912 and 1913 boys admitted to the 
Kindergarten and Lower School (under 8 years of age) are included in the table, and form a very large 
proportion of the totals, whereas in 1914 only boys above the Lower School and Kindergarten (that is, over 
8 years of age, roughly) are included. 

Health.—Several cases of Measles were reported during the year but on the whole the school was 
remarkably free from serious illness. The late summer and autumn attendance returns are low because 
many children are still away from Shanghai in these months, while the prevalence of a mild form of fever 
caused a large number of boys to be away during November and December. Cases of sickness notified as 
being of a more serious kind :—

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Work.—The Revised School Syllabus has been issued in printed book form and the work of the 
School has closely followed what is laid down. Very good progress has been made, much advantage being 
afforded by the improved Science and Art accommodation. Copies of the Syllabus may be obtained from 
the Headmaster. A copy of the school Time-Table for all Forms, with an analysis shewing the time 
allowed to each subject, is given at the end of this Report. 


Conduct and Discipline—The conduct and discipline throughout the School are matters for 
congratulation. In a great measure this is due to the great interest taken by the Staff in all that affects 
the boys ; particularly is this the case in connexion with recreation and games. I have dealt further with 
this matter in a later section of this Report. The general system of discipline remains unchanged and, for 
the information of parents of boys new to the school, it is reproduced in outline below : 

For playground discipline the boys fall in by squad-commanders chosen from among the boys 
themselyes. ‘I'hese commanders are held responsible for the punctuality, discipline, and general good 
behaviour and smartness of their respective squads, and take charge of them at the fall-in, before school, 
and after recess, They drill them and march them into school at the word of command from the master 
on duty. It is found that this system promotes a healthy spirit of responsibility and authority among the 
boys and is highly popular, for there are few things that a boy admires more than strict discipline. It 
is his nature to rebel against it but, given fair treatment, and no one is more unerring in his true judgment 
of what is just, a schoolboy is happier even after being punished for the breach of discipline than he can 
ever be where discipline is absent. 

The system of punishment in force at the school is such as to bring every delinquent before the 
notice of the Headmaster. Each form is supplied with a Detention Register in which the names are 
written, and which is ruled off in such a way that detention may be recorded against any boy on any day 
throughout the term hy any master. At the end of each school day the boys in detention are sent by 
their form masters to the Detention Room where they are kept in for half-an-hour. Detention is taken 
week by week by members of the staff inturn. Every Friday afternoon the Headmaster inspects all registers 
Children who have been too frequently detained are then dealt with by the Headmaster himself ; they 
are placed “On Report,” in which case they are supplied with ruled sheets on which each master concerned 
makes notes as to their work and conduct. The sheets are brought by the pupils themselves to the 
Headmaster, at the end of the afternoon, for his inspection and signature, after which they are taken home 
for signature by the parents. In extreme cases among the boys the cane is used. Cases of corporal 
punishment are dealt with only by the Headmaster. Such cases are not frequent. The object of those in 
authority is to prevent breaches of discipline and of good behaviour, and, speaking generally, the prevailing 
sympathy between masters and their pupils is so close that the risk of offending a master is, with most of 
the boys, a greater deterrent from misconduct than is the fear of punishment. The mischievious boy is no 
longer regarded as necessarily a confirmed evil doer and morally bad, nor does a boy punished necessarily 
mean a boy disgraced; many of the most ingeniously mischievous boys afford the best material in the 
hands of a discerning and sympathetic master. Only refractory cases of laziness and vicious or 
dishonourable acts are dealt with by means of the cane and then only after a snflicient acquaintance with a 
hoy’s disposition and a full consideration of the probable effect of the extreme form of punishment. Once 
the need is established the punishment is inflicted with a full measure of severity. The incident is then 
closed and the boy starts again with a clean sheet. 


Class Lists—The marks gained from daily work, homework, and examinations, are carefully 
entered and totalled each week. Deductions are made for detention and unpunctuality, after which the 
pupils are classified, the lists being posted in class-rooms. From these lists monitors for the week are 
appointed. 


Scholarships, Bursaries and Prizes.—Pupils of tlie Public School have entered for open competitive 
Scholarships and Bursaries and have met with pleasing success as is shewn below :— 


The St. Andrew's Bursaries.—Two Bursaries, each of the maximum value of $100, tenable for one 
year, open to children of Scottish parentage in Shanghai and awarded by the St. Andrew’s Society of Shanghai 
on the result of a competitive examination held by the Society in November. “One Bursary is awarded to a 
boy and one to a girl, unless it is decided otherwise by the Committee of the Society. (Previous to 1904 

178 
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these Bursaries were open to candidates from the Public School only. In that year the competition was 
thrown open to all Scottish children in Shanghai,)

The Scholarships are offered by the Masonic 
Fraternity in Shanghai and are competed for at the University of Cambridge Local Examination held 
in December. They are awarded, after the receipt of a special report from the examiners, one to a boy 
and one to a girl, unless it is decided otherwise by the committee.

It is a pleasure to record that an Old Boy, Mr. Felix A. Joseph, who distinguished himself at the 
Public School by passing the Junior in 1905, and gained Honours in the Senior in 1906, has entered 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, and taken a second class in Part I, Classics of the “ Little Go” and a First 
Class in Mechanics and Trigonometry. 

Athletics and Games.—All boys are members of the School Athletic Club and games are played 
every afternoon in which various members of the staff supervise, or play, or take active interest in some 
form. The boys are played in four broad classes for games : under 10, under 12, under 14 and Ist Eleven, 
representing ages under 10, 10-12, 12-14, and over 14 years of age. On one Saturday four Elevens 
played football against teams from other schools. The effect of this close association between boys and 
masters is clearly apparent in the indoor work of the School and the tone of the boys generally. The 
Annual Athletic Sports Meeting was held on May 1, 1914, when a highly successful function was brought 
to a close by the presentation of prizes by the wife of the Headmaster. ‘The Members of the Committee 
were present and rendered assistance during the afternoon, A pleasant feature of this annual gathering is 
the interest shewn and the help given by Old Public School Boys.

Boxing is attracting much interest in the school and many boys are learning eagerly the fine points 
of the art. This robust and healthy exercise is receiving encouragement, and some very fair exhibitions 
of skill have already been given in the inter-form contests. 

Boy ‘Scouls—Many Public School boys are Scouts, some in the Shanghai Boy Scouts and 
others in the Baden Powell Scouts; the Baden Powell Scouts have now formed two Public School 
Patrols. 

Library.—A grant from the Council of Tls, 200, to which Mi. Edward Ezra generously added 
a gift of One Hundred Dollars, has given the Library an excellent start. Books have been ordered in 
two lots: the first of which contains books of story and travel selected with regard to the periods of 
History taken in the School; the second comprises books of a suitable kind to encourage boys to read. 
The object of the first lot of books is to give boys an opportunity of learning history by agreeable recreative 
reading as supplementary to the usual school work. The requirements of boys of all ages were duly 
considered when the order was made up. 
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General.—The New School has now been working for nine months and a great improvement in the 
boys is already noticeable, in work, in play, and in health and tone generally. Thé regular daily 25 
minutes of physical exercise is proving of great benefit to them and, taken altogether, the condition of the 
school is a matter of the deepest satisfaction to the staff. Masters and boys attend school for practically 
the whole day, most of them taking their tiffin at the School, so that the conditions approximate as closely 
as possible to those of a boarding school. To close this Report, it is fitting that reference should be made to 
the excellent relations which exist between the pupils and their masters. This is a direct result of the 
devotion of the staff to their work and the example set by their high standard of loyalty. It should be 
known that much of the success of the pupils who bring credit to themselves, to their parents, and to the 
school, is due to the generous spirit of those masters who ungrudgingly give much of their own time and 


extra work for the good of their pupils.

PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, HEADMISTRESS’S REPORT. 


The great event of the year has been our beginning life as a separate institution. The departure 
of the boys set three rooms at liberty, the old Lecture Room is being used for tiffin, for needlework, 
for occasional classes: the old Lower School-room for all sorts of physical exercises, for singing, 
and for assembly. Room @, no longer a form-room, is used for occasional classes. Increased space 
has made it possible for us to approximate our ideals. The time-table has been rearranged, the 
lessons reduced from 45 to 40 minutes, thus giving twenty minutes daily for physical exercises. 
The Upper School is divided into three squads or “houses” for this period; one goes to the 
playground for organised games, the second to the large hall for drill or dancing, and the third 
takes singing in one of the class rooms. The result is an increase of physical and mental alertness, 
and of cheerfulness. Several minor alterations to the fabric have been carried out; thus the machinery 
works more easily. 

The exhaust fans have justified their cost. 


Numbers.—On April 20 the numbers were 157, on December 20, 165. 
At the end of the Winter Term, five girls left having completed the course, one left from the Lower 
Fifth Form, and eight boys were transferred to the Boys’ School. 


Athletics.—The second Athletic Sports Meeting was held on October 10 in the compound of the 
Boys’ School. The championship was divided between Louisa Morgan and Alda Remedios. Tennis was 
played enthusiastically in the playground during the summer. Basket ball was begun during the winter term. 

The health of the children has been uniformly good, and comparatively unaffected by the usual 
infantile epidemics of measles, whooping cough and mumps.

Eleven meetings of the Committee have been held. 
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The following is the text of the new Trust Deed superseding that of April 8, 1890 :— 


THIs INDENTURE made the second day of April, 1914, BETWEEN CEcIL HANBURY of No. 5 Fenchurch Street in the 

City of London Esquire DANIEL HaNnBurY of the same address Esquire HorAck HANBURY of Shanghai in China Esquire 
and HILDA BEATRICE CuRRIg wife of James Currie of No. 5 Fenchurch Street in the City of London Esquire of the one 
part and THE CoUNCIL FoR THE FOREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI (who with its successors is hereinafter referred to 
as the “ Council”) of the other part WHEREAS by an Indenture dated the eighth day of April one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety and made between Sir Thomas Hanbury, K.C.y.0. (then Thomas Hanbury Esquire) since deceased of the one part 
and the Council of the other part After reciting that the said Thomas Hanbury had conveyed to the Council the lot of 
land known and registered in the books for the registration of land kept at the British Consulate-General at Shanghai 
aforesaid as Lot number one thousand five hundred and twenty-six and containing 4 mow and 1 haou or thereabouts 
together with the buildings thereon to the intent that the same might be held by the Council from time to time upon the 
trust and for the purposes and subject to the provisions thereinafter declared and contained concerning the same And 
that the Council had agreed to accept the trusts and powers of the Indenture now in recital so far as the same were 
intended to be performed and exercised by the Council And that the said Thomas Hanbury had also contributed « certain 
. sum towards the cost of the erection of new buildings on the said lot of land and various other persons had also sub- 
scribed moneys for the same purpose or otherwise for the benefit of the Institution thereinafter described as “The Thomas 
Hanbury School and Children’s Home” And that certain moneys which had been subscribed for the purpose of a 
Children’s Home were intended to be applied (with the consent of the persons by whom the same had been contributed) 
towards the support and maintenance of the said Institution 1r WAS DECLARED that the said land and the buildings 
thereon or the new buildings which it was intended to erect on the said land should be used for the purpose of a Day and 
Boarding School first for the education of Eurasian children both male and female in equal numbers as nearly as might 
be and secondly for the education of children other than Eurasians-and that so far as funds would permit provision 
should be made for lodging boarding and clothing destitute children but that a fixed monthly charge should be made 
for any children admitted to the school either as Boarders or Day Scholars who should have relations or parents able or will- 
ing to pay AND by the Indenture now in recital certain rules regulations and provisions were made for the administration 
of the said Trust and the management of the said Institution by the Annual Subscribers to the funds of the said Institution 
and a General Committee to be appointed by such Annual Subscribers and the Council as therein provided AND WHEREAS 
by the hereinbefore recited Indenture it was further provided that the Annual Subscribers might in manner therein 
mentioned rescind amend alter or add to the provisions of the said Indenture including those relating to the objects of the 
said Institution provided such rescission amendment alteration or addition did not destroy or conflict with the original 
intention of an Educational Institution connected with and bearing the name of Thomas Hanbury but that no such 
rescission amendment alteration and addition should take effect or be of any validity unless it should haye been approved 
by the Council AND it was further provided that if at any time thereafter the Council and also a majority consisting of not 
less than two-thirds of the Annual Subscribers present at a Special Meeting called to consider the matter should decide that 
it was expedient that the said Institution should be closed the trusts by the said Indenture declared concerning the said 
lot of land and the buildings thereon should cease and the said land and buildings should thenceforth form part of the estate 
of the said Thomas Hanbury AND WHEREAS the hereinbefore recited Indenture contains no power of sale of the said land 
and buildings AND WHEREAS the said Thomas Hanbury duly made and executed his Last Will dated the seventh day 
of June One thousand nine hundred and five whereby the said Testator appointed the said Cecil Hanbury and Daniel 
Hanbury executors thereof and after making certain specific devises and bequests not affecting the subject of these 
presents the said Testator gave and bequeathed the residue of his property of whatsoever description to his three sons 
Cecil Daniel and Horace and his daughter Hilda Beatrice to be equally divided amongst them share and share alike 
AND WHEREAS the raid Thomas Hanbury died at La Mortola Ventimiglia in Italy on the ninth day of March One thousand 
nine hundred and seven without having altered or revoked his said Will save by a Codicil dated the twenty-second day of 
June One thousand nine hundred and six which did not affect his eaid Will as hereinbefore recited AND WHEREAS 
the said Will of the said Thomes Hanbury together with the said Codicil thereto was duly proved by the said Cecil 
Hanbury and Daniel Hanbury on the eighth day of July One thousand nine hundred and seven in the Principal 
Registry of His Britannic Majesty's High Court of Justice in England AND WHEREAS an Exemplification of the Probate of 
the said Will and Codicil was resealed on the thirteenth day of April One thousand nine hundred and eight in His 
Britannic Majesty's Supreme Court for China and Corea at Shanghai AND WHEREAS the said Cecil Hanbury Daniel 
Hanbury Horace Hanbury and Hilda Beatrice Currie nee Hanbury (hereafter referred to as “the Hanbury Devisees” which 
expression shall where the context so requires or admits include their respective heirs executors administrators and 
assigns) have all attained the age of twenty-one years and are sui juris AND WHEREAS at a meeting of the General 
Committee of the said Institution held on the tenth day of October one thousand nine hundred and eleven it was 
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resolved to discontinue making appeals to the public for annual subscriptions towards the upkeep of the said Institution 
and to request the Council to be solely responsible for the cost of the said Institution and thus become the sole Annual 
Subscriber thereto AND WHEREAS the Council acceded to the request aforesaid subject to the sanction of the Ratepayers 
which was duly granted at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers held at Shanghai on the twenty-first day of March One 
thousand nine hundred and twelve AND WHEREAS various gifts and bequests have from time to time been made to the said 
Institution and are now represented by the securities specified in the Schedule to these presents AND WHEREAS the 
Hanbury Devisees have agreed to grant to the Council the power to sell the said land and buildings and to apply the proceeds 
thereof in manner hereinafter mentioned subject to the proviso hereinafter contained and in consideration of the covenant 
on the part of the Council hereinafter expressed AND WHEREAS the Council being now the sole Annual Subscriber to the 
said Institution as aforesaid desires in pursuance of the powers thus vested in it under and by virtue of the hereinbefore 
recited Indenture to rescind the provisions of the said Indenture and to substitute therefor the provisions hereinafter 
contained NOW THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH that in consideration of the covenant on the part of the Council hereinafter 
expressed the Hanbury Devisees do hereby GRANT to the Council FULL AND FREE RIGHT power and liberty at any time 
hereafter to sell and dispose of in such manner and at such price as the Council shall in its absolute discretion think fit 
ALL that lot of land known and registered in the books for the registration of land kept at His Britannic Majesty's Consulate 
General at Shanghai as British Consular Lot One thousand five hundred and twenty-six TOGETHER with the buildings 
erected thereon AND together with all rights easements and appurtenances held or enjoyed therewith or appurtenant thereto 
AND to apply the proceeds of sale thereof in or towards the purchase of a new site or new sites and the erection of buildings 
thereon for the purpose of carrying on the said Institution and in or towards the support and maintenance of the sane PROVIDED 
ALWAYS that the Council shall perpetuate the name of Thomas Hanbury in the name of the said Institution AND SUBJECT 
also to the covenant on the part of the Council -hereinafter expressed AND the Council in consideration of the premises 
doth hereby covenant with the Hanbury Devisees that if the Council shall sell the said British Consular Lot One thou- 
sand five hundred and twenty-six and the buildings thereon in exercise of the power hereinbefore granted to the Council 
and shall cease to carry on the said Insticution on any other site or sites in Shanghai or if the said Institution chall atany time 
hereafter be closed then and in such cases the Council shall forthwith pay to the Hanbury Devisees the moneys received by 
the Council on the sale of the said lot of land being British Consular Lot One thousand five hundred and twenty-six and 
the buildings thereon AND THIS INDENTURE ALSO WITNESSTH that the Council in exercise of the powers now vested in it 
under and by virtue of the Indenture hereinbefore recited and of all other powers enabling it in that behalf doth hereby 
rescind the provisions of the Indenture hereinbefore recited and doth hereby agree and declare as follows :— 


1,—The said lot of land known as British Consular Lot One thousand five hundred and twenty-six and the buildings 
thereon or such lot or lots of land as shall be purchased in lieu thereof and the buildings to be erected thereon and the 
capital and income of the securities specified in the Schedule hereto shall be used for the purpose of a Day and Boarding 
School or Day and Boarding Schools first for the education of Eurasian children both male and female in equal number 
as nearly as may be and secondly for the education of children other than Eurasian and the Council shall if it thinks fit 
separate the Boys’ side from the Girls’ side and substitute two distinct schools for Boys and Girls on separate sites. Such 
fees as the Council shal] think fit shall be charged for all children admitted to the Institution either as Boarders or Day 
Scholars but the Council will make provision for lodging boarding and clothing twelve boys and twelve girls free and for 
lodging and boarding twelve boys and twelve girls at reduced fees, 


2.—As regards admission to the Institution preference shall be given to Eurasian children. Any religious instruction 
given in the Institution shall be Protestant, 


8.—The Council shall assume sole responsibility for and have full control over the Institution and its property and 
shall support and maintain the Institution out of the Public Funds. 


4,—The name of Thomas Hanbury shall be perpetuated in the name of the Institution. 


5.—The Council will delegate the actual management of the Institution toa Committee annually nominated by the 
Council which shall comprise not less than three ladies and three gentlemen, 


6.—If any member of the Committee shall be absent from Shanghai for six consecutive calendar months or shall become 
unfit or incapable to act or shal] send to the Chairman for the time being of the Council a written statement to the effect that 
he or she desires to resign he or she shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Committee. The Council shall have the 
right at any time without assigning any reason therefore to determine the appointment of any member of the Committee, 


7.—The staff of the Institution shall be appointed by the Council and shall make their agreements with the Council 
in a manner similar to other employees in the Municipal Educational Department, 


8,—The School or Schools shall in all other respects be run on the same lines as the existing Municipal Schools with 
such modifications as the Council shall deem proper. 
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9,—The Council shall be at liberty to rescind amend alter or add to the provisions of these presents including those 
relating to the objects of the Institution provided such rescission amendment alteration or uddition does not destroy or 
conflict with the original intention of an Educational Institution connected with and bearing the name of Thomas 
Hanbury,

THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL FOR BOYS, HEADMASTER’S REPORT, 

The character and status of the School is equivalent to that of a Higher Elementary School in 
England. ‘The syllabus in operation when the year 1918 ended provided for work up to and including that 
for the Cambridge Local Preliminary Examination and along these lines the time-table for 1914 was made 
out, Efforts have been consistently directed towards improving the ability of the scholars to express them- 
selves clearly in correct English. The want of power in this respect is calculated to tell against good results 
in all tests except perhaps that of arithmetic, and this want at the beginning of the year was a marked 
feature of every class. One very powerful factor in retarding the successful teaching of English Composition 
was the existing organization which gave the whole of the Lower School to one mistress singlehanded. This 
fault was remedied early in February by the engagement of a trained certificated teacher who assumed 
charge of the infants. There still remained with both these divisions a number of boys whose age and 
intelligence demanded their promotion to older classes but whose deficiency in the English tongue kept them 
where the teaching was most elementary. 

Towards the end of October the arrival of the second of the masters appointed in London 
provided an opportunity to re-organize the classes. The first division was then made up of boys 
from Forms VI and V ; the second division from boys of Form IV. ‘The third division is in two parts, 
one of which consists of all the boys who speak no English : its members have been withdrawn from forms 
both higher and lower. The disabilities of the Lower School have now disappeared. Some of the upper forms 
and all of the lower have heen relieved of boys who were a drag on the general progress, and the classes 
throughout are more homogeneous than they have hitherto been. As soon as classroom space is available 
this class in elementary English will be taught separately.

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School Work.—The subjects taught have been Arithmetic, Algebra, Mensuration, Geometry, English 
Composition, Literature, Grammar, Etymology, Recitation, Geography, History, Bookkeeping, Shorthand: 
Handwriting, Singing, Scripture and Drawing. The Infants have been taught clay modelling in addition to 
the ordinary subjects. ‘The textbooks used are—Arithmetic (Loney), a small handbook with plenty of practical 
questions; Algebra (Baker and Bourne); a modern work with full treatment of graphs ; Mensuration (Stevens); 
Geometry (Roberts); English Grammar (Nesfield) ; Geography (Gill and The Cambridge Junior) ; History 
(Ransome); Bookkeeping (Thornton); Shorthand (Pitman); Literature (various publications). The syllabus has 
not been entirely covered in all subjects but there has been steady conscientious work throughout and all boys 
except the newly formed class for English shew progress. The instruction for the greater part of the year has 
been given in all subjects to each class by the form teacher in charge, but with the advent of the masters 
who completed the establishment the handwriting was brought under one of the mistresses and the singing 
of the Upper School under one of the masters. ‘There will now be uniformity in the teaching of these subjects. 
Singing has not until this year formed part of the school work so that the attainments of the children were 
limited very largely by the amount of music they had heard and practised outside. Some therefore were able 
to sing with accuracy from the beginning and some lacked all knowledge of the ordinary gamut. The results 
are elementary but they show systematic voice training and practice in reading and theory. Six songs have 
been learnt. Drawing is very weak everywhere. A set of standard models and copies was received when 
the stock was opened in September and a fair start has now been made in this subject, which is to have 
increased attention next year. Instruction and practice in shorthand has been continuous but only during 
the last part of the year has it been possible to subdivide into learners, intermediate and advanced 
students. ‘The results in this subject are satisfactory. Book-keeping receives a full share of the time-table. 
The class has been provided with Cash Book, Ledger and Journal for exercises in this subject. The work 
submitted is neat and shows fair accuracy. The period of English History studied has been so divided that 
the top class in the school completes the subject up to 1603 at the end of this year. Features of National 
life, forms of government, causes and effects, social progress, the literature and arts of the periods have all 
been brought into due prominence and referred to current events and tendencies for comparison. The 
syllabus in geography has been arranged so that the beginner learns first the features of the locality of the 
school. The scope is gradually widened to China generally and in Form III to the continent of Asia. The 
British Empire and Europe have been taken by Form IV and Europe and America by Forms Vand VI. In 
all classes of the Upper School physical geography, commerce and climate have been taught contemporaneously. 
The making of models is a matter of no difficulty as the sand pit is large enough to be used by a whole class. 
The Junior Geography published by the Cambridge University Press, now in use, gives special attention to 
natural regional features. The special attention which has been devoted to English subjects has already been 
referred to. Composition has received full share of the time-table. Exercises in the correction of mistakes 
have formed a prominent part of the work. ‘The boarders have been encouraged to write letters home every 
week and all the letters so written which do not require excessive correction made are posted to the 
addressees. Scholars were invited to enter for the competition organized by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, and fifty-four essays were written. Recitation has occupied some part of the time 
devoted to English. Asarule the boys of the Upper School showed fairly well in tests in Grammar and 
Analysis of Sentences. Etymology is still weak, but considerable interest has been awakened in this subject 
and the systematic use of a derivative dictionary is now a feature of the literature lesson. The mastery of 
the more common Latin and Greek roots was part of the senior work for the first half of the year. In 
Literature, Shakepeare’s “‘ Macbeth” easily proved the most interesting of all the studies in English. An edition 
of extracts from Scott's “ Ivanhoe ” was also available for the upper classes and was studied with some detail, 
Tennyson’s “* Revenge” was set for recitation and the subject matter drawn upon for composition. Browning’s 
poems “ The Pied Piper of Hamelin” and “ How they brought the Good News from Ghent to Aix ” and Kipling’s 
“ Ballad of East and West” gave examples of styles more modern. For mathematics the boys are always 
hungry. In Arithmetic the top form covered the whole of the subject, but there was some weakness apparent 
in the grasp of approximations and the metric calculations. In Algebra the greatest weakness was in graph 
work. A large portion of the time devoted to this subject went in consolidating a knowledge of the simpler 
problems by means of graphs. The class managed to work up to the progressions without difficulty. In 
Geometry the lack of a modern work dealing with the theoretical and practical together was much felt. In 
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practical solid geometry in two or more planes the class made appreciable progress, Mensuration was another 
enticing subject, the practical application of formulae appeals strongly to boys and there was no difficulty in 
getting work done satisfactorily here. A course of Mandarin has been given during the year. The class 
works well under a teacher who is absorbed in his subject and the boys evince an eagerness to learn. Both 
the spoken and the written language are studied. In Scripture the work of the Upper School was St. Mark 
and Joshua and Judges, in both of which the boys made good shewing. For memory work the portions 
learnt were St. Matthew V 1-12, Psalms XXIII, Exodus XX 1-17 Corinthians XII 1-8, I St. John IIT 11-17. 

Term examinations were held at Easter, Midsammer and at Christmas. The questions set ab 
Midsummer were taken from the Junior and Intermediate stages (I and IL) of those set for 1913 by The 
Royal Society of Aris. 

The Arithmetic papers sent in were fairly creditable, but all the English papers exhibited a weakness 
in composition. The Shorthand showed good results. ‘The Book-keeping proved the existence of gaps in the 
syllabus. This fault has been remedied and the last examination of the year gave much better results. Since 
Midsummer monthly examinations have been the rule. The re-organization already referred to came so late 
in the year that the results of the examination at Christmas are not to be relied upon to show the results of 
the year’s work in the re-formed classes. 

Altendance—The attendance has been good. The numbers fluctuated according to the following 
figures,

Fees.—By the terms of the Trust under which the School was founded a small proportion of scholars 
are received free and a number at reduced fees. The figures for the past year are shewn below. 

In certain cases the parents or guardians have paid a compounded fee ; these cases have been shewn 
amongst the free boys since there are no further monthly receipts, but it would seem logical to put them 
preferably among the reduced fee pupils. Their number is probably four or five.

Of the last mentioned very good reports have been received. 
-'The conduct and discipline have throughout been very good. The boys are responsive and intelligent. 
It is necessary only to explain to the children what is wanted to secure immediate compliance. This state of 
things is indicative of an excellent tone and as a result it is possible to select monitors who accept the 
responsibility who fulfil the duties and who are relied upon by their comrades. These monitors are appointed 
one to each dormitory. They have hitherto of necessity all been boarders since the hours at which the 
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monitor is most needed are those when the classes are not sitting. Besides these the athletic captains have 
an equally ready following. In no small measure is this loyalty due to the resident character of the school. 
The sympathetic influence of masters and matrons inculeates a confidence in the staff from the juniors 
upwards. 

Routine.—The boys rise at 6.30 and breakfast at 7.30, tiffin is at noon. A slight tea is served at 4 
and supper begins at 6. The hours of class work are 9 till 12 and 1,80 till 4. Preparation and homework 
occupy from 5.30 to 6 and again from 6.30 to bedtime. On Saturdays the boys are generally detailed for kit 
or personal matters in the mornings. The shoemaker, the tailor, the barber attend then. ‘The afternoon is 
devoted to recreation. On Sundays the boys go to Church in the morning and to Sunday School in the 
afternoon. Prayers are said every morning.

Three boys have been baptized and one confirmed this year. 

Leave.—Boys are granted leave if desired from Friday 4 p.m. till Monday 9 a.m. during the week- 
end which includes the first Sunday in the month. Applications for leave at other times are strongly 
discouraged because the granting of it interferes with the routine work which alone allows us to economize 
time and trouble and because it makes gaps in the class work. 

Household matters.—As was foreshadowed in last year’s report the number of beds was increased by 
taking additional premises in January. The number of boarders in September necessitated a further 
extension and another house was rented. So that there are in full use five dormitories of which three are in 
the main building. A resident matron has charge of each house, and each of the five dormitories is under 
the personal supervision of one of the staff. One matron is specially detailed as wardrobe mistress. The 
school tailor on the premises makes all necessary repairs to garments. All the catering is under the 
immediate personal care of the Matron, Sample menus are given :

Health—The school is under the care of the Council’s Medical Officers who attend cases of sickness. 
All new arrivals are vaccinated. There have been two periods in the year when anxiety has been rife. During 
the demolition of the old native houses which made room for the new market many of the boys exhibited 
patches of a whitish nature at the back of the throat and showed slight feverishness, but there was no

serious case. The symptoms were probably due to the dust which was dispersed. by the falling houses. 
After the work was completed we had no new case. The other occasion was in the summer when four of 
the smallest boys sickened and went into hospital with an obstinate form of fever which was diagnosed as 
typhoid. This occurred during an exhaustive examination of drains, and may have been merely a 
coincidence, There has been no case since. One boy was badly bitten by a dog. There were no serious 
after effects. One matron was off duty for 62 days. Preventive measures include the systematic inspection 
of the children and arrangements for their exercise in the open air. All food is prepared and served under 
conditions suggested in the pamphlet published by the Health Officer. A special bed is kept vacant as an 
observation ward. No healthy child is permitted to occupy the place of a patient until all risk of infection 
has been proved absent.

Pastimes.—Parents who have the onus of providing for the out-of-school hours of one or two healthy 
youngsters will appreciate the serious nature of the problem which presents itself to us where the family is 
all boys, where their residence is in town, where their ages vary from five to eighteen, where there is no 
playroom, and where the total number amounts to sixty-three. Every endeavour is made to permit of the 
boys being out in the open air as much as possible during hours of recreation and some definite object for 
them is desirable. In holiday times when the break is a short one, most of the boarders remain at school. 
On March 13, a series of lantern slides was exhibited to the boys by Mr. Aveyard. Mr. Graham Barrow 
gave a Shakesperean evening in February. During Easter week visits were paid to the Tramway Sheds, to 
the Dockyard, to the Waterworks and to a private garden. The visit to the Tramway Sheds was made on 
April 18. Eighty boys went. The General Manager who provided two trams to convey the children had 
prepared and distributed a printed account of the Company’s Works and had arranged to have every machine 
in the shops running in order to illustrate the subject matter of the pamphlet. Mrs. McColl provided tea 
for the party. 

. On April 14, the school visited the Waterworks. The day following was spent at the Dockyard, 
The management placed at the disposal of the School two launches to convey the party to and fro, The 
machine shops, furnaces, and yards at work were all inspected under expert guidance. Mr. Prentice had 
ordered tea to be provided for the children. On Good Friday the resident scholars held an informal 
sports gathering at a private garden in the Siccawei Road by kind permission of Mr. Elias, The 
resident boarders spent six weeks of the summer vacation at Mokanshan while the buildings were repainted. 
The party left Shanghai on June 27, by houseboats and occupied a large house at Spring Farm. 
The ordinary school routine was carried out in the mornings. The afternoons and evenings were occupied 
in swimming, signalling and nature study. The weather was fine and hot. The great drawback was lack of 
water, as the season proved unusually dry and ultimately the drought compelled return to Shanghai on August 21, 
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Aithletics. Following the remarks already made in reference to providing occupation for the boys in 
out-of-school hours, it will be easily understood that organized games of all sorts occupy great prominence. 
Last season’s football ended with the first team defeated in the final for the School Senior League. The 
cricket this summer began with energy but the summer holiday broke into arrangements too completely for the 
season to be called a success. A tennis court in the school playground somewhat less than full size has been 
used with great frequency and, two tournaments amongst the scholars and staff have been held. On May 8, 
the School Sports were held in the Hongkew Recreation Ground. The introduction of open events made 
excitement intense. The 100, 220 and 440 yards, and high jump all came to the school but the Tug-o’-war 
went to the American School whose ten schoolboys aggregated 1,393 pounds. The Public School sports 
held on May 22, included five open events of which the 220 and 440 yards, relay, and the long jump were 
won by the Thomas Hanbury boys. 

The boys have paid regular visits to the swimming bath during the autumn, Twenty boys 
can swim. Semaphore signalling was so successfully followed during the holiday on the hills that 15 boys 
passed the preliminary test. All classes receive instruction in physical exercises. Boxing has had a 
spasmodic vogue. ‘There have been two tournaments in which boys of all weights have taken part. 

Fire precautions.—Pilot lights burn on the main staircase all night. Hand pumps and chemical 
extinguishers have been placed on the landings. Fire drill is ordered without previous warning from time 
to time. Lessons on discipline under fire conditions have a place in the teaching routine. 

Structural improvements.—The school is now lighted by electricity in place of gas. The number of 
washbasins in the dormitory lavatories has been doubled. A lavatory on the ground floor for both boarders 
and day boys is new. ‘Three extra latrines and a larger urinal have been built. A small sandpit for the 
infants has somewhat relieved the pressure on the playground space. In the kitchen department the old 
wooden shelves have been replaced by concreteware and hygienic refuse bins have been provided. The old 
heating boiler has been removed ; it was quite useless and its room, long needed, has been utilized by the 
household department. Refurnishing with new school desks was begun in April. 

General.—Satisfactory work in all divisions has been largely hampered by inadequate classroom 
accommodation and want of stock rooms. The existing accommodation for teaching consists of two rooms 
each very conveniently capable of taking 50 boys. With these divided into four classes under two 
teachers the work would not be difficult nor burdensome provided that the ages of the boys were so nearly 
alike as to permit of it. But of necessity our 140 scholars are divided into eleven classes according to 


_ attainments. This will be more readily understood if reference is made to the late Headmaster's report 


where he says, the Chinese scholars who formed so large a proportion of the school have now gone. 
This fact bears immediately upon the standard of work so as to raise it perceptibly and rapidly. That the 
size and shape of the classrooms compel teachers to carry on their work side by side is another matter 
which calls so loudly for remedy that the provision of new school buildings has become more urgent and 
efforts are being made to push forward the erection of the Boys’ Department on the Haskell Road site 
with all possible speed. Our playground space is notably inadequate now that the number of boarders has 
increased so appreciably and the ages of the boys vary so greatly. Big boys and little boys are unable to 
combine in games and the weaker literally go to the wall. 

The year’s work closed with a distribution of prizes won by scholars who had achieved distinction 
either in Form work or in special subjects. It is an evidence of the interest of the public in the School 
that gifts of various kinds for the boys have to be acknowledged on their behalf. The Shanghai Cricket 
Club must be thanked for sports gear, Capt. Gillespie for a football, J. A. Harvie, Esq., J. Ambrose, Esq., 
Mrs. D. ©. Dick, and Mrs. Smith Alliston for various Christmas presents, the Old Boys and their friends 
for sports prizes, J. Llewellyn Jones, Esq., for a silver cup, Mrs, J. A. Urquhart for a special prize and 
pictures and the Rey. Dr. G. H. Bondfield for pictures.

Libraries.—The formation of a library for the boys was commenced at the beginning of the year. 
When the school reopened after Midsummer the library was re-stocked with seventy-six volumes published 
by Messrs. Dent & Co. in the Everyman series. Additions have neen made from time to time since. On 
June 17, in response to a request from the School, 135 children’s books in the Russian language were 
received on loan from H. E. the Consul-General for Russia, A teaching library is in course of collection. 
These libraries are all in constant use. The number of books issued September to December was over 700.

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THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL FOR GIRLS, HEADMISTRESS'S REPORT. 


Health.—The School this year has suffered many disadvantages, which have greatly interfered with 
the usual school curriculum. In the early part of spring an epidemic of mumps broke out, the school is too 
congested to set apart a room for the isolation of infectious cases, therefore Dr. Marshall ordered us to close, 
consequently all day scholars were dismissed and school broke up. It is obvious this could have been 
avoided, if there were accommodation to isolate suspicious cases, When the building is converted into the 
Girls’ School it will be the first thought to arrange that this need is supplied. With the exception of this 
outbreak the health of the scholars has been good, 

Staf.—In May, the Kindergarten Mistress resigned on account of ill health, and we found ourselves 
in the trying position of having a class of 85 children vacant, it was a problem how to manage for the 
remainder of the term, our Staff was too small to spare a Mistress, but by putting two of the elder girls in 
charge and giving them occasional supervision, we tided over the difficulty without the children suffering 
serious inconvenience. 

Altendance.—The number of Scholars on the Register this year is rather less than the previous year, 
averaging under 100 per month, the number of Boarders has not decreased and the attendance remains 
excellent. Under present conditions the school is limited to 40 boarders and 60 day scholars ; these 
numbers it is hoped to increase when the separation of Girls and Boys takes place. 

Work.—In spite of the many interruptions suffered during the year, the work throughout the School 
has been satisfactory. Three of the girls sat for the Junior Cambridge Examination, they have worked 
very steadily, and there is ground to hope of their success. I am glad to report that in the open competition 
held by the Shanghai Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals for the best essay on the Horse, the 
1st prize was awarded to Sheila Davey, one of the little girls in the third form. Special attention is paid to 
English Grammar, Composition, Dictation, Reading and Arithmetic, and it is satisfactory to know that 
progress has been made in these subjects. I am anxious that the Girls should obtain a good solid 
education; most of them have to depend entirely on their own energies for their future maintenance, and 
for this reason the school influence should be such that it fits them for doing exactly that particular work 
which nature especially intended for them. 

Holidays.—Through the kindness of Mr. Stewart, Headmaster of the Boys’ side, arrangements were 
made during the Easter Holidays for the girls in conjunction with the boys to visit the Tram Plant at 
Bubbling Well Road, the Waterworks at Yangtszepoo Road and the Docks at Pootung. They were much 
interested and enjoyed the afternoons spent in looking over these large industrial centres. ‘Twenty-four girls 
spent their Summer Vacation at the School, Miss MacGregor Smith was engaged to assist in the charge of 
them, in addition to the supervision, the school at this time is in the hands of the workmen and there is 
very little rest or quietness in the building. he children are given more freedom, and every endeavour is 
made in order that the holidays shall be pleasant by arranging picnics and excursions. ‘The children spent 
several pleasant evenings during the winter holidays. Mr, Harvie with his usual goodness gave them a 
Christmas tree; this has been his custom for many years, only those present at the distribution of toys 
can see with what pleasure and joy the gift is hailed. A friend sent $20, with which suitable gifts were 
purchased to fit the Christmas Stockings. It has always been the Staff's endeavour to make Christmas a 
bright, happy time, and T think it may be said that it has been successful. 

Applications. —Throughout the year numerous applications have been received from Chinese Girls, who 
desire to enter the School that they may study English, and it is with reluctance that admittance has been 
denied them. This eagerness to learn English points to the need of a school for them; it may be possible 
in the future to reserve a class room for their use and thus supply the need until such a time as they have 
their own school, 

Prize-giving.—This year there was a deviation from the usual custom which made the Prize-giving 
a joint affair, Several members of the Committee were present, and Mrs. Bondfield kindly presented prizes 
to the successful scholars. The boys and girls gave a short programme of songs.

DEAR S1R,—Last year we had the honour of addressing the Council with a request for the increase of the annual 
grant for our orphanage, known as St, Joseph’s Institution (Providence School), and the Council replied on March 7, 1914, 
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stating that our Institution was situated in the French Settlement, additional assistance out of the Public Funds should 
fall rather on the French than on the Foreign Settlement, and that, therefore, our application could not be entertained. 

Under these circumstances we feel some diffidence in returning to the subject, in order to explain the facts, more 
fully on this occasion, and to renew our request in the confidence that a careful study of the grounds upon which it is 
based, will convince you and the Council, that we are not asking for anything but what is reasonable, 


The following are the facts :— 


Numbers of Children. 


British 49 
Other nationalities resident in the l’oreign Settlement, chiefly English- 
speaking 52 
Number of children from both Settlements in the year of our establish- 
ment, 1876 80 


The figures of the above paragraph speak for themselves, and we submit, respectfully, that they show that the 
fact of our house being situated in the French Settlement is, under these circumstances, not so material as the Council 
may perhaps have thought. 

Amount of Grants.—As to the 26 French children we are assisted annually by a Grant from the French Council of 
Tis, 1,500, which has been increased to its present figure on one occasion since the year 1876, 

‘As to the 101 children from the Foreign Settlement we are assisted annually by a Grant from the Municipal Council 
of the Foreign Settlement North of the Yangkingpang by a Grant of Tis. 1,000; this was made in the year 1876, and has 
not been increased on asingle occasion since. 

It will thus be seen that (assuming that the whole of the 30 children in 1876 came from the Foreign Settlement) 
whereas the Municipal Council 38 years ago allowed $33 per year per child, they now allow us $10 per year per child, 
Meanwhile eapenditure has, of course, become very much higher, and may be seen in detail by reference to our last 
statement of accounts which we sent to you in February. 

Character of the Orphanage—You remarked in your letter of March 7, that our Institution was primarily of French 
origin and conducted under French auspices. We do not think this statement gives quite a correct description of our 
position, as we have made it here : but even if it were so, we feel bound to point out that this furnishes no better ground 
for withholding assistance, than it did at the time of our establishment : the Council assisted us in a certain proportion then, 
and we think we can fairly ask for assistance in the same proportion now. But we would describe ourselves rather as 
primarily of charitable origin. For nearly forty years we have fed, clothed, and brought up the orphans of the Settlements 
without distinction of race or class, As an instance of what is meant, we must point out that our annual deficit (which for 
the year 1913 was $10,000) is supplied by our paying Institute. Our mothers have also given their lives to the Institution 
solely out of charitable motives. Therefore we would ask that our origin be regarded as charitable aud educative, and 
nothing else. 

‘As to our orphanage being conducted under French auspices, though the point hardly affects the issue, we venture 
also to call this into question, Our English-speaking Mothers, who are British subjects, are in some cases known personally 
to the Members of the Council, and we would point with absolute confidence also, to the results of the work, as shown in 
the orphans whom we have brought up, and who are now in the world, in evidence of the fact that we have fitted them for 
life not merely among French people bat in the International community. We have conducted the orphanage on the 
broadest possible lines, and we believe the Members of the Educational Committee have nothing but good to say of what 
we have striven todo, We have not hitherto obtruded our work on the Council, and would not describe it in this way if 
it were not now necessary to make the matter clear. 

We trust that enough has been said to show that the orphanage has done very valuable and disinterested work for 
the Foreign Settlement, and is therefore entitled to the Council's kindest consideration. Without additional assistance and 
sympathetic practical co-operation, it is quite evident that in spite of our efforts, we cannot alone maintain this heavy 
burden. 

It is to be added that the Police and Consulates have often sent us orphans to be brought up without any 
compensation. 

In the circumstances, we respectfully request that the Council's Grant of Tls. 1,000, which we have patiently accepted 
without increase for 38 years, be raised for this year, and the future to Tis. 3,000, or to such other adequate amount as the 
Council may be good enough to decide,

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CHINESE EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEE. 

In the terms of the correspondence as set forth on page 1168 of the Report for last year, one of the 
conditions of the offer of Mr. Chicheh Nieh, the donor of the site for the new school for boys in the 
Eastern District was that his own nominee should serve on the Committee of management. At the request 
of the members, Mr. Chicheh Nieh consented to fulfil this condition himself in person. In July he was 
accordingly invited and consented to serve as an additional member of the Committee. 

The membership remained otherwise as in 1913, and now stands as follows :—

Four meetings of the Committee have been held. ‘The points of chief importance which were 
discussed related to the new school for the Hastern District, in connexion with which two decisions of note 
were recorded :— 

Name.—In deference to the swish expressed by Mr. Chicheh Nieh the title Nich Chi-kuei Public 
School for Chinese (it "¥ 2 WE it A 3) “was “adopted for the new institution in commemoration of the 
donor's father, Governor Nieh Chi-kuei. 

Building Plans.—The most satisfactory basis for decision as to the size and character of the new 
institution was furnished by adopting the general plan of the Ellis Kadoorie Public School for Chinese as a 
model, with two modifications of note, The Assembly Hall will be upon the ground instead of upon the third 
floor : a one-story hall will accordingly be situated in that part of the structure, which in the Ellis Kadoorie 
School is devoted to the Visitors’ Hall and offices for the Staff, but with little increase in the dimensions of 
the whole structure, the space occupied on each floor remaining the same, As the schoo! will face south-east, 
the dimensions of the class-rooms will, without disadvantage, be increased by the omission of verandas, 

PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 

The school year which is made up of two terms began on February 10, 1914, and the first (sammer) 
Term lasted until July 15. The winter Term commenced on September 7, and ended on February 6, 
1915. The fees for each term are paid during the week preceding the commencement, and in the case of 
each opening day the maximum number of pupils, viz., 400, had paid fees and many would-be scholars 
had to be declined. 

Altendance.—There has been practically no illness of a serious nature among the pupils and the 
average daily attendance has in consequence been remarkably high, exceeding 98 per cent. on some days. 

Work.—The depletion of the staff of English masters caused by the War naturally had an effect upon 
the amount and quality of the work done in the English Department, but those that were on the scene 
made praiseworthy efforts to cope with the extra responsibility, and from November, when the staff was 
again at its full strength, to the end of the School year, special pains were taken notably in the 
teaching of English Literature and Composition to regain lost ground. The average Chinese pupil lacks 
to a lamentable extent the ability or desire to tap the fountains of knowledge by himself. The majority 
need to be led, and if leaders are missing the pupil metaphorically sits down and awaits the return of the 
old or the arrival of a new leader. Slowly and by painful degrees this state of mental infancy is being 
changed, but there are unmistakable signs that it will take many decades to overcome effectively the 
paralysing effects of centuries of the old system of learning, a system that has often been called 
intellectual infanticide. The Chinese need inductive methods in education ; they need to be taught to find 
out knowledge by themselves. . 

The final examinations held in January, 1915, were by no means discouraging. specially in the 
Preparatory School of the English Department, and most notably in Classes 2 and 5, much progress had 
been made during the last three months of the year. ‘The mathematical papers throughout the School were, 
generally speaking, excellent, 

The staff of the Chinese Department was at full strength throughout the year, and there is evidence 
that the work in this Department is of a high order. The report of the Examiner in Chinese appointed by

the Cambridge University Local Examinations Syndicate for 1918 is as follows :—“ The standard reached 
by the candidates was uniformly good, and in one case excellent. Weakness was chiefly noticeable in 
translation from English into Chinese.” 

In this Department special efforts are in progress to sabe the study of the official spoken language of 
China (Mandarin) more effective. The mumbling and indistinctness of Chinese speech which is a common 
feature to-day is regarded with a feeling akin to shame by the most enlightened scholars, and schools should 
take the lead in insisting on the proper enunciation of the language. It is surely a mistaken policy to teach 
Chinese to pronounce a foreign tongue correctly and at the same time pay no attention to the pronunciation 
of the native tongue. 

Boys’ Library—The Librarian reports as follows :—During the Summer Term the number of 
books loaned out was only three short of a thousand. A number of magazines were also read. After the 
summer vacation it was impossible for some time to reopen the Library. During the winter, however, the 
books have been in great demand, and the periodicals containing war pictures have proved cof great interest. 
It is hoped that provision may be made for two weeklies such as the Graphic and the Sphere. The increase 
in the number of volumes now necessitates a complete re-classification whereby books suitable for boys in 
the lower forms may be separated from those used by the upper forms. The Reference section will be 
added to, and a shelf set aside for volumes relating to Scouteraft for those boys of the School who are 

“also members of the 1st Shanghai Troop of Chinese Boy Scouts. 

Cambridge Local Examinations.—At the examinations held in December, 1913, the following results 
were obtained :-— 

Senior Examination :—Chou Ta-lun J * #@, Third Class Honours, with Distinction in Chinese ; 

Tu Gee-chun # 3f #4, passed (under nineteen years) ; 
Zia Yuen-ding  % %, passed (under nineteen years) ; excused the second 
part of the Previous Examination ; 

Junior Examination :—Chang Shing-hai 3 #8 #f, passed with Distinction in Geography and 

Drawing ; 
Chang Yoh-wen 3 4 %X, passed with Distinction in Drawing. 

‘At the examinations held in December, 1914, five Senior and three Junior candidates entered. 

The Senior candidates take Chinese Language and Literature in lieu of Greek, and the report of the 
Examiner appointed by the University is given under the section headed Work. At present the Public 
School for Chinese is the only school that takes advantage of the arrangement whereby Chinese may be 
substituted for Greek. One of the above candidates who has proceeded to Hongkong University was 
excused the entrance examination there. 

Old Boys.—As the School has now been in existence for more than ten years, it is of interest to 
learn what has become of some of the two thousand pupils who have come under its influence. Comparatively 
few have stayed long enough to complete the entire course of study, but of these the following is a record : 
one old pupil is on the staff of a well-known Shanghai weekly; a second has recently graduated from 
Michigan University, where incidentally he took the second prize in an oratorical contest open to the whole 
University, and was on the editorial staff of the newspaper published daily by the University. A third 
“old boy ” is a mining engineer ; two others are electrical engineers ; three are holding responsible positions 
in local Insurance offices ; one is an assistant master in his old school ; one has entered the service of the 
Chinese Customs ; one is in the Customs College in Peking, and one is taking the Arts Course at Hongkong 
University. j

ELLIS KADOORIE PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE, HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


Enrolment.—It was not possible to have such an advance in numbers during the past year as was 
recorded the previous year. But the increase from 342 to 882 must be regarded as very satisfactory. Had 
conditions been different at the reopening in September, there was every likelihood that the limit of 400 
would have been reached ; and it is hoped that, when the school reopens after the Chinese New Year, it will 
have its full complement. Up to the present, enrolment has, every term, been slow, with the result that 
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work at the beginning of each term has been unsatisfactory; and it is possible that this handicap will be 
felt for some time to come. Conditions in this respect were, however, much better last year than during 
the two preceding years : but they will not be entirely satisfactory until all enrolments are effected before 
the opening day of each term as, only then, can a good start be made. 

Classification —Closely allied to the subject of enrolment is that of classification, When numbers 
increase from 156 to 382 in two years, it is quite apparent that classification becomes a matter of consider- 
able difficulty. That difficulty has been felt and will continue to be felt until the percentage of pupils who 
are new decreases very substantially, Already the decrease is very marked. In the Spring Term of 1913, 
61.5 per cent, of the pupils were new: in the corresponding term of 1914 the percentage was 36.6, In 
the Winter Term of 1913, 33.9 per cent. were uew pupils; whereas in the Winter Term of 1914 the 
percentage had fallen to 26,5. It is apparent therefore that conditions are improving and, with the 
improvement, classification will become easier and altogether more satisfactory. But conditions will not be 
thoronglily satisfactory, from a classification point of view, until, each term, not more than 7 per cent. of 
the pupils are new. When that ideal stage is reached, attention to age of admission will become possible, 
and, when that is on a satisfactory basis, the educational standard ought to rise very considerably. 

Attendance.—An average monthly attendance of 93.26 per cent. is not a bad average, but it is not 
quite so good as that of the previous year when it was 93.89 per ceat. But during July the attendance fell 
off very considerably. The weather at the end of June and during the whole of July was exceptionally 
hot, and, from the beginning of July till the school closed for the summer holidays, many boys had to be 
sent home on account of being sick in school. The best month was February when the attendance averaged 
96.7 per cent. For the months of March, April, May, June and September the average was over 95 per 
cent. As invariably happens, the attendance, with the approach of the Chinese New Year and of the 
summer holidays, fell off very markedly. The average for January was 87.7 per cent. and for July 83.36 
per cent. ‘The best attendance during the year was 364, an attendance that was reached when the number 
on roll was 374. It is expected that, when there are more applicants for admission than there are vacancies 
to be filled, the percentage of attendance will improve, as it will then be possible to make and enforce 
regulations that, at present, it would be inadvisable to issue. 

Work, English.—The progress throughout the school was steady. The system of division introduced 
the previous year was continued and worked well. With the strengthening of the Foreign staff the standard 
is rising gradually, but, until the average age of the pupils is lowered very considerably, the results of the 
work cannot possibly be commensurate with the efforts of the staff. It is not that boys who are old do not 
work well; but in many cases they are building on poor foundations: and parents make such inroads on 
their time for the transaction of family business that, in many cases, their attendance is unsatisfactory, and 
the quality of their work inevitably suffers. 

No branch of study is neglected, but, on account of the fact that a boy spends only half his time at 
English subjects, progress is necessarily slow. As usual a great deal of attention was paid to English in all 
ite branches, and good work was done. Algebra and geometry received much more attention than in former 
years and during the coming year it is probable that the whole of the upper school will be at work 
on these subjects. The drawing throughout the school improved greatly. The boys began to grasp the 
principles of perspective with the result that a great advance was made in model drawing. The freehand 
drawing too was certainly much better. With the arrival of apparatus very good work was done in 
chemistry as the subject was full of interest to the boys. There was regular practice in vocal music during 
the year and the advance made was very gratifying. When the weather was favourable there was weekly 
instruction in drill. 

Chinese.—Good progress was made in the study of Chinese literature and all received instruction in 
the history and geography of China. 

Throughout the school, composition and letter-writing were given great attention, and the most 
advanced pupils began to study poetry. Two new features were introduced. Some apparatus was obtained 
for demonstration in physics and the senior class had instruction in this subject. Next year more 
classes will have physics taught them. Towards the end of the year the study of Mandarin was introduced. 

Speech Day.—Thursday, July 16, was Speech Day. Mr, L. H. Turner, in the absence, through 
sickness, of the head master, was in charge of the School, ‘ 
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The fanction was carried through with marked success. The Rey. A. J. Walker, ™.s., Chairman 
of the Chinese Educational Committee, was in the chair. Mr. E. C. Pearce, Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, Mr. Yang cheng, the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs and Taoyin, and Mr. E. I. Ezra, the 
Council’s representative on the Committee, were present. Mr. Ezra and Mr. Yang ‘I'cheng spoke to the boys 
and were listened to witli interest and appreciation. The prizes awarded for good work done in 
English were distributed by Mr. Pearce, and those awarded for good work done in Chinese by Mr. Yang 
Tcheng. 

Athletics —All through the year the boys had a fine playground to play in, and there was no lack 
of exercise. Football was the favourite game, and a league in two divisions was organized in connexion 
with the school. The boys played with great zest and the quality of their play improved. The Annual 
Sports were held in the playground on Saturday, November 7, and were a great success. In the two inter- 
school competitions the boys of the Public School for Chinese were successful in one event, and the boys of 
the Ellis Kadoorie School in the other. 

Visitors,—The only visitors during the year, apart from the many who came as guests on Speech 
Day, were the Rey. A. J. Walker and Mr. Ellis Kadoorie. Mr. Kadoorie maintains a warm interest in the 
school which he founded, and never fails to visit it when he comes to Shanghai. 

Play Shed.—Towards the end of the year the erection of a shed was begun and it will be ready for 
use when the school reopens after the Chinese New Year.

Their names will be temporarily 
struck out of the Staff List. They will be re-instated in their posts if they rejoin the Service within six 
months of the termination of the War. The sums standing at their credit in the Superannuation Fund will 
remain at interest pending their return, or be issued under Rule 7. The London Agents will advance the 
cost of return passages on re-engagement.

Mr. E. C, Creasy, 2nd Assistant Superintendent, left Shanghai for 
Europe in September, and the two Cadet Officers appointed last year, Messrs. K. M. Bourne and F. L. Wain- 
wright arrived to take up their duties in July. Mr. Bourne subsequently proceeded on war service in October. 

Leave was granted to Inspector Kinipple and to 2 Sub-Inspectors, 14 Sergeants and 2 Acting 
Sergeants. On January 1, Inspector Wilson, for many years Inspector in charge of Louza Station, was 
promoted to be Chief Inspector.

Owing to the uncertainty of obtaining further supplies of ‘ Ammunition,” precautions were taken 
with the view of conserving as far as possible the existing stock. The expenditure shown under this heading 
is, therefore, considerably below the Corps’ normal requirements. 


Fire Brigade—Underspent Tis. 4,203. 


The “Receipts for Services of Fire Float, ete.” show an appreciable increase over the figure 
estimated. 


Police Force—Overspent Tis. 4,728. 


The expenditure for the year has again closely approximated the estimates. Under “Stock and 
Stores,” however, it will be noted that certain appropriations have proved inadequate.

Health Department—Underspent Tis. 28,085. 

A saving of Tis. 22,069 has been effected under “ Office.” Plague Prevention measures were retarded 
during the early part of the year owing to a shortage of rat-proofing materials, while the “ Receipts from 
Laboratory ” were considerably in excess of the estimated figure. The expenditure on “ Hospitals” was 
Tis. 4,421 less than the estimate. Under “Extra Departmental” ‘the interest on the General Hospital 
building overdraft only absorbed T's. 7,961 against an anticipated expenditure of Tls. 10,000. 


Public Works Department—Overspent Tis. 18,589. 


The appropriations for “ Buildings,” “ Maintenance of Roads” and “Cleansing Roads” have been 
exceeded by Tis. 6,828, Tis. 16,997 and Tis. 1,354 respectively. Expenditure on the remaining headings of 
the Budget has been less than was anticipated, 
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The appropriation for “Road Materials” under “Stock and Stores” has been considerably exceeded, 
owing to the large quantity of stone brought down from the Quarry during the year, and to the increased 
cost of transport. 

Public Band—Underspent Tis. 4,260. 

Expenditure on “ Pay” was Tis. 5,434 less than the figure estimated. On the other hand “ Private 
Services ” only produced Tls. 1,005 against an appropriation of Tls. 3,000. 

Educational Department—Overspent Tls. 2,515.

The expenditure on culverting the Defence Creek, although not included in the Budget, was 
authorised at the Special Meeting of Ratepayers held on June 4. 

Under the heading of “Landing Stages,” the Budget contained provision for half the cost of the 
new pontoon opposite Nanking Road, At the time the Budget was prepared it was anticipated that the 
Chinese Maritime Customs would consent to bear half the expenditure on the work. The proposal was 
not, however, acceptable to the Customs authorities, and the total cost of the pontoon had therefore to be 
borne by the Council. 

It will be noted that the cost of acquiring a site for the new Hongkew Fire Station is stated at 
Tis. 20,612. This expenditure includes Tis. 6,014 allocated to Thorne Road Extension, and the latter 
figure appears as a credit under “ Land transferred to Roads.”

Pingchiao Quarry.—The profit for the year shows a decrease of Tls. 620 as compared with the figures 
for 1913. The transport difficulties experienced in 1913 and during the early months of the year under 
review have now been overcome. ‘The cost of transport is, however, considerably higher than in former years. 
Capital Expenditure has been incurred amounting to Ts. 2,670. 

Convict Labour.—Shows a decreased profit of Tls. 4,087 as compared with the year 1913. 

Concreteware Manufactory.—The profit for the year is ls. 6,293 higher than the figure for 1913 
this satisfactory result being traceable to a large increase in the number of pieces made. Capital expenditure 
has been incurred amounting to T's. 4,386. 

Tungchow Road Workshop.—As the result of the second year’s working of this industry a profit of 
Tis. 1,168 has been earned. Expenditure amounting to Tis. 10,336 has been incurred on Capital Account.

The Authorised Loan for 1914 was T's. 503,000. Tenders were invited for debentures to the exten- 
of Tls. 200,000 carrying interest at the rate of 54 per cent. per annum, and the issue was placed at an 
average price (inclusive of brokerage) of Tls. 101.79 per cent. The applications received totalled 
Tis. 572,900. : 

The Budget appropriation for the Redemption of Debentures (‘Tls. 151,210) was applied in redeeming 
debentures to the value of Tis. 1,000 in the 5 per cent. Loan of 1895, the balance (‘Tls. 150,210) being 
transferred to the Balance Sheet. On the other hand the unexpended balance of the 1918 appropriation 
(Ts. 98,700) has now been transferred from the Balance Sheet to Extraordinary Income in place of issuing 
a similar amount of the current year’s Loan. 

As the result of the year’s transactions the Council's liabilities on Silver Loans (excluding the 
Electricity Department) have been increased by T'ls. 199,000. 

The Loans outstanding for Genera) Purposes at December $1, (Tls. 2,755,700), represent 93.91 per cent. 
of the year’s Ordinary Income. 

STERLING LOAN. 


No additional debentures have been issued during the year on account of the Sterling Loan,

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OVERSEER OF TAXES’ REPORT 


In spite of adverse conditions which have prevailed during the latter part of the year, the Municipal 
Revenue has been well maintained. The only serious deficiency is in Wharfage Dues which produced 
Tis, 20,638 short of the estimates. On the other hand a substantial increase in receipts from licence fees 
brings the year’s revenue to a figure well above the Budget estimate. 

The total Ordinary Income collected from all sources amounts to Ts. 2,934,382 against Tls. 2,858,006 
for the preceding year, showing an increase of Ts. 76,376.

General Municipal Rate—Foreign.—The Revenue from this source amounted to Ts. 563,241 showing 
an increase of Tis. 4,996 over last year’s figure. 
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Extensive building operations have been carried on both inside and beyond the Settlement boundary ; 
but, on the other hand, the number of unoccupied houses has slightly increased. 176 new foreign houses 
have been assessed showing an aggregate assessment of T'ls. 186,920 while 36 houses have been demolished 
representing an assessment of T's. 40,057. 

General Municipal Rate—Chinese.—There has been a phenomenal increase in the number of Chinese 
houses erected in the Settlement during the past year, more particularly in the Northern and Western 
Districts, and a substantial addition to the revenue has resulted. The old type of wooden fronted shop is 
being rapidly replaced by modern buildings, especially in the principal streets of the Settlement. The income 
from Chinese rates amounted to Tls, 773,631 against Ts. 739,427 in 1913, showing an increase of 
Tis. 34;204.

Advertising Hoardings.—With the object of eliminating objectionable and unsightly advertisements 
from the Settlement, anthority was given to the Council at the last Annual Ratepayers Meeting to levy a 
special rate on buildings carrying advertisements, advertising hoardings or stations. A fee of from Ts. 0.05 
to T's, 5 per square foot was agreed to. Attention was first directed to advertisements in the principal 
residential districts and in most cases the advertisers preferred to remove the signs rather than pay the 
special rate. In consequence little increase in revenue has resulted, but a distinct improvement is noticeable 
in the appearance of the principal thoroughfares. 


Wharfage Dues.—This source of revenue has been seriously affected by the depression in trade as a 
result of the war. The income for each quarter, compared with the previous four years, is given below :—

Licence Fees.—The total income from licence fees produced Ts. 582,058 against Ts. 535,097 in 1918 
or an increase of Tls. 46,961. The estimates have been exceeded by Tis. 43,958. This excess is chiefly 
attributable to the high fees which have been charged during the year on Opium Shops. A falling off is 
noticeable in the receipts from Livery Stables and Private Pony and Carriage licences, while the licences on 
Motor Cars, Public Ricshas and Wheelbarrows show a substantial increase. 

Appended to this report is a comparative statement giving full particulars of all licences issued and 
details of collections during 1912/14, also a table showing the income derived from each class of licence fee 
during the past ten years.

Slaughter House Fees.—The fees from this source produced Ts. 14,482 against Tls. 15,464 in 1918. 
The number of butchers from whom the fees were collected averages 38 per month against 43 during the 
previous year. 

Markets.—A substantial increase is shown in the receipts from Market Fees, due mainly to the 
completion during the year of the extension to the Hongkew Market. A Hawkers’ licence was introduced 
in July with satisfactory results. The fees collected produced Ts. 61,157, against Tls. 42,083 in 1918 ;

Remarks thereon by the Council for 1914. 


The following Budget of Municipal Income and Expenditure is submitted for the approval of the 
Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting to be held in March 1915. 


The Ordinary Income for the year is estimated at Ts. 8,006,460 
and the Lependiture at 2,675,350 
leaving a Surplus of 831,110 
It is proposed to raise hy debentures during the year the sum of 600,000 
and the Letraordinary Income will amount to 941,110 
The deficit carried forward from 1914 is 16,642 
and Extraordinary Expenditure is recommended aggregating 938,225 


ORDINARY INCOME. 


Land Tax, Ts. 680,000.—With a small allowance for new registrations the figures are the same as 
“ast year, The assessment authorised in 1911 is due for revision in 1916, 


General Municipal Rate, T's. 1,895,500.—This figure allows for an advance of Ts. 60,000 on that 
for 1914, which the continually growing popularity of the Foreign Settlement as a place of residence for 
Chinese of all “classes more than justifies. The number of well-to-do Chinese occupying Foreign-built 
houses has increased from 480 in 1909 to 760 in 1914, while vacant lots particularly in the Western . 
District are being rapidly covered with blocks of houses and shops of Chinese construction. 


Wharfage Dues, Ts. 175,000.—The receipts for 1914 show a deficit of Tls. 20,000, and the Finance 
Committee is of opinion that those for the concluding quarter will be a reasonable basis for the new Estimate. 
Whatever amount is inserted must necessarily be a guess, and the figure shown anticipates improved trade 
conditions before the year closes, 


Licence Fees, Tis, 582,200.—This aggregate is almost exactly the counterpart of the 1914 actual 
receipts. It requires little discussion except in respect to the changes which the Council suggests for 
adoption. 

As regards the Opium Shop Licence the correspondence published on October 22 and December 10 
sets forth the position fully. Tt is proposed, as in the case of the divans in 1908, to hold four drawings 
at intervals of six months, the first of which will take place on June 30. Upon each occasion the shops 
will be divided into two classes, and under the four Districts, so that the effect will be evenly distributed 
over the Settlement. The Council is aware that there is a certain body of opinion favouring more drastic 
and speedier action in regard to opium, but the Finance Committee has been actuated by the wish to achieve 
the end desired without unfairness to a bona fide section of the Settlement’s trade. In any event there is 
satisfaction in the statement that, so far as the Council is aware, these proposals are not disapproved by the 
British Government, which of all the Treaty Powers is overwhelmingly the most concerned. In recognition 
of the fact that the undrawn shops will transact an increased business, it is recommended that the fee for 
the guild shops be raised to the fixed rate of Ts. 100 per month, and that the limits for the smaller 
shops remain from Ts. 10 to T's. 50 as heretofore. At the same time it is proposed that the fees for the 
latter shall be generally raised within these limits. 
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Taxi-cabs and motor-cars for hire have during the past few years taken their place as a recognised 
form of locomotion in Shanghai, and their distinction from ordinary private-owned cars in the matter of 
licence has become necessary. Consistently with the practice as regards ricshas and carriages the Committee 
considers that these licences should not be available for both Settlements as are those of private owners. 
As this will in any case involve double payment, it is proposed that the fee for taxi-cabs shall be raised 
moderately from Ts. 10 to’ Ts. 15 per quarter. At the same time the charge for lorries will be increased 
to a maximum of T's. 25 per quarter. 

Rent of Municipal Properties, 11s. 94,010.—The higher scale of Market fees introduced in July, 
and the increased accommodation in the Hongkew Market, account for the surplus of rent received in 1914, 
and for the high figure, Tls. 83,060, estimated for 1915. The levy on street hawkers has had the desirable 
result, as was anticipated, of bringing numbers of these pedlars into the Markets, where their 
sanitary stipervision is more easily secured. It is proposed to increase the street hawkers’ fee to $2 per 
mensem, 

Revenue from Public and Municipal Undertakings, Tis. 79,750.—This figure includes the dividend 
to be received from the additional shares in the Shanghai Mutual Telephone Co., Ld., purchased by the 
Council during the year. 
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RATES, TAXES, DUES AND FEES. 


The Council recommends that the following be levied :— 

Land Tax at the rate of 6/10ths of one per cent., on the assessed values, from renters of land within 
the limits of the Settlement, from January 1, 1915, payable half-yearly in advance. 

General Municipal Rate at 12 per cent., on the assessed rentals of houses within the Settlement, from 
the occupants, from April 1, 1915, until the next Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, payable quarterly in 
advance. 

General Municipal Rate at 6 per cent., on the assessed rentals of houses beyond Settlement limits, 
under provision of the agreement of July 1, 1905, with the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., from the 
occupants, from April 1, 1915, until the next Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, payable quarterly in dflvance. 

Special Advertisement Rale-—From Ts. 0.05 to Ts. 5 per square foot of advertisement per annum 
from the occupier of land upon which any building carrying advertisements, advertising hoarding or station is 
erected.

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ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Volunteer Corps, Tls. 61,085.--Some considerable advance in the annual expenditure of the Corps is 
noticeable, being the cost of equipping the newly enrolled units ; thus the estimate for uniform has advanced 
from Tls. 7,000 to Tls. 10,800, As regards small arms ammunition, the fixed reserve which it is considered 
desirable to maintain in Shanghai is 635,000 rounds ; the stock on December 31 was 630,845 rounds; the 
estimated expenditure for the year, allowing for an increase of 140 men, is 302,360 rounds ; the annual free 
issue from H. M. Government is 30,000 ; and provision has been made for the purchase of 276,515 rounds. 


Fire Brigade, Tls. 78,350.—The Chief Officer's application for a Foreign Clerical Assistant has 
been approved, and the Council also contemplates engaging, towards the end of the year, a Second Officer, 
who will qualify himself to act for the Chief Officer during sickness and long leave. The remainder of the 
estimate follows last year’s lines and again provides T's. 12,754 to be expended in minor appliances. 


Police Force, 1's. 860,030.--'The estimate is Tls. 46,000 less than last year due to the number 
of officers and men on war service and to the temporary stoppage of leave throughout the Foreign 
Branch. The estimates of receipts and expenditure connected with the Mixed Court are more exact than 
heretofore, being based on the actual returns during the Council’s three years’ financial supervision of this 
institution. 

Health Department, Tis. 222,170.—The section under the heading “ General” calls for no comment, 
the Couneil’s observations on the subject of Plague Prevention contained inthe Budget for 1914 applying with 
equal force this year. A small increase in the expenditure of the Victoria Nursing Home is due to the increased 
cost of drugs, dressings, groceries, and other domestic articles for hospital use. ~The reduction of the estimate 
of receipts from patients in the Isolation Hospital from Ts. 6,000 to ‘I'ls. 2,000 reflects the Council's intention 
to make admission to this hospital free of charge. The Health Officer has pointed out that the isolation of 
cases of communicable disease is mainly for the benefit of the community. Already a considerable number 
of cases among the less prosperous residents are admitted free, in order to remove the danger of infection in 
homes which are usually badly overcrowded, but there are still cases where the fee of T'ls. 2 per diem delays 
or even prevents the necessary admission to the Isolation Hospital. Although no cases have been refused 
on account of inability to pay the fee, there are people who rightly wish to avoid an application to be 
treated as charity cases. It is proposed to make a charge of T's. 5 per day for private rooms, and that 
non-pharmacopeeial drugs, patent medicines and foods, mineral waters and alcoholic drinks, shall be charged 
to the patient. 

The grants to the Shantung Road and St. Luke's Hospitals have been raised from Ts, 3,000 to 
Tls. 5,000 per annum in recognition of the increasing charitable work which these institutions do for the 
Chinese community. 

Public Works Department, Tis. 680,330.—Vhis estimate is entirely normal and is set out in the 
customary full detail. - 

Educational Department, Ts. 112,675.--This figure represents the cost of maintaining 6 schools with 
grants-in-aid for 4 others. ‘The Council's educational budget has still an interim character. Thenew building 
for the Thomas Hanbury School for Boys and the Nieh Chih-kuei Public School for Chinese are in course 
of construction, while the Chinese school for the Central District yet remains to be built. Until these works 
are completed it would be early to review the results of the work of the General Educational Committee of 
1911/12. A further step towards co-ordination is proposed by the formation of a Foreign Educational 
Committee to take over the control of the four schools catering for Foreign and Eurasian children, 


General Charges, Ts. 86,735.—Under this heading will be found an appropriation of T'ls. 3,600, 
perpetuating the grant to the Charity Organisation Committee under the amendment to Resolution V passed 
at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in March 1914. ‘he Council has reason to believe that the work of 
this Committee has proved such as to justify continuing the defrayal of the cost of its working expenses, 
The rent of temporary office accommodation during the re-building of the Central Offices is responsible 
for Tls. 20,500, 
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EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Bridges, Tls, 6,800.—As regards the projected bridge over the Yukingpoo, for which provision was 
made in last year’s Budget, it was found that it would be necessary to alter the position of the Chinese 
water-main lying in the bed of the creek, and, in anticipation of opposition, the work has been postponed, 
The estimated cost, Tls. 6,000, is now re-inserted. The Yates Road Bridge, estimated cost Tls. 800, will be 
little more than an advance section of the culvert which will replace the Love Lane Creek. 

Bundings, Tls. 18,725.—Upon the conclusion of the lawsuit on the subject of the Markham Road 
Foreshore the Council decided to make this important frontage available for use, and the work of bunding 
will be begun during the year to include three cargo jetties. The width of the Markham Road in this 
section will be the standard, 40 feet. The proposed bunding north of the Macao Road is being undertaken by 
arrangement with Messrs. Atkinson and Dallas, Ld., who will share the cost with the Council. The bunding 
required in the Lay Road is in re-placement of the wooden bunding constructed in 1907, which is in a bad 
state of repair. 

Drainage, Tls, 128,670.—No reference is necessary to the works in progress on the Yangkingpang 
and Defence Creek, which received the Ratepayers’ sanction in June. The figures given are the probable 
requirements for the year along the lines laid down by the Engineer, while the balance of cost, road making 
and so forth, will fall upon the accounts for 1916. 

Land, Tis. 131,680.—The first item under this heading, a nominal Tls. 100, indicates the Council’s 
intention to construct a fire station in the Eastern District in the near future. If a suitable offer of a site 
presents itself during the year it will be accepted: on the other hand the new Hongkew Station involves 
sufficient capital expenditure on the Fire Brigade for the present year. The question of a Hospital for 
Indians is acute, for the reason that the Council has received formal notice from the Governors of the 
Shanghai General Hospital that they are no longer able to accommodate Indian patients. Land which may 
prove suitable is already scheduled at the south-west corner of the Isolation Hospital site, and the two items 
are bracketed in the Budget against a round sum of Tis, 50,000, so that the incoming Council may have 
diseretionary authority to do what is best in the circumstances. The proposed investments in Market sites 
for new districts will commend themselves to the Ratepayers as satisfactory, being in pursuance of the 
successful policy adopted during recent years in this respect. 

Parks and Open Spaces, Tis, 51,280.— Arrangements are in train for completing the new Park at 
Jessfield by the gradual acquisition of adjoining land. Tis. 10,000 is also included in this estimate for the 
acquisition of Open Spaces for Children in developing neighbourhoods. The amount stated may perhaps 
prove too small having regard to the price of land in such districts ; it may, however, possibly he augmented 
by the sale of one or more of the surplus plots of land already in the Council’s ownership. The appropria- 
tion for the Thomas Hanbury School for Boys, Tis. 1,000, is required to pay for an adjustment in the 
measurement of the site acquired last year. y 

Buildings, Tls. 442,400.—The greater part of this large figure, Tls. 270,000, represents the first 
year’s instalment of the cost of the new Central Offices, complete details as to which are contained in the 
Report of the Engineer publistied on February 11. Witn regard to the additional cost of a facing for the 
building, Tls. 259,950, the Council, while unanimously in favour of natural stone, has deferred final action 
pending the Ratepayers approval of the Budget for 1915. The remaining items call for little notice, being 
for small necessary works or projects already authorised. 

Roads, Tis. 210,000.—Over and above the customary Tls. 180,000 for new roads and the extension 
of existing roads, Tls. 30,000 has been added for the continuation of permanent paving in the Central 
District. Experiments conducted in the Szechuen Road have afforded the Works Committee an opportunity 
of deciding upon the form of such paving most suited to Shanghai.
